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ADDRESS. 


Fellow  citizens  of  the  Senate 

and  of  the  House  of  Rq^resentaHves  : 

Haying  now  taken  the  oaths  prescribed  by  our  constitu- 
tion, as  preliminary  to  my  entrance  upon  the  discharge  of 
the  public  duties  of  chief  executive  magistrate,  to  which 
office  I  have  again  been  elected  by  the  freemen  of  New 
Hampshire,  I  desire  to  make  known  to  the  people  the  deep 
sense  of  gratitude,  I  feel  for  this  reiterated  expression  of 
their  confidence. 

The  peculiar  circumstances  which  have  attended  the  re- 
cent elections  in  this  State,  cannot  fail  to  impress  our  minds 
that  there  is  a  much  greater  cause  for  joy,  than  that  result*- 
ing  from  mere  individual  success.  It  is  for  the  triumph  of 
those  great  principles,  which  are  as  dear  to  freemen  as  liber- 
ty herself,  that  renders  the  result  of  the  late  election  matter 
of  deep  and  abiding  gratulation  to  the  friends  of  equal  rights 
and  of  equal  privileges. 

On  this  interesting  occasion,  it  is  assuredly  fit  that  we 
should  render  to  the  Author  of  every  good  the  homage  of 
grateful  hearts  for  His  paternal  care  over  us  for  the  past  year, 
for  His  goodness  in  having  sustained  the  diversified  interests 
of  this  Commonwealth,  and  for  securing  to  the  people  the 
unimpaired  continuance  of  social,  religious  and  civil  liberty. 

What  an  impressive  illustration  is  here  presented  of  the 
character  of  our  free  and  happy  government!  We  assemble 
at  stated  periods,  as  the  representatives  of  an  intelligent  and 
patriotic  peopIe,to  enact  laws  for  their  as  well  as  for  our  own 
guidance.  A  great  change  in  that  representation  annually 
occurs :  around  me  I  observe  men  whom  I  did  not  meet  in 
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this  place  at  the  commencement  of  the  last  political  year : 
and  many  were  then  assembled  here  who  did  not  belong 
to  either  branch  of  the  government  the  year  preceding — 
affording  evidence  of  the  truth  of  that  saying,  which  lies 
at  the  foundation  of  all  our  institutions,  ^Hhat  political 
power  emanates  from  the  people^^ — that  they  are  emphatical- 
ly the  true  sovereigns  of  this  free  representative  government 
— that  we  are  all  here  as  their  public  servants,  to  carry  out 
their  will  and  to  become  the  exponents  of  their  opinions. 
It  is  this  great  and  invaluable  principle  which  makes  the 
distinguishing  feature  in  our  government — the  one  which 
elevates  it  high  and  baove  all  forms  and  political  compacts 
which  have  hitherto  been  devised. 

In  my  address  to  the  Legislature  at  the  commencement 
of  the  last  political  year,  I  recommended  sundry  alterations 
and  amendments  in  the  then  existing  statutes.  I  regarded 
them  all  as  essentially  connected  with  the  true  interests  of 
the  people.  Notwithstanding  the  convictions  impressed  upon 
my  own  mind  as  to  the  importance  of  the  changes  then  sug- 
gested, I  shall  not  at  this  time  call  your  attention  to  those 
subjects,  as  I  do  not  intend  to  propose  on  the  present  occa- 
sion any  special  alterations  in  our  system  of  laws.  I  shall 
commit  the  whole  subject  to  your  discrimination  and  good 
judgment.  If  any  amendments  in  our  statutes  are  in  your 
opinion  necessary  for  the  promotion  of  the  public  good, 
your  own  observation  will  readily  suggest  them.  I  prefer  to 
leave  the  whole  matter  to  your  discretion,  rather  than  to  re- 
commend particular  changes. 

Correct  principles  of  legislation  must  always  in  a  govern- 
ment founded  upon  law,  be  of  engrossing  interest  to  the 
representatives  of  the  people.  The  first  object  of  an  intel- 
ligent community  is  to  ascertain  and  establish  the  principles 
on  which  the  government  should  be  founded.  In  the  writ- 
ten constitution  of  the  various  states  of  the  Union  and  of 
the  United  States,  the  attempt  is  made  with  greater  or  less 
success  to  define  with  precision  the  general  rights  and  duties 
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which  belong  to  individuals  in  their  relation  to  each  other, 
and  to  the  public.  That  these  attempts  in  the  absence  of 
experience  should  always  be  successful,  was  not  to  be  ex- 
pected by  liberal  and  reflecting  men.  That  timid  reasoners, 
feerful  even  of  improvement  if  it  involved  the  necessity  of 
a  change,  should  sometimes  mistake  the  form  for  the  sub- 
stance, must  have  been  anticipated.  That  a  prejudice  should 
sometimes  have  been  elevated  into  a  principle,cherished  with 
sacred  care  and  embalmed  in  the  chosen  repositories  of  po- 
litical truth,  cannot  surprise  those  who  remember  that  it  is 
with  nations  as  it  is  with  individuals;  each  must  reach  man- 
hood before  the  crude  notions  of  youth  can  be  corrected. 
That  superficial  thinkers  should  adopt  ill-digested  plans 
upon  partial  and  narrow  views — that  sanguine  and  intole- 
rant men  should  strive  to  make  the  opinions  of  others 
assume  the  shape  in  which  alone  they  could  see  truth-— 
was  less  to  be  wondered  at,  than  an  unsettled  state  of 
society  in  which  there  should  be  neither  shallowness 
nor  intolerance.  But  the  traces  of  the  timid  and  the  pre- 
judiced, the  superficial  and  the  intolerant  are  not  sufficient 
to  destroy  the  harmony  of  a  constitution  formed  by  men 
sincerely  anxious  to  attain  to  the  knowledge  of  political 
truth.  With  all  their  defects  the  principles  of  our  constitu- 
tions are  expansive  and  comprehensive  enough  to  admit  of 
a  legislation  adapted  to  the  daily  increasing  wants  and  re- 
finements of  civilized  life,  and  to  our  keener  appreciation  oi 
the  true  objects  of  all  human  society,  the  improvement  of  in- 
dividuals in  physical  comfort  and  intellectual  independence^ 
and  their  progress  in  moral  and  religious  attainments. 

A  constitutional  theory  admitted  to  be  erroneous  and  upon 
which  no  legislation  is  ever  founded,  although  it  may  injure 
the  symmetry  of  the  instrument  as  a  work  of  art,  may  not 
lessen  its  value,  on  the  whole,  as  a  summary  of  political 
truth,and  as  each  year,  it  is  to  be  hoped,  adds  to  our  stock  of 
political  knowledge,  we  are  less  liableto  Confound  accidental 
defects  with  principles  of  acknowledged  truth.  No  wise  con*- 
stitution  ever  embodied  in  itself,as  a  principle  to  be  acted  upon. 
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any  intolerant  theory  of  government,  of  religion  or  morals. 
No  educated  and  thoughtful  people  ever  acted  upon  any  such 
theory,  and  no  people  whatever  ever  practised  it  without 
sooner  or  later  becoming  the  victims  of  their  own  blindness. 
We  learn  to  tolerate  a  theoretical  defect  in  a  constitution,  as 
we  learn  to  becur  with  the  follies  and  vices  of  our  race.  And 
these  mankind  are  beginning  to  perceive,  can  better  be  cor- 
rected by  time  and  patience  than  .expelled  by  violent  reme- 
dies. In  legislation  experience  teaches  us  that,  except  in 
extreme  cases,  it  is  better  to  pause,  until  the  operation  of  a 
system  can  be  understood,  than,  because  we  may  think  it 
theoretically  wrong,  suddenly  to  introduce  another  on  which 
experience  has  thrown  as  little  light. 

Since  the  adjournment,  of  the  last  session  the  Revised 
Statutes  of  New  Hampshire  have  been  published  and  laid 
before  the  people.  In  the  month  of  March  last  in  pursuance 
of  the  duty  imposed  upon  me  by  the  resolution  adopted  at 
the  last  session  of  the  Legislature,  I  made  a  careful  exami- 
nation of  the  manner  in  which  the  public  printers  of  the 
State  had  performed  their  contract.  The  result  of  that  in- 
vestigation was  that  their  duties  had  been  scrupulously  ful- 
filled. The  volume  is  well  bound  and  printed  upon  paper 
and  with  type  fully  equal  to  the  terms  of  their  agreement. 
The  work  is  remarkably  free  from  typographical  errors.  In 
several  instances  errors  and  omissions  in  the  copy  furnished 
them  by  the  Legislature,  are  noticed  in  the  book  in  such  a 
way  as  to  draw  your  attention  to  them  and  enable  you  to 
legislate  upon  such  particulars  as  may  seem  to  require  it. 

The  publication  of  the  laws  of  the  State  in  this  revised 
form  is  undoubtedly  a  great  improvement  upon  the  former 
system.  The  cumbersome  and  ungrammatical  phraseology 
of  many  of  the  statutes  has  been  corrected.  The  involved 
and  obscure  meaning  of  many  sections  has  been  elicited  and 
enunciated  in  distinct  and  intelligible  propositions :  provis- 
ions upon  the  same  subject,  but  separated  from  each  other 
by  wide  intervals  of  years  and  pages,  have  been  brought  to- 
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gether  and  classified.  Repealed  statutes  have  been  omitted 
and  a  general  character  of  compactness  and  simplicity  has 
been  given  to  the  whole.  All  persons  of  reflection  and  all 
those  whose  duty  it  is  either  to  ex^ine  or  expound  the 
laws,  can  readily  perceive  that  the  labor  and  expense  devo^ 
ted  to  this  object,  have  met  with  a  satisfactory  reward.  It 
would  be  difficult  to  find  two  gentlemen  who,  in  the  very 
short  period  allowed  them  to  complete  so  laborious  a  task, 
would  have  performed  it  so  well  and  so  thoroughly  as  Messrs. 
Bell  and  Fox,  the  commissioners  appointed  by  my  predeces^ 
sor  to  perform  that  duty.  That  there  are  defects  and  omis^ 
sions  in  the  book  as  now  published,  which  a  longer  time  for 
examination  would  have  enabled  the  Legislature  to  discov- 
er, and  which  would  have  been  remedied  by  greater  cau- 
tion, is  not  improbable.  It  would  be  wonderful  indeed,  if 
from  the  haste  and  carelessness  which  have  disfigured  many 
of  our  statutes  for  the  last  fifty  years,  we  had  at  once  been 
awakened  to  the  necessity  of  bestowing  upon  the  enact- 
ment of  the  laws  that  patient  care  and  studious  diligence 
which  are  requisite  to  the  perfection  of  every  other  intellec- 
tual effort.  The  improvement  already  made  is  a  great  and 
essential  one  and  will  undoubtedly  be  valuable  both  in  its 
immediate  and  practical  effects,  and  as  an  example.  It  is 
singular  that,  compared  with  other  subjects  of  human  inter- 
est, the  business  of  careful  legislation  should  have  occupied 
so  little  of  the  attention  of  the  community.  It  is  not,  sure- 
ly, that  the  subject  is  one  that  requires  but  little  intellectual 
effort.  There  is  in  truth  no  matter  of  temporal  concern  that 
requires  so  much.  A  good  system  of  laws  founded  upon 
and  in  harmony  with  the  principles  of  a  free  government, 
adapted  to  the  wants  of  the  people,  comprehensive  enough 
to  embrace  within  its  range  all  their  essential  rights  and  du- 
ties, but  not  sufficiently  minute  in  its  details  to  become  op- 
jHressive  in  its  operations,  is  one  of  the  most  difficult,  as  it 
is  one  of  the  rarest,  achievements  of  human  skill.  The 
names  of  great  lawgivers  have  been  handed  down  to  pos- 
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terity  as  the  greatest  benefactors  of  mankind.  Properly  to 
perform  this  duty  requires  not  only  great  abilities,  a  well 
disciplined  mind  and  habits  of  accurate  thought,  but  inde- 
fatigable perseverance ;  k  clear  perception  of  the  object  to 
be  attained ;  its  consistency  with  the  general  plan,  and  the 
invaluable  power  of  close  and  patient  attention.  It  would 
be  unreasonable  for  us  to  repine  at  the  absence  of  great 
jurists,  for  they  are  seldom  found  among  mankind.  But  if 
the  genius  of  a  great  lawgiver  does  not  exist  among  us,  we 
are  still  unpardonable,  if  we  regard  legislation  as  an  irksome 
task  which  we  may  slight  or  evade  without  a  violation  of 
our  official  oaths.  The  more  unpresuming  virtues  of  in- 
dustry, caution  and  investigation,  it  is  to  be  hoped,  still  ex* 
ist  among  us.  There  can  be  no  sufficient  excuse  for  hasty 
and  careless  legislation.  We  require  of  the  advocate  who 
manages  our  causes^  the  physician  who  prescribes  for  our 
diseases,  of  the  architect  who  constructs  our  buildings,  that 
each  of  them  shall  call  into  exercise  his  best  efforts,  and  shall 
apply  the  principles  of  his  art  to  the  conduct  of  our  busi- 
ness. We  expect  them  to  consider  the  object  to  be  attained, 
to  perceive  all  the  obstacles  in  the  way  of  success,  to  view 
the  subject  in  all  its  bearings,  and  to  take  time  enough  to 
assure  themselves  that  the  best  mode  is  adopted.  No  less, 
surely,  ought  to  be  required  or  expected  of  the  legislator. 
The  man  who  enunciates  a  proposition  in  mathematicSt 
without  considering  the  result  to  which  his  principle  will 
lead  him,  or  who  promulgates  a  doctrine  in  nu>ral8,  without 
reflecting  on  its  operation  upon  the  happiness  of  the  com-* 
munity,  we  look  upon  as  a  pretender,  and  unworthy  of  our 
confidence.  And  certain  it  is  that  there  can  be  no  duty 
more  responsible  or  more  important,  than  that  which  we  owe 
to  those  who  sent  us  here — no  interests  more  momentous 
than  those  confided  to  our  keeping  ;  and  yet  legislation  is  too 
often  regarded  not  as  a  serious  duty,  involving  the  happiness 
of  the  community  and  calling  for  self  denial,  labor  and  fore- 
thought.   Laws  are  too  frequently  passed  without  sufficient 
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consideration,  to  answer  a  temporary  purpose,  and  upon  a 
partial  rieir  of  the  subject.  When  such  laws  go  into  opera- 
tion, they  are  found  to  be  defective,  and  their  defects  beget 
a  necessity  for  the  passage  of  other  laws :  these  in  their 
turn  soon  require  amendment,  until  the  system  becomes  a 
crude  mass  of  contradictory  provisions,  almost  defying  anal- 
ysis and  discouraging  the  most  faithful  and  diligent  inquirer. 
Changes  are  then  proposed  in  the  laws  to  remedy  existing 
defects,  and  alterations  are  from  time  to  time  made  without 
fuUy  accomplishing  the  purpose  designed.  Evils  exist, 
much  time  and  money  are  squandered  in  litigation,  until  the 
public  attention  is  aroused,  and  the  people  become  convinc- 
ed that  a  farther  expenditure  of  time  and  money  is  necessa- 
ry, to  avoid  the  evils  which  should  have  been  avoided  in  the 
beginning.  Such  was  the  conviction  growing  out  of  the 
state  and  condition  of  our  system  of  laws,  as  it  existed 
anterior  to  the  late  revision.  The  interests  and  the  happi- 
ness of  the  people  demanded  a  revision  of  our  public  stat- 
utes. The  work  has  been  done,  existing  evils  have  been 
remedied,  a  system  has  been  arranged,  with  a  precision,  or- 
der and  method  required  by  the  wants  of  the  people. 

It  should  be  our  end  and  aim,  and  the  end  and  aim  of  those 
who  come  after  us,  not  to  mar  this  system  by  hasty  legisla- 
tion— if  defects  shall  hereafter  be  discovered,  to  provide 
for  such  defects  in  that  plain,  direct  and  intelligible  manner, 
as  will  add  beauty  and  strength  to  the  work. 

Bat  after  all  that  has  been  done — after  all  the  evils  have 
been  remedied  so  far  as  human  skill  will  avail — certain  it 
is  that  litigation  will  arise.  It  is  idle  to  suppose  that, 
under  the  Revised  Statutes  or  under  any  system  of  laws 
which  the  wisdom  of  man  ever  devised,  litigation  will  cease 
or  will  ever  be  essentially  diminished.  We  are  no  better 
than  those  who  have  gone  before  us— have  the  same  frail- 
ties as  those  of  olden  time  ;  the  same  passions  and  prejudi- 
ces, the  same  ambition  and  selfishness,  that  characterized  th^ 

chosen  people  for  whom,  thousands  of  years  ago,  the  A1-* 
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mighty  dictated  a  code  of  civil  government,  imposing  pen- 
alties for  their  offences  and  regulating  their  controversies. 
The  passions  which,  five  hundred  years  since,  placed  men  in 
battle  array  against  each  other,  now  find  vent  in  the  peace- 
ful arena  of  a  court  of  justice;  and  judges  and  jurors  in  their 
respective  provinces,  pass  upon  questions  and  determine 
rights  which  were  once  adjudicated  by  the  sword.  Men  are 
made  of  the  same  clay  and  are  agitated  by  the  same  pas- 
sions as  of  old.  Christianity,  however,  and  a  more  accurate 
view  of  the  objects  of  human  society^  have  taught  us  that 
reason  and  law  are  the  best  safeguards  of  human  happi- 
ness. Litigation  will  exist  so  long  as  men  are  the  creatures 
of  impulse,  so  long  as  craft  and  cunning  turn  us  away  from 
the  right  path,  or  pride  and  obstinacy  render  us  callous  to 
our  sense  of  duty.  The  imperceptible  but  sure  changes 
that  are  constantly  going  on  in  manners,  in  notions  of  gov- 
ernment and  in  th^  appreciation  of  our  rights,  afford  food  for 
discussion,which  too  frequently  terminates  in  litigation.  Apd 
when  we  consider  that  no  one  case  in  all  its  particulars  can 
ever  afford  an  exact  precedent  for  another,  and  that  in  the 
infinite  variety  of  human  circumstances  no  case  was  ever  ex- 
actly like  another,  we  cease  to  wonder  that  n^n  plunge  into 
controversies.  The  utmost  that  legislation  can  do,  is  to 
adopt  a  system  of  general  rules,  within  which  all  probable 
eases  may  be  included,  in  order  that,  if  there  must  be  litiga- 
tion, the  parties  may  reach  the  actual  merits  of  their  dis- 
putes, without  wasting  their  strength  in  vain  endeavors  to 
ascertain  the  meaning  of  the  lawgivers^  and  to  obtain  a  ju- 
dicial construction  of  their  acts. 

I  have  thus  alluded  to  the  defects  in  our  legislation^  be- 
cause I  think  they  are  evils  common  to  and  increasing  in 
every  part  of  America.  The  fatal  facility  of  making  laws 
•  in  the  thirty  legislative  assemblies  of  the  United  States,  has 
caused  an  accumulation  of  statutes  embarrassing  to  the 
courts  and  to  the  bar,  and  injurious  to  the  people;  and  the 
ease  with  which  public  law^  are  passed  in  our  own  State, 
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should  not  fail  to  excite  a  spirit  of  great  vigilance  and  cau- 
tion. In  a  single  hour  an  important  act  may  go  through  all 
the  forms  of  legislation  and  become  the  law  of  the  land,  at 
the  time  believed  to  be  harmless  in  its  provisions,  called 
for  by  the  interests  of  the  State,  and  tending  in  no  respect 
to  the  injury  of  individuals.  Yet,  a  short  experience  affords 
proof  that  this  legislation  was  tmcalled  for,  was  unwise, 
and  in  its  effects  prejudicial  to  the  interests  of  the  State  and 
disastrous  to  the  rights  of  the  citizen.  It  has  occurred  to 
me  from  the  best  reflections  which  I  have  been  able  to  give 
to  the  subject,  that  no  public  act  passed  at  one  session  of  the 
Legislature  should  take  effect  until  thirty  days  at  least  after 
the  commencement  of  the  next  succeeding  session,  and  that 
the  same  limitation  should  be  imposed  upon  all  private  acts 
which  can  by  possibility  either  affect  the  interests  of  the 
State  or  of  individuals.  Such  a  provision  would  take  away, 
in  all  probability,  the  practical  evils  ordinarily  resulting  from 
hasty  legislation.  It  is  an  undeniable  fact  that  the  frequen- 
cy of  change  in  our  public  laws  is  an  evil,  and  if  such  evils 
occur,  they  should  be  commented  on  plainly  and  decidedly. 
I  speak  decidedly,because  I  feel  deeply  the  importance  of  the 
subject.  I  speak  with  a  confidence  that  my  remarks-  will 
be  taken  in  the  same  spirit  which  actuates  me  in  making 
them,  and  with  an  earnest  hope  that  the  representatives  of 
so  orderly,  so  industrious  and  so  religious  a  people  as  the 
citizens  of  New  Hampshire,  will  hereafter  be  ambitious  not 
to  increase  the  number  of  the  laws,  but  with  patience  and 
forbearan<^e  to  ascertain  the  positive  defects  in  the  existing 
legislation,  and  then  to  apply  such  correctives  as  the  nature 
of  the  case  may  require.  Having  so  recently  given  to  the 
public  our  system  of  statute  law,  it  is  but  the  part  of  wis- 
dom to  suffer  it  to  remain  unchanged,  until  experience  shall 
suggest  defects  which  the  condition  of  society,  the  wants 
of  the  people  and  a  regard  to  their  true  interests  require 
should  be  remedied. 
Our  primary  schools  richly  deserve  at  all  times  the  pat- 
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ronage  and  encouragement  of  the  legislature.  Our  govern- 
ment is  based  upon  the  virtue  of  the  people :  that  virtue 
is  best  preserved  as  knowledge  shall  be  most  diffused.  As 
the  means  of  education,  the  nurseries  of  pure  morals  and 
the  sources  of  undefiled  religion,  these  primary  institutions 
of  our  country  have  within  the  last  twelve  months  excited 
much  of  the  public  attention.  A  new  impulse  has  been 
given  to  the  public  mind,  and  a  new  spirit  has  been  awak- 
ened to  the  importance  .of  our  common  schools  for  the  spread 
of  morality  and  religion,  for  the  diffusion  of  intelligence 
among  the  people  and  for  the  preservation  of  our  republican 
institutions. 

Those  patriots  who  framed  the  constitution  of  our  State, 
incorporated  into  that  instrument  a  sentiment  worthy  of 
themselves,  that  knowledge  and  learning  generally  diffu- 
sed through  a  community  were  essential  to  the  preservation 
of  a  free  government,  and  that  it  was  the  bounden  duty  of 
legislators  and  magistrates  to  cherish  the  interests  of  all  sem- 
inaries and  public  schools.  This  injunction  of  our  politi- 
cal fathers  should  never  be  forgotten  or  disregarded  by  the 
friends  of  popular  liberty.  In  my  first  address  to  the  legis- 
lature I  alluded  to  the  republican  character  of  our  free  school 
system.  I  then  remarked  that  in  those  institutions  are  im- 
parted to  the  youth  of  our  State  that  ]ove  of  civil  and  reli- 
gious liberty,  that  high  devotion  to  the  cause  of  human 
rights,  which  lead  to  the  unfailing  exertion  of  their  energies 
and  of  their  efforts  for  the  security  of  individual  and  public 
freedom.  The  constitution  of  our  primary  schools  points 
them  out  as  especially  meriting  public  confidence  and  pub- 
lic support.  The  scholars  in  these  seminaries  must  be  on 
terms  of  strict  equality,  and  mingle  together  exclusively  for 
instruction.  The  children  of  the  poor  as  well  as  of  the 
rich-^those  emanating  from  the  laboring  classes,  as  well  as 
those  from  the  independent  portions  of  our  community — en- 
joy the  same  rights  and  the  same  privileges :  they  com- 
mence their  course  of  study — enter  upon  the  acquisition  of 
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knowledge,  under  like  influences  and  with  like  hopes.  Our 
primary  sehools  may  well  be  denominated  public  institu- 
tions, .  They  are  sustained  at  the  public  charge,  are  dedica- 
ted to  the  use  of  all  the  youth  of  certain  ages  within  the 
limits  of  our  State,  and  a  direct  benefit  is  periodically  real- 
ized by  the  education  of  the  sons  and  daughters  of  our  re- 
public. Our  free  school  system  may  be  considered  as  the 
heart  of  the  body  politic,  and  the  streams  which  are  contin- 
ually flowing  from  it,  gi^e  health,  vigor  and  strength  to  all 
the  members  of  our  community. 

It  has  been  matter  of  complaint  that  our  common  schools 
were  not  receiving  that  encouragement  from  the  hands  of 
the  Legislature,  which  they  ought  to  receive.  Academies 
and  high  schools,  it  is  said,  have  been  multiplied  in  our 
land  to  the  neglect  of  those  primary  institutions  which 
should  be  our  pride  and  boast,  and  which  should  receive,  as 
they  merit,  our  constant  care  and  support.  Far  be  it  from 
me  to  say  any  thing  which  might  tend  to  discourage  that 
public  and  benevolent  spirit,  manifested  in  providing  for  the 
thorough  education  of  any  portion  of  our  community.  If 
the  effect  of  multiplying  other  literary  and  scientific  institu- 
tions be  to  break  down  our  common  schools,  to  change 
their  character  and  impair  their  usefulness,  the  friends  of  a 
general  diffusion  of  knowledge  and  learning  would  regret 
the  tendency  of  any  course  *to  produce  any  such  effect. — 
There  is,  however,  within  the  power  of  the  Legislature  at  all 
times  a  perfect  remedy  for  any  such  evil.  Elevate  the  char- 
acter of  our  primary  schools.  Place  within  the  reach  of  the 
most  depressed  son  of  poverty  within  our  State,  the  means 
of  obtaining  a  thorough  English  education,  through  the  influ- 
ence of  these  free  seminaries  of  learning.  Let  there  be  such 
a  division,  (whenever  practicable,)  of  the  youth,  that  the 
younger  scholars  may  eonstitute  an  exclusive  class  to  receive 
such  instruction  as  they  would  require  :  and  let  the  schol- 
ars more  advanced  in  attainments,  be  placed  under  the  ex- 
clusive guidance  and  instruction  of  those  well  qualified  to 
teach  the  higher  branches  of  an  English  education. 
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Ft  is  a  reproach  to  our  free  school  system  that  the  higher 
branches  of  mathematics,  philosophy  and  political  economy 
can  only  be  acquired  at  our  academies  and  high  schools.  This 
should  not  so  be.  An  invidious  feeling  is  thereby  engendered 
among  the  youth  of  our  State,  and  one  of  the  great  objects 
of  our  free  primary  schools  is  defeated,  and  that  is  the  op- 
portunity of  giving  to  the  poorer  classes  of  our  community 
as  thorough  an  English  education,  as  can  be  attained  else- 
where; and  thus  fitting  them  to  perform  the  duties  which 
may  devolve  upon  them  as  citizens  of  this  republic. 

I  do  not  design  to  recommend  any  alterations  in  our 
present  militia  system.  It  has  received  its  present  modifi- 
cation after  having  been  carefully  and  recently  revised  by 
the  immediate  representatives  of  the  people.  I  would  there- 
fore confidently  trust  that  no  amendments  will  be  attempted 
in  our  militia  laws,  until  experience  shall  suggest  the  neces- 
sity of  further  change.  Far  better  is  it  to  bear  some  practi- 
cal'inconveniences  than  to  subject  the  system  to  frequent 
alterations.  No  man  can  entertain  a  more  exalted  opinion 
of  the  value  of  a  well  regulated  militia  for  the  preservation 
of  our  institutions  and  for  the  protection  of  the  rights  of 
the  citizen,  than  myself.  No  man,  looking  to  the  honor  of 
this  free  country,  the  continuance  of  this  free  government, 
the  happiness  of  this  free  people,  could  more  deeply  la- 
ment than  myself  the  existence  at  any  time  of  a  sentiment 
or  feeling  opposed  to  the  respectability  and  usefulness  of 
our  militia. 

In  connexion  with  our  primary  schools,  the  institution 
of  our  militia  alike  deserves  the  protecting  care  of  the 
State  government.  The  minds  of  men  may  be  enlight- 
ened ;  the  value  of  political  and  social  virtue  may  be  real- 
ized ;  the  genius  of  our  liberal  institutions  may  be  well  un- 
derstood ;  and  laws  may  be  passed  with  all  the  sanctions 
which  the  wisdom  of  man  can  devise;  yet  all  these  would 
avail  but  little,  without  the  influence  of  a  citizen  soldiery  ; 
without  that  moral  force,  that  physical  ^^  corps  de  reserve^  '*

designed  for  the  ultimate  security  and  defence  of  the  just 
rights,  the  equal  privileges,  the  constitutional  liberty  of 
the  people.  These  opinions  are  given  as  the  result  of  much 
reflection.  They  are  presented  to  you  as  my  sober  convic- 
tions. And  I  cannot  but  hope  that  they  will  find  a  hearty 
and  concurrent  response  from  those  to  whom  they  are  ad- 
dressed, and  that  at  no  future  period  of  our  history  will  any 
representative  body  of  the  people  be  assembled  without  fee- 
ling the  force  of  the  sentiment,  thai  for  the  due  preservation 
of  the  liberties  and  the  rights  of  the  people^  and  for  the  secu- 
rity of  our  free  government,  it  becomes  their  bounden  duty 
to  do  all  that  can  be  done,  to  maintain  the  character  and  to 
promote  the  usefulness  and  efficiency  of  our  free  school  and 
of  our  free  militia  systems. 

From  communications  which  have  been  made  to  me,  I 
learn  that  the  Asylum  for  the  Insane  has  been  in  readiness 
for  the  reception  of  patients  for  the  last  seven  months  ;  that 
about  seventy  within  that  period  have  been  received  at  the 
institution,  twenty  of  whom  have  been  returned  to  their 
friends,  having  been  partially  or  perfectly  restored  to  the 
exercise  of  their  right  reason ;  and  that  newcly  fifty  are, 
at  this  time,  under  the  charge  of  the  superintendent.  It  is 
worthy  of  remark  that  the  Asylum  for  the  Insane  in  its  erec- 
tion and  in  its  subsequent  management  has  been  conducted 
with  great  judgment  and  economy,  and  although  such  in- 
stitutions are  inavoidably  subject,  at  the  commencement  of 
their  operations,  to  severer  charges  than  are  ordinarily  in- 
curred afterwards  within  the  same  period  of  time  ;  yet  it  is 
believed  that  the  means  within  the  control  of  the  Asylum 
will  enable  it  to  meet  its  ordinary  expenditures  for  the  com- 
ing year.  The  buildings  and  the  grounds  belonging  to  this 
institution,  its  location  and  superintendency,  cannot  fail  to 
recommend  it  to  the  public  as  a  most  desirable  retreat  and 
residence  for  those  unhappy  fellow  beings  who,  for  a  time, 
may  have  been  deprived  of  that  unerring  light  given  us  by

the  God  of  nature  for  our  guide  and  direction.  The  Asyhim 
will,  I  trust,  continue  to  command  and  receive  in  its  behalf 
the  sympathies  and  efforts  of  the  friends  of  humanity  here 
and  elsewhere. 

Since  the  adjournment  of  the  last  Legislature,  I  have  re- 
ceived a  communication  upon  the  subject  of  the  geological 
survey  of  this  State.  No  doubt  a  further  report  of  much 
interest  will  be  submitted  by  the  State  Geologist  before  the 
close  of  this  session,  and  as  soon  as  received,  it  shall  be  trans- 
mitted for  your  information. 

Under  the  authority  given  to  the  State  Treasurer  by  the 
resolution  of  the  last  legislature  to  borrow  thirty-five  thou- 
sand dollars  for  the  use  and  upon  the  credit  of  the  State,  he 
has  been  enabled  to  supply  the  treasury  with  means,  (derived 
from  our  own  citizens  and  institutions,)  sufficient  to  meet  all 
demands  which  have  hitherto  been  made  upon  him.  And  I 
feel  warranted  in  stating  that  he  will  be  able  to  command, 
under  the  same  resolution,  funds  sufficient  to  meet  the  ex- 
penditures of  the  State  for  the  ensuing  half  year,  and  that 
from  the  tax  payable  into  the  treasury  in  December  next,  he 
will  be  supplied  with  the  means  of  extinguishing  the  entire 
debt  of  the  State  for  money  borrowed,  and  have  a  balance  in 
the  Treasury,  applicable  to  the  wants  of  the  government  at 
the  commencement  of  the  next  political  year.  The  State 
of  New  Hampshire  has  much  cause  for  congratulation  for 
her  resources,  her  credit  and  for  her  freedom  from  pecunia- 
ry embarrassment. 

Within  a  short  time  past  the  Executive  Branch  of  the 
government  has  made  a  full  and  careful  examination  into 
the  receipts  and  expenditures  for  the  past  year,  and  into  the 
present  condition,  of  our  State  Prison,  and  also  into  the 
health,  habits  and  conduct  of  the  prisoners. 

The  income  of  the  Prison,  according  to  the  statement  of 
the  Warden,  during  the  year  ending  the  30th  of  April,  1843, 
has  been  as  follows :

It  is,  however,  a  duty  devolving  upon  you  as  the  immediate 
representatives  of  the  people,  to  institute  a  thorough  and 
rigid  investigation  into  all  the  means  and  liabilities  of  the 
institution,  and  to  ascertain  by  a  minute  examination  wheth- 
er in  the  report  of  the  warden  any  means  are  estimated 
which  may  not  be  available,  and  whether  a  full  exhibit  is 
given  of  all  the  liabilities  of  the  Prison.  Such  a  course  of 
proceeding  should  not  be  dispeni^ed  with,  and  at  the  com- 
mencement of  every  year  the  true  and  actual  state  and  con- 
dition of  the  prison  should  be  ascertained  and  laid  before 
the  people. 

The  number  of  convicts  in  confinement  at  the  time  of 
the  examination  was  ninety  nine.  The  health  of  the  pris- 
oners has  been  generally  good.  There  has  not  been  a  death 
among  the  inmates  at  this  institution  for  nearly  two  and  a 
half  years,  a  circumstance,  taking  into  consideration  the 
number,  unparallelled  in  the  history  of  state  prisons,  and 
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clearly  proving  the  beneficial  effects  of  regular  exercise, 
rest  and  diet.  The  New  Hampshire  State  Prison  is  at  this 
time,  in  our  opinion,  in  a  better  condition  than  it  has  been 
for  many  years  past,  and  in  point  of  discipline  second  to 
none  in  this  country.  The  resources  of  the  prison  are  am- 
ply sufficient  for  its  support,  and  no  aid  from  the  treasury 
will  be  necessary  for  the  coming  year.  It  occurred  to  the 
Executive  that  no  alteration  in  the  employment  of  the  pris- 
oners could  be  advantageously  made.  The  convicts  are 
mostly  employed  either  in  the  smith,  shoe  or  cabinet  shops. 
The  contract  for  the  service  of  the  prisoners  in  the  smith 
shop  secures  to  the  State  for  each  one  forty  cents  per  day  : 
in  the  other  shops  a  little  less  is  realized;  and  it  is  supposed 
that  a  less  favorable  contract  will  have  to  be  made  for  the 
future  employment  of  those  who  naay  labor  in  the  smith 
shop.  It  is,  however,  a  matter  of  fact  that  the  prisoners  are 
and  may  continue  to  be  supported,  with  good  and  wholesome 
food,  at  the  rate  of  seven  cents  per  day  for  each;  and  unless 
there  should  be  a  material  falling  off  in  the  subsequent  re- 
ceipts at  the  penitentiary,  a  sufficient  sum  will  be  realized 
to  meet  the  annual  expenditures  of  the  institution,  including 
the  salary  of  the  Warden;  and  the  accounts  hereafter  to  be 
submitted  by  that  officer  will,  by  direction,  contain  a  charge 
for  the  payment  of  his  own  salary,  instead  of  receiving  it 
direct  from  the  treasury  as  has  been  heretofore  practised. — 
The  Executive  could  not  fail  to  admire  the  good  order,  the 
neat  and  cleanly  appearance  of  the  several  apartments  of  the 
prison.  All  seemed  to  have  been  done  by  the  Warden  and 
those  under  him,  which  could  have  been  done  for  the  health 
and  comfort  of  those  under  their  charge.  And  they  learned 
with  equal  satisfaction  that  the  convicts  w^re  constant  in 
their  attendance  upon  the  religious  services  of  the  Sabbath, 
and  conducted  and  demeaned  themselves  with  propriety  on 
all  such  occasions. 

In  pursuance  of  the  statute  of  the  last  session,  two  Jus- 
tices of  the  Circuit  Court  of  Common  Pleas  were  appointed 
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and  commissioned  ;  and  from  the  experience  which  has  al- 
ready been  enjoyed,  there  can  be  no  doubt  that  this  altera- 
tion in  our  judicial  system  will  proye  most  salutary,  enabling 
the  respective  courts  of  common  pleas  to  transact  the  busi- 
ness falling  within  their  jurisdiction  without  umeasonable 
delay,  and  of  consequence,  with  economy  to  the  public  as 
well  as  to  the  parties  litigant,  and  affording  also  to  the  Judg- 
es of  our  Superior  Court  all  the  time  and  opportunity  neces- 
sary for  that  prompt  performance  of  their  appropriate  duties 
guarantied  by  our  constitution. 

In  accordance  with  the  request  of  the  last  Legislature,  I 
transmitted  to  the  governors  of  the  several  States  copies  of 
the  resolutions  upon  the  subject  of  postage  and  the  franking 
privilege,  and  to  the  governors  of  the  New  England  States 
copies  of  the  resolutions  upon  the  subject  of  banking  and 
the  circulation  as  money  of  small  bills  of  a  less  denomina- 
tion than  five  dollars.  Whatever  communications  shall  be 
received  in  reply,  shall  be  immediately  transmitted  for  your 
information. 

I  also  sent  to  each  of  our  representatives  and  senators  in 
Congress  copies  of  the  resolutions  of  our  last  legislature, 
upon  the  important  subjects  of  the  tariff,  the  bankrupt  and 
distribution  acts  of  the  last  Congress. 

I  cannot  permit  this  opportunity  to  pass  without  an  ex- 
pression of  my  full  and  perfect  concurrence  in  opinion  with 
those  expressed  by  the  last  Legislature  in  the  resolutions  to 
which  I  have  referred.  Nor  can  I  permit  the  occasion  to  pass 
without  bearing  testimony  to  the  propriety  and  fitness  of 
such  legislative  proceedings. 

New  Hampshire  is  a  member  of  this  great  confederacy  of 
states.  And  the  patriotism,  the  intelligence,  the  self  respect, 
the  stern  and  inflexible  principles  of  her  people  would  nev- 
er tolerate  any  disinclination  in  their  representatives  to  speak 
forth,  on  all  proper  occasions,  their  views  on  all  matters  of 
public  policy.  Integrity,  vigilance,  fearlessness  belong  to 
the  patriot,  and  that  man  can  be  but  little  acquainted  with

the  character  of  our  citizens,  who  would  deny  to  them  the 
possession  of  those  qualities  in  a  most  pre-eminent  degree. 

It  is  your  high  privilege  to  declare  your  opinions  of  the 
measures  of  those  charged  with  the  administration  of  our 
national  affairs.  A  declaration  of  your  views,  as  the  repre- 
sentatives of  an  independent  member  of  this  union,  is  not 
only  a  matter  of  right,  but  may  be  a  matter  of  duty.  As  an 
integral  part  of  the  republic.  New  Hampshire  cannot  be  in- 
different to  the  acts  of  Congress.  Their  operation  is  either 
for  good  or  for  evil  upon  her  citizens.  And  the  character  of 
all  national  measures  should  be  welt  examined,  and  either 
approved  or  condemned  by  the  intelligence  and  patriotism 
of  the  country.  If  any  infraction  has  been  committed  by 
our  public  servants  upon  the  constitution  of  this  republic, 
we  should  not  be  silent.  A  frank  avowal  of  the  opinions  of 
the  constituted  authofities  of  any  one  member  of  the  con- 
federacy, in  relation  to  any  national  measure,  may  induce  an 
entire  change  or  such  a  modification  as  would  render  the 
measure  acceptable  to  the  people.  This  is  the  way  open  at 
all  times  to  reach  the  ear  of  Congress  and  thus  prevent 
the  long  continuance  of  unconstitutional  and  oppressive  acts 
of  national  legislation.  Any  administration  of  our  public 
affairs,  which  shall  by  its  measures  act  in  disregard  of  the 
best  interest  of  the  country,  forfeits  all  claim  to  public  re- 
spect, and  cannot  and  should  not  command  public  coi^fi- 
dence.  Our  motto  should  be,  "everything  for  principle, 
nothing  for  men."  "It  would  be  a  dangerous  delusion, 
were  a  confidence  in  the  men  of  our  choice  to  silence  our 
fears  for  the  safety  of  our  rights.  That  confidence  is  every 
where  the  parent  of  despotism.  True  government  is  found- 
ed in  jealousy,  not  in  confidence.  It  is  jealousy,  not  confi- 
dence, which  prescribes  printed  constitutions,  to  bind  down 
those  whom  we  are  obliged  to  trust  with  power." 

It  may  not  be  unprofitable  or  considered  out  of  place  for  me 
in  this  public  address,  to  portray  some  of  the  effects  of  the  exist- 
ing restrictive  tariff  upon  the  great  body  of  the  consumers  of  the 
importations  of  the  country.    *'Por  it  is  believed  that  the  system 
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would  not  last  beyond  a  sbgle  Congress,  If  tbe  peofde  understood 
precisely  bow  it  operates  upon  tbem."  And  yet,  witbin  tbe  limits 
of  tbis  address,  I  can  only  in  very  general  terms  refer  to  tbe 
measure  in  its  consequences :  even  tbis  may  be  sufficient  to 
awaken  such  a  spirit  of  inquiry  as  will  lead  tbe  people  to  rid  tbe 
country  of  a  measure  so  oppressive  to  tbeir  prosperity  and  so 
prejudicial  to  tbeir  bappiness.  Tbere  is  no  subject  exclusively 
within  the  jurisdiction  of  Congress  of  more  interest  to  us,  than 
that  of  raising  a  revenue.  As  tbe  expenses  of  tbe  national  gov- 
ernment must  be  defrayed  by  the  people  of  the  union,  it  b  im- 
portant to  each  one  of  us,  that  Congress  should  adopt  the  best 
mode  of  attaining  this  object.  But  names  have  still  so  much 
more  influence  over  us  than  things,  that  the  system  of  direct 
taxation  necessarily  adopted  in  the  different  States  to  defray 
State  expenses,  has  never  found  favor  when  it  has  been  proposed 
*  to  apply  it  to  raise  the  national  revenue.  And  abundant  as  have 
been  the  errors  to  be  found  in  the  history  of  human  legislation, 
they  have  probably  been  more  numerous  on  this  subject  than  on 
any  other.  Taking  it  for  granted,  for  the  present  at  least,  that  it 
IS  more  acceptable  to  the  people,  that  a  revenue  should  be  raised 
by  a  system  of  duties  than  by  direct  taxation,  the  principle  to  be 
applied  seems  to  be  an  intelligible  one.  It  is  that  the  duty  should 
be  imposed  upon  such  articles  and  in  such  a  way,  as  will  cause 
the  least  expense  to  the  consumers.  It  is  necessary,  of  course, 
that  duties  should  be  imposed  on  articles,  tbe  consumption  of 
which  would  be  sufficient  to  enable  a  revenue  to  be  raised  from 
them.  And  when  the  duty  is  imposed  on  such  articles  and  such 
alone,  as  will  yield  a  sufficient  revenue  with  the  least  injury  to  the 
people,  and  with  tbe  honest  intention  alone  of  raising  a  revenue, 
the  fact  that  certain  articles  of  home  manufacture  increase  in  price 
to  the  benefit  of  those  citizens  who  are  employed  in  producing 
them,  as  it  would  be  a  necessary  consequence  of  the  duties,  so  it 
would  not  be  a  cause  of  complaint.  But  when  tbe  legitimate 
purpose  of  a  tariff  is  lost  sight  of  in  the  eagerness  to  raise  the 
profits  of  home  manufactures  to  ihe  owners  of  them,  and  when, 
by  tbe  imposition  of  unnecessary  or  injudicious  duties  upon  for- 
eign articles,  not  only  their  price  is  raised,  but  the  home  manu- 
factures are  made  equally  expensive  to  the  consumer,  the  common 
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seose  of  the  people  revolts;  and  they  begin  to  murmur  that  the 
actual  receipts  into  the  treasury  should  bear  so  small  a  proportion 
to  the  burdens  which  they  are  made  to  sustain,  in  consequence  of 
a  complicated  and  unwieldy  system  of  duties. 

It  appears  from  a  statement  furnished  by  the  Treasury  depart- 
ment, that  the  average  amount  of  duties  on  dutiable  articles  im- 
ported during  the  last  quarter  of  1842,  is  a  little  more  than  35 
per  cent,  on  their  ad  valorem  value,  and  at  that  rate  an  importa- 
tion of  forty  millions  of  dollars  of  dutiable  articles,  during  the 
year  1843,  must  produce  a  gross  revenue  of  fourteen  millions  of 
dollars,  which  will  yield  a  net  revenue  of  nearly  thirteen  miUions 
of  dollars;  one  million  out  of  fourteen  being  the  custom  house 
expenses  of  collection.  It  has  been  demonstrated  by  one  of 
the  best  thinkers  and  Wf  hers  of  the  country  that,  including  the 
custom  house  expenses,  the  cost  to  the  people  of  collecting  a 
tariff  tax  is  not  far  from  45  per  cent,  upon  the  amount  which  ac- 
tually goes  into  the  treasury.  This  burden  is  inevitably  thrown 
upon  the  consumers  of  dutiable  articles,  and  this,  where  the  tariff 
is  purely  for  revenue.  It  matters  not  to  what  class  of  the  com- 
munity the  consumer  belongs.  He  who  consumes  a  single  ar- 
ticle embraced  in  the  tariff,  pays  a  portion  of  the  tax  and  of  the 
cost  of  collection.  If  the  fourteen  millions  of  dollars  of  reve- 
nue was  derived  exclusively  from  duties  imposed  upon  articles, 
similar  in  kind  to  those  which  are  manufactured  in  our  own  coun- 
try, the  products  of  our  own  labor,  the  unavoidable  tax  to  the 
consumer  would  be  nearly  doubled.  There  is  in  fact  no  mystery 
in  the  operation  of  a  tariff  upon  home  manufactures,  although  the 
enormous  burdens  with  which  the  people  are  laden  in  consequence 
of  a  tariff  for  protection,  have  either  been  kept  out  of  sight  or 
overlooked.  The  actual  cost  to  the  people  of  a  tariff  for  protec- 
tion may  be  shown  in  a  very  few  words.  And  I  will  endeavor  to 
illustrate  it  by  some  brief  but  familiar  references  and  statements. 
If  we  take  the  importation  of  salt  for  the  year  1 840,  the  oppres- 
sive effect  of  this  protective  policy  will  be  seen.  In  that  year 
we  imported  into  this  country  over  eight  millions  of  bushels  and 
manufactured  over  six  millions.  The  duty  was  eight  cents  on  a 
bushel  of  66  pounds,  when  it  is  known  that  the  average  cost 
abroad  does  not  exceed  eight  cents  per  bushel.     The  gross  reve- 
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nue  accruing  from  the  amount  of  the  importation  of  salt  for  the 
year  1840,  a  little  exceeded  six  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dol- 
lars. The  price  of  the  six  millions  o(  bushels  manufactured  in 
this  country,  would  be  increased  to  the  amount  of  the  duty  impo- 
sed upon  the  foreign  article,  together  with  all  the  costs  and  char- 
ges of  collection.  The  inevitable  effect  roust  have  been  to  have 
subjected  the  consumer  of  this  article,  so  valuable  and  of  such 
general  and  indispensable  use,to  more  than  one  hundred  and  thirty- 
three  per  cent,  on  the  salt  consumed,  in  order  to  afford  protection 
to  a  few  hundred  salt  manufacturers.  The  same  principle  applies 
to  every  article  which  is  made  subject  to  duty,  and  where  a  like 
article  is  the  product  of  our  own  manufactures.  The  operation 
of  the  tariff  upon  all  such  classes  of  articles  must  be  to  raise  the 
price  of  the  domestic,  so  as  to  correspond  with  the  price  of  the 
foreign  article,  and  in  this  way  to  give  protection  to  the  sugar  plan- 
ter, the  salt  maker,  the  iron  master,  and  the  cloth  manufacturer^ 
at  the  cost  and  charge  of  the  farmers,  mechanics  and  all  the  other 
consumers  of  the  country. 

**The  precise  amount  of  home  manufactures  purchased  by  our 
people,  corresponding  in  eharacter  with  those  subject  to  duty  in>- 
ported  from  other  countries,  may  be  estimated  at  least  equal  to  the 
imports,  or  at  their  natural  price,  worth  per  annum  $40,000,000. 
As  the  price  of  the  imports  is  increased  35  per  cent,  by  the  tariff^ 
so  the  price  of  similar  articles  manufactured  at  home  will  be  in-^ 
creased  35  per  cent.,  which  upon  $40,000,000  gives  $14,000,- 
000,  equal  to  the  entire  gross  revenue."  We  can,  from  these 
facts,  form  a  fair  estimate  how  much  the  American  people  p^  to 
get  $13,000,000  of  net  revenue  into  the  treasury.  This  will 
'  appear  from  the  following  exhibit : 

Custom  house  expenses,  $1,000,000 

Cost  of  collecting  the  revenue  tariff  tax,  in- 
dependent of  the  custom  house  charges, 
comprising  importers,  merchants  and  deal- 
ers' profits,  &c.,  estimated  at  33  1-3  per 
cent.

The  protective  tariff  tax,  if  the  revenue  is  de- 
rived from  duties  on  articles,  when  like  arti- 
cles are  manufactured  in  our  own  country,      14,000,000 
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The  cost,  &c.  of  collecting  the  protective 

tariff  tax  would  be  4,666,666 

Add  the  net  revenue,  13,000,000 


Making  $37,333,332 

"Thus  it  appears  that  out  of  $37,333,332,  paid  by  the  people 
under  the  existing  system,  only  $13,000,000  gets  into  the  treas- 
ury. Of  the  balance  over  $14,600,000  is  money  transferred  by 
legislative  legerdemain  from  the  pockets  of  the  consumers  to  the 
pockets  of  the  manufacturers.  Four  millions  and  two  thirds  is 
the  cost  of  this  operation,  while  four  millions  and  two  thirds  is 
the  cost  of  collectiug  the  revenue  tariff  tax,  and  one  million  the 
custom  house  expenses."  Could  any  system  of  revenue  be  more 
unjust,  more  expensive,  more  iniquitous  i 

"Agrarianism  takes  the  property  of  the  rich  and  divides  it  among 
the  poor.  This  system  is  worse.  This  takes  the  property  of 
the  poor  and  gives  it  to  the  rich." 

Now  it  would  be  unreasonable  to  complain  of  this  sum,  enor- 
mous as  it  is,  provided  the  duties  were  judiciously  imposed,  if  a 
system  of  indirect  taxation  is  adhered  to.  But  when  we  consider 
the  indirect  cost  to  the  consumers  consequent  upon  a  tariff  for 
protection,  it  may  well  be  a  matter  of  wonder  and  grief  that  we 
have  profited  so  little  by  half  a  century  of  self  government.  It 
is  evident  that  a  system  leading  to  such  results,is  radically  wrong. 
It  is  our  duty,  as  Kberal  and  enlightened  men,  to  pay  whatever  is 
necessary  for  the  national  defence,  for  the  expenses  of  govern- 
ment and  for  the  suppojt't  of  justice  and  the  laws,  without  requir- 
ing any  other  return  than  the  blessings  of  civilized  society.  But 
all  expenses  unnecessary  for  these  great  objects,  are  unauthorized 
by  the  theory  of  our  constitution  and  at  variance  with  the  simpli- 
city of  a  republic.  I  can  add  no  more  on  this  subject :  the  rem- 
edy is  with  the  people.  Sure  I  am  that  a  government  emanating 
from  and  sustained  by  them,  and  yielding  in  theory  a  greater 
security  to  human  rights,  will  not  in  practice  be  found  to  impose 
a  greater  burden  for  its  pretended  support,  than  any  other  which 
has  ever  yet  been  devised  by  the  wit  of  man. 

If  corruption  is  abroad  in  the  land  ;  if  it  has  found  its  way  into 
our  national  councils  ;  if  our  public  servants  are  faithless  to  the 
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co&stitution  aid  to  the  cause  of  equd  justice  ;  you  are  bound  to 
do  what  you  can  to  ferret  out  the  wrong.  Even  a  roice  from 
this  Legislature  may  stay  the  progress  of  a  measure  chained  with 
all  manner  of  evil.  We  have  heretofore  felt  ourselves  called  upon 
while  in  the  way  of  our  duty,  to  denounce  the  act  of  Congress 
providing  for  the  distribution  of  the  avails  of  the  public  lands,  not 
only  as  an  open  and  flagrant  violation  of  the  constitution,  but  also 
as  a  measure  fraught  with  most  mischievous  effects,  subversive 
of  the  independence  of  the  states  and  debasing  to  the  patriotism 
of  the  people:  and  much  to  the  honor  of  the  country,  the  evil  of 
that  demoralizing  act  of  Congress  has  been  checked  by  the  force 
of  public  sentiment.  Our  efforts  may  have  contributed  in  produ- 
cing so  glorious  a  result.  We  felt  it  to  be  no  less  our  duty  to 
assail  another  act  of  the  same  Congress,  as  degrading  to  the  moral 
sense  of  the  whole  country  and  destructive  to  the  interests  of  the 
American  people :  and  I  am  happy  to  say  that  this  measure  is  no 
longer  suffered  to  debase  our  character  by  occupjring  a  place 
among  our  public  statutes.  I  was  opposed  to  districting  our  terri- 
tory for  the  election  of  our  representatives,  and  I  could  not  permit 
an  act  of  the  same  Congress  to  go  into  effect,  giving  to  the  states 
their  mandate  for  the  accomplishment  of  such  a  purpose,  without 
protesting  against  the  constitutional  power  of  Congress  to  exercise 
any  such  authority,  and  without  urging  upon  the  Legislature  to 
resist  every  such  encroachment  upon  their  rights.  We  have 
reason  to  believe  that  this  act  also  will  in  practice  be  wholly  in- 
operative. Yigilance,  fidelity  and  perseverance  will  alone  secure 
to  the  natursJ  man  the  protection  of  his  personal  and  political 
liberty. 

The  events  of  the  last  year  have  forcibly  impre!>sed  the  public 
mind  that  the  sovereign  power  of  this  free  country  will  control 
her  destiny — ^that  no  administration  of  our  general  government, 
possessing  all  the  adventitious  advantages  of  powerful  majorities 
in  every  branch,  can  conduct  the  public  affairs  for  any  length  of 
time  in  disregard  to  the  interests  of  the  people.  They  will 
speak  forth  in  such  authoritative  tones  that  the  weakness  or  the 
wickedness  of  any  man  or  any  set  of  men,  will  quail  under  the 
influence  of  such  a  power.  A  recurrence  to  the  past  history  of 
the  present  administration  of  our  national  government,  furnishes 
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confirmation  of  the  direct  influence  of  popular  opinion.  In  the 
plenitude  of  their  power,  they  passed  the  road  scheme  of  ab- 
stracting from  the  national  treasury  a  portion  of  the  national  reve- 
nue and  giving  it  to  the  states.  The  controlling  influence  of 
public  sentiment  has  compelled  these  same  servants  to  count  this 
measure  as  among  the  things  that  are  not.  They  passed  also  a 
bankrupt  law,  and  the  voice  of  the  people  has  repealed  it.  The 
legislative  branches  in  like  manner  passed  the  most  odious  of  at 
odious  projects,  the  establishment  of  another  national  bank,  and 
the  strong  force  of  popular  feeling  vetoed  this  measure.  I  have 
adverted  to  these  events  to  remind  you  that,as  vigilant  watchmen^ 
you  have  something  more  to  do  than  to  provide  for  the  wants  of 
your  immediate  constituents — that  it  is  the  bounden  duty  of  all 
of  us  composing  the  representative  body  of  the  people,  to  watch 
with  constant  vigilance  and  solicitude  those  connected  with  the 
administration  of  our  public  aflfairs — to  expose  to  the  intelli- 
gence of  the  American  people,  every  act  impairing  the  force  of 
our  political  compact  or  infringing  the  great  principle  of  exact 
justice  and  equal  protection. 

No  state  in  this  Union  contributed  more,  in  proportion  to  her 
numbers  and  to  her  means,  in  aid  of  the  establishment  of  the  in- 
dependence and  government  of  the  country,  than  the  State  we 
have  the  satisfaction  of  inhabiting.  And  no  state  will  bear  more 
and  struggle  longer  to  preserve  that  independence  unabated  and 
that  government  unimpaired,  than  New  Hampshire.  I  would 
here  reiterate  a  sentiment  formerly  expressed  by  me,  that  if  the 
liberties  of  this  country  shall  at  any  future  period  of  her  Wstory  be 
lost,  that  loss  will  be  traced  to  the  unwarrantable  legislation  of 
Congress  ;  to  the  exercise  of  powers  on  their  part  not  delegated 
by  the  constitution. 

It  is  deeply  to  be  regretted  that  "the  mania  for  state  banking 
and  the  mad  career  of  internal  improvements,"  have  involved  any 
of  the  states  of  this  great  confed^acy  in  an  indebtedness  so  em- 
barrassing, if  not  90  oppressive,  as  to  render  them  unable  to  meet 
their  engagements  with  promptness  and  punctuality.  I  cannot 
concur  in  the  sentiment  which  has  been  expressed  by  some  in 
authority,  that  a  failure  of  one  state  to  redeem  its  own  liabili- 
ties, impugns  tlie  character  and  credit  of  the  other  states  of  this

union.  I  cannot  recommend,  as  has  been  done  by  others,  the 
passage  of  resolutions  expressive  of  the  strong  interest  which  this 
State  (eels  in  the  full  redemption  of  every  pledge  given  by  other 
states,  of  its  public  faith  and  of  our  utter  detestation  of  the 
'^abominable  doctrine  of  repudiation"  as  applicable  to  independ- 
ent and  sovereign  states.  I  merely  wish  to  be  understood  as 
saying  that  in  my  opinion  the  State  of  New  Hampshire,  in  her 
political  capacity,is  not  called  upon  to  condemn  or  to  approve  the 
course  which  any  of  the  states  of  the  union  has  taken  in  relation 
to  her  own  liabilities.  In  my  judgment  this  State  has  no  concern 
with  the  affairs  of  those  states  which  may  be  involved  in  debt. 
Whh  just  as  much  propriety  and  fitness  can  this  Legislature  cast 
censure  upon  individuals  for  their  failure  to  perform  their  contracts, 
as  to  adopt  a  resolution  condemnatory  of  the  conduct  of  those 
states  which  have  for  any  cause  neglected  to  redeem  their  plighted 
faith.  That  is  a  matter  which  can  in  the  one  case  only  affect 
the  individual,  and  in  the  other,  the  state*  It  would  seem  to  me 
to  be  equally  as  appropriate  and  as  justifiable  for  this  State  to  in- 
quire into  any  other  matter,  connected  with  the  internal  policy  of 
any  member  of  the  union,  as  to  investigate  the  causes  of  her  in- 
debtedness or  the  still  more  odious  office,  the  causes  of  her  delin- 
quency. 

New  Hampshire,  with  but  few  other  states,  remains  unembar- 
rassed with  debt,  and  can  it  become  us  to  prescribe  any  lessons 
in  morals  to  those  who  may  be  differently  situated  ?  Does  it 
become  ua  to  hold  forth  to  them  the  danger  of  repudiation,  and 
the  all  importance  of  a  prompt  redemption  of  every  pledge  of 
public  faith  ?  Does  it  become  us  to  declare  that  the  practice  of 
the  one  is  an  outrage  on  '' public  honor,"  and  a  failure  to  observe 
the  other  is  dangerous  to  "public  liberty?"  Does  it  become  us 
to  say  what  these  indebted  states  must  do9  I  thinic  not.  It  is  a 
matter  which  exclusively  concerns  themselves.  The  states  un- 
embarrassed with  debt,should  be  cautious  how  they  interfere  with 
the  affairs  of  those  oppressed  by  outstanding  liabilities. 

No  attentive  looker-on  who  has  watched  the  course  of  events  for 
the  last  twelve  months  in  and  out  of  Congress,  can  have  failed  to 
have  come  to  the  conclusion  that  there  is  a  mighty  effort  abroad  in 
the  land  to  induce  the  Congress  of  the  United  States,  at  no  distant 
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day,  to  provide  for  the  assumption  bj  the  general  government  of 
the  entire  indebtedness  of  the  states.  Such  a  measure  has  been 
openly  avowed  and  advocated  on  the  floor  of  the  House  of  Rep- 
resentatives in  Congress,  and  such  a  project,  if  any  reliance  can 
foe  placed  upon  the  signs  of  the  times,  has  found  favor  within  the 
Senate  of  the  United  States;and  such  a  movement  finds  encourage- 
ment in  the  action  of  legislative  assemblies,  holding  out  the  idea 
that  American  credit  is  unfavorably  affected  by  the  conduct  of  a 
single  individual  state  in  neglecting  to  meet  its  liabilities;  holding 
out  farther  the  all  importance  of  preserving  that  American  credit 
from  being  tarnished  by  such  acts,  and  thus  encouraging  those 
who  are  presumed  to  represent  in  Congress  the  virtue  as  well  as 
the  intelligence  of  the  country,  no  longer  to  suffer  this  stain  to 
rest  upon  our  natbnal  escutcheon,  but  to  go  forth  to  the  work  at 
once  and  to  take  upon  ourselves  these  state  liabilities. 

Fellow  citizens — This  is  no  picture  of  the  imagination.  The 
exhibit  is  drawn  from  clear,  direct  and  undeniable  facts.  When 
the  much  lamented  senator  from  Tennessee,  who  is  now  no  more, 
presented  the  report  of  the  committee  upon  this  same  subject  to 
the  United  States  Senate,  his  doctrines  founded,  as  they  were,  in 
the  deepest  wisdom  and  in  the  purest  patriotism,  were  condemned 
by  the  friends  of  the  present  administration,  then  members  of 
that  body,  as  wholly  uncalled  for;  as  strange;  as  tending  to  impair 
state  credit :  and  it  was  said  over  and  over  again  by  grave  sena- 
tors, that  the  idea  of  an  assumption  of  the  state  debts  by  the 
general  government,  i(  not  ridiculous,  could  not  have  been  seri- 
ously entertained  by  any  American  statesman.  Was  this  the  fact? 
The  occurrences  of  the  few  past  months  cannot  fail  to  have 
satisfied  every  man  that  the  avoidance  of  all  action  of  those 
friends  of  this  administration,  upon  the  resolutions  of  that  distin- 
guished senator,  must  have  been  induced  by  a  deep  and  control- 
ling conviction  that  such  a  measure  might  become  expedientj  and 
that  the  safer  way  would  be  not  to  declare  openly  against  its  un- 
constitutionality or  its  impolicy,  but  to  leave  the  whole  matter  to 
be  regulated  as  time  and  circumstances  should  seem  to  require. 
Is  there  a  friend  of  his  country  within  the  reach  of  my  voice, who 
can  doubt  that  this  scheme  fraught  as  it  is  with  the  most  dreadful 
and  dangerous  evils  to  the  harmony  and  union  of  the  republic — 
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to  tba  peace  and  prosperitj  of  tbe  people— is  serioualy  contecD- 
plated  bj  some  of  the  public  men  of  our  country  ?  Certain  tbe 
fiict  18  so;  and  it  becomes  us,  tbe  representatires  of  freemen  jeal- 
ous of  power  and  tenacious  of  their  rights,  to  meet  this  project 
at  the  threshbold — fearlessly  and  frankly  to  declare  the  honest 
convictions  of  our  minds  touching  this  subject — to  induce,  if  pos- 
sible, by  our  bold  and  energetic  action,  the  represenutives  in 
Congress  to  prevent  the  adoption  of  a  measure,  more  calculated 
than  any  other  to  rend  asunder  the  ties  which  bind  together  this 
great  confederacy.  In  behalf  of  the  independent  and  patriotic  state 
yon  represent,  you  are  called  upon  to  put  forth  your  sentiments 
upon  this  subject,  and  to  stay,  if  practicable,  tbe  onward  progress 
of  this  piffl)  matured  and  well  considered  as  it  has  beert;  and  thus 
preserve  tbe  justice  and  honor  of  this  nation — ^the  peace,  the  con- 
6dence,  the  hopes  of  the  American  people. 

At  th3  commencement  of  each  political  year,  it  has  been  a  cus- 
tom coeval  with  the  existence  of  our  government,  for  the  Execu- 
tive to  make  a  communication  to  the  legislative  brancbes,in  relation 
to  matters  of  general  and  local  policy.  And  on  such  occasions  it 
becomes  his  duty  to  re-examine  the  positions  which  he  may  have 
previously  assumed ;  to  take  a  retrospect  of  the  ground  which  be 
may  have  occupied,  and  with  honesty  and  fearlessness  to  point 
out  all  errors,  if  any,  either  in  principle  or  in  practice,  which  may 
have  occurred  to  his  mind  All  such  communications  would  lose 
their  value  and  would  become  little  entitled  to  tbe  confidence  of  the 
people,  should  they  be  found  pertinaciously  to  reiterate  sentiments 
which  reflection  and  experience  have  condemned.  If  mere  pride 
of  opinion  could  induce  a  public  servant  holding  the  honorable 
and  responsible  office  which  I  now  fill,  to  compromise  his  own 
integrity,  so  far  as  to  make  a  public  and  official  declaration  of 
views  repugnant  to  the  deliberate  convictions  of  his  own  mind, 
he  would  deserve  and  assuredly  receive  the  contempt  of  his  mas- 
ters. The  people  are  not  slow  to  discover  whatever  tends  to 
endanger  their  peace,  to  embarrass  their  rights,  or  to  prejudice 
their  interests  ;  and  if  these  tendencies  have  proceeded  from  the 
adoption  of  measures  recommended  by  their  Executive,  they  will 
not  fail  to  apply  the  remedy  always  within  their  control. 
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In  presentiog  this  address,  I  have  been  induced  to  examine  the 
opinions  promulgated  in  my  former  communications  to  the  Legisla- 
ture. I  have  been  induced  to  do  this  for  the  reason  that  those  opin- 
pions  have  been  assailed,  and  the  principles  advanced  have  been  di- 
rectly condemned  by  men  who  once  occupied  responsible  stations 
in  this  government,  and  long  enjoyed  the  respect  and  confidence 
of  their  fellow  citizens.  And  I  cannot  consbtendy  with  that 
uprightness  and  integrity  which  I  hope  ever  to  maintain,  say  to 
you  that  on  either  of  the  occasions  when  I  have  found  it  to  be  my 
official  duty  to  address  the  Legislature,  have  I  given  utterance  to 
sentiments  which  are  not  now  approved  by  my  best  judgment* 
Under  the  high  responsibilities  of  my  official  station,  I  have  not 
hesitated  to  present  to  the  people  of  this  State  my  views  touching 
a  species  of  legislation,  which  had  so  extended  itself  as  to  have 
involved  rights  and  interests,  sacredly  protected  by  the  supreme 
law  of  the  land.  The  too  frequent  granting  of  acts  of  incorpo- 
ration to  individuals  for  private  purposes,  and  the  consequent 
invasion  of  private  property  for  the  accomplishment  of  those 
purposes,  had  produced  no  ordinary  excitement.  The  relative 
and  absolute  rights,  duties  and  powers  of  private  corporations 
and  of  individuals  were  subjects  of  engrossing  thought.  My  own 
sentiments  had  been  freely  expressed  upon  these  matters  long  be- 
fore I  was  elevated  to  this  office.  This  subject  has  lost  none  of 
its  importance  and  none  of  its  interest  with  the  people.  And  I 
propose  to  submit  at  this  time  some  additional  reflections.  I  have 
no  other  object  to  attain  but  to  carry  out  the  great  design  in  the 
constitution  of  free  political  communities — to  protect  the  ive<ik 
Jrom  the  encroachments  of  the  strong ;  to  defend  the  impotent 
from  the  influence  of  power j  and  to  sustain  the  whole  people  in 
the  enjoyment  of  their  liberty  and  equality. 

Titles  to  property  are  acquired  in  this  State  either  by  pur- 
chase or  by  descent.  The  mode  of  transferring  estates  is  pre- 
scribed by  legal  enactments,  passed  in  conformity  to  the  provis- 
ions of  our  constitution.  To  the  owner  is  given,  under  our  law^s, 
the  rightful  control  of  all  property  to  which  he  may  be  entitled. 
In  no  possible  way  can  he  be  divested  of  that  control  without  his 
consent,  except  when  public  necessity  shall  interpose*     When- 
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ever  a  case  shall  occur,  that  for  the  public  use  the  private  property 
of  individuals  must  be  surrendered,  then  such  a  surrender  will  be 
sustained,  not  only  by  the  language  of  the  constitution  itself,  but 
by  the  nature  and  fitness  of  things.  The  very  existence  of  po- 
litical communities  renders  indispensable  the  exercise  of  such  a' 
power,  and  such  a  power  being  vested  in  the  Legislature,  may  by 
them  be  delegated  by  law,  and  in  this  way  only  can  private  prop- 
erty be  taken  and  appropriated,  without  the  owner's  consent.  We 
hold  our  estates  subject  to  the  demands  of  the  public  for  their 
exclusive  use.  We  hold  them  above  and  beyond  the  control  of 
others.  The  property  of  an  individual,  in  pursuance  of  the  pro- 
visions of  law,  may  be  taken  and  appropriated  for  the  debts  of 
that  individual.  It  is  merely  applying  personal  means  to  meet 
personal  liabilities. 

But  it  would  be  regarded  as  ^abhorrent  to  every  principle 
of  common  justice  and  opposed  to  every  principle  of  con- 
stitutional law,  to  contend  that  the  property  of  one  individ- 
ual could  be  seized  and  applied  for  the  satisfaction  of  the  debts  of 
another;  and  yet  there  is  not  the  slightest  difference,  in  principle, 
in  giving  authority  to  take  the  property  of  an  individual,  without 
his  consent,  to  pay  the  debts  of  his  neighbor,  or  to  take  that  pro- 
perty and  give  to  that  same  neighbor  to  promote  his  convenience 
or  to  increase  his  substance.  It  is  nothing  more  and  nothing  less 
than  taking  individual  property,  against  the  will  of  its  owner,  for 
private  use.  I  cannot  fail,  without  a  violation  of  the  oath,  I  have 
just  taken  to  support  the  constitution,  to  carry  out  in  practice 
what  I  have  not  hesitated  to  advance  in  theory — that  the  surren- 
der of  private  property,  without  consent,  except  for  public  use, 
cannot  be  required.  This  great  principle  is  coexistent  with  our 
government.  The  sober  sense  of  our  community  can  never  be 
confounded  with  the  unmeaning  jargon  that  public  use  is  attained 
by  private  accommodation  and  the  protection  of  private  interests. 
The  true  difference  between  public  and  private  use  could  not  be 
more  perfectly  illustrated,  than  by  contrasting  our  highways  con- 
structed by  public  means,  sustained  at  public  charge  and  exclu- 
sively dedicated  to  public  benefit,  with  those  constructed  by  pri- 
vate appropriations,  preserved  by  private  expenditures  and  dedi- 
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cated  to  private  interest.  The  one  class  is  exclusively  within  the 
control  of  the  public  ;  the  other  is  as  exclusively  within  th^  con- 
trol of  individuals.  The  one  is  a  public,  the  other  a  private  con- 
cern. 

The  acquisition,  possession  and  protection  of  property  is  one 
of  the  essential  and  inherent  rights  of  roan,  and  on  entering  into 
a  state  of  society  he  must  surrender,  to  some  extent,  this  natural 
right  to  that  society,  in  order  to  insure  the  protection  of  others. 
For  the  construction  of  our  public  highways,  private  property  of 
necessity  must  be  taken  and  thus  appropriated,  even  without  the 
consent  of  the  owner,  if  a  just  compensation  shall  be  made.  Le- 
gislatures can  provide  for  the  construction  of  all  such  ways.  The 
power  is  expressly  conferred  by  our  own  constitution,  and  con" 
firmed  by  that  of  the  United  States.  But  no  such  principle  can 
be  made  applicable  to  private  ways,  constructed  by  individuals  or 
by  artificial  persons  for  private  purposes.  Estates  are  not  held 
here  by  so  uncertain  a  tenure.  Property  cannot  be  put  away 
from  the  control  of  its  owner^  against  his  will,  when  required  for 
purposes  of  individual  speculation,  when  wanted  to  accomplish 
private  ends,  or  when  necessary  to  advance  private  interests. — 
Such  objects  can  only  be  attained  by  negotiation  and  contract. 
Mind  must  meet  mind,  when  the  possessions  of  one  may  be  need- 
ed to  carry  out  the  operations  of  another.  A  contrary  doctrine 
would  place  the  estates  of  men  beyond  the  control  of  their  own- 
ers— give  to  wealth  the  power  of  applying  the  means  of  others 
to  the  accomplishment  of  its  own  ends  ;  of  converting  the  soil 
of  the  husbandmen,  without  his  consent,  into  canals  and  railroads, 
and  of  thus  subjecting  the  homes  of  the  poor  to  the  claims  of 
the  rich.  The  exercise  of  any  such  power  would  be  wholly  un- 
warranted by  and  opposed  to  the  very  first  principles  oi  our  gov- 
ernment. There  is  no  compromising,  no  giving  up  of  this  prin- 
ciple. If  the  views  expressed  are  right  and  constitutional,  tlieo 
the  principle  will  b^  maintained  unimpaired,  so  long  as  our  insti- 
tutions shall  continue.  The  Legislature  can  in  no  instance  dele- 
gate a  power  which  they  do  not  enjoy.  It  cannot  rightfully  pre- 
sume to  exercise  an  authority  over  the  private  property  of  the 
citizen,  which  is  not  warranted  by  the  terms  of  the  constitution. 
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It  would  be  most  dangerous  aod  alarmiog  to  enlarge  tbe  express 
grants  of  power  by  construction,  or  control  them  by  considera- 
dons  of  expediency.  I  have  before  said,  if  such  a  power  exists 
in  the  representative  body  of  the  people  to  give  authority  to  ap* 
propriate  the  proper^  of  individuals,  without  their  consent,  to  the 
use  of  private  corporations,  equally  constitutional  would  it  be  to 
confer  the  same  power  for  the  use  of  the  corporators.  There  is 
not  a  shadow  of  difference  in  principle.  Nor  does  the  constitu- 
tional exercise  of  such  a  power,  for  privatepurposes,  depend  on 
tbe  degree  of  public  use.  The  abstract  power,  if  possessed, 
might  with  as  much  propriety  be  conferred  upon  the  owner  of  a 
waterfiE^,  to  construct  a  dam  and  flow  the  lands'above,  in  order  to 
erect  a  mill  demanded  by  the  convenience  of  a  neighborhood,  as 
to  construct  a  railroad  for  the  accommodation  of  other  portions  of 
the  community.  There  is  no  half-way  house,  no  middle  ground. 
The  first  sectioB  of  the  act  contained  in  chapter  142  of  the  Re- 
vibed  Statutes,  passed  before  I  came  into  office  and  approved  by 
my  immediate  predecessor,  contains  a  provision  worthy  of  the 
head  and  heart  of  the  representative  body  of  the  people,  which 
gave  it  a  place  among  pur  statutory  enactments.  It  contains,  in 
my  judgment,  the  true  constitutional  doctrine  upon  the  rights  and 
powers  of  private  corporations  over  tbe  property  of  individuals. 
This  valuable  reform  in  our  legislation,  gives  the  desired  protec- 
tion to  the  property  of  individuals  against  all  encroachments  of  ir- 
responsible corporate  power. 

In  the  course  of  this  session  applications  may  be  made  to  you 
for  the  renewal  of  existing  bank  charters  and  for  the  incorpora- 
tion of  other  private  companies.  It  is  not  within  my  province  to 
prescribe  the  detaib  to  be  embraced  in  the  charters  for  any  such 
incorporations.  If  the  general  acts  are  not  as  they  should  be,  it 
is  for  you  to  make  the  alterations  required,  and  it  would  illy  ac- 
cord with  the  Executive  to  differ  with  the  Legislative  branches 
of  the  government  in  the  details  of  a  measure  which  do  not  in 
effect  violate  our  constitution.  The  principle  of  individual  lia- 
bility for  tbe  debts  of  private  corporations  will  not,  I  trust,  be 
yielded  ;  and  while  it  should  be  faithfully  preserved  by  the  future 
legislation  of  the  State,  we  should  be  careful  in  our  engagedness 
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for  die  maintecaDce  of  tbb  principle,  that  we  do  no  wrong  to 
diese  private  corporations,  by  restricting  too  much  the  powers  of 
the  corporators.  Equal  and  exact  justice  should  be  the  end  and 
aim  of  public  legislation. 

From  the  last  annual  report  made  by  the  Bank  Commissioners 
of  Ohio,  I  subjoin  the  following  extract  as  containing  sound  and 
correct  doctrine  upon  the  subject  of  banking  : — 

'^  In  the  organization  and  management  of  banks,  the  control 
orer'their  discounts  and  the  decision  as  to  what  persons  or  classes 
of  persons  shall  be  accommodated,  the  people  have  no  more  di- 
rection, than  in  the  affairs  of  private  individuals.  The  accruing 
profits,  instead  of  being  kept  as  a  fund  to  discharge  the  debts  of 
the  corporauon  or  to  meet  its  losses,  are  semi-annually  divided 
among  the  stockholders,  and  thereafter  become  private  property, 
beyond  the  reach  of  an  execution  against  the  bank.  And  here  is 
the  distinction  between  a  natural  person  and  a  corporation.  The  nat- 
ural person  retains  his  accumulated  profits  and  they  become  a  part 
of  his  property,  and  are  liable  at  all  times  for  the  payment  of  his 
debts;  but  the  corporate  body,  instead  ot  retaining  its  profits  to  pay 
its  debts  or  to  meet  any  losses  that  may  occur,  divides  them  among 
the  stockholders.  Individual  liability,  instead  of  dividing  the 
profits  among  the  stockholders  and  the  losses  among  the  people^ 
proposes  to  divide  the  losses  as  well  as  the  profits  among  the  per- 
sons composing  the  body  corporate.  The  history  of  the  past 
has  proved  that  frequent  and  heavy  losses  have  occurred  from 
bank  failures.  This  loss  must  fall  upon  one  of  two  classes  of  men, 
the  bankers  or  the  bill  holders.  If  the  management  devolves  ex- 
clusively on  one  party  and  the  profits  also  enure  to  the  same,  it  is 
clearly  right  to  fix  the  responsibility  on  that  party  having  both 
the  control  and  the  profit." 

The  Legislature  will  constanty  bear  in  mind  that  their  first  and 
last  object,  should  be  to  provide  for  the  perfect  security  of  the 
public  against  every  possible  loss  by  reason  of  the  conduct  of 
private  corporations.  It  is  immaterial  in  what  way  this  object 
shall  be  accomplished,  if  it  be  but  attained.  The  maximum  of 
the  capitals  to  be  held  by  banking  companies,  the  provisions  and 
the  details  for  their  government  and  for  the  security  of  the  pub- 
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Ucy  are  properly  and  exdusivdjr  witbio  your  prorkioe^    WU^i 
those  matters  I  do  not  propose  ta  ioteriere* 

If  it  be  policy  to  increase,  bankii^  or  any  other  private  oorpo- 
radons,  it  would  be  but  an  act  of  justice  that  the  security  to  the 
puWic  should  be  made  with  as  ittueb  eofiveoieuce  to  the  corpora- 
Vffus  as  practicabiev  Various  modes  hare  occurred  to  me,  eadi' 
lookiog  to  the  same  object,  and  I  dare  presume  dnt  your  own  re* 
flections  will  finally  lead  to  the  adoption  of  some  general  plan 
which  wil  grre  entire  protection  to  the  public,  without  imposing 
svcfa  unneoessacy  restraints  as  will  lead  priyate  corporations  to 
soerender  their  charters.  Tlie  incorporation  of  a  bank  is  a  pow- 
er wfaidi  diould  be  exercised  with  great  caution.  To  all  such 
artificial  penons,  you  giro  the  right  to  create  for  the  public  a  pa- 
per circulating  medium,  which  ever  has  been  and  ever  will  be 
taken  as  n^oney  by  the  people.  It  is  not  to  be  denied  that  to  bank- 
ing companies,  uncontrolled  and  irresponsible,  and^conducted  as 
they  have  been,  is  committed  the  power  of  fixing  the  value  of  ih6 
entire  property  of  the  country.  When  they  expand  their  circu- 
lation, property  rises.  When  they  contract,  it  sinks.  ^^If  a  great 
expansoon  of  the  currency  of  the  country  creates  high  prices, 
Ugh  wages  and  over-trading,  it  is  sdf  evident  that  a  great  con- 
traction of  the  currency  will  produce  exactly  the  opposite  effects 
— low  prices,  low  wages  and  little  trading."  The  abundance  of 
paper  money  gives  an  inflated  value  to  products,  which  is  taken 
away  when  new  discounts  aire  refused  and  payments  required. 

^^  The  constant  tendency  of  banks  has  been  to  lend  too  much, 
and  to  put  too  many  notes  in  circulation."  It  was  once  well  said 
by  a  distinguished  peer  of  England,  that  ^*  if  the  Americans  went 
into  the  funding  system  of  England,  and  adopted  their  projects  of 
unsubstantial  paper  money,  their  boasted  independence  would 
prove  to  be  the  merest  phantom."  How  literally  has  this  pre- 
diction be^n  verified  by  the  hbtory  of  past  events! 

Much  Im  akeady  been  accomplished  by  the  stern  and  inflexi- 
ble demooracy  of  New  Hampshire,  in  promoting  the  <^u8e  of 
equal  i^bts  and  in  susUuning  the  demands  of  just  and  constitu- 
tional privileges.  Let  us  steadfastly  maintain  the  positions  we 
have  asaumed.     True  it  is,  that  the  history  of  our  own  State,  for 
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the  last  half  century,  has  not  seemed  to  require  a  full  and  explicit 
exposition  of  those  great  principles  which  are  now  deemed  as  es- 
sentially connected  with  human  rights.  Such  has  been  the  even 
tenor  of  our  way,  such  has  been  the  course  of  past  events,  that 
there  has  not  occurred  any  such  conflict  in  the  application  of 
those  constitutional  provisions,  as  necessarily  to  call  forth, 
until  recently,  any  general  discussion  of.  the  subject.  But  the  di- 
versified concerns  of  man  have  in  more  modem  time  raised  the 
direct  questions:  What  are  the  rights  and  privileges  of  the  citi- 
zen ^as  guarantied  by  the  constitution  ? — and  what  powers  have 
public  and  private  corporations  over  those  individual  rights  i 
These  momentous  considerations  have  been  within  the  few  last 
years  addressed  to  the  intelligence  and  patriotism  of  our  State. 
The  sovereign  power  has  responded,  and  our  course  should  be 
onward.  We  cannot  recede.  Thepeople*8  will  shoidd  be  the 
agefU^9  guide. 

We  Cjannot  fail  to  love  our  own  country,  '^  its  soil,  its  equality, 
liberty,  laws,  and  manners."  It  was  once  said  by  Mr.  Jefferson, 
— ^*  How  little  do  my  countrymen  know  what  precious  blessings 
they  [are  in  possession  of,  and  which  no  other  people  on  earth  en- 
joy." They  should  realize  "how  much  it  is  their  interest  to 
preserve  uninfected  by  contagion,  those  peculiarities  in  their  gov- 
ernment and  manners  to  which  they  are  indebted  for  those  bless- 
ings." Political  liberty  and  equality  are  the  boasted  boons  of  our 
people.  They  belong  to  us,  and  these  pure  principles  will  con- 
tinue to  warm  the  current  of  our  feelings  and  rivet  the  affections  of 
our  hearts  to  our  State  and  government. 

At  the  close  of  the  present  political  year,  I  shall  have  filled  the 
office  of  Chief  Executive  Magistrate  for  that  period  of  time, 
which  cannot  fail  to  admonish  me  of  the  propriety  of  then  yield- 
iDg  my  place  to  another,  and  of  returning  to  my  constituents  with 
an  account  of  my  public  stewardship.  Entertaining  these  senti- 
ments, and  aware  that  the  time  is  at  hand,  when  according  to 
long  usage,  a  candidate  for  this  office,  for  the  year  nett  succeed- 
ing the  present,  will  be  put  in  nonnnation;  and  while  I  shall  ever 
hold  in  grateful  remembrance  the  distinguished  honors  which  have 
beea  conferred  upon  me;  I  desire  distinctly  to  announce  to  my 
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fellow  ciUzens,  that  I  must  decline  beiog  coot idertd  amoDg  the 
number  of  those  from  whom  a  selectiou  will  have  to  be  made. 

It  will  be  perceived  that  in  this,  my  last  address  to  die  legisla- 
ture,! have  not  recommeuded  any  alteration  id  our  present  system 
laws.  My  suggestions  have  been  of  a  very  general  character, 
but  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  they  will  be  found  neither  inappropriate 
nor  unprofitable  in  their  bfluence  upon  the  future  legislation  of 
the  State. 

We  owe  it  to  ourselves,  as  well  as  to  our  constituents,  to  give ' 
evidence  of  our  devotion  to  dieir  mterests  by  practisbg  a  judi* 
cious  economy.    We  should  pursue  with  diligence  whatever  shall 
be  necessary  to  be  done. 

It  becomes  us  who  occupy  for  a  time  these  responsible  places, 
to  exert  for  the  people  our  best  efforts  and  all  our  habits  of  in- 
dustry, while  employed  in  the  public  service.  Time  b  money, 
and  we  should  strive  to  continue  this  session  no  longer  than  shall 
be  necessary  for  the  transaction  of  the  public  business.  Let  us 
exhibit  an  example  worthy  of  imitation ;  give  precepts  worthy  of 
ourselves  ;  show  forth  our  steadfast  zeal  in  the  cause  of  human 
rights  and  our  untiring  devotion  to  the  cause  of  human  liberty* 
And  be  assured  that*I  shall  be  ready,  at  all  times  and  on  all  occa- 
sions while  m  office,  to  co-operate  with  you  in  the  adoption  of 
any  constitutional  measure  promotive  of  the  interests  and  happi- 
of  the  people*

Ordered^  That  the  Clerk  inform  the  House  of  RepresentatiTcs 
that  the  Senate  have  assembled,  chosen  their  constitutional  offi- 
cers and  are  ready  to  proceed  to  business.

The  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  being  assembled  in 
Convention  in  the  Representative's  Hall,  for  the  purpose  of  pro- 
ceeding in  the  elections  agreeably  to  the  provisions  of  the  Consti- 
tution, Hon.  Henry  Hubbard,  Governor  electa  came  in  attended 
by  the  Honorable  Council  and  the  committees  of  both  Houses, 
declared  his  acceptance  of  the  office  of  Governor,  and  in  the 
presence  of  both  branches  of  the  Legislature,  took  and  subscribed 
the  oath  of  allegiance  and  the  oath  of  office  ;  whereupon.  Hon- 
orable Titus  Brown,  President  of  the  Senate,  declared  His  Ex- 
cellency Henry  Hubbard,  Governor  of  the  State  of  New  Hamp- 
shire for  the  ensuing  political  year,  and  presented  him  with  a 
copy  of  the  Constitution  of  the  State  as  a  guide  in  the  discharge 
of  his  official  duties. 

His  Excellency  then  made  the  following 

ADDRESS. 

Fellow  citizens  of  the  Senate 

and  of  the  House  of  Representatives  : 

Having  now  taken  the  oaths  prescribed  by  our  constitu- 
tion, as  preliminary  to  my  entrance  upon  the  discharge  of 
the  public  duties  of  chief  executive  magistrate,  to  which 
office  I  have  again  been  elected  by  the  freemen  of  New 
Hampshire,  Iilesire  to  make  known  to  the  people  the  deep 
sense  of  grantu^e,  I  feel  for  this  reiterated  expression  of 
their  con£[dence. 

The*  peculiar  circumstances  which  have  attended  the  re- 
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cent  elections  in  this  State,  cannot  fail  to  impress  our  minds 
that  there  is  a. much  greater  Cause  for  joy,  than  that  result- 
ing from  mere  individual  success.  It  is  for  the  triumph  of 
those  great  principles,  which  are  as  dear  to  freemen  as  Liber* 
ty  herself,  that  renders  the  result  of  the  late  election  matter 
of  deep  and  abiding  gratulation  to  the  friends  of  equal  rights- 
and  of  equal  privileges. 

On  this  interesting .  occasion,  it  is  assuredly  fit  that  we 
should  render  to  the  Author  of  every  good  the  homage  of 
grateful  hearts  for  His  paternal  care  over  us  for  the  past  year, 
for  His  goodness  in  having  sustained  the  diversified  interests 
of  this  Commonwealth,  and  for  securing  to  the  people  the 
unimpaired  continuance  of  social,  religious  and  civil  liberty. 

What  an  impressive  illustration  is  here  presented  of  the 
character  of  our  free  and  happy  government !  We  assemble 
at  stated  periods,  as  the  representatives  of  an  intelligent  and 
patriotic  people,  to  enact  laws  for  their  as  well  as  for  our  own 
guidance.  A  great  change  in  that  representation  annually 
occurs:  around  me  I  observe  men  whom  I  did  not  ni6et  in 
this  place  at  the  commencement  of  the  last  political  year: 
and  many  were  then  assembled  here  who  did  not  telong 
to  either  branch  of  the  governoient  the  year  preceding — 
affording  evidence  of  the  truth  of  that  saying,  which  lies 
at  the  foundation  of  all  our  institutions,  ^'that  political 
power  emanates  from  the  people'^ -r-HidX  they  are  emphatical- 
ly the  true  sovereigns  of  this  free  representative  government 
— that  we  are  all  here  as  tTieir  public  servants,  to  carry  out 
their  will  and  to  become  the  exponents  of  their  opinions. 
It  is  this  great  and  invaluable  principle  which  makes  the 
distinguishing  feature  in  our.  government — the  one  which 
elevates  it  high  and.  above  all  forms  and  political  compacts 
which  have  hitherto  been  devised. 

In  my  address  to  the  Legislature  at  the  commencement 
of  the  last  political  year,  I  recommended  sundry  alterations 
and  amendments  in  the  then  existing  statutes.  I  regarded 
them  all  as  essentially  connected  with  the  true  interests  ojf 
the  people*.  Notwithstanding  the  convictions  impreased  upon 
my  own  minjd  as  to  the  importance  of  the  changes  then  sug- 
gested, I  shall  not  at  this  time  call  your  attention  to  those 
subjects,  as  I  do  pot  intend  to  propose  on  the*  present  occor 
sion  any  special  alterations  in  our  system  of  laws.  I  shall 
commit  the  whole  subject  to, your  discrimination  and  good 
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judgment.  If  any  amendments  in  our  statutes  are  in  year 
opinion  necessary  for  the  promotion  of  the  public  good; 
your  own  observation  will  readily  suggest  them-.  I  prefer  to 
leave  the  whole  matter  to  your  discretion,  rather  than  to  re- 
commend particular  changes. 

Correct  principles  of  legislation  must  always  in  a  govern- 
ment founded  upon  law,  be  of  engrossing  interest  to  the 
representatives  of  the  people.  The  first  object  of  an  intel- 
ligent community  is  to  ascertain  and  establish  the  principles 
on  which  the  government  should  be  founded.  In  the  writ- 
ten constitution  of  the  various  states  of  the  Union  and  of 
the  United  States,  the  attempt  is  made  with  greater  or  less 
success  to  define  with  precision  the  general  rights  and  duties 
which  belong  to  individuals  in  their  relation  to  each  other, 
and  to  the  public.  That  these  attempts  in  the  absence  of  ' 
experience  should  always  be  successful,  was  not  to  be  ex- 
pected by  liberal  and  reflecting  men.  That  timid  reasoners, 
fearful  even  of  improvement  if  it  involved  the  necessity  of 
a  change,  should  sometimes  mistake  the  form  for  the  sub- 
stance, must  have  been  anticipated*.  That  a  prejudice  should 
sometimes  have  been  elevated  into  a  principle,  cherished  with 
sacred  care  and  embalmed  in  the  chosen  repositories  of  po- 
litical truth,  cannot  surprise  those  who  remember  that  it  is 
with  nations  as  it  is  with  individuals  ;  each  must  reach  man- 
hood before  the  crude  notions  of  youth  can  be  corrected. 
That  superficial  thinkers  should  adopt  ill-digested  plans 
upon'  partial  and  narrow  views — that  sanguine  and  intole- 
rant men  should  strive  to  make  the  opinions  of  others 
assirafie  the  shape  in  which  alone  they  could  see  truth — 
was  less  to  be  wondered  at,  than  an  unsettled  state  of 
society  in  which  there  should  be  neither  shallowness 
nor  intolerance.  But  the  traces  of  the  timid  and  the  pre- 
judiced, the  superficial  and  the  intolerant  are  not  sufllcient 
to  destroy  the  harmony  of  a  constitution  formed  by  men 
sincerely  anxious  to  attain  to  the  knowledge  of  political 
truth.  With  all  their  defects  the  principles  of  our  constitu- 
tions are  expansive  and  comprehensive  enough  to  admit  of 
a  legislation  adapted  to  the  daily  increasing  wants  and  re- 
finements of  civilized  life,  and  to  our  keener  appreciation  of 
the  true  objects  of  all  human  society,,  the  improvement  of  in* 
divkiuals  in  physical  comfort  and  intellectual  independence, 
and  their  progress  ini'inoral  and^religious  atlainiaents. 
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A  constitutional  theory  admitted  to  be  erroneous  and  upon 
which  no  legislation  is  ever  founded,  although  it  may  injure 
the  symmetry  of  the  instrument  as  a  work  of  art,  may  not 
lessen  its  value,  on  the  whole,  as  a  summary  of  political 
truth,  and  as  each  year,  it  is  to  be  hoped,  adds  to  our  stock  of 
political  knowledge,  we  are  less  liable  to  confound  accidental 
defects  with  principles  of  acknowledged  truth.  No  wise  con- 
stitution ever  embodied  in  itself,  as  a  principle  to  be  acted  up- 
on, any  intolerant  theory  of  government,  of  religion  or  mor- 
als. No  educated  and  thoughtful  people  ever  acted  upon  any 
such  theory,  and  no  people  whatever  ever  practised  it  with- 
out sooner  or  later  becoming  the  victims  of  their  own  blind- 
ness. We  learn  to  tolerate  a  theoretical  defect  in  a  constitu- 
tion, as  we  learn  to  bear  with  the  follies  and  vices  of  our  race. 
And  these  mankind  are  beginning  to  perceive,  can  better  be 
corrected  by  time  and  patience  than  expelled  by  violent  rem- 
edies In  legislation,  experience  teaches  us  that,  except  in 
extreme  cases,  it  is  better  to  pause,  until  the  operation  of  a 
system  can  be  understood,  than,  because  we  may  think  it 
theoretically  wrong,  suddenly  to  introduce  another  on  which 
experience  has  thrown  as  little  light. 

Since  the  adjournment  of  the  last  session,  the  Revised 
Statutes  of  New  Hampshire  have  been  published  and  laid 
before  the  people.  In  the  month  of  March  last  in  pursuance 
of. the  duty  imposed  upon  me  by  the  resolution  adopted  at 
the  last  session  *of  the  Legislature,  I  made  a  careful  exami- 
nation of  the  manner  in  which  the  public  printers  of  the 
State  had  performed  their  contract.  The  result  of  that  in- 
vestigation was  that  their  duties  had  been  scrupulously  ful- 
filled. The  volume  is  well  bound  and  printed  upon  paper 
and  with  type  fully  equal  to  the  terms  of  -their  agreement. 
The  work  is  remarkably  free  from  typographical  errors.  In 
several  instances  errors  and  omissions  in  the  copy  furnished 
them  by  the  Legislature,  are  noticed  in  the  book  in  such  a 
way  as  to  draw  your  attention  to  them  and  enable  you  to 
legislate  upon  such  particulars  as  may  seem  to  require  it. 

The  publication  of  the  laws  of  the  State  in  this  revised 
form  is  undoubtedly  a  great  improvement  upon  the  former 
system.  The  cumbersome  and  ungrammatical  phraseology 
of  many  of  the  statutes  has  been  corrected.  The  involved 
and  obscure  meaning  of  many  sections  heis  been  elicited  and 
enunciated  in  distinct  and  intelligible  propositions :  provis- 
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ions  upon  the  same  subject,  but  separated  from  each  other 
by  wide  intervals  of  years  and  pages,  have  been  brought  to- 
gether and  classified.     Repealed  statutes  have  been  omitted 
and  a  general  character  of  compactness  and  simplicity  has 
been  giveti  to  the  whole.     All  persons  of  reflection  and  al! 
those  whose'  duty  it  is  either  to  examine  or  expound  the 
laws,  can  readily  perceive  that  the  labor  and  expense  devo- 
ted to  this  object,  have  met  with  a  satisfactory  reward.     It 
would  be  difficult  to  find  two  gentlemen  who,  in  the  very 
short  period  allowed  them  to  complete  so  laborious  a  task, 
would  have  performed  it  so  well  and  so  thoroughly  a»  Messrs. 
Bell  and  Fox,  the  commissioners  appointed  by  my  predeces- 
sor to  perform  that  duty.     That  there  are  defects  and  omis- 
sions in  the  book  as  now  published,  which  a  longer  time  for 
examination  would  have  enabled  the  Legislature  to  discov- 
er, and  which  would  have  been  remedied  by  greater  t;au- 
tion,  is  not  improbable.     It  would  be  wonderful  indeed,  if 
from  the  haste  and  carelessness  which  have  disfigured  many 
of  our  statutes  for  the  last  fifty  years,  we  had  at  once  been 
awakened  to  the  necessity  of  bestowing  upon  the  enact- 
ment of  the  laws  that  patient  care  and  studious  diligence 
which  are  requisite  to  the  perfection  of  every  other  intellec- 
tual effort.     The  improvement  already  made  is  a  great  and 
essential  one  and  will  undoubtedly  be  valuable  both  in  its 
immediate  and  practical  effects,  and  as  an  example.     It   is 
singular  that,  compared  with  other  subjects  of  human  inter- 
est, the  business  of  careful  legislation  should  have  occupied 
so  little  of  the  attention  of  the  community.     It  is  not,  sure- 
ly, that  the  subject  is  one  that  requires  but  little  intellectual 
effort.     Ther^  is  in  truth  no  matter  of  temporal  concern  that 
requires  so  much.     A  good  system  of  laws  founded  upon 
and  in  harmony  with  the  principles  of  a  free  government, 
adapted  to  the  w^nts  of  the  people,  comprehensive  enough 
to  embrace  within  its  range  all  their  essential  rights  and  du- 
ties, but  not  sufficiently  minute  in  its  details  to  become  op- 
pressive in  its  operations,  is  one  of  the  most  difficult,  as  it 
IS  one  of  the  rarest,  achievements  of  human  skill.     The 
names  of  great  lawgivers  have  been  handed  down  to  pos- 
terity as  the  greatest  benefactors  of  mankind.     Properly  ta 
perform  this  duty  requires  not  only  great  abilities,  a  well 
disciplined  mind  and  habits  of  accurate  thought,  but  inde- 
fatigable perseverance,  a  clear  perception  of  the  rfbject  to 
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be  attained,  its  consistency  with  the  general  plan  and  the 
invaluable  power  of  close  and  patient  attention.  It  would 
be  unreasonable  for  us  to  repine  at  the  absence  of  great 
jurists,  for  they  are  seldom  found  among  mankind.  But  if 
the  genius  of  a  great  lawgiver  does  not  exist  among  us,  we 
are  still  unpardonable,  if  we  regard  legislation  as  an  irksome 
task  which  we  may  slight  or  evade  without  a  violation  of 
oor  official  oaths.  The  more  unpresuming  virtues  of  in- 
dustry, caution  and  investigation,  it  is  to  be  hoped,  still  ex- 
ist among  us.  There  can  be  no  sufficient  excuse  for  hasty 
and  careless  legislation.  We  require  of  the  advocate  who 
manages  our  causes,  the  physician  ^ho  prescribes  for  our 
diseases,  of  the  architect  who  constructs  our  buildings,  that 
each  of  them  shall  call  into  exercise  his  best  efforts,  and  shall 
apply  the  principles  of  his  art  to  the  conduct  of  our  busi- 
ness. We  expect  them  to  consider  the  object  to  be  attained,, 
to  perceive  all  the  obstacles  in  the  way  of  success,  to  view 
the  subject  in  all  its  bearings  and  to  take  time  enough  to 
assure  themselves  that  the  best  mode  is  adopted.  No  less^ 
surely,  ought  to  be  required  or  expected  of  the  legislator. 
The  man  who  enunciates  a  proposition  in  mathematics, 
without  considering  the  result  to  which  his  principle  will 
lead  him^  or  who  promulgates  a  doctritie  in  morals,  without 
reflecting  on  its  operation  upon  the  happiness  of  the  com- 
munity, we  look  upon  as  a  pretender,  and  unworthy  of  our 
confidence.  And  certain  it  is  that  there  can  be  no  duty 
more  responsible  or  more  important,  than  that  which  we  owe 
to  those  who  sent  us  here — no  interests  more  momentous 
than  those  confided  to  our  keeping  ;  and  yet  legislation  is  too 
(^en  regarded  not  as  a  serious  duty,  involving  the  happiness 
rf  the  community  and  calling  for  self  denial,  labor  and  fore- 
thought. Laws  are  too  frequently  passed  without  sufficient 
consideration,  to  answer  a  temporary  purpose,  and  upon  a 
partial  view  of  the  subject.  When  such  laws  go  into  opera- 
tion, they  are  found  to  be  defective,  and  their  defects  beget 
a  necessity  for  the  passage  of  other  laws:  these  in  their 
turn  soon  require  amendment,  until  the  system  becomes  a 
crude  mass  of  contradictory  provisions,  almost  defjring  anal- 
ysis and  discouraging  the  most  faithful  and  diligent  inquirer. 
Changes  are  then  proposed  in  the  laws  to  remedy  existing 
defects,  and  alterations  are  from  time  to  time  made  without 
fully  accomplishing  the  purpose  designed.      Evils  exist, 
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much  time  and  money  are  squandered  in  litigation,  until  the 
public  attention  is  aroused,  and  the  people  become  convinc- 
ed that  a  farther  expendilure  of  time  and  money  is  necessa- 
ry, to  avoid  the  evils  which  should  have  been  avoided  in  the 
beginning.  Such  was  the  conviction  growing  out  of  the 
state  and  condition  of  our  system  of  laws,-  as  it  existed 
anterior  to  the  late  revision.  The  interests  and  the  happi- 
ness of  the  pepple  demanded  a  revision  of  our  public  stat- 
utes. The  work  has  been  done,  existing  evils  hxve  been 
remedied,  a  system  has  been  arranged,  with  a  precision,  or- 
der and  method  required  by  the  wants  of  the  people. 

It  should  be  our  end  and  aim,  and  the  end  and  aim  of  those 
who  come  after  us,  not  to  mar  this  system  by  hasty  legisla- 
tion— if  defecW  shall  hereerfter  be  discovered,  to  provide 
for  such  defects  in  that  plain,  direct  and  intelligible  manner, 
as  will  add  beauty  and  strength  to  the  work. 

Bat  after  all  that  has  been  done — after  all  the  evils  have 
been  remedied  so  far  as  human  skill  will  avail — certain  it 
is  that  litigation  will  arise.  It  is  idle  to  suppose  that, 
under  the  Revised  Statutes  or  under  any  system  of  laws 
which  the  wisdom  of  man  ever  devised,  litigation  will  cease 
or  will  ever  be  essentially  diminished.  We  are  no  better 
than  those  who  have  gone  before  us— have  the  same  frail- 
ties as  those  of  olden  time  ;  *  the  same  passions  and  prejudi- 
ces, the  same  ambition  and  selfishness,  that  characterized  the 
chosen  people  for  whom,  thousands  of  years  ago,  the  Al- 
mighty dictated  a  code  of  civil  government,  imposing  pen- 
alties for  their  offences  and  regulating  their  controversies. 
The  passions  which,  five  hundred  years  since,  placed  men  in 
battle  array  against  each  other,  now  find  vent  in  the  peace- 
ful arena  of  a  court  of  justice  ;  and  judges  and  jurors  in  their 
respective  provinces,  pass  upon  questions  and  determine 
rights  which  were  once  adjudicated  by  the  sword.  Men  are 
made  of  the  same  clay  and  are  agitated  by  the  same  pas- 
sions as  of  old.  Christianity,  however,  and  a  more  accurate 
view  of  the  objects  of  human  society  have  taught  us  that 
reason  and  law  are  the  best  safeguards  of  human  hapj)i- 
ness.  Litigation  will  exist  so  long  as  men  are  the  creatures 
of  impulse,  so  long  as  craft  and  cuiming  turn  us  away  from 
the  right  path,  or  pride  and  obstinacy  render  us  callous  to 
our  sense  of  duty.  The  imperceptible  but  sure  changes 
that  are  constantly  going  on  in  manners,  in  notions  of  gov- 
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^emment  and  in  the  appreciation  of  our  rights^  afford  food  for 
discmosion,  which  too  frequently  terminates  in  litigation.  And 
when  we  consider  that  no  one  case  in  ail  its  particulars  can 
ever  afford  an  exact  precedent  for  another^  and  that  in  the 
infinite  variety  of  human  circumstances  no  case  was  ever  ex- 
actly like  an6thcr,  we  cease  to  wonder  that  men  plunge  into 
controversies.  The  utmost  that  legislation  can  do,  is  to 
adopt  a  system  of  general  rules,  within  which  all  probable 
cases  may  be  included,  in  order  that,  if  tkere  must  be  litiga* 
tion,  the  parties  may  reach  the  actual  merits  of  their  tlis- 
putes,  without  wasting  their  strength  in  vain  endea?vors  to 
ascertain  the  meaning  of  the  lawgivers^  and  to  obtain  a*  ju- 
dicial construction  of  their  acts. 

I  have  thns  alluded  to  the  defects  in  our  legislation,  be- 
cause I  think  they  are  evils  common  to  and  increasing  in 
every  part  of  America.  The  fatal  facility  of  making  laws 
in  the  thirty  legislative  assemblies  of  the  LFnited  States,  has 
caused  an  accumulation  of  statutes  enribarrassing  to  the 
courts  and  to  the  bar,  and  injurious  to  the  people ;  and  the 
^ase  with  which  public  laws  are  passed  in  our  own  State, 
should  not  iail  to  excite  a  spirit  of  great  vigilancse  and  cau- 
tion. In  a  single  hour  an  important  act  may  go  through  all 
the  forms  of  legislation  and  become  the  law  of  the  land,  at 
the  time  believed  to  be  harmless  in  its  provisions,  called 
fot  by  the  interests  of  the  State,  and>  tending  in  no  respect 
to  the  injury  of  individuals.  Yet,  a  short  experience  affords 
proof  that  this  legislation  was  uncalled  for,  was  unwise, 
and  in  its  effects  prejudicial  to  the  interests  of  the  State  and 
disastrous  to  the  rights  of  the  citizen.  It  has  occurred  to 
me  from  the  best  reflections  which  I  have  been  able  to  give 
to  the  subject,  that  no^ublic  act  passed  at  one  session  of  the 
Legislature  should  take  effect  until  thirty  days  at  least  after 
the  commencement  of  the  next  succeeding  session,  and  that 
the  same  limitation  should  be  imposed  upon  ail  private  acts, 
which  can  by  pos«biiity  either  affect  the  interests  of  the 
State  or  of  individuals.  Such  a  provision  would  take  away, 
ia  all  probability,  the  practical  evils  ordinarily  resulting  from 
hasty  iegislation.  It  is  an  undeniable  fact  that  the  frequen- 
cy of  change  in  our  public  laws  is  an  evil,  and  if  such  evils 
occur,  they  should  be  commented  on  plainly  and  decidedly. 
1  speak  decidedly,  because  I  feel  deeply  the  importance  of  the 
fubject.  I  speak  with  a  confidence  that  my  remarks  will 
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be  taken  in  the  same  epirit  which  actoalet  me  in  OMkifig 
them,  and  with  an  earnest  hope  that  the  representativea  of 
so  ordterly,  so  industrions  and  so  reUgions  a  people  as  the 
citizens  of  New  Hamp8hii:e,  will  hereafter  be  ambitions  not 
to  increase  the  number  of  the  laws,  but  with  patience  andl 
forbearance*  to  ascertain  the  positive  defects  in* the  existing 
legislation,  and  then  to  apply  such  correctives  as  the  nature 
of  the  case  may  require.  Having  so  recently  given  to  the 
public  our  system  of  stfitate  law,  it  is  but  the  part  of  wis*' 
dom  to  suffer  it  to  remain  unchanged,  until  experience  shall 
suggest  defects  which  the  condition  of  society,  the  wants 
of  the  people  mid  a  regard  to  their  true  int^ests  require 
should  be  remedied. 

Our  primary  schools  richly  deserve  at  all  times  the  pat- 
ronage and  encouragement  of  the  legislature.  Our  govern- 
ment  is  based  upon  the  virtue  of  the  people  :  that  virtue 
is  best  preserved  as  knowledge  shall  be  most  diffused.  As 
the  means  of  education,  the  nurseries  of  pure  morals  and 
the  sources  of  undefiled  religion,  these  primary  institutionsi 
of  our  country  have  within  the  last  twelve  montbi  excUed 
much  of  the  public  attention.  A  new  impulse  has  been 
given  to  the  public  mind,  and  a  new  spirit  has  been  awak-* 
ened  to  the  importance  of  our  common  schools  for  the  spread 
of  morality  and  religion,  for  the  diffusion  of  intelligenccf 
among  the  people  and  for  the  preservation  of  our  repubKcan 
institutions. 

Those  patriots  who  framed  the  constitution  of  our  State^ 
incorporated  into  that  instrument  a  sentiment  worthy  of 
themseves,  that  knowledge  and  learning  generally  diffu- 
sed through  a  community  were  essential  to  the  preservation 
of  a  free  government,  and  that  it  was  the  bounden  duty  of 
legislators  and  magistrates  to  cherish  the  interests  of  all  sem- 
inaries and  public  schools.  This  injunction  of  our  politi- 
cal fathers  should  never  be  forgotten  or  disregarded  by  the 
friends  of  popular  liberty.  In  my  first  address  to  the  legis- 
lature I  alluded  to  the  republican  character  of  our  free  school 
system.  I  then  remarked  that  in  those  institutions  are  im- 
parted to  the  youth  of  our  State  that  love  of  civil  and  reli- 
gious liberty,  that  high  devotion  to  the  cause  of  bumaa 
rights,  which  lead  to  the  unfailing  exertion  of  their  energies 
and  of  their  efforts  for  the  security  of  individual  and  public 
jfreedom.     The  constitution  of  our  primary  schools  points

lie  support.  The  scholars  in  these  seminaries  most  be  on 
terms  of  strict  equality,  and  mingle  together  exclusively  for 
instruction.  The  children  of  the  poor  as  well  ae  of  the 
rich-^hose  emanating  from  the  laboring  classes,  as  well  as 
those  from  the  independent  portions  of  our  community — en- 
joy the  same  rights  and  the  same  privileges :  they  com- 
mence their  course  of  study— -enter  upon  the  acquisition  of 
knowledge,  under  lik^  influences  and  with  like  hopes.  Our 
primary  schools  may  well  be  denominated  public  institu- 
tions. They  are  sustained  at  the  public  charge,  are  dedica- 
ted to  the  use  of  all  the  youth  of  certain  ages  within  the 
limits  of  our  State,  and  a  direct  benefit  is  periodically  real- 
ized by  the  education  of  the  sons  and  daughters  of  our  re- 
public. Our  free  school  system  may  be  considered  as  the 
heart  of  the  body  politic,  and  the  streams  which  are  contin- 
ually flowing  from  it,  give  health,  vigor  and  strength  to  all 
the  members  of  our  community. 

It  has  been  matter  of  Complaint  that  oxircommon  schools 
were  not  receiving  that  encouragement  from  the  hands  of 
the  Legislature,  which  they  ought  to  receive.  -  Academies 
uud  high  schools,  it  is  said,  have  been  multiplied  in  our 
land  to  the  neglect  of  those  primary  institutions  which 
should  be  our  pride  and  boast,  and  which  should  receive,  as 
they  merit,  our  constant  care  and  support.  Far  be  it  from 
me  to  say  any  thing  which  might  tend  to  discourage  that 
public  and  benevolent  spirit,  manifested  in  providing  for  the 
thc^ough  education  of  any  portion  of  our  community.  If 
the  effect  t^  multiplying  other  literary  and  scientific  institu- 
tions be  to  break  down  our  common  schools,  to  change 
their  character  and  impair  their  usefulness,  the  friends  of  a 
general  diffusion  of  knowledge  and  learning  would  regret 
the  tendency  of  any  course  to  produce  an y^  such  effect. 
There  is,  however,  within  t^e  power  of  the  Legislature  at  all 
times  a  perfect  remedy  for  any  such  evil.  Elevate  the  char- 
acter of  our  primary  schools.  Place  within  the  reach  of  the 
mosft  depressed  son  of  poverty  within  our  State,*  the  means 
of  obtaining  a  thorough  English  education,  through  the  influ- 
ence of  these  free^seminaries  of  learning.  Let  there  be  such 
a  division,  (whenever  practicable,)  of  the  youth,  that  the 
younger  scholars  may  constitute  an  exclusive-class  to  receive 
^uch  instruction  as  4hey  would  require :  and  let  the  /schol- 
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ars  more  advanced  in  attainments,  be  placed  trader  the  ex- 
clnsive  guidance  atid  instruction-of  those  well  qualified  to 
teach  the  higher  branches  of  an  English  education. 

It  is  a  reproach  to  our  free  school  system  that  the  higher 
branches  of  mathematics,  philosophy  and  political  economy 
can  only  be  acquired  at  our  academies  and  high  schools.  This 
should  not'so  be.  An  invidious  feeling  is  thereby  engendered 
among  the  youth  of  our  State,  and  one  of  the  great  objects 
of  our  free  primary  schools  is  defeated,  and  that  is  the  op- 
portunity  of  giving  to  the  poorer  classes  of  our  community 
as  thorough  an  English  education,  as  can  be  attained  else- 
where ;  and  thus  fitting  th^m  to  perform  the  duties  which 
may  devolve  upon  them  as  citizens  of  this  republic. 

I  do  not  design  to  recommend  any  alterations  in  our 
present  militia  system.  It  has  received  its  present  modifi- 
cation after  having  been  carefully  and  recently  revised  by 
the  immediate  representatives  of  the  people.  I  would  there- 
fore confidently  trust  that  no  amendments  will  be  attempted 
in  our  militia  laws,' until  experience  shall  suggest  the  neces- 
sity of  further  change.  Far  better  is  it  to  bear  some  practi- 
cal inconveniences  than  to  subject  the  system  to  frequent 
alterations.  No  man  can  entertain  a  more  exalted  opinion 
of  the  value  of  a  well  regulated  militia  for  the  preservation 
ef  our  institutions  and^for  the  protection  of  the  rights  of 
the  citizen,  than  myself.  No  man,  looking  to  the  honor  of 
this  free  country,  the  continuance  of  this  free  government 
the  happiness  of  this  free  people,  could  more  deeply  la- 
ment than  myself  the  existeace  at  any  time  of  a  sentiment 
or  feeling  opposed  to  the  respectability  and  usefulness  of 
oi«r  militia. 

In  connexion  with  our  prituiary  schools,  the  institution 
of  our  militia  alike  deserves  the  protecting  care  of  the 
State  government.  The  minds  of  men  may  be  enlight- 
ened; the  value  of  political  an(^  social  virtue  may  be  real- 
ised ;  the  genius  of  our  liberal  institutions  may  be  well  uiT- 
derstood;  and  laws  maybe  passed  with  all  the  sanctions 
which  the  wisdom  of  man  can  devise  :  yet  all  these  would 
avail  but  little,  without  the  influence  of  a  citizen  soldiery  : 
without  that  moral  force,  thai  phy^al  ^^  carps  de  reserve^^- 
designed  for  the  ultimate  security  and  defence  of  the  just 
rights,  the  equal  privileges,  the  constitutional  liberty  of 
the  people.  -  These  opinions  ar«  given  as  the  result  of  muoh 
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reflection.  They  are  presented  to  you  as  my  sober  convic- 
tions. And  I  cannot  but  hope  that  they  will  find  a  hearty 
and  concurrent  response  from  those  to  whom  they  are  ad- 
dressed, and  that  at  no  future  period  of  our  history  will  any 
representatire  body  of  the  people  be  assembled  without  feel- 
ing the  force  of  the  sentiment,  that  for  ike  due  preservaiwn 
of  the  Uberlies  and  the  rights  of  thepeopk,  and  for  the  secnr 
rity  of  our  free- government,  it  becomes  their  baunden  dutff 
to  do  aU  that  can  be  done^  to  maintain  the  tharader  and  to 
fromote  the  usefulness  and  efficiency  of  our  free  school  and 
of  our  free  militia  systems. 

From  communications  which  have  been  made  to  me,  I 
learn  that  the  AayJum^or  the  Insane  has  been  in  readiness 
for  the  reception  of  patients  for  the  last  seven  months;  that 
about  seventy  within  that  period  have  been  received  at  the 
institution,  twenty  of  whom  have  been  returned  to  theii 
friends,  having  been  partially  or  perfectly  restored  to  tha 
exercise  of  their  right  reason ;  and  that  nearly  fifty  are, 
at  this  time,  under  the  charge  of  the  superintendent.  It  is 
worthy  of  remark  tha^  the  Asylum  for  the  Insane  in  its  erec** 
tion  and  in  its  subsequent  management  has  bean  conducted 
with  great  judgment  and  economy^  and  although  such  in* 
stitatiens  are  inavoidably  subject,  at  the  commencement  of 
their  operations,  to  severer  charges  than  are  ordinarily  in- 
curred afterwards  within  the  same  period  of  time  $  yet  it  in 
believed  that  the  means  within  the  control  of  the  Asylum 
will  enable  it  to  meet  its  ordina/y  expenditures  for  the  com- 
itig  year.  The  buildings  and  the  grounds  belonging  to  this 
institution,  its  location  and  superintendency,  cannot  fail  to 
recommend  it  to  the  public  as  a  most  desirable  retreat  and 
residence  for  those  unhappy  fellow  beings  who,  for  a  time, 
may  have  been  deprived  of  that  unerring  light  given  us  by 
the  God  of  nature  for  our  guide  and  direction.  The  Asylum 
will,  I  trust,  continue  to  command  and  receive  in  its  behalf 
the  sympathies  and  efforts  of  the  friends  of  humanity  here 
and  elsewhere. 

Since  the  adjournment  of  the  last  Legislature,  I  have  re- 
ceived a  communication  upon  the  subject  of  the  geological 
survey  of  this  State.  No  doubt  a  further  report  of  much 
interest  will  be  submitted  by  the  State  Geologist  before  the 
close  of  this  session,  and  as  soon  as  receivedi  it  shall  be  trans- 
Qiitted  finr  your  ioformaiioit 
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Under  the  authority  given  to  the  State  Treasurer  by  the 
resolution  of  the  last  legislature  to  borrow  thirty-five  thou- 
sand dollars  for  the  use  and  upon  the  credit  of  the  State,  he 
has  been  enabled  to  supply  the  trsasury  with  means,  (derived 
from  our  own  citizens  and  institutions,)  sufficient  to  meet  all 
demands  which  have  hitherto  been  made  upon  him.  And  I 
feel  warranted  in  stating  that  he  will  be  able  to  command, 
under  the  same  resolution,  funds  sufficient  to  meet  the  ex* 

Snditures  of  the  State  for  the  ensuing  half  year,  and  that 
on  the  tax  payable  into  the  treasury  in  December  next,  he 
will  be  supplied  with  the  means  of  extinguishing  the  entire 
debt  of  the  State  for  money  borrowed,  and  have  a  balance  in 
the  Treasury,  applicable  to  the  wants  of  the  government  at 
the  commencement  of  the  next  political  year.  The  State 
of  New  Hampshire  has  much  cause  for  congratulation  ^for 
her  resources,  jier  credit  and  for  her  freedom  from  pecunia- 
ry embarrassment. 

Within  a  short  time  past  the  Executive  Branch  of  th^ 
government  has  made  a  full  and  careful  examination  into 
the  receipts  and  expenditures  for  the  past  year,  and  into  the 
present  condition,  of  our  State  Prison,  and  also  into  the 
healthy  habits  and  conduct  of  the  prisoners. 

The  income  of  the  Prison,  according  to  the  statesnent  of 
the  Warden,  during  the  year  ending  the  30th  of  April,  1843^ 
has  been  as  follows  :

It  is,  however,  a  duty  devolving  upon  yon  as  the  immediate 
representatives  of  the  people,  to  institute  a  thorough  and 
rigid  investigation  into  all  the  means  and  liabilities  of  the 
institntion,  and  to  ascertain  by  a  minute  examination  wheth* 
er  in  the  report  of  the  Warden  any  means  are  estimated 
which  may  not  be  available,  and  whether  a  full  eijiibit  is 
given  of  all  the  liabilities  of  the  Prison.  Such  a  course  of 
proceeding  should  not  be  dispensed  with,  and  at  the  com- 
mencement of  every  year  the  true  and  actual  state  and  con- 
dition of  the  prison  should  be  ascertained  and  laid  before 
the  people. 

l%e  number  of  convicts  in  confinement  at  the  time  of 
the  examination  was  ninety-nine.  The  health  of  the  pris- 
oners has  been  generally  good.  There  has  not  been  a  death 
among  the  inmates  at  this  institution  for  nearly  two  and  a 
half  years,  a  circumstance,  taking  into  consideration  the 
number,  nnparallelled  in  the  history  of  state  prisons,  and 
clearly  proving  the  beneficial  effects  of  regular  exercise, 
rest  and  diet.  The  New  Hampshire  State  Prison  is  at  this 
time,  in  our  opinion,  in  a  better  condition  than  it  has  been 
for  many  years  past,  and  in  point  of  discipline  second  to 
none  in  this  country.  The  resources  of  the  prison  are  am- 
ply sufficient  for  its  support,  and  no  aid  from  the  treasury 
will  be  necessary  for  the  coming  year.  It  occurred  to  the 
Executive  that  no  alteration  in  the  emjdoyipent  of  the  pris* 
oners  could  be  advantageously  made.  The  convicts  are 
mostly  employed  either  in  the  smith,  shoe  or  cabinet  shops. 
The  contract  for  the  service  of  the  prisoners  in  the  smith 
shop  secures  to  the  State  for  each  one  forty  cents  per  day : 
in  the  other  shops  a  little  less  is  realized ;  and  it  is  supposed 
that  a  less  favorable  contract  will  have  to  be  made  for  the 
future  employment  of  those  who  may  labor  in  the  smith 
shop.  It  is,  however,  a  matter  of  fact  that  the  prisoners  are 
and  may  continue  to  be  supported,  with  good  and  wholesome 
food,  at  the  rate  of  seven  cents  per  day  for  each  ;  and  unless 
there  should  be  a  material  falling  off  in  the  subsequent  re- 
ceipts at  the  penitentiary,  a  sufficient  sum  will  be  realized 
to  meet  the  annual  expenditures  of  the  institution,  including 
the  salary  of  the  Warden  ;  and  the  accounts  hereafter  to  be 
submitted  by  that  t>fficer  will,  by  direction,  contain  a  charge 
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for  the  payment  of  his  own  salary,  instead  of  receiriog-  it 
direct  from  the  treasury  as  has  been  heretofore  practised. 
The  Executive  could  not  fail  to  admire  the  good  order,  the 
neat  and  cleanly  appearance  of  the  several  apartments  of  the 
prison.  All  seemed  to  have  been  done  by  the  Warden  and 
those  under  him,  which  could  have  been  done  for  the  health 
and  comfort  of  those  under  their  charge.  And  they  learned 
with  equal  satisfaction  that  the  convicts  were  constant  in 
their  attendance  upon  the  religious  services  of  the  Sabbath, 
and  conducted  and  demeaned  themselves  with  propriety  on 
all  such  occasions. 

In  pursuance  of  the  statute  of  the  last  session,  two  Jus* 
tices  of  the  Circuit  Court  of  Common  Pleas  were  appointed 
and  commissioned ;  and  from  the  experience  which  has  al- 
ready been  enjoyed,  there  can  be  no  doubt  that  this  altera- 
tion in  our  judicial  system  will  prove  most  salutary,  enabling 
the  respective  courts  of  common  pleas  to  transact  the  busi- 
ness falling  within  their  jurisdiction  without  unreasonable 
delay,  and  of  consequence,  with  economy  to  the  public  as 
well  as  to  the  parties  litigant,  and  affording  also  to  the  Judg- 
es  of  our  Superior  Court  all  the  time  and  opportunity  neces- 
sary for  that  prompt  performance  of  their  appropriate  duties 
guarantied  by  our  constitution. 

In  accordance  with  the-  request  of  the  la3t  Legislature,  I 
transmitted  to  the  governors  of  the  several  States  copies  of 
the  resolutions  upon  the  subject  of  postage  and  the  franking 
privilege,  and  to  the  governors  of  the  New  England  States 
copies  of  the  resolutions  upon  the  subject  of  blinking  and 
the  circulation  as  money  of  small  bills  of  a  less  denomina- 
tion, than  five  dollars.  Whatever  communications  shall  be 
received  in  reply,  shall  be  immediately  transmitted  for  your 
information. 

I  also  sent  to  each  of  our  representatives  and  senators  in 
Congress  copies  of  the  resolutions  of  our  last  legislature, 
upon  the  important  subjects  of  the  tariff,  the  bankrupt  and 
distribution  acts  of  the  last  Congress. 

I  cannot  permit  this  opportunity  to  pass  without  an  ex- 
pression of  my  full  and  perfect  concurrence  in  opinion  with 
those  expressed  by  the  last  Legislature  in  the  resolutions  to 
which  I  have  referred.  Nor  can  I  permit  the  occasion  to  pass 
without  bearing  testimony  to  the  propriety  and  fitness  of 
such  legislative  proceedings. 
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New  Hunpshire  is  a  member  of  this  great  confederacy  of 
states.  And  the  patriotism,  the  intelKgeuoe,  the  self  respect,  the 
stero  and  inflexible  principles  of  her  people  would  never  tolerate 
any  disindisation  in  then:  representatives  to  speak  forth,  on  idl 
proper .  oocasioos,  their  views  on  all  matters  of  public  policy. 
Integrity,  vigilance,  fearlessness  beloag  to  the  patriot,  and  that 
man  can  be  bat  little  aequainted  with  the  character  of  our  qitiaens, 
who  would  deny  to  them  the  posses^n  of  those^ualities  in  a  most 
pre-eminent  degree. 

It  is  your  hi^  privilege  to  declare  your  opinions  of  the  meas- 
ures of  those  charged  with  the  adnmstration  of  our  national  af*- 
fairs.  A  declaration  of  yeur  views,  as  the  representatives  of  an 
iodepeodent  member  of  4his  uniod,  is  not  only  a  matter  of  right, 
but  oiay^be  a  matter  of  duty.  As  an  integral  part  of  the  repub- 
lic. New  Hampshire  eamtot  be  indifferent  to  the  acts  of  Con- 
gress. Thdr  operation  is  either  for  good  or  for  evil  qpon  her 
citizens.  And  the  character  of  >  all  national  measures  should  be 
well  examined,  and  either  approved  or  condemned  by  the  intelli- 
gence and  ^triotism  of  the  ^ooti^'.  If  any  infraction  has  been 
coranaitted  by  our  pqUic' servants  upon  <be  constitution  of  this  re* 
puUie,  we  ebouldnoi  be  silent.  -*  A  frank  avowal  of  the  opinions 
of  the  constituted  authorities  of  toy  one  member  of  (he  confeder- 
cy,  in  relation  to  any  national  measorof  may  induce  an  entire 
change  or  such  a  medificaCtoo  as  would  raider  the  aneasuFe  accep- 
table to  tlie  people.  This  is  the  way  open  at  aU  timee  to  reach 
the  ear  of  Congress  and  thus.prevmit  the  long  cbntinuanee  of  un<^ 
coBstiaitional  and  oppressive  aets  of  national  legislation^  Any 
admiaistratien'of  ourpoblic  affairs,  which  shall  by  its  measures 
act  in  disregard  of  ube  best  mterest  of  the  country,  forfeits  all 
claim  to  public  respect,  andeannot'and  should  not  command  pub- 
lic con&ience.  Our  motto  should  be,  ^^everything  for  [Hrinciple, 
nothing  for  men."  ^^It  wookl  be  ^e  <tangefoas  delusion,  were  a 
ctmfidence  in  the  men  of  our  choice  to  silence  our  fears  for  the 
safety  of  our  rights.  That  cof^tknce  is  everywhere  the  parent  of 
despotism.  True  government  is  founded  in  jealousy,  not  in  con- 
fidence. Itfis  jealousy^  not  ooofidence,  which  prescribes  printed 
constitutions,  to  bind  down  those^  wbom^  we  are  obliged  to  trust 
with  power." 

It  may  not  be  unprofitable  «»  considered  out  of  place  for  me  in 
this  public  address,  to  portray  some  of  the  efiFects  of  the  existing 
restrictive  tariff  upon  the  great  body  of  the  consumers  of  the  im- 
portations of  the  eeuntry.  f^Por-it  is  believed  that  the  system 
would  not  last  bejroad  a  single  Cohgrets^  rf  the  people  understood 
precisely  bo W'it  operates  upon  them»^    And  yet,  witUn  the  ltm« 
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us  of  this  address,  I  can  onlj  in  rery  gao^ral  terms  vrfer  to  the 
measure  in  its  coBsequencea :  eveo  thiamay  beaufficient  to  awak- 
es such  a  spirit  ot  inquiry  as  will  lead  the  people  to  rid  the  coon* 
try  of  a  measure  so  oppreative  lo  dierr  prosperity  and  so  prejudi- 
cial to  their  happiness*  There  is  no  subject  exclushrely  within 
the  Jurbdiction  of  Coogre^  of  more  interest  to  us,  than  that  of 
raismg  a  revenue.  As  the  expenses  of  the  national  government 
must  be  defrayed  by  the  people  of  the'union,it  is  important  to  each 
one  of  us,  that  Congress  should  adopt  the  best  mode  of  attaining 
this  object.  But  names  have  still  so  much  more  influence  over 
us  than  things,  that  the  system  of  direct  taxation  necessarily  adopt- 
ed in  the  different  States  to  defvay  State  expenses,  has  never  found 
favor  when  it  has  been  proposed  to  apply  it  to  raise  the  national 
revenue.  And  abundant  as  have  been  the  errors  to  be  fonnd  in 
the  tnstory  of  human  legislation,  they  have  probably  been  more 
nnmerous  on  4his  subject  than  on  any  others  Taking  it  for  grant- 
ed, for  the  present  at  least,  that  it  is  more  acceptable  to  the  peo- 
ple, that  a  revenue  should  be  raised  by  a  system  of  duties  than  by 
direct  taxation,  the  principle  to  be  applied  seems  to  be  to  intelli- 
gible one.  It  is  that  the  duty  should  be  imposed  upon  sneh  arti- 
cles and  in  such  a  way,  as  will  cause  the  least  expeoae  to  the  con- 
sumers. It  is  necessary,  of  course,  that  duties  should  be  impos- 
ed on  articles,  the  consumption  of  which  would  be  sufficient  to 
enable  a  revenue  to  be  raised  from  tbedu  And  when  the  duty  h 
imposed  on  sucli  articles  and  such  alone,  as  wiH  yield  a  sufficient 
revenue  with  the  least  injuiy  to  the  people,  and  with  the  honest 
iaiention  alone  of  raising  a  revenue,  the  frK^t  that  certam  articles 
of  home  manuiacture  increase  in  price  to  the  benefit  of  those  citi^ 
tens  who  are  employed  in  producing  them,  as  it  would  be  a  ne- 
cessary consequence  of  the  duties,  so  it  would  not  be  a  cause  of 
complaint.  But  when  the  legitimate  purpose  of  a  tariff  is  lost 
sight  of  in  the  eagerness  to  raise  the  profits  of  home  manufac- 
tures to  the  owners  of  them,  and  when  by  the  imposition  of  ui^* 
necessary  or  injudicious  duties  upon  foreign  articles,  not  only  their 
price  is  raised,  but  the  home  manufactures  are  made  equally  ex* 
pensive  to  the  consumer,  the  common  sense  of  the  people  re- 
volts ;  and  they  begin  to  murmur  that  the  actual  receipts  into  the 
treasury  should  bear  so  small  a  proportion  to  the  burdens  which 
they  are  made  to  sustain,  in  oonse^pience  of  a  complicated  and  un- 
wieldy system  of  duties. 

It  appears  from  a  statement  fiirnished  by  the  Treasury  depart- 
ment, that  the  average  amount  of  duties  on  4utidble  articles  im- 
ported during  the  kat  quarter  of  1843,  is  a  little  more  than  35 
per  cent,  on  their  ad  valorem  eelue,  and  at  that  rate  na  importa- 
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tion  of  forty  millioBs  of  doHirs  of  dutiable  articles,  during  the 
jear  1843,  oiust  produce  a  gross  revenue  of  fourteen  miiUons  of 
dollars,  which  will  yield  a  net  rerenue  of  nearly  thirteen  niiUiona 
of  dollars  ;  one  million  out  of  fourteen  being  the  custom  house 
expenses  of  collection.  It  has  bees  denaoostrated  by  one  of 
the  best  thinkers  and  writers  of  the  country  that,  including  the 
custom  bouse  expenses,  the  cost  to  the  people  of  collecting  a 
tariff  tax  is  not  far  from  45  per  cent,  upon  the  amount  which  ae- 
tuaiJy  ^es  into  the  treasury.  This  burden  is  inevitable  thrown 
upon  the  consumers  of  duuable  articles,  and  this*  where  the  tariff 
is  purely  for  revenue.  It  natters  not  to  what  class  of  the  com* 
muoity  the- consumer  belongs.  He  who  cousubms  a  single  ar* 
ticle  embraced  in  the  tariff,  pays  a  portion  of  the  tax  and  of  the 
cost  of  collection.  If  the  fourteen  millions  of  dollars  of  reve* 
uue  was  derived  exclusively  from  duties  imposed  upon  articles, 
similar  in  kind  to  those  which  are  manufactured  in  our  own  coun* 
try,  the  products  of  our  own  labor,  the  unavoidable  tax  to  the 
consumer  would  be  nearly  doubled.  There  is  in  fact  no  mystery 
in  the  opertion  of  a  tariff  upon  home  manufactures,  although  the 
enormous  burdens  with  which  the  people  are  laden  in  consequence 
of  a  tariff  for  protection,  have  either  been  kept  out  of  sight  or 
overlooked.  The  actual  cost  to  the  people  of  a  tariff  for  protec- 
tion may  be  shown  in  a  very  few  words.  And  I  will  eiKieavor  to 
illustrate  it  by  some  brief  but  familiar  references  and  statements. 
If  we  take  the  importation  of  salt  for  the  year  1840,  the  oppres- 
sive effect  of  this  protective  policy  will  be  seen.  In  that  year 
we  imported  into  this  country  over  eight  millions  of  bushels  and 
manufactured  over  six  millions.  The  duty  was  eight  cents  on  a 
bushel  of  56  pounds,  when  it  is- known  that  the  average  cost 
abroad  does  not  exceed  eight  cents  per  bushel.  The  gross  reve- 
nue accruing  from  the  amount  of  the  importation  of  salt  for  the 
year  1 840,  a  little  exceeding  six  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dol- 
lars. The  price  of  the  six  millions  of  bushels  manufactured  In 
this  country,  would  be  increased  to  the  amount  of  the  duty  impo- 
sed upon  the  foreign  article,  together  with  all  the  costs  and  char- 
ges of  collection.  The  inevitable  effect  mitst  have  been  to  have 
subjected  the  consumer  of  this  article,  so  valuable  and  of  such 
general  and  indispensable  use,  to  more  than  one  hundred  and  thirty- 
three  per  cent,  on  the  salt  consumed,  in  order  to  afford  protection 
to  a  few  hundred  salt  manufacturers.  The  same  principle  applies 
lo  every  article  which  is  made  subject  to  duty,  and  where  a  like 
article  is  the  product  of  our  own  manufactures.  The  operation 
of  the  tariff  upon  all  such  classes  of  articles  must  be  to  raise  the 
price  of  the  domestic,  so  as  to  correspond  with  the  nr?/*^  '*^  ;'•* 
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foreign  article,  and  in  this  way  togiye  protection  to  the  sugar  plan- 
ter,  the  salt  nniker,  tfae  iron  roaster,  and  the  cloth  mandacturer, 
at  the  cost  and  charge  of  the  farmers,  mechanics  and  all  the  other 
consumers  of  the  country. 

"  The  precise  amount  of  home  Manufactures  purchased  by  our 
people,  corresponding  in  character  with  those  subject  to  doty  im-»^ 
ported  from  other  countries,  may  be  estimatedat  least  equal  to  the 
imports,  or  at  their  natural  pric&,  worth  per  annum  $40,01X},000; 
As  the  price  of  the  imports  is  increased  35  per  cent,  by  tfae  tariff, 
so  the  prioe  of  similar  articles  manufactured  at  home  will  be  io^ 
creased  35  percent.,  which  upon  $40!,000,000  gires  $14,000,^ 
000,  equal  to  the  entire  gross  revenue."  We.  can,  from  diese 
facts,  form  a  £air  estimate  how  much  the  American  people  pay  to 
get $13,090,000  of  net  revenue  into'the  treasuryv  This  will  ap- 
pear from  the  following  ^Lbibit :

''Thus  it  appears  that  out  of  $37,333,332,  paid  by  the  people 
under  the  existmg  system,  only  $13,000,000  gets  into  the  treas- 
ury. Of  the  balance  over  $14,000,000  is  money  transferred  by- 
legislative  legerdemain  from  the  pockets  of  the  consumers  to  the 
pockets  of  the  manufacturers.  Four  millions  and  two  thirds  is 
the  cost  of  this  operation,  while  four  millions  and  two  thirds  is 
the  cost  of  collecting  the  revenue  tariff  tax,  and  one  million  the 
custom  house  expenses."  Could  any  system  of  revenue  be  more 
unjust,  more  expensive,  more  iniquitous? 

''Agrarianism  takes  the  property  of  the  rich  and  divides  it  among 
the  poor.  This  system  is  worse.  This  takes  the  property  of 
the  poor  and  gives  it  to  the  rich,'* 

Now  it  would  be  unreasonable  to  complain  of  this  sum,  enor- 
mous as  it  is,  provided  the  duties  were  judiciously  imposed,  if  a 
§ystem  of  indirect  taxation  is  adhered  to.     But  when  we  consider 
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the  indirect  coit  to  the  consuroets  consequent  upon  a  tariff  for 
protection,  it  may  well  be  a  matter  of  wonder  and  grief  that  we 
have  profited  so  Jittle  by  half  a  century  of  self  government.  It 
is  evident  that  a  systen»  leading  to  such  resuks,  is  radically  wrong. 
It  is  our  duty,  as  liberal  and  enlightened  meoy  to  pay  whatever  is 
necessary  for  the  national  defence,  for  the  expenses  of  govern- 
ment and  for  the  support  of  justice  and  the  laws,  without  requir- 
ing any  other  return  than  the  blessings  of  civilized  society.  But 
all  expenses  unnecessary  for  these  great  objects,  are  unauthorized 
by  the  theoiy  of  our  constitution  and  at  variance  with  the  sinipli- 
city  of  a  republic.  I  can  add  no  nboreon  this  subject :  the  rem* 
edy  is  with  the  people*  Sure  I  am  that  a  government  emanating 
from  and  sustained  by  them,  and  yielding  in  theory  a  greater  se* 
eurity  to  human  rights,  will  cot  in  practice  be  found  to  impose  a 
greater  burden  for  its  pretended  support,  than  any  other  which 
has  ever  yet  been  devised  by  the  wit  of  man. 

If  corruption  is  abroad  in  the  land;  if  it  has  found  its  way  into 
our  national  councils;  if  our  public  servants  are  faithless  to  the 
constitution  and  to  the  cause  of  equal  justice;  you  are  bound  to 
do  what  you  can  to  ferret  out  the  wrong.  Even  a  voice  from 
Ats  Legislature  may  stay  the  progress  of  a  measure  charged  with 
all  manner  of  evil.  We  have  heretofore  felt  ourseivcb  called  upon 
while  in  the  way  of  our  duty,  to  denounce  the  act  of  Congress 
providing  for  the  dislribution  of  the  avails  of  the  public  lands,  not 
only  as  an  open  and  flagrant  violation  of  the  cpnstitution,  but  also 
as  a  measure  fraught  with  most  mischievous  effects,  stibversive 
of  the  rodenendence  of  the  States  and  debasing  to  the  patriotism 
of  the  people:  and  much  to  the  honor  of  the  country,  the  evil  of 
that  demorallizing  act  of  Congress  has  been  checked  by -the  force 
ot  pubKc  sentiment.  Our  efforts  may  have  contributed  in  produ- 
cing so  glorious  a  result.  We  felt  it  to  be  no  less  our  duty  to 
assail  another  act  of  the  same  Congress,  as  degrading  to  the  moral 
sense  of  the  whole  countiy  and  destructive  to  the  interests  of  the 
American  people:  and  I  am  happy  to  say  that  this  measure  is  no 
longer  suffered  to  debase  our  character  by  occupying  a  place 
among  our  public  statutes.  I  was  opposed  to  districting  our  terri- 
tory for  the  election  ^f  our  representatives,  and  I  could  not  permit 
an  act  of  the  same  Congress  to  go  into  effect,  giving  to  the  states 
their  ntandate  for  the  accomplishment  of  such  a  purpose,  without 
protesting  against  the  constitutional  power  of  Congress  to  exercise 
any  such  authority,  and  without  urging  upon  the  Legislature  to 
resist  every  such  encroachment  upon  their  rights.  We  have 
reason  to  beheve  that  this  act  also  will  in  practice  be  wholly  in- 
0]i«ralive^v  •Yigiiance,  fidelity  and  perseveraace  wili  alone  secure 
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to  the  natural  man  the  pfoteolkm  of  bis  pen omd  aad.  poKtical 
liberty. 

The  evenis  of  the  last  year  have  fercibly  impressed  the  public 
mind  that  the  sovereign  power  of  this  free  country  will  control 
her  destiny — that  no  administration  of  our  general  government* 
possessing  all  the  adventitious  advantages  of  powerful  majorities 
in  every  branch,  can  conduct  the  public  af&irs  for  any  length  of 
time  in  disregard  to  the  interesu  of  the  people*  They  will 
speak  forth  in  such  authoritative  tones  that  the  weidcness  or  the 
wickedness  of  any  man  or  any  set  of  men,  will  quail  under  the 
influence  of  such  a  power.  A  recurrence  to  the  past  history  of 
the  present  administration  of  our  national  government,  furnishes 
confirmation  of  the  direct  influence  of  popular  opinion.  In  the 
plenitude  of  their  power,  they  passed  the  mad  scheme  of  alh* 
stractiog  from  the  national  treasury  a  portion  of  the  national  reve- 
nue and  giving  it  to  the  states.  The  controlling  influence  of 
public  sentimeol  has  compelled  these  same  servants  to  count  this 
measure  as  among  the  things  that  are  not.  They  passed  slso  a 
bankrupt  law,  and  the  voice  of  the  people  has  repealed  it.  The 
legislative  branches  in  like  manner  passed  the  most  odious  of  all 
odious  projects,  the  establishment  of  another  nadcmal  bank,  and 
the  strong  force  of  popular  feeling  vetoed  this  measure.  I  have 
adverted  to  these  events  to  remind  you  tfaat,as  vigilant  watchmen^ 
you  have  something  more  to  do  than  to  provide  for  the  wants  of 
your  immediate  constituents — tliat  it  is  the  bounden  duty  of  all 
of,  us  composing  the  representative  body  of  the  people,  to  watch 
with  constant  vigilance  and  solicitude  those  connected  with  the 
administration  of  our  public  affairs— to  expose  to  the  intelli- 
gence  of  the  American  people,  every  act  impairing  the  force  of 
our  political  compact  or  infringing  the  great  principle  of  exact 
justice  and  equal  protection. 

No  state  in  this  Union  contributed  more,  in  proportion  to  her 
numbers  and  to  her  means,  in  aid  of  the  establishment  of  the  in^ 
dependence  and  government  of  the  country,  than  the  State  we 
have  the  satisfaction  of  inhabiting.  And  no  state  will  bear  more 
and  struggle  longer  to  preserve  that  independence  unabated  and 
that  government  unimpaired,  than  New  Hampshire.  I  would 
here  reiterate  a  sentiment  formerly  expressed  by  me,  that  if  the 
liberties  of  this  country  shall  at  any  future  perbd  of  her  history  be 
lost,  that  loss  will  be  traced  to  the  unwarrantable  legislation  of 
Congress  ;  to  the  exercise  of  powers  on  their  part  not  delegated 
by  the  constitution. 

It  is  deeply  to  be  regretted  that  ^Hhe  mania  for  state  bankii^ 
and  the  mad  career  of  internal  improvements,"  liave  involved  aoy 
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barrassifig,  if  not  9o  oppressire)  as  to  render  tbem  unable  to  meet 
their  engagements  with  promptness,  and  punctuality.  I  cannot 
concur  in  the  sentiment  which  has  been  expressed  by  soro')  in 
authority)  that  a  failiire  of  one  state  to  redeem  its  own  liabili' 
ties,  impugns  the  character  and  credit  of  the  other  states  of  this 
union.  I  cannot  recommend,  as  has  been  done  by  others^  the 
passage  of  resolutions  expressive  of  the  strong  interest  which  this 
State  feeb  in  the  full  redemption  of  every  pledce  given  by  other 
states,  of  its  public  faith  and  of  our  utter  cTetestation  of  the 
^^abomioable  doctrine  of  repudiation'*  as  applicable  to  independ^ 
eat  and  sovereign  states^  I  merely  wish  to  be  understood  as 
saying  that  in  my  opinion  the  State  of  New  Hampshire,  in  her 
political  capacity,is  not  called  upon  to  condemn  or  to  approve  the 
course  which  any  of  the  states  of  the  union  has  taken  in  relation 
to  her  own  liabilities.  In  my  judgment  this  State  has  no  concern 
with  the  affairs  of  those  states  which  may  be  involved  in  debt. 
With  just  as  much  propriety  and  fitness  can  this  Legislature  cast 
censure  apon  individuals  for  their  failure  to  perform  their  contracts, 
as  to  adopt  a  resolution  condemnatory  of  the  conduct  of  those 
suites  which  have  for  any  cause  neglected  to  redeem  their  plighted 
faith.  That  is  a  matter  which  can  in  the  one  case  only  affect 
the  individual,  and  in  the  other,  the  state.  It  would  seem  to  me 
to  be  equally  as  appropriate  and  as  justifiable  for  this  State  to  in- 
quire into  any  other  matter,  connected  with  the  internal  policy  of 
any  member  of  the  union,  as  to  investigate  the  causes  of  her  in* 
debtedness  or  the  still  more  odious  office,  the  causes  of  her  delin- 
quency. 

New  Hampshire,  with  but  few  other  states,  remains  unembar- 
rassed with  debt,  and  can  it  become  us  to  prescribe  any  lessons 
in  morals  to  those  who  may  be  differently  situated  ?  Does  it 
become  us  to  hold  forth  to  them  the  danger  of  repudiation,  and 
the  all  importance  of  a  prompt  redemption  of  every  pledge  of 
public  faith  ?  Does  it  become  us  to  declare  that  the  practice  of 
the  one  is  an  outrage  on  ^^public  honor,'*  and  a  failure  to  observe 
the  other  is  dangerous  to  ^ ^public  liberty?"  Does  it  become  us 
to  say  what  these  indebted  states  mtut  do?  I  think  not.  It  is  a 
matter  which  exclusively  concerns  themselves.  The  states  un- 
embarrassed with  debt,should  be  cautious  how  they  interfere  with 
the  affiurs  of  diose  oppressed  by  outstanding  liabilities. 

No  attentive  looker-on  who  has  watched  the  course  of  events  for 
the  last  twelve  months  in  and  out  of  Congress,  can  have  failed  to 
have  come  to  the  conclusion  that  there  is  a  mighty  effort  abroad  in 
dtt  land  to  induce  the  Congress  of  the  Unked  States,  at  no  distant 
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day,  to  provide  for  tb?  aasuoaption  by  the  geoel^]*  government  of 
the  entire  indebtedness  of  the  states.  Such  a  measure  has  been 
openly  avowed  and  advocated  on  the  floor  of  the  Hou^e  of  Rep- 
resentatives in  Congress,  and  such  a. project,  if  any  reliance  can 
be  placed  upon  the  signs  of  tbe  times,  im  found  favor  within  the 
Senate  of  the  United  States;  and  soch  a  movement  finds  encourage- 
ment in  the  aetion  of  legislative  assemblies,  holding  out  the  idea 
that  American  credit  is  unfevorably  affected  by  the  conduct  of  a 
single  individual  state  in  neglectisg  to  meet  its  liabilities;  holding 
out  farther  the  all  importance  o(  preserving  that  American  credit 
from  being  tarnished  by  such  acts,  and  thus  encouraging  those 
who  are  presumed  to  represent  in  Congress  the  virtue  as  well  as 
the  intelligence  of  the  country, -no  longer  to  sufier  this  stain  to 
rest  upon  our  national  esciitcheon,-but  to  go  forth  to  the  work  at 
once'and  to  takaupon  cursives  these  state  liabilities. 

Fellow  citizens^— This  is  no  picture  of  the  imagination.  The 
exhibit  is  drawn  from  clear,  direct  and  tindeniable  factsi  Wiien 
the  much  lamented  senator  from  Tennessee,  who  is  now  no  more, 
presented  the  report  of  the  committee  upon  this  same  subject  to 
the  United  Slates  Senate^  his  doctrines  founded,  as  they  wefe,  in 
the  deepest  wisdom  and  in  the  purest  patriotism,  were  condemned 
by  the  friends  of  the  present  Bdministration,  then  members  of 
that  body,  as  wholly  uncalled  for;  as  strange;^  ah  tending  to  impair 
state  credit :  and  it  was  said  over  and  over  again  by  grave  sena- 
tors, that  the  idea  of  an  assumption  of  the  state  debts  by  the 
general  government,  if  not  ridiculous,  could  not  have  been  seri- 
ously entertained  by  any  American  statesman.  Was  this  the  fact? 
The  occurrences  of  the  few  past  months  cannot  fail  to  have 
saiisfied-every  man  that  the  avoidance  of  all  action  of  those 
friends  of  this  administration,  upon  the  resolutions  of  that  distia*> 
guished  senator,  must  have  been '  induced  by  a  deep  and  control- 
ling conviction  that  such  a  measure  ^iglU  betdriie  expedient^  and 
that  the  safer  way  would  be  not  to  declare  Openly  against  its  im- 
constitutionality  or  its  impolicy^  but  to  leave ^he^  whble  matter  to 
be  regulated  as  time  and  circumstances  should  seem  to  require. 
Is  there  a  friend  of  his  country  within  the  reach  of  my  voice^who 
can  doubt  that  this  scheme  fraugirt  as  it  is  with  the  most  dreadful 
and  dangerous  evils  to  the  harmony  and  union  of  the  republic- — - 
to  the  peace  anil  prosperity  of  the  people — -is  seriously  contem- 
plated by  some  of  the  public  men  of  our  country  ?  Certain  the 
fact  is  so;  and  it  becomes  us,  the  representatives  of  freemen  jeal- 
ous of  power  and  tenacious  of  their  rights,  to  meet  this  project 
at  the  threshhold — fearlessly  and  frankly  to  declare-  the  honest 
eonvictions  of  our  minds  touchii^  this  sul;:^ect — ^to  induce,  if  pos- 
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sible,  by  oat  bbld  and  energetic  action,  the  representatives  in 
Congress  to  prevent  the  adoption  of  a  measure,  more  calculated 
than  any  otb«r  to  rend  asunder  the  ties  which  bind  together  this 
great  confederacy.  In  behalf  of  the  independent  and  patriotic  state 
you  represent,  you  are  called  upon  to  put  forth  your  sentiments 
upon  this  subject,  and  to  stay,  if  practicable,  the  onward  progress 
of  this  plan  matured  and  well  considered  as  it  has  been;  and  thus 
preserve  the  justice  and  honor  of  this  nation — the  peace,  the  con- 
fidence, the  hopes  of  the  American  people. 

At  th3  commencement  of  each  political  year,  it  has  been  a  cus- 
tom coeval  with  the  existence  of  our  govelnment,  for  the  Execu^ 
tive  to  make  a  communication  to  the  legislative  branches,in  relation 
to  matters  of  general  and  local  policy.  And  on  such  occasions  it 
become^  bis  duty  to  re-examine  the  positions  which  he  may  have 
previously  assumed ;  to  take  a  retrospect  of  the  ground  which  he 
may  have  occupied,  and  with  honesty  and  fearlessness  to  point 
out  dl  errors,  if  any,  either  in  principle  or  in  practice,  which  may 
have  occarred  to  his  mind.  AH  such  communications  would  lose 
their  value  and  would  become  little  entitled  to  the  confidence  of  the 
people,  should  they  be  found  pertinaciously  to  reiterate  sentiments 
which  reflection  and  experience  have  condemned.  If  mere  pride 
of  opinion  could  induce  a  public  servant  holding  the  honorable 
and  responsible  office  which  I  now  fill,  to  compromise  his  own 
inte^ity)  so  far  as  to  make  a  public  and  official  declaration  of 
views  repugnant  to  the  deliberate  convictions  of  his  own  mind^ 
he  would  deserve  and  assuredly  receive  the  contempt  of  his  mas- 
ters. The  people  are  not  slow  to  discover  whatever  tends  to 
endanger  their  peace,  to  embarrass  their  rights,  or  to  prejudice 
their  interests  ;  and  if  these  tendencies  have  proceeded  from  the 
adoptioa  of  measures  recommended  by  their  Executive,  they  will 
not  fail  to  apply  the  remedy  always  within  their  control. 

In  presenting  this  address,  I  have  been  induced  to  examine  the 
opinions  promulgated  in  my  former  communications  to  the  Legisla- 
ture.  I  have  been  induced  to  do  this  for  the  reason  that  those  opin- 
ions have  been  assailed,  and  the  principles  advanced  have  been  d> 
rectly  condemned  by  men  who  once  occupied  responsible  stations 
b  this  government,  and  long  enjoyed  the  respect  and  confidence 
of  tbeir  fellow  citizens.  And  I  cannot  consistendy  with  that 
uprightness  and  integrity  which  I  hope  ever  to  maintain,  say  to 
you  that  on  either  of  the  occasions  when  I  have  found  it  to  be  my 
officiid  duty  to  address  the  Legislature,  have  I  given  utterance  to 
sentinients  winch  are  not  now  approved  by  my  best  judgment. 
Under  the  high  responsibilities  of  my  official  station,  I  have  not 
besitsced  to  present  to  the  people  of  this  State  my  views  touching 
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a  species  of  legislation,  which  had  so  extended  i^M^M  as  to  bare 
involved  rights  and  interests^  sacredly  protected  by  the  supreme 
law  of  the  land.  The  too  frequent  granting  of  acts  of  incorpo' 
ration  to  individuals  for  private  purpose,  and  the  consequent 
invasion  of  private  property  for  the  accomplbbment  of  those 
purposes,  had  produced  no  ordinary  excitement.  The  relative 
and  absolute  rights,  duties  and  powers  of  private  corporations 
and  of  individuals  were  subjects  of  engrossing  thought.  My  own 
sentiments  had  been  freely  expressed  upon  these  matters  long  be* 
fore  I  was  elevated  to  this  office.  Tt^is  subject  has  lost  none  of 
its  importance  and  none  of  its  interest  with  the  people.  And  I 
propose  to  submit  at  this  time  some  additional  reflections.  I  have 
no  other  object  to  attain  but  to  carry  out  the  great  design  in  the 
constitution  of  free  political  communities — to  protect  the  ueak 
Jrom,  the  encroachments  of  the  strong ;  to  defend  the  impotent 
from  the  influence  of  power ^  and  to  sustain  the  vshoU  people  in 
the  enjoyment  of  their  liberty  and  equality. 

Tides  to  property  are  acquired  in  this  State  either  by  pur- 
chase or  by  descent.  Ttie  mode  of  transferring  estates  is  pre- 
scribed by  legal  enactments,  passed  in  conformity  to  the  provis- 
ions of  our  constitution.  To  the  owner  is  given,  under  our  laws, 
the  rightful  conU-ol  of*  all  property  to  which  he  may  be  entitled. 
In  no  possible  w^y  can  he  oe  divested  of  that  control  without  his 
consent,  except  when  public  necessity  shall  interpose.  When- 
ever a  case  shall  occur,  thai  for  the  public  use  the  private  property 
of  individuals  must  be  surrendered,  then  such  a  surrender  will  be 
sustained,  not  only  by  the  language  of  the  constitution  itself,  but 
by  the  nature  and  fitness  of  things.  The  very  existence  of  po- 
litical communities  readers  indispensable  the  exercise  of  such  a 
power,  and  such  a  power  being  vested  in  the  Legislature,  may  by 
them  be  delegated  by  law,  and  in  this  way  only  can  private  prop- 
erty be  taken  and  appropriated,  without  the  owner's  consent.  We 
hold  our  estates  subject  to  the  demands  of  the  public  for  their 
exclusive  use.  We  hold  them  above  and  beyond  the  control  of 
others.  The  property  of  an  individual,  in  pursuance  of  the  pro- 
visions of  law,  may  be  taken  and  appropriated  for  the  debts  of 
that  individual.  It  is  merely  applying  personal  means  to  meet 
personal  liabilities. 

But  it  would  be  regarded  as  abhorrent  to  every  principle 
of  common  justice  and  opposed  to  every  principle  of  con- 
stitutional law,  to  coptend  that  the  property  of  one  individ- 
ual coijld  be  seized  and  applied  for  the  satisfaction  of  the  debts  of 
another;  and  yef  there  is  not  the  slightest  difference,  in  principle, 
in  giving  a^horitjf  to  igfce  the  property,  pf  fu)  individual,  ^i^fe^^t 
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his  ^<Mii6nt>  to  paj  the  d«blf  of  bis  n^ghbor,  or  to  take  that  pro* 
perty  and  gi^e  to  that  same  neighbor  to  promote  his  coQvenieoce 
or  to  increase  his  substance.  It  is  nothing  more  and  nothing  less 
than  taking  individual  property,  against  the  will  of  its  owner,  for 
private  use.  I  cannot  fail,  without  a  violation  of  the  oath,  I  have 
just  taken  to  support  the  constitution,  to  carry  out  in  practice 
what  I  have  not  hesitated  to  advance  ia  tl»ory — that  the  surren- 
der of  private  property,  without  consent,  except  for  public  use, 
cannot  be  required.  This  great  principle  b  coexistent  with  our 
government.  The  sober  sense  of  our  community  can  never  be 
confounded  with  the  unmeaning  jargon  that  public  use  is  attained 
by  private  accommodation  and  the  protection  of  private  interests. 
The  true  difiereDce  between  public  and  private  use  could  not  be 
more  perfectly  illustrated,  tbau  by  contrasting  our  highways  con- 
structed by  public  means,  sustained  at  public  charge  and  exclu- 
sively dedicated  to  public  benefit,  with  those  constructed  by  pri- 
vate appropriations,  preserved  by  private  expenditures  and  dedi- 
cated to  private  interest.  The  one  class  is  exclusively  within  the 
control  of  the  public  4  the  other  is  as  exclusively  witbin  the  con- 
trol of  individuals.  The  one  is  a  public,  the  other  a  private  xop- 
eern. 

The  acquisition,  possession  and  protection  of  property  is  one 
of  the  essential  and  inherent  rights  of  man,  and  on  entering  into 
a  state  of  society  he  must  surrender,  to  some  extent,  this  natural 
right  to  that  society,  in  order  to  insure  the  protection  of  others. 
For  the  c6nstructk)n  of  our  public  highways,  private  prp petty  of 
necessity  must  be  taken  and  thus  appropriated,  even  without  the 
consent  of  the  owner,  if  a  just  compensation  shall  be  made.  Le- 
gislatures can  provide  for  the  construction  of  all  such  way-s*  The 
power  is  expressly  conferred  by  our  own  constitution,  and- con- 
firmed by  that  of  the  Upited  States.  But  no  such  principle  can 
be  m^e  applicable  to  private  ways,  constructed  by  individuals  or 
by  artificial  persons  for  private  purposes.  Estates  are  not  held 
here  by  so  uncertain  a  tenure.  Property  cannot  be  put  away 
from  the  control  of  its  owner,  against  nis  will,  when  required  for 
purposes  of  individual  speculation,  when  wanted  to  apcomplish 
private  ends,  or  when  necessary  to  advance  private  interests. — 
Such  objects  can  oi^ly  be  attained  by  negotiation  and  contract, . 
Mind  must  meet  mind,  when  the  possessbns  of  one  may  be  need- 
ed to  carry  out  the  operations  of  another.  A  contrary  doctrine 
would  place  the  est£(tes  of  men  beyond  the  control  of  their  own- 
ers*^give  to  wealth  the  power  of  applying  the  means  of  others 
to  the  aecomplisbwent  ,of  .^ts  own  enids  ;  of  converting  the  soU 
of  the  husbandmen,  without  his  c(»)sent,  into  canals  and  railroads* 
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and  of  thus  subjecting  the  homes  of  the  poor  to  Ae  olarms  of 
the  rich.  The  exercise  of  any  such  power  would  be  wUoDy  un- 
warranted by  and  opposed  to  the  very  first  principles  of  our  gov- 

,  ernment.  There  is  no  compromising,  no  giving  up  of  this  prin- 
ciple. If  the  tiewis  expressed  are  right  and  constitutional)  then 
the  principle  will  be  maintained  unimpaired,  so  long  as  our  insti- 
tutions shall  continue.  The  Legislature  can  in  no  instance  dele- 
gate a  power  which  they  do  not  enjoy.  It  cannot  rightfully  pre- 
sume to  exercise  an  duihority  over  the  private  property  of  the 
citizen,  which  is  not  warranted  by  the  terms  of  the  constitution. 
It  would  be  most  dangerous  and  alarming  to  enhu*ge  the  express 
grants  of  power  by  construction,  or  control  them  by  considera- 
tions of  expediency.  I  have  before  said,  if  such  a. power  exists 
in  the  representative  body  of  the  people  to  give  authority  to  ap- 
propriate the  property  of  individuals,  without  their  consent,  to  the 
use  of  private  corporations,  equally  constitutional  would  it  be  lo 
confer  the  same  power  for  the  use  of  the  corporators.  There  i» 
not  a  shadow  of  difference  in  principle.  Nor  does  the  constitu- 
tional exercise  of  such  a  power,  for  private  purposes,  depend  on 
the  degree  of  public  use.  The  abstract  power,  if  possessed, 
might  with  as  much  propriety  be  conferred  upon  the  owner  of  a 
waterfall,  to  construct  a  dam  and  flow  the  lands  above,  in  order  to 
erect  a  mill  demanded  by  the  convenience  of  a  neighborhood,  as 
to  construct  a  railroad  for  the  accommodation  of  other  portions  of 
the  community.  There  is  no  half-way  house,  no  middle  ground. 
The  first  sectioa  of  the  act  contained  in  chapter  142  of  the  Re- 
vised Statutes,  passed  h^tore  I  came  into  otBte  and  approved  by 
my  immediate  predecessor,  contains  a  provision  worAy  ef  the 

_  head  and  heart  of  the  representative  body  of  the  people,  wlaob 
gave  it  a  place  among  oor  statutory  enactments.  It  contains,  id 
my  judgment,  the  true  constitutional  doctrine  upon  the  rights  and 
powers  of  private  corporations  over  the  property  of  individuals. 
This  valuable  reform  in  our  legislation,  gives  the  desired  protec- 
tion to  the  property  of  individuals  against  aK  encroachments  of  ir- 
responsible corporate  power. 

In  the  course  of  th^  session  applications  may  be  mode  tojrou 
for  the  renewal  of  existing  bank  charters  and  for  the  incorpora- 

•  tion  of  other  private  companies.  It  is  not  within  my  province  to 
prescribe  the  detaib  to  be  embraced  in  the  charters  for  any  such 
mcorporations.  If  the  general  acts  are  not  as  they  shouM  be,  it 
is  for  you  to  make  the  dterations  required,  and  it  would  illy  ae-^ 
cord  with  the  Executive  to  $fibr  with  the  Liegislative  brandies 
of  the  government  is  the  detaHs  of  a  melisure  which  do  not  in 

-eSecv^rvtAsHto  oor*  eonstiliition^^'  The  principle  of-iodtridod  lia^ 
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biTity  for  the  debts  or  private  corporatioDS  will  not,  I  trust,  be 
yielded  ;  and  while  it  should  be  faithfully  preserved  by  the  future 
iegislatioo  of  the  State,  we  should  be  careful  in  our  engagedness 
for  the  mainteDaoce  of  this  principle,  that  we  do  no  wrong  to 
these  private  corporations,  by  restricting  too  much  the  powers  of 
the  corporators.  Equal  and  exact  justice  should  be  the  end  and 
aim  of  public  legislation. 

From  the  last  annual  report  made  by  the  Bank  Commissioners 
of  Ohio,  I  subjoin  the  following  extract  as  containing  sound  and 
correct  doctrine  upon  the  subject  of  banking : 

^^lo  tfae  organization  and  management  of  banks,  the  control 
over  their  discounts  and  the  decision  bs  to  what  persons  or  classes' 
of  persons  shall  be  accommodated,  the  people  have  no  more  di- 
rection, than  in  the  afiairs  of  private  individuals.  The  accruing 
profits,  instead  of  being  kept  as  a  fund  to  discharge  the  debts  of 
the  corporation  or  to  meet  its  losses,  are  semi-annually  divided 
among  the  stockholders,  and  thereafter  become  private  property, 
beyond  the  reach  of  an  execution  against  the  bank.  And  here  is 
the  distinction  between  a  natural  person  and  a  corporation*  The  nat- 
ural person  retains  his  accumulated  profits  and  they  become  a  part 
of  his  property,  and  are  liaUe  at  all  times  for  tfae  payment  of  bis 
debts;  but  the  corporate  body,  instead  of  retaining  its  profits  to  pay 
its  debts  or  to  meet  any  losses  that  may  occur,  divides  them  among 
the  stockholders.  Individual  liability,  instead  of  dividing  the 
profits  among  the  stockholders  and  the  losses  among  the  people, 
proposes  to  divide  the  losses  as  well  as  the  profits  among  the  per- 
sons composing  the  body  corporate.  The  history  of  the  past 
has  proved  that  frequent  and  heavy  losses  have  occurred  from 
bank  failures.  This  loss  must  (all  upon  one  of  two  classes  of  men, 
the  bankers  or  the  bill  holders.  If  tfae  management  devolves  ex- 
clusively 00  one  party  and  the  profits  also  enure  to  the  same,  it  is 
clearly  right  to  fix  the  responsibility  on  that  party  having  both 
the  control  and  the  profit.^' 

The  Legislature  will  constantly  bear  in  mind  that  their  first  and 
last  object,  should  be  to  provide  for  the  perfect  security  of  tfae  - 
public  against  every  possible  loss  by  reason  of  the  conduct  of 
private  corporations.  It  is  immaterial  in  what  way  this  object 
slmll  be  accomplished,  if  it  be  but  attained.  The  maximum  of 
the  capitals  to  be  held  by  banking  companies,  the  provisions  and 
the  details  for  their  government  and  for  the  security  of  the  pub- 
lic, are  properly  and  exclusively  within  your  province-  With 
those  matters  I  do  not  propose  to  interfere. 

If  it  be  policy  to  increase  banking  or  any  other  private  coryo- 
raions,  it  would  be  but  an  act  of  justice  that  the  security  to  the 
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public  should  be  made  with  as  much  convenience  to  the  corpora- 
tions as  practicable.  Various  modes  have  occurred  to  me,  each 
looking  to  the  same  object,  and  I  dare  presume  that  your  own  re* 
flections  wSl  finally  lead  to  the  ftdoptron  of  some  general  j:^aD 
which  wiM  give  entire  protection  to  the  public,  without  imposing 
such  unnecessary  restraints  as  wilt  lead  private  corporations  to 
surrender  their  charters.  The  incorporation  of  a  bank  is  a  pow- 
er which  should  be  exercised  with  great  caution.  To  all  .such 
artificial  persons,  yon  give  the  right  to  create  for  the  public  a  pa* 
per  circulating  medium,  which  ever  has  been  and  ever  wiH  be 
taken  as  money  by  the  people.  It  is  not  to  be  denied  that  to  bank- 
ing companies,  uncontrolled  and  irresponsible,  and  conducted  as 
they  have  been,  is  committed  the  power  of  fixing  the  value  of  the 
entire  property  of  the  country.  When  they  expand  tlieir  circu- 
lation, property  rises.  When  they  contract,  it  sinks.  *'  If  a  great 
expansion  of  the  currency  of  the  country  creates  high  prices, 
high  Wages  and  over-tradinr,  it  is  self  evident  that  a  great  con- 
traction of  the  cnrrency  wift  produce  exactly  the  opposite  eflfects 
— low  prices,  low  wages  and  Kttle  trading."  The  abundance  of 
paper  money  gives  an  inflated  value  to  products,  which  is  taken 
away  when  new  discounts  are  refused  and  payments  required. 

*'  The  constant  tendency  of  banks  has  been  to  lend  too  much, 
and  to  put  too  many  notes  in  circulation.^'  It  was  once  well  said 
by  a  distinguisbed  peer  of  England,  that  ^  if  the  Anoericans  went 
into  the  funding  system  of  England,  and  adopted"  their  projects  of 
unsubsiantla)  paper  nVoney,  their  boasted  independence  would 
prove  to  be  the  merest  phantom.'*  How  Mterally  has  this  pre- 
diction been  verified  by  the  history  of  past  events! 

Much  has  already  been  accomplished  by  the  stern  and  inflexi- 
ble denKKjracy  of  New  Hampshire,  in  promoting  the  cause  of 
equal  rights  and  in  sustaining  the  demands  of  just  «jd  constitu- 
tion^ privileges.  Let  us  steadfastly  maintain  the  positions  we 
have  assumed.  True  it  is,  that  the  nistory  of  our  own  State,  for 
the  last  half  century,  has  not  seemed  to  require  a  full  and  explicit 
exposition  of  those  great  principles  which  are  now  deemed  as  es- 
sentially connected  with  human  rights.  Such  has  been  the  ever* 
tenor  of  our  way,  such  has  been  the  course  of  past  events,  that 
there  has  not  occurred  any  such  conflict  in  the  application  of 
those  constitutional  provisions,  as  necessarily  to  calt  forthy 
until  recently,  any  general  discussion  of  the  subject.  But  the  di- 
versified concerns  of  man  have  in  more  modern  time  raised  the 
direct  questions  :  What  are  the  rights  and  privileges  of  the  citi- 
zen as  guarantied  by  the  constitution  ? — and  what  powm's  have 
puUic.  8^  prifcate  eorporatbas  over  those  individual  rights  t 
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These  mcmieotous  coosideratiODs  hare  been  within  the  few  last 
years  addressed  to  the  intelligence  and  patriotism  of  our  State. 
The  sovermn  power  has  responded,  and  our  course  should  be 
onward.  We  cannot  recede.  The  pe<^U*t  will  ikouU  be  the 
4igtntU  guide.  ' 

We  cannot  iail  to  lore  our  own  country,  ^^  its  soil,  its  eqindity, 
liber^,  laws  and  manners."  It  was  once  said  by  Mr.  Jefferson, 
— ^'  How  little  do  my  countrymen  know  what  precious  blessings 
they  are  in  possession  of,  and  which  no  other  people  on  earth  en- 
joy." They  should  realize  ^^how  much  it  is  their  interest  to 
preserFe  uninfected  by  contagion,  those  peculiarities  in  their  gov- 
ernment and  manners  to  which  they  are  indebted  for  those  bles- 
sings. "  Political  liberty  and  equality  are  the  boasted  boons  of  our 
people.  They  belong  to  us,  and  these  pure  principles  will  con- 
tinue to  warm  the  current  of  our  feelings  and  nvet  the  affections  of 
our  hearts  to  our  State  and  goveroment. 

At  the  close  of  the  present  political  year,  I  shall  have  filled  the 
office  of  Chief  Executive  Magistrate  for  that  period  of  time, 
which  cannot  fail  to  admonish  me  of  the  propriety  of  then  yield- 
ing my  place  to  another,  and  of  returning  to  my  constituents  with 
an  account  of  my  public  stewardship.  Entertaining  these  senti- 
ments, and  aware  that  the  time  is  at  hand,  when  according  to 
long  usage,  a  candidate  for  this  office,  for  the  year  next  succeed- 
ing the  present,  will  be  put  in  nomination  ;  and  while  I  shall  ever 
hold  in  grateful  remembrance  the  distin^ished  honors  which  have 
been  conferred  upon  me  ;  I  desire  distinctly  to  announce  to  my 
fellow  citizens,  that  I  must  decline  being  considered  among  t)M! 
number  of  those  from  whom  a  selection  will  have  to  be  made. 

It  will  be  perceived  that  in  this,  my  last  address  to  the  legisla- 
ture, I  have  not  rpcomroended  any  alteration  in  our  present  system 
of  laws.  My  suggestions  have  been  of  a  very  general  character, 
but  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  they  will  be  found  neither  inappropriate 
nor  unprofitable  in  their  influence  upon  the  future  legislation  of 
the  State. 

We  owe  it  to  ourselves,  as  well  as  to  our  constituents,  to  give 
evidence  of  our  devotion  to  their  interests  by  practising  a  judi- 
cious economy.  We  should  pursue  with  diligence  whatever  shall 
be  necessary  to  be  done. 

It  becomes  us  vho  occupy  for  a  time  these  responsible  places, 
to  exert  for  the  people  our  best  efforts  and  all  our  habits  of  in- 
dustry, while  employed  in  the  public  service.  Time  is  money, 
and  we  should  strive  to  continue  this  session  no  longer  than  shall 
be  necessary  for  the  transaction  of  the  public  business.  Let  us 
exhibit  an  example  worthy  of  imitation ;  give  precepts  worthy  of 
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oursdves  ;  show  forth  our '  steadfast  ieal  in  the  cause,  of  huroan 
rights  and  our  untiring  deyotioD  to  the  cause  of  bunoan  liberty. 
And  be  assured  that  I  shall  be  ready,  at  all  times  and  on  all  occa- 
sions while  in  office^  to  co<operate  with  you  in  the  adoption  of 
any  constitutional  measure  promotive  of  the  interests  and  happi* 
n'ess  of  the  people.

As. soon  tliereafter  as  the 
convenience  of  the  Senate  will  permit,  they  will  attend  in  the 
House.  The  Speaker  of  the  House  shall  be  Chairman  of  the 
•Conventioo,  and  shall  state  the  reason  for  forming  the  Conven- 
tion.    When  thoi  House  and  Senate  are  thus  formed  in  Conven- 
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tion,  the  rules  adopted  as  the  rules  bf  the  House,  sbaUbe  consid' 
ered  the  rules  of  the  Contention,  so  far  as  they  ma/  be  deemed 
applicable,  and  the  Convention  shall  accordingly  lie  governed 
thereby. 

2.  Messages  shall  be  sent  by  such  person  or  person^  as  a  sense* 
of  propriety  in  each  Holise  may  determine  to  be  proper. 

3.  When  a  message  shall  be  sent  ftom  either  House  to  the 
other,  it  shall  be  annouhced,  at  the  door  of  the  House  to  whicb> 
it  may  be  sent,  by  the  doorkeeper. 

4.  While  bills  are  on  their  passage  between  the  ,two  Houses, 
they  shall  be  under  the  signature  of  the  Clerk  of  each  House  re- 
spectively.  ^      . 

6.  There  shall  be  a  committee  for  the  purpose  of  engrossing 
bills,  consisting  of  two  members  of  each  House.  All  bills  that 
pass  both  Houses  shiJl  be  delivered  to  said  committee,  be  by 
them  engrossed,  carefully  examined  and  reported  to  the  respec- 
tive Houses;  and  shtil  be  signed,  first  by  the  Speaker  of  the 
House  of  Represenlttives,  then  by  the  President  of  the  Senate. 

6.  There  shall  be  a  committee,  to  consist  of  three  members  of 
the  House  and  one  of  the  Senate,  on  each  of  th^ollowing  sub- 
jects, to  wit:^ — 

On  all  matters  relative  to  the  State  Library^  and  on  all  mat- 
ters relative  to  the  State  House  and  State  House  Yard. 

f.  When  a  bill  dr  resolve,  which  shall  have  passed  in  one 
House,  is  rejected  in  the  other,  notice  thereof  shall  be  gives  to 
the  House  in  whic^  the  same  may  have  passed* 

8.  Each  House  shall  transitiit  to  the  other  all  papers  on  which 
any*bill  or  resolve  ifihall  be  founded. 

9*  Each  House  shall  trantmit  to  the  other  all  bills  which  have 
passed  their  several  stages  in  the  House  in  which  they  originated, 
at  least  forty-eight  hours  before  the  time  fixed  on  for  adjourn-^ 
ment. 

J  0.  After  each  House  shaH  have  adhered  to  their  disagf  eement^ 
a  bill  or  resolve  shall  be  considered  lost.

We  are  sojourning  here  only  for  a  short  time,  and  we  should 
so  conduct  in  life  as  to  meet  the  approbation  o(  the  Judge  of  all. 

I  shall  ever  hold  each  individual  member  of  this  Legislature  in 
the  most  kind  and  grateful  remembrance.  My  best  wishes  will 
attend  you  individually  through  this  life,  and  may  each  of  you 
have  a  safe  journey  to  your  homes  and  a  happy  interview  with 
your  families  and  friends,  and  when  our  labors  on  earth  shall  be 
ended,  may  we  all  find  peace  and  happiness  in  heaven.

He  then  took  and  subscribed  the  oath  of  of- 
fice before  the  President  of  the  Senate  and  in  presence  of  both 
branches  of  the  Legislature,  when  the  Hon.  Titus  Brown,  Pres- 
ident of  the  Senate,  declared  tils  Bitcellency  Henry  Hubbard, 
Governor  of  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  for  the  ensuinj  polit- 
ical year,  and  presented  him  with  a  copy  of  the  constitution,  as  a 
guide  in  the  discharge  of  his  official  duties.

Hmving  now  taken  the  oaths  prescribed  by  ouf  constitu- 
tion, as  preliminary  to  my  entrance  upon  the  discharge  of 
the  public  duti^  of  chief  executive  magtatrate,  to  which 
office  I  have  again  been  elected  by  tiie  freemen  of  Ne-w 
Hatnpshire,  I  desiie  to  make  know&to  the  peofJe  the  deep 
sense  of  gratitude^  I  feel  for  thia  reiterated  expression  of 
^heiiF  coKtiOdeneei        .     .        ;    *        i 
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The  peculiar  circumstances  Vhich  have  attended  the  re- 
cent elections  in  this  State,  cannot  fail  to  impress  our  minds 
that  there  is  a  m^ch  greater  cause  for  joy,  than  that  result- 
ing from  mere  individual  success.  It  is  for  the  triumph  of 
those  great  principles,  which  are  as  dear  to  freeman  as  liber- 
ty herself,  that  readers  the  result  of  the  late  election  matter 
of  deep  and:  abidinggratulation  U>  the  friends  of  equal  rights 
.and  of  equal  privileges. 

On  this  iatSrestiag  occasion^  it  is  assuredly  fit  .4hat  we 
should  render  to  the  Author  of  every  good  the  bomsige  of 
grateful  hearts  for  His  paternal  care  over  us  for  the  past  year, 
for  His  goodness  in  having  sustnined  the  diversified  interests 
of  this  Coimnaawealthf  and  for  securing  to  the  people  the 
4U)impftired  coutsouanee  of  socta),  religious•^aod  civil  liberty. 

What  an  impressive  illustration  is  here  preseoted  of  the 
character  ef  etir  free  and  bappy  govemmeDt !  We  assemble 
at  stated  periods,  as  the  representatives  of  an  intelligent  and 
patriotic  people,  to  enact  laws  for  their  as  well  as  for  our  own 
guidance.  A  great  change  in  that  representation  annually 
eccurs :  aroimd  me  I  ob^rve  men  whom  I  did  rw)t  meet  in 
this  place  at  the  commencenrent  of  the  last  political  year : 
and  many  were  then  assembled  here  who  did  not  belong 
to  either  branch  of  the  government  the  year  preceding — 
affording  evidence  of  the  truth  of  that  saying,  which  lies 
at  the  foundation  of  all  our  institutions,  *7Actf  political 
power  emanates  faoni  the  people^ — that  they  are  emphatical- 
ly the  true  sovereigns^  of  this  free  representative  government 
— that  we  are  all  here  as  their  public  servants,  to  carry  out 
their  will  and  to  become  the  exponents  of  their  opinions. 
It  is  this  great  and  invaluable  principle  whieh  makes  the 
distinguishing  feature  iu  our  goverumetU — the  one  which 
elevates  it  high  and  above  all  forms  and  political  conapacts 
which  have  hitherto  been  devised. 

In  my  address  to  the  Legislature  at  the  commencement 
of  the  last  political  year,  I  recommended  sundry  alterations 
and  amendments  in  the  th!ei>  existing  statutes,  i  regarded 
them  €tll  as  essentially  conneeted  with  the  true  interests  of 
the  people.  Notwithstanding  the  convictions  impreased  upon 
my  own  mind  as  to  the  importance  of  the  cbange&thea  sug- 
gested, I  shall  not  at  this  time  call  your  attention  to  those 
8ubJ!ect«,  as  I  do  not  intead  to  propose  on  the  present  occa- 
sion  any  special  ^ItevMions  in  .our;  eyslem  oi  laws.  I  ehall 
conunit  the  whole  subject  to  your  discriminatioa  end  good 
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jodgcaent.  If  any  amendments  in  onr  stamte^  dre  in  your 
opinion  eeeessary  for  the  promotion  of  ttie  publio  good, 
your  own  observation  wiM  readily  suggest  them.  I  prefer  to 
leave  Che  whole  matter  to  your  discretion,  raflher  than  to  re- 
commend particular  changes. 

Ck>rrect  principles  of  legislation  must  always  in  a  goverrfe- 
fnent  founded  upon  law,  be  of  engrossing  interest  to  the 
representatives  of  the  people.  The  first  object  of  an  intel- 
ligent community  is  to  ascertun  and  establish  the  principtes 
on  which  the  government  should  be  founded.  In  the  writ- 
ten constitution  of  the  various  states  of  the  Union  and  of 
the  United  States,  the  attempt  is  made  with  greater' or  less 
success  to  define  with  precision  the  general  rights  and  duties 
which  belong  to  individuals  in  their  relation  to  each  other, 
aifd  to  the  public.  That  these  attempts  in  the  absence  of 
experience  should  always  be  suecetsful,  was  not  to  be  ejc- 
pected  by  liberal  and  reflecting  men.  That  timid  reasonfers, 
fearful  even  of  improvement  if  it  involved  the  necessity  of 
a  change,  should  sometimes  mistake  tlie  form  for  the  sub- 
stance, must  have  been  anticipated.  That  a  prejudice  should 
sometimes  have  been  elevated  into  a  principle,  cherished  with* 
saered  care  and  embalmed  in  the  chosen  repositories  of  po- 
litical truth,  cannot  surprise  those  who  remember  that  it  fs 
with  natibns  as  it  is  with  individuals  ,  each  must  reach  man^ 
hood  before  the  crude  notions  of  youth  can  be  corrected. 
That  ^superficial  thinkers  should  adopt  ill-digested  plans 
upon  partial  and  narrow  views — that  sanguine  and  intole- 
rant men  should  strive  to  make  the  opinions  of  others 
assume  the  shape  in  Which  alone  they  could  see  truth' — 
was  less  to  be  wondered  at,  than  an  unsettled  state  of 
society  in  which  there  riiould  be  neither  shallowne^ 
nor  intoierau!ice.  But  the  traces  of  the  timid  and  the  pre- 
judiced, the  superficial  and  the  intolerant  are  not  sufficient 
to  destroy  the  harmony  of  a  constitution  formed  by  ^meri 
sincerely  anxious  to  attain  to  the  knowledge' of  peilitieat 
truth.  With  M  their  defects  the  prirfciples  of  our  constitui^ 
tionarare  expansive  and  comprehensive  enough  to  admit  of 
a  legislation  adapted  to  the  daily  inoreasing  wants  and  re^ 
finements  of  civilized  life,  and  to  our  keener  appreciation  of 
the  true  objects  of  all  humansociety,  the  improvement  of  in- 
dividuals in  physical  comfort  and  intellectual  independence, 
and  4heir  pro^roM  in.  moml  and  retigiona  attainments.    ^

.the  symmetry  of  the  iQs(K:umeQt  as  a  work  of  art,  may  not 
lessetn ;  its  vs^mr  on  the  whole,  as  a  summary  of  political 
truth,  and  as  each  year,  it  is  to  be  hoped,  adds  to  oiir  stock  o£ 
political  knowledge,  we  are  less  liable  to  confoimd  accidemal 
defects  with  principles  of  acknowledged  truth.  No  wise  coi>- 
stitj^LtioD  ever  embodied  in  itself,  as  a  principle  to  be  jacted  up- 
on,  any  intolerant  theory  of  government^  of  reUgion  or  v^or- 
als*  No  ^ucated  and  thoughtful  people everaoted  upon  any 
such  theory,  and- no  people  whatever  ^ver  piactiaed  it  with- 
out sooner  or  later  becoaung  the  victims  of  their  owh  blind^ 
ness.  We  learn  to  tolerate  a  theoretical  defect  in  a  constitu- 
tion, as?  we  learn  to  bear  with  the  follies  and  vices  of  our  race. 
And  these  ms^kind  are  beginning  to  perceive,  can  better  be 
Q^rreated  by  time  and  patience  than  expelled  by  violent  rem- 
edies In  legislation,  experience  teaches  us  that,  except  in 
extreme  cases,  it  is  better  to  paus#,  until  the  operation  of  a 
ay^em  can  be  understood,  than,  because  we  may  think  it 
theoi^tically  wrong,  suddenly  to  introduce  a::;other  on  which 
experience  has  thrown  as  little  light. 

Since  the  adjournment  of  the  last  session,  the  Revis^ 
Statiites  of  New  Hampshire  have  been  published  and  laid 
befprethe  people.  In  the  month  of  March  last  in  pursuance 
of  the  duty  imposed  upon  me  by  the  resekrtion  adopted  at 
the  last  session  of  the  Legislature,  I  made  a  careful  exami- 
nation of  the  manner  in  which  the  public  printers  of  the 
State  had  performed  their  contract.  The  result  of  that  yn- 
Vfisjig^i4>n  was  that  their  duties  had  been  scrapulously  ful- 
filled*^ The  volume  is  well  bound  and  printed  upon  paper 
atid,  with  type  fully  equal  to  the  terms  of  their  agreement. 
The  woriw  is  Hemarkabiy  free^from  typographical  errors.  In 
^ev^c^l  instances  errors  and  omissions  in  the  copy  furnished 
Ihem  by  the  Legislature,  are  noticed  in  the  book  in  such  a 
way  «i.  to.  draw  your  attention  to  them,  and  enable  yon  to 
legislaite  upon  such  particulars  as  may  seetei  to  require  it: 

The  publication  of  the  lawsof  the  State  in  this, revised 
form,  is  undoubtedly  a  great  improvement  upon  the  former 
systei}f^«  The  cumbersome  and.  ungrammatical  phraseology 
of  niany  of  the  statutes  has  been  corrected.  The  involved 
and  obscure  meaning. of  many  sections  has.  been  elicited  and 
enuncis^ed  in  .4i9tin0t  Qnd  intelligible  propatiti^nis :  provis- 
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ions  upon  the  same  subject,  but  separated  from  each  other 
by  wide  intervals  of  years  and  pages,  have  been  brought  to- 
gether and  classified.  Repealed  statutes  have  been  omitted 
and  a  general  character  of  compactness  and  simplicity  has 
been  given  to  th^  whole.  All  persons  of  reflection  and  all 
those  whose  duty  it  is  either  to  examine  or  expound  the 
laws,  can  readily  perceive  that  the  labor  and  expense  devo- 
ted to  this  object,  have  met  with  a  satisfactory  reward.  It 
would  be  difficult  to  find  two  gentlemen  who,  in  the  very 
short  period  allowed  Ihem  to  complete  so  laborious  a  task, 
would  have  performed  it  so  well  and  so  thoroughly  as  Messrs. 
Bell  and  Pox,  the  commissioners  appointed  by  my  predeces- 
sor to  perform  that  duty.  That  there  are  defects  and  omis- 
sions in  the  book  as  now  published,  which  a  longer  time  for 
examination  would  have  enabled  the  Legislature  to  discov- 
er, and  which  would  have  been  remedied  by  greater  cau- 
tion, is  not  improbable.  *  It  would  be  wonderful  indeed,  if 
from  the  haste  and  carelessness  which  have  disfigured  many 
of  our  statutes  for  the  last  fifty  years,  we  had  at  once  been 
awakened  to  the  necessity  of  bestowing  upon  the  enact- 
ment of  the  laws  that  patient  care  and  studious  diligence 
which  are  requisite  to  the  perfection  of  every  other  intellec- 
tual eflfort.  The  improvement  already  made  is  a  great  and 
essential  one  and  will  undoubtedly  be  valuable  both  in  its 
immediate  and  practical  effects,  and  as  an  example.  It  is 
singular  that,  compared  with  other  subjects  of  human  inter- 
est, the  business  of  careful  legislation  should  have  occupied 
so  little  of  the  attention  of  the  community.  It  is  not,  sure- 
ly, that  the  subject  is  one  that  requires  but  little  intellectual 
eflbrt.  There  is  in  truth  no  matter  of  temporal  concern  that 
requires  so  much.  A  good  system  of  laws  founded  upon 
and  in  harmony  with  the  principles  of  a  free  government, 
adapted  to  the  wants  of  the  people,  comprehensive  enough 
to  embrace  within  its  range  ail  their  essential  rights  and  du- 
ties, but  not  sufficiently  minute  in  its  details  to  become  op- 
pressive in  its  operations,  is  cJne  of  the  most  difficult,  as  it 
is  one  of  the  rarest,  achievements  of  human  skill.  Thi 
names  of  great  lawgivers  have  been  handed  down  to  pos- 
terity as  the  greatest  benefactors  of  mankind.  Properly  to 
perform  this  duty  requires  not  only  great  abilities,  a  well 
disciplined  mind  and  habits  of  accurate  thought,  but  inde- 
fatigable perseverance,  a  clear  perception  of  the  object  to 
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be  attained,  Us  consistency  with  the  general  plan  and  the 
invaluable  power  of  close  and  patient  attention.  It  would 
be  unreasonable  for  us  to  repine  at  the  absence  of  great 
jurists,  for  they  are  seldom  found  among  mankind.  But  if 
the  genius  of  a  great  lawgiver  does  not  exist  among  us,  we 
are  still  unpardonable,  if  we  regard  legislation  as  an  irksome 
task  which  we  may  slight  or  evade  without  a  violation  of 
our  official  oaths.  The  more  unpresuming  virtues  of  in- 
dustry, caution  and  investigation,  it  is  to  be  hoped,  still  ex- 
ist among  us.  There  can  be  no  sufficient  excuse  jfor  hasty 
and  careless  legislation.  We  require  of  the  advocate  who 
manages  our  causes,  the  physician  who  prescribes  for  our 
diseases,  of  the  architect  who  constructs  our  buildings,  that 
each  of  them  shall  call  into  exercise  his  best  efforts,  and  $hall 
apply  the  principles  of  his  art  to  the  conduct  of  our  busi- 
ness. We  expect  them  to  consider  the  object  to  be  attained, 
to  perceive  all  the  obstacles  in  the  way  of  success,  to  view 
the  subject  in  all  its  bearings  and  to  take  time  enough  to 
assure  themselves  that  the  best  mode  is  adopted.  No  less, 
surely,  ought  to  be  required  or  expected  of  the  legislator. 
The  man  who  enunciates  a  proposition  in  mathemJ^Ucs, 
without  considering  the  result  to  which  bis  principle  will 
lead  him^  or  who  promulgates  a  doctrine  in  morals,  without 
reflecting  on  its  operation  upon  the  happiness  of  the  com- 
jnunity,  we  look  upon  as  a  pretender,  and  unworthy  of  our 
confidence.  And  certain  it  is  that  there  can  be  no  duty 
more  responsible  or  more  important,  than  that  which  we  owe 
to  those  who  pent  us  here — no  interests  more  momentous 
than  those  confided  to  our  keeping  ;  and  yet  legislatioi^  is  too 
often  'regarded  not  as  a  serious  duty,  involving  the  happiness 
of  the  community  and  calling  for  self  denial,  labor  and  fore- 
thought. Laws  are  too  frequently  passed  without  sufficient 
consideration,  to  answer  a  temporary  purpose,  and  upon  a 
partial  view  of  the  subject.  When  such  laws  go  into  opera- 
tion, they  are  found  to  be  defective,  and  their  defects  beget 
a  necessity  for  the  passage  of  other  laws :  these  in  their 
turn  soon  require  amendment,  until  the  system  becomes  a 
crude  mass  of  contradictory  provisions,  almost  defying  anal- 
ysis and  discouraging  the  most  faithful  and  diligent  inquirer- 
Changes  are  then  proposed  in  the  laws  to  remedy  existing 
defects,  and  alterations  are  from  time  to  time  made  without 
fully  accomplishing  the  purpose  designed.      Evils  exist, 
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modi  time  andMnonejr  are  sqiraiiilered  in  litigaliof),  umilihe 
pablic  attention  is  arooaed,  and  the  people  becon^  convinc- 
ed that  a  farther  expenditure  of  time  and  money  ie  necessa- 
ry, to  aroid  the  evils  which  should  have^been  avoided  in  the 
beginning.  Saeh  was  the  conviction  growing  out  of  the 
state  and  eoodttion  of  our  system  of  laws,  as  it  existed 
anterior  to^  the  late  revision.  The  interests  and  the  happi- 
ness of  the  people  demanded  a  revision  of  our  public  stat- 
utes. Tho  work  has  been  dene,  existing  evils  have  been 
remedied,  a  system  hat  been  arranged,  with  a  precision,  or- 
der and  method  required  by  the  wants  of  the  people. 

It  afaoold  be  our  end  and  aim,  and  the  end  and  £m  of  those 
who  come  after  us,  not  to  mar  this  system  by  hasty  legisla- 
tion— 'if  defects  shall  hereafter  be  discovered,  to  pravide 
for  such  defects  in  that  plain,  direct  and  intelligible  manner, 
as  will  add  beauty  and  strength  to  the  work. 

Sot  after  aU  that  has  been  done-^ter  all  the  evils  have 
been  remedied  so  for  as  human  skill  will  avail — certain  it 
it  that  litigation  will  arise.  It  is  idle  to  suppose  that, 
aoder  the  Revised  Statutes  or  under  any  system  of  laws 
wfaicfa  the  wisdom  of  man  ever  devised,  litigation  will  cease 
or  will  ever  be  essentially  diminished.  We  are  no  better 
than  those  who  have  gone  before  us — have  the  same  frail- 
ties as  those  of  olden  time  ;  the  same  passions  and  prejudi- 
ces, the  same  ambition  and  selfishn^s,  that  characterized  the 
chosen  people  for  whom,  thousands  of  years,  ago^  the  Al- 
mighty dictated  a  code  of  civil  government,  imposing  pen- 
dties  for  their  ofiences  and  regulating  their  controversies. 
The  passions  which,  five  hundred  y«irs  since,  traced  men  in 
battle  sorray  against  each  other,  now  find  vent  in  the  peace-* 
ful  arena  of  a  court  of  justice ;  and  judges  and  jurors  in  their  , 
respective  provinces,  pass  upon  questions  and  determine 
rights  which  were  once  a^udicated  by  the  sword.  Men  are 
made  of  the  same  clay  and  are  agitated  by  the  same  pas- 
sions as  of  old.  Christianity,  however,  and  a  more  accurate 
view  of  the  objects  of  human  society  have  taught  us  that 
reason  and  law  are  the  best  safeguards  of  httiiiaa  happi- 
ness. Litigation  will  exist  so  long  as  meti  are  the  creatures 
of  impulse,  so  long  as  craft  and  cunning  turn  us  away  from 
the  right  path,  or  pride.and  obstinacy  render  us  callous  to 
our  sense  of  duty.  TUb  imperceptible  but  sore  changes 
that  ace  eimstantly  going  on  in  nuouiers,  in  notions  of  gov-

ermne»it  and  iti  the  appreciation  of  oar  rights,  affind  food  for 
discussion,  which  too  frequently  terminates  in  litigation.  And 
when  we  consider  that  no  one  case  in  ali  its  partieulats  can 
ever  aiTord  an  exact  precedent  for  another,  and  that  in  the 
infinite  variety  of  human  circumstancw  no  case  was-  ever  ex- 
actly like  another,  we  cease  to  wonder  that  mea  plunge  into 
controversies.  The  utmost  that  legislstibn  can  do,  is  to 
adopt  a  system  of  general  rules,  withirt  which'  all  probable 
cases  may  be  included,  in-order  that,  if  there^nnst  be  litiga- 
tion, the  parties  may  reach  the  8u;tuaL>menl6  of  their  dis- 
putes, without  wasting'theip  J  strength  ins^T  vain  ^ikleavoEsio 
ascertain  'the  meaning  of  the  lawgi^ers^  and  to  obteia  a  ju- 
dicial construction  of  their  acts,     j 

I  have  thus  alluded  to  the  defects  in  our  legislation,  be- 
cause I  think  they  are  evils  common  to  and  increasing  in 
every  part  of  America.  •  The  fatal  facility  of  making  laws 
in  the  thirty  legislative  assemblies  of  the  IMIted'^S'tatea,  has 
caused  an  accumulation  of  statutes^  embarrasping  to  the 
courts  and  to  the  bar,  and  injurious  to  the  people ;  and  the 
ease  with  which  public  laws  are  passed  in  our  own  State, 
should  not  fail  to  excite  a  spirit  of  great  vigilance  and  cau- 
tion. In  a  single  hour  an  important  act  may  go  through  all 
the  forms  of  legislation  and  become  the  law  of  the  land,  at . 
the  time  believed  to  be  harmless  in  its  provisions^  called 
for  by  the  interests  of  the  State,  and  tending  in  no  respect 
to  the  injury  of  individlMiJs.  Yet,  asbortexperietice  affords 
proof  that  this  legislation  was  uncalled  for,  was  unwise, 
and  in  it»  effects  prejudicial  to  the  interests  of  the  State  and 
disastrous  to  the  eights  of  the  citizen.  It  has  occurred  to 
me  from  the  best  reflections  which  I  have  been  able  to  give 
to  the  subject,  that  no  public  act  passed  at  one  session  of  the 
Legislature  should  take  effect  until  thirty  days  at  least  aflar 
the  commencement  of  the  next  snceeeding  ^session,  and  that 
the  same  limitation  should  be  imposed  upon  all  private  acts, 
which  can  by  possibility  either  affect  the  interests  of  the 
State  or  of  iudividbals.  Such  a  |mpo vision  would  take  away, 
in  all  probability,  the  practical  evils  ordinarily  resulting  from 
hasty  tegislation.  !( is  an  undeniable  fact  that  the  frequen- 
cy of  change  in  oiir  public  laws  is  an  evil,  and  if  such  evils 
Occur,  they  should  be  commetitediou  plainly  and  decidedly. 
I  speak  devudedly,  because  I  feel  deeply  the  importance^of  the 
^utxject.     I  'speak  with  a-  confid^ice  that  my  r^nadcs  will

tbem, "ittd  with  an  eaoroest  hope  that  the  representatires  of 
80  orderly,  so'^  industrious  and  so  religieus  a  people  as  the 
citizentroif  New  Hampshire,  will  hereafter  be  ambitious  not 
to  increase  the  numlnir  of  the  laws,  hot  with  patience  and 
forbearance  te  ascertain  the  positire  d^sets  «  ihe  existing 
legislation,  andi^thea  to  apply  such  cerrectives^  as  the  nature 
of  the  case  mvy  rsquircu  Having  ^i«cenlty  given  to  the 
poblic  oar  sj^slem  of.  etatate  law,  it  is*but  the  pert  of  wis^ 
dom  to  sufer  it  to  romaia  unchanged)  nntil  esqierienee  shall 
suggest  d^ols  winch  the  condition  of  society^  'the  wants 
of  the  people  a»d' a  regard  to.  their  trtie  interests  require  ' 
should  be  remedied* 

Our  primary  schooli'  ikhly  deserve  at  all  tunes  the  pat- 
rcmage  and  ewcomageaseat  of  the  legislatore*     Onr  govern*  , 
ment  is  based  upon  the  virtue  of  the  people  :  that  virtue 
ns  best  preserved  as  knowledge  shall  be  most  diffused.     As 
the  means  of  education,  the  nwseriesef  pore  Bierals  and  ' 
the  sources  of  undefiled  religion,  these  primary  'institutions 
of  our  country  have  within  the  last  twelve  months  excited  ' 
mooh  of  the  publie  attention,  v^  -new  impnhe  has  been 
given  to  the  public  mind;  anda  riew  spirit  has  been  awak-* 
ened  to  the  i«iportance«f  out  cemihon  sohoolsfor  the  spread 
of  nioralky  awd  religiony^  fbr  the  diffusion  of  -intelligence 
among  the*  people  and  fyttht  preservation  of  our  republican 
inetitutions^ 

Those  pacriets  whoiiranied  theisensthrnkm  of  oiir  State, 
iocorpoMtted  into  tiMrt  tnstnitnent^  a  sentiment  worthy  of 
thmnseves,  that  knowledges  and  foaming  genttraliy  diffu«- 
sed  dirough  a  coninunity  were  -essential  to  the  preservation 
of  a  free  goi^etntiAat^  Mi  thsrt  it  wasehe  beundev  duty  of 
•  legislirtotfs  andrmngisttiaieita cherish  tho'interests of  all  sem- 
inarierand  publie  soheols.  .  This  injanetien^  of  our  politi-* 
cdlffatbecs  should  nearer  be  forgotten  or  disregarded  by  the 
friends  tyfipopularJib^lrty.  in  my  fiiet  address  to. the  legifr^ 
latoref  I  alludedf -lo  che^i^pnblioan  eharaetec  of  ova  free  school 
system.  I /tbeii  remarked  that  in  those  institntioas  are  im-  • 
parted  to  itbe  youth  of  our*  State  that  love  of  civil  andreli- 
giom- hbeity,  that  high^.devc^Kui  tothe  cause  of  human 
rigfatsi  whish  leadto  the  uoinling  exertion  of  their  energies 
and  of  their  «ffiDrt»ftMr  the  «eowrity  of  todividiial  and  piiMie 
freedMi.-.iThe  eoBstiliitiq»i)ije»f^pMMurf'  sehooisi^iais 
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thjim  out  afl  eapsckllf  taeritiag  pubUo  ooufidbnce  and  pufa« 
lie  support  The  scholars  in  these  seminaries  must  be  oi^ 
terms  of  strict  equality,  and  mingle  together  exclusively ^fot 
instruction.  The  childnen  of  the  po^  ae  ^«BeU  as  of  tfte 
rich— those  emanating  from  the  Uboriag  dasses,  as  weH  as 
those  from  the  indcepsodeol  poriioas  of  our  coamunily--*ea^ 
*  joy  the  same  rights  and  the  same  pririkigesv:  they  «om« 
mence  their  course  of  study--^Ater  upon  the  acqoisilioA.of 
knowledge,  under  likie  influences ^aad  with  like  b^pee..  Qar 
pri^uyry  schools  may  well  be  denominated  publte  inalita* 
tiofis.  They  are  sustained  9X  the  pablic  charge,  are  dedioa* 
ted  to  the  use  of  all  the  youth  of  ^rtain  ages  within  the 
limits  of  our  State,  and  a  direct  benefit  is  ^periodically  rei^ 
ixed  by  the  ediication  of  the  soi»  and  daughters  of  our  i^ 
publie.  Our  free  school  i^stem  may  ba  doastdsied  as  the 
heart  of  the  body  politic,  and  the  streams  ^<which  are  con  tin* 
ually  flowing  from  it,  give  bealliiy  vigor  aftdatreitgth  to  all 
the  membets  of  our  oommumty. 

It  has  been  matter  of  complaint  Uiat  ohr  common,  sohools 
were  not  recatving  that  enooutagement  from  the  hands  of 
the  Legislature,  which  they  ought  to  reeeive.  Academies 
and  high  schools,  it  ia  said,  have  beea  multiplied  in  our 
land  to  the  neglect  of  thosa  pctmary  iastitiHions  which 
should  be  our  pride  and|bDast,'aQd:  which  shouM  raceive^  as 
they  merit,  our  constant  care  and  support.  Far  be  it  from 
me  to  say  any  thing  which  might  teA^jl  to  discousage  that 
public  and  benerolBnt  qarit,  maaifaated  in  peovidiog  (m  the 
thorough  education  of  my  portioiir  of  our  community.  If 
the  effect  of  mmltij^yiog  otfaunr  literary  and  sciaaiificiastitia^ 
ticms  be  to  break  down  owr  common  sohoolr^  tio  change 
their  character  and  impair  their  aeefatness,  the  friends  of  a 
general  diffusion  of  knowle(^  and  4earmi^  would  regxat 
the  tendency  of  any  t^ursofto  proithice  any  imch  effeot. 
There  is,  however,  within  thrfK>wet  of  tba  Legielatiire  at  all 
times  a  perfeet  rem^y  for  anysuch  avil.  Elevate.tha  c^^r* 
acter  of  our  primary  schools  Plaoe  withhi  the  jreach  of  4ie 
most  depressed  son  of  poverty  within  our  StaAe,  the  nasaiut^ 
of  obtaining  a  thorough  English  education,  through:iha  influx 
enee  of  these  free  seminariee^xf  learning^"  Let  theva  b6  stseh 
a  divisioo,  (Whenever  pmotioaUs^)  of  the  yoalfa>  that  the 
younger  Bekdttt$  may  constitme  aa  exclasive  alaas  to  Kebeivor 
si^  iufitruetimi  of^timf  wtaald^tteq^iiifa^aBd  lei  the  aahat^^i 
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am  more  adranced  in  attainments,  be  placed  under  the  ex* 
clnsive  guidance  and  instruction  of  those  well  qualified  to 
teach  the  hisfher  branches  of  an  English  education. 

It  is  a  reproach  to  our  free  school  system  that  the  higher 
branches  of  mathematics,  philosophy  and  political  economy 
can  only  be  acquired  at  our  academies  and  high  schools.  This 
should  not  so  be.  \n  invidious  feeling  is  thereby  engendered 
aniong  the  youth  of  our  State,  and  one  of  the  great  objects 
of  our  free  primary  schools  is  defeated,  and  that  is  the  op- 
portunity of  giving  to  the  poorer  classes  of  our  community 
as  thorough  an  English  education,  as  can  be  attained  else- 
where  ;  and  thus  fitting  them  to  perform  the  duties  which 
may  devolve  upon  them  as  citizens  of  this  republic. 

1  do  not  design  to  recommend  any  alterations  in  our 
present  militia  system.  It  has  received  its  present  modifi- 
cation after  having  been  carefully  and  recently  revised  by 
the  immediate  representatives  of  the  peo*ple.  I  would  there- 
fore c6nfidently  trust  that  no  amendments  will  be  attempted 
in  onr  militia  laws,  until  experience  shall  suggest  the  neces-  . 
sity  of  further  change.  Par  better  is  it  to  bear  some  practi- 
cal inconveniences  than  to  subject  the  system  to  frequent 
alterations.  No  man  can  entertain  a  more  exalted  opinion 
of  the  value  of  a  well  regulated  militia  for  the  preservation 
of  omr^in^itutions  and  for  the  protQption  of  the  rights  of 
the  citizen,  than  myself.  No  man,  looking  to  the  honor  of 
this  free  country,  the  continuance  of  this  free  government 
tlie  happiness  of  this  free  people,  could  more  deeply  la- 
ment than  myself  the  existence  at  any  time  of  a  sentiment 
orfeeling  opposed  to  the  respectability  and  usefulness  of 
our  militia. 

In  connexion  with  our  primary  schools,  the  institution 
of  our  militia  alike  deserves  the  protecting  care  of  the 
Stite  government.-  The  minds  of  men  may  be  enlight- 
ened ;  the  value  of  political  and  social  virtue  may  be  real- 
ized ;  the  genius  of  our  liberaF  institutions  may  be  well  un- 
derstood ;  and  laws  may  be  passed  with  all  the  sanctions 
which  tile  wisdom  of  man  can  devise  ;  yet  all  these  would 
avail  but  little,  without  the  influence  of  a  citizen  soldiery ; 
without  that  moral  force,  that  j^ysical  "  carps  de  reserve,^^ 
designed  for  the  ultimate  security  and  defence  of  the  just 
rights,  the  equal  privileges,  the  constitutional  liberty  of  ^ 
the  people.     These^pinions  are  ^iven  as  the  result  of  much 
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reflection.  They  are  presiented  to  you  as  my  sobef  coiim- 
tions.  And  I  cannot  but  hope  that  they  will  find  a  heariy 
arid  concurrent  response  from  those  to  whom  they  are  ad- 
dressed, and  that  at  no  future  period  of  our  history  will  anv 
representative  body  of  the  people  be  assembled  without  feel- 
ing the  force  of  the  sentiment,  that  for  the  due  preservation 
of  the  liberties  and  the  rights  of  the  people,tandfor  the  $em-, 
rity  of*ourfree  government^  it  becomes  tJieir  bounden  duty, 
to  do  all  that  can  be  done,  to  maintain  the  character  md  to 
promote  the  usefulness  and  efficiency,  of  [our  free  school  and 
of  our  free  militia  systems. 

i  Prom  communications  which  haVe1>§en  made  to  me^  I, 
learn  that  the  Asylum  for  the  Insane  has  been  in  readiness 
for  the  reception  6(  patients  for  the  last  seven  months ;  that 
about  seventy  within  that  jperiod  have  been  received  at  the 
institution,  twenty  of  whora  have  been  returned  to  their 
friends,  having  been  tpartig^Hy  or  perfectly  restored  to  the 
exercise  of  their  right  reason ;  and  that  nearly  fifty  are, 
at  this  time,  under  the  charge  of  the, superintendent.  Jt  is 
worthy  of  remark  that  the  Asylum  £or  the  Insane  in. its  erec- 
tion and  in  its  subsequ'ent  i^anagement  has  been  conducted 
with  great  judgment  arid  economy/aiid  although  such  in- 
stitutions are  inavoidably  subject,  at  thi^* commencement  of 
their  operations,  to  severer  charges  than  are  ordinarily  in- 
curred afterwards  withifl  the  same  period  of  time  ;  yet  it  is 
believed  that  the  means  within  the  control  of  the  Asylum 
will  enable  it  to  meet  Its  ordinary  expenditures  for  the  com- 
ing year.  The  building^  dnd  the  grounds  belonging  to  this 
institution,  its  location  and  superintendency,  cannot  fail  to. 
recommend  it  to  the  public  as  a  most  desirable  retreat  and 
residence  for  those  unhappy  fellow  beings  who,  fora  tim^, 
may  have  been  deprived  of  that  unerring  ligjjt  given  us  by., 
the  God  of  nature  for  our  giiide  and  direction.  The^§y1um 
will,  I  trust,  continue  to  corrijusitid  and  receive  in  its  Behalf 
the  sympathies  and  efforts  of  the'  friends  of  humanity  here 
and  elsewhere.  '  ,  , 

Since  the  adjournment  of  the  Isust  Legislature^  Thav^  -re- 
ceived a  communication  upon  the  ^,ubject  of  the  "jgeological 
survey  of  this  State.  No  doubt  £^  further  report  of  iriuch 
interest  will  be  submitted  by  the  State  Geologist  befpre  th?, 
close  of  this  session,  and  as  soon  as  received,  it  shall  be  trau?: 
mitted  for  your  information.  ,,  ,1 
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Under  tihe  authority  given  to  the  State  Treaswrenby  <he 
resolution  of  the  last  legislature  to  borrow  thirty-five  thou- 
sand dollars  for  the  use  and  upon  the  credit  of  the  State,  he 
has  been  enaUed  to  supply  the  trsasury  with  means,  (derived 
from  our  own  citizens  and  institutions,)  sufficient  to  meet  all 
demands  whieh  have  hitherto  been  made  upon  htm.  And  I 
feel  warranted  in'^stating^that  he  will  be  able  to  command, 
undtfr  the  «amet  rfsoliition^  funds  sufficient  to  meet  the  «x- 
peuditiii^s  of  l!he  State  for  the  ensuing  half  year,  and  that 
from  the  tax  payable  into  the  treisnry  in  December  next,  he 
will  be  supplied  with  the  meansrof  extinguishing  the  entire 
debt  of  the  State  for  money  borfOwed,  and  have  a  balance  in 
the  Treasury,  applicable  to  the  wants  of  the  government  at 
the  commencenoeat^f  the  next  political  year.  The  State 
of  New  Hampifhire  has  much  cause  iop  congratulation  for 
her  resources,  her  credit  and  forher freedom  from  pecunia- 
ry embarrassment. 

Within  a  short  time  past  the  £xecutive  Branch  of  the 
government  hasmade  a  full  and'Cm^efui  examination  into 
the  receipts  and  expenditures  for  the  pafst  year,  and  into  the 
present  condition,  trf  our  State  Prison, -and  also  into  the 
health,  habits  and  eonduct  of  the  prisoners. 

The  income  of  the  PrisM,  acoording  to  the  stateisent  -of 
the  Warden,  durmgnhe  ^pear  ending  the  30tfa  of  April,  1843, 
has  been  as  follows  :

It  is,  however,  st  duty  devolving  upon  you  as  the  immediate 
representatives  of  the  people,  to  institute  a  thorough  and 
rigid  investigation  into  all  the  means  and  liabilities  of  the 
institution,  and  to  ascertain  by  a  minute  examination  wheth- 
er in  the  report  of  the  Warden  any  means  are  estimated 
which  may  not  be  available,  and  whether  a  full  exhibit  is 
given  of  all  the  liabilities  of  the  Prison.  Such  a  course  of 
proceeding  should  not  be  dispensed  with,  and  at  the  com- 
mencement of  every  year  the  true  and  actual  state  and  con- 
dition of  the  prison  should  be  ascertsdned  and  laid  before 
the  people. 

The  number  of  convicts  in  confinement  at  the  time  of 
the  examination  was  ninety-nine.  The  health  of  the  pris- 
oners has  been  generally  good.  There  has  not  been  a  death 
among  the  inmates  at  this  institution  for  nearly  two  and  a 
half  years,  a  circumstance,  taking  into  consideration,  the 
number,  unparallelled  in  the  history  of  state  prisons,  and 
clearly  proving  the  beneficial  effects .  of  regular  exercise, 
rest  and  diet.  The  New  Hampshire  State  Prison  is  at  this 
time,  in  our  opinion,  in  a  better  condition  than  it  has  bean 
for  many  years  past,  and  in  point  of  discipline  second  to 
none  in  this  country.  The  resources  of  the  prison  ace  ani- 
ply  sufficient  for  its  support,  and  no  aid  from  the  treasury 
will  be  necessary,  for  the  coming  year.  It  occurred  to  the 
Executive  that  no  alteration  in  the  employment  of  the  pris- 
oners could .  be  advantageously  made.  The  convicts  are 
mostly  employed  either  in  the  smith,  shoe  or  cabinet  shops. 
The  contract  for  the  service  of  the  prisoners  in  the  smith 
shep  secures  to  the  State  for  each  one  forty  cents  per  day : 
in  the  other  shops  a  little  less  is  ceaKzed ;  and  it  is  supposed 
that  a  less  favorable  contract  will  have  to  be  made  for  the 
future  employment  of  those  who  may  labor  in  the  snoiith 
shop.  It  is,,  however,  a  matter  of  fact  that  the  prisoners  ate 
and  may  continue  to  be  supported,  with  good  and  wholeeome 
food,  at  the  rate  of  seven  cents  per  day  for  each  ;  and  unless 
there  should  be  a  material  falling  off  in  the  subsecpient  re- 
ceipts at  the  penitentiary,  a  sufficient  sum  will  be  realized 
to  meet  the  annual  expenditures  of  the  institution,  including 
the  salary,  of  the  Warden ;  and.  the  accounts  bsrtufter  to  be 
sidbmiltec(:by  that  c^feer  vill,  by  dkeotioitr  cental  ai<^lmae 
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for  the  paynStal  of  his  own  salary,  iustMtd  of  feoeiviag  it 
direct  from  the  treasury  as  has  been  heretofore  practued. 
The  Executive  could  not  fail  to  admire  the  good  order,  the 
neat  and  cleanly  appearance  of  the  several  apartments  of  the 
prison*  AU  seemed  to  have  been  done  hy  the  Warden  and 
those  ander  him,  whidh  eould  hare  been  done  £or  the  health 
and  comfort  of  those  under  their  chai^.  And  they  learned 
with  ikjoal  satisfaction  that  the  convicts  tvete  constant  in 
their  attendance  upon  the  religiotris  services  "of  the  Sabbath, 
and  conducted  and  demeaned  themselves  m^th  propriety  on 
all  such  occasions. 

In  pursuance  of  the  statute  of  the  last  ■session,  two  Jus^ 
tices  of  the  (Jircuit  Court  of  Common  Fleas  were  appointed 
and  con^missioned ;  and  from  the  experience  which  has  al- 
ready been  enjoyed,  there  can  be  no  doubt  that  this  altera- 
tion in  our  judicial  system  will  prove  most  sdutary,  enabling 
'the  respective  courts  of  common  pleas  to  transact  the  busi- 
ness falling  within  their  jurisdiction  without  unreasonable 
delay,  and  of  Consequence,  "with  economy  to  the  public  as 
well  as  to  the  parties  litigant^  and  affording  also  to  the  Judg- 
es of  our  Superior  Court  all  the  time|.7ind  opportunity  neces- 
sary for  that  prompt  performance  of  their  appropriate  duties 
guarantied  by  our  constitution. 

In  accordance  with  the  req,uest  of  the  last  Legislature,  I 
tramnuittad  to  the  governois  of  the  several  States  copies  of 
the  resolutioos  upon  the  subject  of  posiage  and  the  franking 
privilege,  and  to  the  governors  of  the  'New  England  States 
copies  of  the  rsM^utions  «pon  the  subject  of  bankipg  and 
the  eirculaHoo  as  money  ^  small  bills  of  a  less  denominar 
tioo  than  five  dcdlars.  ^Riaterer  communications  shall  be 
received  in  rsj^y,  shall  be*  immediately  tmnsaulttd  for  your 
information. 

I  also  sent  to  each  of  our  ref»resent«tives  and  senators  in 
Congress  copies  of  the  ^^sotnttons  of  our  last  legislature, 
upon  the  important  subjetts  of  the  tariff,  the  bankrupt  and 
distribution  sets  of  the  laflt  Congress. 

I  cannot  permit  this  opportunity  to  pass  without  an  ex- 
presfision  of  my^  full  and  perfect  concurrence  in  opinion  with 
those  expressed  by  the  last  Legislatute  in  the  resohitions  to 
which  I  have  referfied.  Nor  can  1  permit  the  occasion  to  pass 
without  bearing  testimony  to  the  propriety  and  fitness  of 
such  legislative  pfc^beedings. 
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•  New  Hfffnpsfaire  is  ii '^member  of ^  Are  grt^t^'edttfarderacy  of 
stirtfes.  And  the  patridti^ro,"^tl:e  iateffigeiice,  the  iself  reject,  the 
stern  and  mfcxible  prmoiples  of  her  people  wcwld  never  tolerate 
any  disim^Knation  io  their  representatives  to  spedc  fofth,  on  dl 
poper  occasions,  their  viewt-^on  «U  matters  of  pubUc  policy. 
Integrity^  vigilance,  Anurlessnesf  beiong  to  the  pat»iot,^aDd  4i»t 
jQian  canlbe  but  littie  ac^uaiated^ith  the  cbavaoter  of  our  oiiizetiSr 
who  would  deny  4o  tfiem  ibe  possessicm  of  those  quaiitie»  ki  a  most 
pre-emineot'd^ree. 

It  is  your  high 'privilege  to  declare  your  opmionf  of  the  meas- 
ures of  those  charged  with  the  administration  pf  our  national  af^ 
fairs.  Ar  declaration  of  yowr  views,  as- ttie^  representatives  of  an 
independent  member  of  this^  union,  is  not  only  a  matter  of  right, 
but  may  be  a  inatter  of  duty. ,  As  an  integral  part  of  the  repub- 
lic, Neiv  fiampsh'u*e  cannot  be  indifferent  to  the  suets  of  Con- 
gress. 'Their  pperation  is  either'  for,  ^ood  or  for  evil  upon  her 
citizens.  .  And  the  character  of  all  national  measures  'should  be 
well  examined^  and  either  approved  or:  condemned  by  the  inielli- 
gence  and  patriotism  of  the  country.  If  any  infraction  has  been 
committed  by  our  public  servants  upon  the  conslituiron  of  tbi*  re- 
public,' tve  sflobM  not  be  silent.  A  frank  avowal  of  the  opinions 
of  the  cohstitated  authoriti%s  of  any  one  member  of  the  confeder- 
cy,  in  relation  to  ^ny  national  measare,  may  indutre  an' entire 
change  or  such  a  modification  as  would  render  the  mearsnre  accep- 
table to  the  people.  *  This  h  the  way  open  at  all  times  to  reach 
the  ear  of  Congress  and  tliti^  prevent  the  long  commuance  <>f  un- 
constitution^)  and  oppressive 'acts  of  n^Rional  legislatiofy.  Any 
administration  df^ottr  pubiic^aftirs,  whieh  shaH  by  it»  BFtea^reS' 
act  io  disr^i;«d  of  the  best^fnierest'of<'tbe  eoimrry,  foifeits  all 
claim  to  puUb  t expect,  and  cannot  and  ehouM  not  command  fiub* 
lie  confidence.  Our  motto  ^sbouM  be,  ^^e  wry  thing  fer  pmoipie, 
notidng  for  meo.''  ^Itwotdd  be^a  dangerous  dehisioas  iirore  a 
confidence  in  the  men  of  our  choice  to  silence  our  fears  for  tbe 
safety  of  our  rights.-  Tbat  eor^thnee  k  every vvbefc  tbe  f)arettt  of 
despotism.  I'rue  govemraoQt  is  ffMKidfd  4f«  jealouay,  ooi  ki  eoo* 
fiience.  It  is  jealousy ,  not-eoofideocey  which  prescribes. printed, 
constitutions,  to  bind  down  those  'wbom^w^  are-oUiged  io  trust' 
with  power." 

It  qoay  not  be  unprofitable  or  considered  out  of  place  for  me  in 
thjis  public  address,  to  portray  some  of  tbe  effects  of  the  existing 
restrictive  tariff  upon  the  great  body  of  tbe  ooosumers  of  tbe  iin^ 
portations  of  the  country.  ^^For  it  is  beEeved  that  the  system 
would  not  fast  beyond  a  single  Congress,  if  the  people  understood 
precisely  bow  it  operates  ^upoa  tben£^    Ami  yet,  witbia  the  Kim 
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Its  of  4iii  address,  I  can  only  in  very  geaeral  terras  refer  to  tlie 
measure  in  its  coosefueoces:  eveo  this  may  be  sufficient  toawak^ 
eo  such  a  spirit  oi  inquiry  as  will  lead  the  people  4o  rid  the  coua- 
try  of  a  measure  sa oppressive  to  their  prosperity«aad.so  prejudi- 
cial to  their « happioess.  ,  There  is*  hq  subject  exdusijrely  within 
the  jurisdictioii  of  Congress  of  Moojre  interest  to  us,  than  that  of 
raisiog  a  revenue.  As  the^expenses  of  the  national  government 
must  be  defrayed  by  the  people  of  the  iiiioQ,it  is  imporoint  lo  each 
one  of  us,  that  Congress  should  adopt  the  best  ipode  of  attaining 
this  olject.  But  i^fuaes  have  still  so  much  more  influence  over 
us  than  things,  thatihe.system  of  direct  taxation  necessarily  adoptr 
ed  in  the  difiiMreat  Slates  tadefieay  State  expenses,  has  never  foimd 
favor  when  it  has  been  proposed  to  apply  it  to  jraise  the  national 
revenue.  And  abundant  as  have  been  the  errors  to  be  found  in 
the  history  of  human  Jegislation,  they  have  probably  been  more 
nunaerous  on  (bis  subject  tban.oa  any  other.  Ta|^iog  it  for  grant- 
ed, for  the  present  at  least,  that  it  is  mora  acceptable  to  the  peo- 
ple, that  a  revenue  should  be  raised  by  4i  system  of  duties  than  bv 
direct  taxation,  the  principle,  to  be  applied  seems  to  be  an  intellir 
gible  one.  It  is  that  the  du^  should  be  imposed  upon  such  arti- 
cles and  IB  such  a  way,  as  will  cause  the  least  expense  to  the  con- 
sumers. It  is  necessary,  ofxourse,  thia  duties  should  be  impos- 
ed on  articles,  the  consumption  of  which  jwould  be  sufficient  to 
enable  a  revenue  to  be  raised  from  them.  •And  when  the  duty  is 
imposed  on  such  articles  and  such  alone,  as  will  yield  a  sufficient 
revenue  with  the  least  injury,  to  the  people,  and  with  the  honest 
intention  alone  of  raising  a  revenue,  the  iact  that  certain  articles 
of  honsie  manuiactur*  increase  in  price  to  the  benefit  of  those  citi- 
;j(ens  who  are  employed  in  producing  them,  as  it  would  be  a  ne- 
cessary consequence  of  the. duties,^  so  it  would  not  be  a  cause  of 
complaint.  But  when  tlia  legitimate  purpose  of  a  tariif  is  lost 
sight  of  in  the  eagerness  to  raise  the  profits  of  home  fnanufac- 
tures  to  the  owners  of  them,  and  when  by  the  imposition  of  un- 
necessary or  injudicious  duties  upon  foreign  articles,  not  only  their 
price  is  raised,  but  the  home  nuuuifaciures  are  made  equally  ex- 
pensive to  die  consumer^  the  common  sense  of  the  people  re- 
volts ;  and  they  begin  to  murmur  that  the  actual  receipts  into  the 
treasury  should  bear  so  small  a  proportion  to  the  burdens  which 
they  are  made  to  sustain,  m  oonsequenceof  a  complicated  and  un- 
wieldy system  of  duties. 

It  appears  from  a  statement  furnished  by  the  Treasury  depart* 
luent,  that  the  average  amount  of  duties  on  dutiable  articles  im- 
ported during  the  last  quarter ^of  1842,  is  a  little  more  than  35 
par  eent.  qo  their  (d  valorem  mlu^  and  at  that  rate  an  importa- 
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tion  of  forty  miWioos  6f  dolhrs  of  dutiable  artictes,  tkiriof;  the 
year  1843,  must  produce  a  gross  revenue  of  fmirteen  mitlioos  of 
dollars,  which  will  yield  a  net  revenue  of  nearly  thirteen  milKons 
of  dollars  ;  one  million  out  of  fourteen  being  the  custom  house 
expenses  of  collection.     It  has  been  demonstrated  by  one  of 
the  best  thinkers  and  writers  of  the  country  that,  including  the 
custom  house  expenses,  the  cost  to  the  people  of  collecting  a 
tariff  tax  is  not  fer  from  46  per  cent,  upon  the  anKMmt  which  ac- 
tually goes  into  the  treasury.     This  burden  is  mevitaUe  thrown 
upon  the  consumers  of  dutiable  articles,  and  this,  where  the  tariff 
is  purely  for  revenue.     It  matters  not  to*  what  class  of  the  com- 
munity the  consumer  belongs.     He  who  consumes  a  single  8^ 
tide  embraced  in  the  tariff,  pays  a  portion  of  the  tax  and  of  the 
cost  of  collection.     If  the  fourteetr  millions  of  dollars  of  reve- 
nue was  derived  exclusively  from  duties  imposed  upon  articles, 
similar  in  kind  4o  those  which  are  manufactured  in  our  own  coun- 
try, the  prodtrcts  of  our  own  labor,  the  unavoidable  tax  to  the 
consumer  would  be  nearly  doubled.     There  is  in  fact  no  mystery 
in  the  opertion  of  a  tariff  upon  home  marMifacturea,  although  the 
enormous  burdens  with  which  the  people  are  laden  in  consequeDce 
of  a  tariff  for   protection,  have  either  been  kept  out  of  sight  or 
overlooked.     The  actual  *cost  to  the  people  of  a  tariff  for  protec- 
tion may  be  shown  in  a  vcy  few  words.     And  I  will  endeavor  to 
illustrate  it  by  some  brief  but  familiar  references  and  statements. 
If  we  take  the  importation  of  salt  for  the  year  1840,  the  oppres- 
sive effect  of  this  protective  policy  will  be  seen.     In  that  year 
we  imported  into  this  country  over  eight  millions  of  bushels  and 
manufactured  over  six  millions^     The  duty  was  eight  cents  on  a 
bushel  of  56  pounds,   when  it  is  known  that  the  average  cost 
abroad  does  not  exceed  eight  cents  per  bushel.     The  gross  reve- 
nue accruing  from  the  amount  of  the  importation  of  salt  for  the 
year  1840,  a  little  exceeding  six  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dol- 
lars.    The  price  of  the  six  millions  of  bushels  manufactured  in 
.  this  country^  would  be  im^reased  to  the  amount  of  the  duty  impo- 
sed upon  the  foreign  article,  together  with  aH  the  costs  and  char- 
ges of  collectioti.     The  inevitable  effect  must  have  been  to  have 
subjected  the  consumer  of  this  article,  so  valuable  and  of  such 
general  and  indispensable  use,  to  more  than  one  htindred  and  thirty- 
three  per  cent,  on  the  salt  consumed,  in  order  to  afibrd  protection 
to  a  few  hundred  salt  manufacturers.     The  same  principle  applies 
to  every  article  which  is  made  subject  to  duty,  and  where  a  like 
article  is  the  product  of  our  own   manufactures.     The  operatwn 
of  the  tariff  upon  all  such  classes  of  articles  must  be  to  raise  the 
price  of  the  domestic ,  so  as  to  correspond  with  the  price  of  the 
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for^o  article,  and  in  ibis  wi^  to  give  proteciioa  to  the  tugar  plan- 
ter,  the  salt  a»ker,  the  iron  roaster,  and  the  clotb  manuiacturer, 
at  the  cost  and  charge  of  the  farmers,  meehaoics  and  all  the  other 
coBSiifners  of  the  country* 

^^  The  pveetse  amount  of  home  manufactures  purchased  by  oor 
people,  oorrespooding  in  characler  with  those  subject  to  duty  im- 
ported from  other  cotMitrie«,  may  be  estimatedat  least  equal  to  the 
imports,  or  at  tfaeir  eatural  price,  worth  per  aiuitiai*f{^40,000,000. 
As  the  price  of  the  imports  is  increased  36  per  cent*  by  the  tariff, 
so  the  price  of  similar  articles  manuiaciured  at  home  will  be  in- 
creased  35  per  cent.,  which  upon  |MO,000,0QQ  gives  $14,000,- 
000^  eqeal  to  the  entire  groas  revemie."  We  eae^  from  these 
jeets,  fonn  a  (air  estimate  how  much  tbe  Aaierioae  people  pay  to 
get $13,000,000  of  net  reveoue  into  the  treasury.  Tkts  will  ap- 
pear from  the  followiDg  exhtbii  :

Add  the  net  reveriue,  13,000,000 


Making  $37,333,332 

*'Thus  \i  appears  that  out  of  $37 ,333,332,  paid  by  the  people 
under  the  existing  system,  only  $13,000,000  gets  into  the  treas- 
ury. Of  the  balance  over  $14,000,000  is  money  transferred  by 
legislative  legerdemain  from  the  pockets  of  the  consumers  to  the 
pockets  of  the  manufacturers.  Four  millions  and  two  thii'ds  is 
tlie  cost  of  this  operation,  while  four  millions  and  two  thirds  is 
the  cost  of  collecting  the  revenue  tariff  tax,  and  one  million  the 
custom  house  expenses.^'  Could  any  system  of  revenue  be  more 
unjust,  more  expensive,  more  iniquitous? 

"Agrarianism  takes  the  property  of  the  rich  and  divides  it  among 
the  poor.  This  system  is  worse.  This  takes  the  property  of 
the  poor  and  gives  it  to  the  rich.''      - 

Now  it  would  be  unreasonable  to  complain  of  this  sum,  enor- 
mous as  it  is,  provided  the  duties  were  judiciously  imposed,  if  a 
system  of  indirect  taxation  is  adhered  to.     But  when  we  consider, 
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the  indirect  cost  to  the  consumers  coos^uent  upon  m  ttriff  for 
protection,  it  may  well  be  a  matter'  of  wonder  and  grief  that  we 
have  profited  so  liule  by  half  a  century  of  self  government.  It 
is  evident  that  a  system  leading  to  such  results,  is  radically  wrong. 
It  is  our  duty,  as  liberal  and  enlightened  men,  to  pay  whatever  is 
necessary  for  the  national  defence,  for  the  expenses  of  govern- 
ment and  for  the  support  of  justice  and  the  laws,  without  requir- 
ing any  other  return  thin  the  blessings  oi  civilised  society.  But 
all  expenses  unnecessary  for  these  great  objects,  are  uoauiborwed 
by  the  theory  of  our  constitution  and  at  variance  wiih  the  stmplt- 
city  of  a  republic.  I  can  add  no  more  on  this  subj^i  :  the  real- 
ty is  with  the  people.  Sure  I  am  that  a  government  emanating 
from  and  sustained  bj  them,  and  yielding  in  theory  a  greater  se- 
curity to  heman  rights,  will  not  in  practice  be  found  to  impose  a 
greater  burden  for  its  pretended  support,  than  any  other  wUcfa 
has  ever  yet  been  devised  by  the  wit  of  man. 

If  corruption  is  abroad  in  th^  land;  if  it  has  found  its  way  into 
our  national  councils;  if  our  public  servants  are  faithless  to  the 
constitution  and  to  the  cause  of  equal  justice;  you  are  bound  to 
do  what  you  can  to  ferret  out  ihe  wrong.  Even  a  voice  from 
this  Legislature  may  stay  the  progress  of  a  measure  charged  with 
all  manner  of  evil.  We  have  heretofore  felt  ourselves  called  upon 
white  in  the  way  of  our  duty^  to  denounce  the  act  of  Congress 
providing  for  the  distribution  of  the  avails  of  the  pul^ic  lands,  not 
only  as  an  open  and  flagrant  violation  of  the  constitution,  but  also 
as  a  measure  fraught  with  most  mischievoi^  effects,  subversive 
of  the  independence  of  the  States  and  debasing  to  the  patriotism 
of  the  people:  and  much  to  the  honor  of  the  country,  the  evil  of 
that  demoralising  act  of  Congress  has  been  checked  by  the  force 
of  public  sentinnent.  Our  efforts  may  have  contributed  in  produ- 
cing so  glorious  a  result.  We  felt  it  to  be  no  less  our  duty  to 
assail  another  act  of  the  same  Congress,  as  degrading  to  the  mor^l 
sense  of  the  whole  country  and  destructive  to  the  interests  of  the 
American  people:  and  I  am  happy  to  say  that  this  measure  is  no 
longer  suffered  to  debase  our  character  by  occupying  a  place 
among  our  public  statutes.  I  was  opposed  to  districtingour  terri- 
tory lor  the  election  of  our  representatives,  and  I  could  nqt  pertuit 
an  act  of  the  same  Congress  to  go  into  effect,  giving  to  the  states 
their  mandate  for  the  accomplishment  of  such  a  pm'pose,  without 
protesting  against  the  constitutional  power  of  Congress  to  exercise 
any  such  authority,  and  without  urging  upon  the  Legislature  to  ' 
resist  every  such  encroachment  upon  their  rights.  We  have 
reason  to  believe  that  this  act  also  will  in  practice  be  wholly  in- 
operative.'   Vigilance,  fidelity  and  perseverance  will  alone  secure 
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to  die  ntttirtl  man  the  protection  of  his  personal  wai  politioal 
liberty. 

Tbe«events  of  (he  last  year  have  forcibly  impressed  the  public 
miad  that  the  sovereign  power  of  this  free  country  will  control 
her  destiny — that  no  admioistrttioa  of  oar  general  govemroenc 
possessing  all  the  adventitioos  advantages  of  powerful  majorities 
in  every  branch,  can  conduct  tbe  public  affiurs  for  any  length  of 
time  in  disregard  to  the  interests  of  the  people.  They  wMl 
speakf forth- in  such  authoritative  tones  that  the  weakness  or  the 
wickedness  of  any  asan  or  any  set  of  men,  will  quail  under  the 
influence  of  such  a  power.  A  recurrenoe  to  the  past  history  of 
the  present  administration  of  our  national  government,  furnishes 
confirmation  of  the  direct  influence  of  popular  opinion.  In  the 
plenitude  of  their  power,  they  passed  the  mad  scheme  of  ab- 
stracting from  tbe  national  treasury  a  portion  of  the  national  rev- 
enue and  giving  it  to  tbe  states.  The  controlling  influence  of 
public  sentiment  has  compelled  these  same  servants  to  count  this 
measure  as  among  tbe  things  that  are  not.  They  passed  also  a 
bankrupt  kiw,  and  the  voice  of  the  people  has  repealed  it.  The 
legislative  branehes  in  like  manner  passed  the  most  odious  of  aU 
odious  projects,  tbe  establishment  of  another  national  bank,  and 
the  strong  force  of  popular  feelii^  vetoed  this  measure.  I  have 
adverted  to  these  events  to  remind  you  that,  as  vigilant  watchmen, 
you  have  something  more  to  do  than  to  provide  for  the  wants  of 
your  immediate  constituents — that  it  is  the  bounden  duty  of  aH 
of  US  composinig  the  representative  body  of  the  people,  to  watch 
with  constant  vigilance  and  solicitude  those  connected  with  tbe 
administration  of  our  public  afikirs — to  expose  to  the  intelli- 
gence of  the  American  people,  every  act  impairing  tbe  force  of 
our  poltticel  compact  or  infringing  the  great  {principle  of  exact 
justice  and  equal  protection.    . 

No  state  in  this  Union  contributed  more,  in  proportion  to  l»er 
numbers  and  to  her  means,  in  aid  of  the  establishment  of  tbe  in- 
dependence and  government  of  tbe  country,  than  the  State  we 
have  the  satisfaetioo  of  inhabiting.  And  no  state  will  bear  more 
and  struggle  longer  to  preserve  that  independence  unabated  and 
that  gov^nment  unimpaired,  than  New  Hampsbnre.  I  would 
here  reiterate  a  sentiment  formerly  expressed  by  me,  that  if  the 
liberties  of  this  country  shall  at  any  future  period  of  her  history  be 
lost,  that  loss  will  be  traced  to  the  unwarrantable  legislation  of 
Congress;  to  tbe  exercise  of  powers  on  their  part  not  delegated 
by  the  constitution.     ^ 

It  is  deeply  to  be  regretted  that  ^^  tbe  mania  for  state  banking 
and  the  mad  career  of  internal  Improvemebts,''  have  involved  any 
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of  the  smw  of  ihis^  great  coofedenejr  ia  m  iade^ttMUeBS  so  em- 
barrassing, if  not  so  oppressive^  as  to  render  tbem  unable  to  meet 
tbeir  engagements  with  promptness  and  punctuality.  I  cannot 
concur  in  tbe  sentin^ot  wbich  has  been  expressed  by  some  in 
authority,  that  a  failure  of  oa«  state  to  redeem  its  own  liabili- 
ties, impugns  the  character  and  credit  of  ciae  other  states  of  this 
Union.  1  canoot  recommend,  »  has  been  done  by  others,  tbe 
passage  of  resolutions  expressive  of  the  strong  interest  which  tUs 
State  feels  in  the  full  redemption  of  ei^ery  plei^  given  by  other 
states,  of  its  public  faith  and  of  our  utter  detestatkm  of  tbe 
''  abominable  doctrine  of  repudiation"  as  applicable  toindepeod- 
ent  and  sovereign  staties.  J  merely  wish  to  be  understood  as 
eayiug  that  in  my  opinion  the  Slate  of  New  Hampshire,  in  her 
political  capacity,  is  not  called  upon  to  coademnor  to  approve  the 
course  wbich  any  of  the  slates  of  the  Union  has  taken  in  reletion 
to  her  own  liabilities*  '  In  uiy  judgment  this  State  ins  no  concern 
with  the  affairs  of  those  states  which  may  be  involved  in  debt. 
With  just  as  mndi  propriety  and  fitness  caa  this  Legislature  cast 
censure  upon  individuals  for  their  failure  to  perform  their  contracts, 
as  to  adopt  a  resohiticH]  condenmatory  ol  the  conduct  of  those 
states  which  have  for  any  cause  neglected  to  redeem  their  plighted 
faith.  Tint  is  a  matter  wbich  can  in  the  one  case  only  affect 
the  individcml,  and  in  the  othei*,  tlie  state.  It  would  seem  to  n»e 
to  be  equally  as  appropriate  and  as  justifiable  hr  this  State  to  in- 
quire into  any  other  matter,  coonected  with  the  internal  policy  of 
any  member  of  the  Union,  as  to  investigate  the  causes  of  her  in- 
debtedness or  the  still  more  odious  office,  the  causes  of  her  de- 
linquency. 

New  Hampshire,  with  but  few  other  states,  retnams  unencibftr'' 
rfissed  with  debt,  and  can  it  become  ms  to  prescribe  any  lessons 
^  in  morals  to  those  who  may  be  , differently  situated?  Does  it 
become  as  to  hold  forth  to  tliem  the  (tenger  of  repudiation,,  and 
the  all  importance  of  a  prompt  redemption  of  every  pledge  of 
piiblic  faith?  Does  it  become  us  to  declare  that  the  prw^ticeof 
the  one  is  an  outrage  on  ^*^public  honor,"  and  a  failure  to  observe 
the  other  is  dangerous  to  ^'public  liberty?"  Does  it  become  us 
to  say  wliat  these  indebted  states  mt^i  do9  I  think  no4b  It  is  a 
matter  which  exclusively  concerns  themselves.  The  states  unem- 
barrassed with  debt,  should  bo  cautious  how  they  interfere  witli 
tbe  affairs  of  those  oppressed  by  outstaeding  liabilities. 

No  attentive  looker-on  wlio  has  watched  the  cotirse  of  events  for 
the  last  twelve  months  in  and  out  of  Congress,  can  have  failed  to 
bftve  come  to  the  ooocluaien  that  there  is  a  mighty  effort  abroad  in 
the  land  to  induce  the  Congrestf  of  tbe  United  States^  at  no  distant 
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dajr,  to  protide  for  the  asmimptioo  hj  the  general  goireromait  of 
the  entire  inde^Kedness  of  the  states.  Such  a  measure  lias  beeti 
openly  avowed  and  advocated  on  the  floor  of  the  House  of  Rep- 
resentatives k)  Congreas,  and  mch  a  project,  if  any  reliance  can 
be  pieced  upon  the  signs  of  the  tinies,  bos  found  favor  within  the 
Senate  of  the  TJniled  Siate9;aiid  such  a  movement  finds  encourage- 
ment in  the  action  of  legislacive  assemblies,  hotdtng  out  the  idea 
that  Ameriean  credit  n  uafcvorably  affscted  bj  the  conduct  of  a 
single  individual  state  in  neglecting  to  meet  its  ItabiKtiea;  holding 
out  fiirtber  the  all  importance  of  preserving  that^merican  credit 
from  being  umisbed  by  siidi  acts,  and  thus  encoaraging  thc^e 
who  are  presumed  to  represent  in  Congress  the  virtue  as  well  as 
the  intelligence  of  the  country,  no  longer  to  suffer  this  stain  to 
rest  upon  our  national  escutcheon,  but  to  go  forth  to  the  work  at 
once  and  to  take  upon  ourselves  these  state  Itabilttiet* 

Fellow  citizens — This  is  no  picture  of  the  imagination.  The 
exhibit  is  drawn  from  dear,  direct  and  undeniable  faets.  When 
the  roach  lamented  senator  from  Tennessee,  who  is  now  no  more, 
presented  the  report  of  the  committee  upon  (his  same  subject  to 
the  United  Slates  Senate,  bis  doctrines  fo«mded,  as  tbey  were,  in 
the  deepest  wisdom  and  in  the  purest  pciriotism,  were  condemned 
by  the  friends  of  the  present  administration,  then  members  of 
that  body,  as  wholly  uncalled  for;  as  strange;  as  tending  to  impair 
state  credit:  and  it  was  said  over  and  over  again  by  grave  sena* 
tors,  that  the  idea  of  an  assumption  of  the  state  debts  by  the 
genera]  government,  if  not  ridiculous,  could  not  iMve  been  seri«> 
oasly  entertained  by  any  American  statesman.  Was  this  the  (act? 
The  occurrences  of  the  few  past  months  cannot  fail  to  have 
satisfed  every  man  that  the  avoidance  of  all  action  of  those 
friends  of  this  administration,  upon  the  resohitions  of  that  distin* 
guished  senator,  must  have  been  induced  by  a  deep  and  control* 
ling  conviction  tiiat  such  a  measore  might  become  expedient^  and 
that  the  safer  way  would  be  not  to  declare  openly  against  its  un- 
constitutionality or  its  impolicy,  but  to  leave  the  whole  matter  to 
be  regulated  as  time  and  ctrctimstances  should  seem  to  require. 
Is  there  a  friend  of  his  country  within  the  reach  of  my  voice,  who 
can  doubtf  that  this  scheme  fraught  as  it  is  wkh  the  most  dreadful 
and  dangerous  evils  to  the  harmony  and  union  of  the  republic— 
to  the  peace  and  prosperity  of  the  people — is  seriously  contem- 
plated by  some  of  die  public  men  erf  our  country?  Certain  the 
fact  is  so;  and  it  becomes  us,  tbe  representatives  of  freemen  jeal- 
ous of  power  and  tenacious  of  their  riehts,  to  meet  this  project 
at  the  threshhold — fearlessly  and  frankly  to  declare  the  honest 
convictione  of  our  minds  touching  thb  Bwbjeoi-^^^  induce,  if  pos* 
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siUe^  b^ouff  bold  and  energetic  •cUmi,  tbe  replre^enUiUTes  b 
Congress  to  prevent  the  adoptioa  of  a  measwe,  oiove  catculaled 
than  aoy  other. to  rend  asunoUr  the  ties  which  bind  together  this 
great  confederacy.  In  behalf  of  thaindepeodeiatand  patriotic  state 
you  represent,  you  ate  called  upom  to  ptt»  Umb  jrour  semiments 
upon  this  subject,  and  to  stay,  if  practicable^,  ^  onward  progress 
of  this  plan  nu^ured  and  well  cai^ideffed  as  it>  has  been;  and  thus 
preserve  the  justice  and  hooor^of  this  nstion-^the  peace,  the  con- 
fidence, the  hopes  of  the  American  people* 

At  the  commencement  of  each  politicai  year,  it  has  been  acus-  ^ 
torn  coeval  with  the  existence  of  x>iir  government,  for  the  "Execu* 
live  to  make  a  coramunicatioii  to-the  legislative  branches,  in  relation 
to  matters  of  general  and  local  policy.  And  on  such  occasions  it 
becomes  bis  duty  to  re-examine  the  positions  which  he  may  have 
previously  assumed;  to  take  «  retroapectof  the  grouMlwlMch  he 
may  have  occupied,  a6d  with  honesty  and  fearkssnees  to  point 
out  all  errors,  if  any,  either  in  priucipleor  in  praotice,>which  may 
have  occurred  to  his  mind*  All  such  communications  would  lose 
their  value  and  would  beome  little  entitled  to  the  confidence  of  the 
people,  should  they  be  found  pertinaciously  to  reiterate  sentiments 
which  reflection  and  experience  have  condeemed.  If  mere  pride 
of  opinion  could  induce  a  public  servant  Jtiplding  the  honorable 
and  responsible  office  which  I  now  *fill,  to  compromise  his  own 
integrity,  so  far  as  to  make  a  public  and  official  declaration  of 
vidws  repugnant  to  the  deliberate  convictions* of  his  own  mind, 
he  would  deserve  and  assuredly  receive  the  contempt  of  bis  mas- 
ters. The  people,  are  not  slow  to  discover  wliatever  tends  to 
endanger  th^ir  peace,  to  eoibarrass  their  rights,  or  to  prejudice 
their  interests;  and  if  these  tendencies  have  proceeded  from  the 
adoption  of  measures  recommended  by  their  Executive,  they  will 
not  fail  to  apply  the  remedy  always  within  their  control. » 

In  presenting  this  address,  I  have  been  induced  to  examine  the 
opinions  promulgated  in  my  former  communications  to  the  Legisla- 
ture. I  l)ave  been  induced  to  do  this  for  the  reason  that  those  opin- 
ions have  been  assailed,  and  the  principles  advanced  have  been  di- 
rectly condemned  by  men  who  once  occupied  responsible  stations 
in  this  government,  and  bng  enjoyed  the  respect  and  cobfideoc^ 
of  their  fellow  citizens.  And  I  cannot  consistently  with  that 
uprightness  and  integrity  which  I  hope  ever  to  maintain,  say  to 
you  that  on  either  of  the  occasions  when  I  have  found  it  to  be  my 
official  duty  to  address  the  Legislature,  have  I  given  utterance  to 
sentiments  which  are  not  now  approved  by  my  best  judgn^ent. — 
Under  the  high  responsibilities  of  my  official  statioti,  I  have  not 
hesitated  to  present  to  the  people  of  this  Swetny  views  touching 
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a  species  of  legislation,  wincb  had  so  ^tended  itidf  as  to  hHv^ 
iovolved  rights  and  interests,  sacredly  protected  by  the  supreme 
law  of  the  land.  The-  too  frequent  granting  of  acts  of  incorpo- 
ration to  mdividuals  for'privaie  porposes,  and  the  consequent 
iarasiod  trf  private  *  propertjr  for  the  accotnplidiment  of  those 
purposes,  *had  produced  no  ordinary  excitemeti^i  The  relative 
and  absolute  rights^' thiriet  arid"  powers  of  private  corporations 
aad'of  indhriduals'were  subjects  of  engrossing  thought.  My  own 
sentiment^iiad  been^ftiaely  expressed  upon  these  nnKters  long  be- 
fonrfe  1  wa^  Elevated  to  this  office.  This  subject  his  lost  none  of 
its  impordnice  and  none  of  its  ihterest  with  the  peo|5le.  And  I 
propose  to  subnrit  at  this  time  some  additional  reflections.  I  have 
no  other  object  to  attain  but  to  carry  out  the  gireat  design  in  the 
constitution  of  fre^  political  communities — t(t  protect  the  tveak 
from  the  gneroackmentt  of  the  strong;^  to  defend  the  impotent 
jfh^fH  the  influence  trfpoteer,,  and  to  sustain  the  ^hole  people  in  the 
enjoyment  of  their  liberty  md  equality, 

^  Titles  to  property  are  acquired  in  thjs  8tate  either  by  pur- 
chase or  by  desceint.  The  mode  of  transferring  estates  is  pre- 
scribed by  legal  'enactments,  passed  in  conformity  to  the  provis- 
ions of  our  constitution.  To  the  owner  is  given,  under  our  laws, 
the  righifcW5ontroF*t)f  ^11  property  to  which  he  may  be  entitled. 
In  no  possible  way  can  he  Be'divestedoFtbat  control  without  his 
consent,  "ettept  when  public  necessity  shall  interpose.  When- 
ever aea^shtll  occur^  that  for  the  pdblic  use  the  private  property 
of  inJivtdu&ls  roust  be  surrendered ;t{ieQ  such  a  surrender  will  be 
sustained,  not  only  by  the  language  of  the  constitution  itself,  but 
by  the  nature  and*  fttness  of  things.'  The  Very  existence  of  po- 
litical communities  rendefrs  indispensable  the  exercise  of  such  a 
power,  and  such  a  pow^ir  "being  ve^fted  in  the  Legislature,  may  by 
theth  be  delegated  by  hiw,'and  hi  thfs  wajronly  can  private  prop- 
erty *be  taken  and  appropriated,  without  the  owner's  consent.  We 
hold^otir  esta^  subjects  the  dematids  of  the  public  for  their 
exclusive  uJft.  ^«  hold  them  abote  and  beyond  the  control  of 
others.  The  profferty  oMtn  individual,  in  pursuance  of  the  pro- 
visions of  law,  tnay  be*tdlcen  and  appropriated  for  the  debts  of 
that  individual.  tHs  merdy  applying  personal  means  to  meet 
personal  Kflbilhi^. 

But  It  would  be  regatded  its  abhorrent  to  trtry  principle 
of  common  justice  "and  oppesed  to  every  principle  of  con- 
stitutional law,  to  contend  that  tfai»  property  of  one  individual 
could  be  setted  and  applied  ifor  the  satisfaction  of  the  debts  oi 
another;  am)  yet  lliere  h  not  lixe  alightest  diflbrence,  in  prit!ctple, 
wshriog  «iltorlff  lo  take  ti»  propo^  of  $n  iodividiialf  whhout 
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his  coo3eQt9*to  pay  the  debts  q(  bis  mif^bbor^  or  to  take  that  pro* 
perty  aod  give  to  that  same  neighbor  to  promote  his  conveoience 
or  to  increase  his  substance.  It  is  nothing  moce  and  nothing  less 
than  taking  individual  property,  against  the  will  of  its  owner«  for 
private  use.  I  canpot  fail,  without  a  violation  of  the  oath,  I  nave 
just  taken  to  support  the  constitution,  to  carry  out  in  practice 
what  1  have  not  hesitated  to  advance  in  theory — that  the  surren- 
der of  private  property,  without  conseol,  except  for  public  use, 
cannnoi  be  required.  This  great  principle  is  coej^istent  with  our 
government.  The  sober  sense  of  our,  community  can  never  be 
confounded  with  the  unmeaning  jargon  that  public  use  is  attained 
by  private  accommodation  and  the  protection  of  private  interests. 
The  true  difference  between  public  and  private  use  could  not  be 
more  perfectly  illustrated,  than  by  coatrastin|i:  our  btghwavs  con- 
structed by  public  means^  sustamed  a(^  public  chaise  and  exclu- 
sively dedicated  to  public  benefit,  with  those  constructed  by  prjr 
vate  appropriations,  preserved  by  private  expenditures  and  dedi- 
cated to  private  interest.  The  one  clas?  is  exclusively  within  the 
control  of  the  public  ;  th^  other  is  as  exckisively  within  the  con- 
trol of  individuals.  The  one  is  a  public,  the  otiier  a  private  con- 
cern. 

The  acquisition,  possessing  and  protection  of  property  is  one 
of  the  essential  and  inherent  rights  of^  manv'  ^^  on  entering  into 
a  state  of  society  he  must  surrender,  to  som9^  extent,  this  natural 
right  to  that  society,  in  order  to  insure  the  [tfotection  of  others. 
For  the  construction  of  our  public  bighwaySt  private  property  of 
necessity  must  be  taken  and  thus  appropriated,  even  without  the 
consent  of  the  owner,  if  a  just  compensation  shall  be  made.  Le- 
gislatures can  provide  for  the  construction  of  all  such  ways«  The 
power  is  expressly  conferred  by  our  owp  constitution,  and  con- 
firmed by  that  of  the  United  States.  But;  no  su^h  principle  can 
be  made  apjplicable  to  private  ways,  constructed  fay  individuals  or 
by  artificial  persons  for  private  purposes.  Estates  aie  not  held 
here  by  so  unoertain  a  tenure*  Property  coAOot  be  put  away 
from  the  control  of  Its  owner,  against  bis  will,  when  required  for 
purposes  of  individual  speculation,  when  wanted  to  accpmplisli 
private  ends,  or  when  necessary  ti  advance  private  interests."-* 
Such  objects  can  only  be  attained  by  negotiation  and  <;ontract* 
Mind  must naeet  nund,  when  the  possessious of  onen^ay  be need^ 
ed  to  carry  oiit  th^  operations/ of  another.  A. contrary  doctrine 
would  place  the  estates  of  men  beyond  the  CQ^trol  of  their  own- 
ers— give  to  wealth  the  power .  of  applying^  the  means  pf  pihcrs 
to  the  accomplishment  of  its  own  ew?d^ ^  of  coovertivg.  the  soil; 
of  the  hMsbandmeni  without  hi^.jso^semi  inio  can^^aoiiailroadsy 
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and  of  ihos  subjectiag  die  homes  of  tlw  poor  to  Uie  claiftis  cS 
tberich.  The  eiercite  of  any  such  power  wooM  be  wholly  un- 
wirranted  by  and  opposed  to  the  very  first  principles  of  our  ^ot- 
ennoeat.  There  is  no  compromisiDg,  no  giving  up  of  this  prin- 
cifJe.  If  the  views  expressed  are  right  and  constitutional,  then 
ti^  principle  will  be  maiotakiad  uotinpaired,  so  long  as  oiir  insti- 
tutions stuill  continue.  The  Legislature  can  in  no  instance  dele- 
gate a  power  which  they  do  not  enjoy.  It  cannot  rightfully  pre- 
sume  to  exercise  an  authority  over  the  private  property  of  the 
citizen,  which  is  not  warranted  by  the  terms  of  the  constitution. 
It  would  be  most  dangerous  and  alaruiing  to  enlarge  the  express 
grants  of  power  by  eoBstmctioB,  or  control  them  by  considera- 
tions of  expedteoey.  I  have  before  said,  if  such  a  power  exists 
in  the  representative  body  of  the  people  to  give  authority  to  ap- 
propriate the  property  of  individuals,  without  their  consent,  to  the 
use  of  private  corporations,  equaUy  constitutional  wouM  it  be  to 
confer  the  same  power  for  the  use  of  the  corporators.  There  is 
not  a  shadow  of  difieronce  m  principle.  Nor  does  the  ooostitu- 
tioaal  exercise  of  suoh  a  power,  for  private  purposes,  depend  on 
the  degree  of  public  eae.  The  abstract  power,  if  possessed, 
might  with  as  much  propciety  be  conferred  upon  ^he  owner  of  a 
wueriUl,  to  construct  a  dam  and  flow  the  lands  above,  in  order  to 
erect  a  mill  demanded  by  the  convenieiiee  of  a  laeigbborhood,  as 
to  construct  a  railroad  m  the  accommodation  of  other  portions  of 
the  corooiunity.  Tiiere  is  no  batf-wi^  house,  no  middle  ground. 
The  first  section  of  the  act  contained  in  chapter  142  of  Uie  Re- 
vked  Statutes,  passed  before  I  caoie  into  office  and  approved  by 
my  immediate  predecessor^  eentaias  a  provision  worthy  of  tlie 
h^  and  beart^of  the  represeeutive  body  of  the  people,  which 
gave  it  a  place  ainoiq;  our  statutory  eeactments.  It  oontsJns,  in 
my  judgflsent,  the  true  eoostitutioiMl  doctrine  upon  the  rights  and 
powers  of  private  corporatioDs  over  tbe  property  of  individuals. 
This  valuable  reform  in  our  legislation,  gives  the  desired  protec- 
tion to  the  property  of  ia^idiMds  against  all  encroachments  of  ir- 
reapoosiUe  corporate  pew^. 

In  ifae  course  of  this  aessioa  applications  may  be  made  to  you 
for  the  renewal  of  existmg  bank  charters  and  for  (be  incorpora^ 
tion  of  other  privi^e  companies.  It  is  not  within  my  province  to 
prescribe  the  details  to  be  eaodNraeed  in  the  charters  for  any  such 
mciMpporitions.  If  theigeoeiel  acu  are  not  as  they  should  be,  it 
is  for  you  to  make  tfae  altenmes  required,  and  it  would  illy  ac- 
cord with  the  Executive  to  difisr  with  Mm.  Legislative  branches 
of  the  goveraoaeni  in  the  details  ^(  ajneasnr^which  do  not  in 
effac t  -vieiile  «eui .  eaailit«iiitt« ,    The  prineipl^  <>f  individual  lie* 
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# 
b^y  for  the  debid  of  prhrate  corporBtioos  will  not,  I  trust,  be 
yielded  ;  and  while  it  shook!  be  iaitUiilly  preserved  by  the  future 
legislation  of  the  State,  we  should  be  careful  in  our  engagedness 
for  the  maintenance  of  this  principle,  that  we  do  no  wrong  to 
these  private  corporations,  by  restricting  too  niuch  the  powers  of 
the  corporators.  Equal  mid  exact  justice  should  be  the  end  and 
aim  of  public  legislatioB. 

From  the  last  annual  report  made  by  the  Bank  Commissioners 
of  Ohio,  [  subjoin  the  following  exiract  as  cowtaining  sound  and 
correct  doctrine  upon  the  subject  of  banking  : 

^4n  the  organization  and  managenieot  of  ba^s^«  the  coalrol 
over  their  discounts  and  the  decision  as  to  what  persons  or<?lasses 
of  persons  shall  be  accomMiodated,  the  people  have  no  more  di" 
reciion,  than  in  the  affairs  of  private  iodividiials.  The  accruing 
profits,  instead  of  being  kept  as  a  fund  to  discharge  the  debts  of 
the  corporation  or  to  meet  its  losses,  are  semi-annually  divided 
among  tbe  stockholders,  and  thereafter  become  private  property, 
beyond  the  reach  of  an  execution  against  the  bank.  And  here  is 
the  distinction  between  a  natural  perso»ai|d^  corporation.  The  nat^ 
ural  person  retains  his  acctHnulated  profits^aodtbey  become  a  part 
of  his  property,  and  are  liable  at  all  times-  far^tbe  payment  of  his 
debtsr ;  but  tbe  corporate  body^  4osiead  of  retaining  if ^jirofitsr  to  pay 
its  debts  or  to  meet  any  losses  that  may  occur^^^ides  them  amoi^ 
the  stockholders.  Individual  liability^  instead  ef  dividing  tbe 
profits  among  the  stockholders  and  the  losses  among  the  people, 
proposes  to  divide  the  losses  es  weH  a^lhe  profits  among  theper- 
sons  composing  the  body-corporate.  The  history  of  the  past 
has  proved  that  frecfuent  end  heavy  losses  have  occulted  from 
bank  failures.  This  loss  msbt^all  upon  one  of  two  classes  df  ^en, 
the  bankers  or  the  hiW  holder*.  If  the  management  4ev^oIve9  ex- 
ckisively  on  one  party  and  the  profits  also  enure  to- the  same,  it  is 
clearly  right  to  fix  the  res^t^ibfliiy  on  that  party-' having  both 
the  control  and  the  profit*" 

The  Legislature  will  constantly  bear  in  mhi  tliat  tbeir  first  "and 
last  object,  should  be  to  provide  for  the- perfect  spcurhy  of  tbe 
public  against  evely  possibte  loss  by  reason  of  the  contkrt^t  of 
private  corporations.  It  is  immalermi  in^w^t  way  ihta  object 
shall  be  accomplished,  if  it  be  but  attained*  The maxinnuin  of 
the  capitals  to  be  held  by  banking  eempindee,  die  proi4sitme  and 
the  detaih  for  their  government  and  for  the  security  of  ihe  pBbr 
lie,  are  properly  -and  exclusively  wttlHn  your' previn<^.  WiA 
those  uiatters  i  do  not  propose  to  interfere. 

If  it  be  policy  t#  ieereaae  banking  or  any  oiker  {Nrtvtete  oorpo- 
ratbniy  it wo(ikll>e  b«i suae*  of  justiee  ilwn  ihe  ecettfity/to^ the 
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public  sboi]M4)e  mctde  with  «8  much  coovenienee  to  tbe  corpora- 
tions as  practicable.  Various  modes  have  occurred  to  me,  each 
looking  talhe  same  object,  and  I  dare  .presume  that  your  own  re- 
flections will  finally  lead  to  .the  adoption  of  some  general  phu 
which  will  give  entire  protection  to  tbe  public,  without  imposiog 
suoh  unnecessary  restraints  48  will  lead  private  corporations  to 
,  surrender  tl^ir  charters.  Tbe  inoorporttioa  of  a  ba»k  is  a  pow- 
er which  shotild  be  exercised  with  great  caution*  To  aU  such 
urtificitd  persons,  you  give  the  right  to  create  for  tbe  pubtio  a  pa- 
per circulating  medium,  which  ever  lits  beeo  and  ever  will  be 
tai^o  as  money  by  the  people.  It  is  not  to  be  denied  that  to  bank- 
ing companies,  uncontrolled  and  irresponsible,  and  cosdoeled  as 
they  have  been,  is  committed  the  power  of  fixing  the  vahie  of  the 
entire  property  of  the  country.  When  they  expand  their  circu- 
lation, property  rises.  Wbeorthey  contract,  it  sinks*  '^If  a  ^eH 
expansion  of  the  currency  of-  the  country  creates  high  prices, 
high  wag^  and  over-trading,  it  is  self  evident  that  a  great  con- 
traction of  the  currency  will  produce  exactly  the  opposite  effects 
^— low  prices,  low  wages  and  little  trading."  The  abundance  of 
paper  nioitey  gives  ao  indaied  value  to  prodMC4f,  wbicb  is  takes 
away  when  eewdtsooiints  are  refused  and  payments  required. 

^^  The  constant  tendency  of  banks  has  been  to  lend  too  much, 
and  to  put  too  aiany  notes  in  circuhaion.^'  It  was  once  well  said 
by  a  distingutshed  peer  of  Englaod,  that  ^Vif  the  Americans  went 
into  tbe  (ending  system  of  England,  and  adopted  their  projects  of 
ensubstantittl  paper  money,  their  boasted  iodepandooce  would 
^▼e  to  be  the  merest  phai^om."  How  literally  bm  tbia  predic- 
tion been  verified  by  tbe  history  oC  past  events! 

Mu^h  has  aheady  been  aceompiised  by  the  siei»  end  inflexi^- 
Ue  <lemoeiecy  of  {few  Hampshire,  in  promoting  .the  cause  of 
equal  rights  and  in  soslaitiing  the  demands  of  just  end  coostitu- 
ttonal  privileges.  Let  us  steadiastly  maintain  the-pnsitions  we 
have  assumed.  True  it  is^f  ihat  tbe  hisiofgr  of  our^ovn  State,  for 
ttie  last  half  century,  has  not  seemed  to  require  a  full  and  esplioit 
expoettioQ  of  those  great  principles  which  are  now  deemed  as  es- 
sentidly  eonneeled  with  huiaan  rights..  Such  baa  been  the  even 
tenor  of  our  way,  stich  has  been  Uie  course  t)f  pa«t  events,  that 
there  has  not  occurred  any  such  conflict  io  the  ^ipplicatioe  of 
those  coostitutienal  proviwens,  as  necessarily  to  call  forth, 
until  recentfy,  any  general  discussion  oi  the  subject.  But  tbe  di- 
versified concerns  of  man  have  in^neiore  cnodeco  time  raised  the 
direct  9«eslfon:  What  ate  the  rights  and  privileges  ef  the  citi* 
■en  as  guaramied^by  tiw  eeosliintten?— ap4  what  ^owera  have 
fHibjfc  end  private-  eerponrtpnt  over  ihoae  ifidivMlual  rigbte? 
IS 
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These  momeococis  considerations  hkre  been  within  cfae  few  bsc 
years  addressed  to  the  intelligence  and  patriotism  of  our  State^r 
The  sovereign  power  ims  responded,  and  our  course  should  be 
onward.  We  cannot  recede.  The  peopU^s  uilt  ihomld  he  the 
agenVs  guide. 

We  cannot  fail  to  love  our  own  country,  '^its  soiU  its  equdity, 
liberty^  kws  and  manners.''  It  was  once  said  by  Mr.  Jefferson, 
-^^^  How  little  do  n^  couotrytnen  know  what  precious  blessings 
they  are  in  possession  of,  and  which  no  ether  people  on  earth  eir' 
joy."  They  sfaoukl  realize  ^*how  mtich  it  is  their  interest  to 
preserve  uninfected  by  contagion^  those  pecoKtarities  in  thehr  go^ 
ernment  and  manners  to  which  they  are  indebted  for  those  blee* 
sings."  Politieal  liberty  and  e^lity  are  the  boasted  boons  of  our 
people.  They  b^og  to  us,  and  these  pure  principies  will  con« 
tinue  to  warm  the  current  of  our  feelings  and  rivet  the  affections  of 
pur  hearts  to  oar  State  and  government. 

At  the  close  of  the  present  poUtical  year,  I  shaB  have  filled  the 
office  of  Chief  Executive  Magistrate  for  that  period  of  time, 
which  cannot  hnl  to  admonish  me  of  the  propriety  of  $hen  yields 
ing  my  place  to  another,  and  of  returning  to  my  constituents  with 
an  account  of  my  poblie  stewardship.  £atertainn^  these  senti^ 
ments,  and  aware  that  the  time  is  at  band,  wbeo,  according  to 
long  usage,  a  candidate  for  this  office,  for  the  year  next  succeed-* 
ing  the  present,  wiHbe  put  in  nomination;  and  while  I  shall  ever 
bold  in  grateful  remembrance  the  distinguished  honors  which  have 
been  conferred  upon  me;  I  desire  distinctly  to  announce  to  my 
fellow  citizens,  that  I  must  decline  being  considered  among  the 
number  of  those  from  whom  a  seleetton  will  have  to  be  made. 
•  it  will  be  pert^ived  that  in  this,  my  last  address  to  the  legisla^ 
tore,  I  have  not  recommended  any  aiteratieo  ipour  present  system 
o(  laws.  My  suggestions  have  been  of  a  very  geoend  eharacter^ 
but  rt  is  to  be  hoped  that  they  will  be  fomid  neither  inappropriate 
nor  unprofitable  in  their  influence  npoaihe  fistare  legislation  of  the 
State: 

We  owe  it  to  oorselvesy  as  weH  as  to  our  conetituenu,  to  give 
evidenee  •f  our  devotion  to  their  interests  by  practising  a  judi^ 
cious  economy.  We  sbodd  pursue  with  diligence  whatever  shall 
be  necessary  to-be  done. 

It  becomes  us  who  occupy  for  a  time  these  responsiUb  places, 
to  exert  for  the  people  oar  be;it  efforts  and  all  our  habits  of  in* 
dustry,  while  employed  in  the7)uUfc  service.  Time  is  money, 
and  we  should  strive  toiieontimie  this  session  no  longer  than  ^Ndl 
be  necessary  (or  the  transaetioo  of  the  pid)lic^bu8ioess.  Let  os 
exhibit  an  enHnple  ^wotthy  of>  indtatfoo;  give  precepts  W)rtiqr.  cf 
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oorsehres;  t/btovr  fbrdr>0tfr»ieadfet  ted  in  ibe  tMse  of^bindtti 
rights  aod  oof  trottring  'deirotton  to  the  catise  of  huiMo  Kbortj* 
And  be  assured  that  I  shall  be  ready,  arill  timea  and  oir  all  occa- 
sions while  ia  office,  to  co-operate  with  you  hi  the  adoptioo  of 
any  constituiional  measure  promotive  of  the  interests  and  happi- 
ness of  the  people.

RULES  FOR  THE  GOVERNMENT.  OP  THE  HOUSE. 


OF  T5E  DUTY  OP  THE  IS  PEAK  EE* 

1.  The  Speaker  shall  take  the  Chair  precisely  at  the  hour  to 
which  tbe  House  shall  have  adjourned,  shall  immediately  catt  the 
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rfttMT)  jvirw  9«  1849.  ft3 

members  to  order,  and  at  the  commencement  of  each  day's  ses- 
sion, shall  cause  the  journal  of  the  preceding  day  to  be  read. 

2.  He  shall  preserve  decorum  and  order;  may  speak  on 
points  of  order  in  preference  to  other  members,  rising  from  his 
seat  for  that  purpose,  and  shall  decide  questions  of  order  subject 
to  an  appeal  to  the  House  by  any  two  members.  Questions  shall 
be  distinctly  put  in  this  form,  to  wit:  "As  many  as  are  of  opin- 
ioB  that  (as  the  case  may  be,)  say  Aye  ?'*  and  after  the  affirma- 
lire  vote  is  expressed,  "As  many  as  are  of  a  contrary  opinion, 
say  No.'*  If  the  Sjf^eaker  doubts,  or  a  division  be  called  (or,  the 
House  shall  divide;  those  in  the  affirmative  of  the  question  shall 
first  rise  from  their  seats,  and  stand  till  they  be  coimted,  and  af- 
terwards those  in  the  negative  shall  rise  and  stand  trH  they  be 
counted.  The  Speaker  ^faall  then  rise  and  state  the  decision  of 
the  Ho«se. 

3.  He  shall  rise  to  put  a  question,  but  may  state  it  sitting. 

4.  All  committees  shdl  be  appointed  by  the  Speaker,  unless 
otherwise  directed  by  the  House. 

5.  The  Speaker  shall  designate  to  which  of  the  standing  com- 
mittees all  memorialsi  petitions,  accounts,  or  other  maUers  iiMll 
be  referred,  unless  otherwise  ordered  by  the  House. 

6.  The  Speaker  shall  TOte  in  no  case,  unless  the  House  be 
-equally  divided,  or  unless  his  vote,  if  given  to  the  minor^y,  w^ll 
make  the  division  equal;  and  in  case  of  such  equal  divWkm,  the 
qvestton  shall  be  lost. 

7.  All  acts,  addresses  and  joint  resolutions  shall  be  signed  by 
the  Speaker;  and  all  writs,  warrants  or  sub|)cenas,  issued  by  or- 
der of  the  House,  shall  be  under  bis  hand  and  seal,  attested  by 
the  Clei*. 

8.  In  case  of  any  disturbance  or  disorderly  conduct  in  the  gal- 
leries; the  Speaker  or  chairman  of  the  committee  of  the  whole 
HousCv  shall  have  the  power  to  order  the  same  to  be  cleared. 

9*  No  person  but  tlie  members  and  officers  of  the  House, 
cnembers  of  the  Council,  and  members  of  the  Senate,  the  Secre- 
tary of  State,  Treasurer,  ^nd  Clerks  of  the  Senate,  shall  be  ad- 
mitted within  the  door  of  the  Representatives'  chamber,  unless 
by  invitation  of  the  Speaker,  or  of  some  member  of  the  House 
with  the  consent  of  the  Speaker,  exce|>t  in  public  hearings,  tbe 
parlies,  their  counsel  and  witnesses.

1 1 .  Wheo  any  member  is  about  to  speak  m  debate,  or  deliver 
aoy  inat(er  to  the  House,  be  sbali  rise  from  bis  seet  aod  respect- 
fully address  birnself  to  Mr.  Speaker. 

12.  I(  any  member  iransgress  the  rules  of  the  House,  ibe 
Speaker  shall,  or  aoy  other  uieraber  e»ay  call  him  to  order;  in 
which  case  the  mem|j»er  so  called  to  order,  shall  immediately  sit 
dowii;  and  the  question  of  order  shall  then  be  distinctly  stated 
from  the  chair;  afier  which  the  member  so  caUed  to  order,  may 
explain,  and  the  question  shall  be  open  to  debate^  as  in  oth^ 
oases,  and  *be  decided  by  the  Speaker,  whose  decision  ^all  basub* 
mitted  to,  uoless  an  appeal  be  made  to  the  House  by  ameoober, 
in  which  case,  the  only  question  shall  be  ^'  Is  the  Speaker's  de* 
cision  correct?" — ^vhicb  shall  be  decided  without  debate.  If 
the  decision  be  in  favor  of  the  member  so  called  to  order,  he  may 
proceed;  if  otherwise,  and  the  case  shall  require  it,  he  shall  be 
liable  to  the  censure  of  the  House. 

13.  In  ail  cases,  the  member  first  rising  giiall  speak  first. — 
When  two  members  rise  at  the  sanoe  time,  the  Speaker  shall  name 
the  person  to  speak. 

14.  No  men>ber  shall  speak  more  than  twice  to  the  same  ques- 
tion^ without  leave  of  the  House,  nor  more  than  once  until  every 
member  choosing  to  speak  shall  have  spoken;  and  if  a  question 
be  lost  by  adjournment  of  the  House,  and  revived  on  tl>e  succeed- 
ing day,  no  member  who  shall  have  spoken  thereon  twice,  on  the 
peceding  day,  shall  be  permiued  again  to  speak  on  it  without 
leave. 

16.  While  the  Speaker  is -putting  any  question,  or  addressing 
the  House,  no  one  shall  walk  out  of,  or  across  the  House;  nor 
in  such  case,  or  when  a  member  is  speaking,  shall  entertain  pri- 
vate discourse,  nor  whilst  a  member  is  speaking,  shall  pass  be- 
tween him  and  the  Chair,  nor  shall  any  metiiber  leave  his  seat 
while  the  yeas  and  nays  are  calling. 

16.  No  member  shall  vole  on  any  question  in  the  event  of 
which  be  is  directly  interested ;  or  in  any  case  where  he  was  not 
present  when  the  question  was  put. 

It.  Every  member  who  shalf  be  in  the  House  when  a  ques- 
tion is  put,  shall  give  his  vote,  unless  the  House,  for  special  rea- 
sons, shall  excuse  him. 

18.  No  motion  shall  be  debated  until  the  same  shall  be  second- 
ed and  stated  from  the  chair — and  when  a  motion  sliall  be  made 
and  seconded,  it  shall   be  reduced  to  writing,   if  desh^d  by  the 
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Speidnr,  or  anj  member,  d«if«ied  in  at  dM  tiUe,  and  read  hy 
the  Speaker,  before  the  same  shall  be  debated. 

1^»  No  petition  ^il  be  received  by  tfae  House,  unless  it  be 
presented  by  a  member  thereof^  amd  upon  motion  made  for  that 
purpose,  nor  until  the  substance  ei  said  petitioQ  be  eoneisely 
ffiiooted  ssnd  ibe  name  of  fbe  member  nsad  to^rn  he  represents  re- 
corded upon  the  back  thereof :  and  h  shall  be  the  doty  of  the 
Speaker,  whenever  any  motion  relative  to  a  petition  is  to  be  sta- 
ted to  the  House,  to  state,,  io^he  first  place,  the  substance  of  the 
petition,  as  minuted  on  the  back  thereof. 

20.  After,  a  motion  is  stated  by  the  Speaker,  it  shall  be  in  pos- 
session of  the  Houses  but  mayte  withdrawn  at  any  time  before  a 
division  or  amendment. 

21.  When  a  quwtlon  w  tmder  debate,  no*  motion  shall  be  re- 
ceived, but,  1st,  to  •  adjotirn;  2d,  to  Ke  on  the  table;  8d,  to 
postpone  indefinitely;  4ih,  to  postpone  to^a -day  certain;  5lh,  to 
comont;  and  6th,  to  amend ;''Which  severat  motions  shall  have 
precedence  in  the  order  inr  which  they  are  arranged.  Motioas  to 
adjourn  and  lie^n  the"  table,  shall  be  decided  without  debate. 

22.  When  a^uestjen  is  postponed  indefinitely,  the  same  shall 
not  be  acted  upon  during  the  session. 

23.  Any  meftibermay  call  for  the  division  of  a  question,  when 
the  sense  will  admit  of  it. 

24.  A  motion  for  commitment,  until  it  is  decided,  shall  pre- 
chide  all  amendrocnbof  the  main  question — and  all  motions  and 
reports  may  be  commrtted  at^the  pleasure  of  the  House. 

26.  No  new  motion  shall '  be  admitted  under  color  of  amend- 
ment, as  a  substitute  for  the  motion  under  debate. 

26.  No  vote  shall  be  reconsidered,  imless  the  motion  for  re- 
consideration be  made  by  a  member  who  voted  with  the  majority, 
nor  unless  notice  of  such  motion  be  given  on  the  same  day  on 
which  the  vote  passed,  or  on  the  next  day  between  the  hours  of 
ten  and  twelve  o*clock.

A  committee  oo  Agriculture  and  MiuMiraGtures;  acoi^miutee 
on  Finance;  a  committee  on  Military  Affairs;  a  committee  on 
Education;  a  committee  /on  Incorporations;  a  committee  on 
Towns  and  Parishes;  and  a  committee  on  Roads,  Bridges  and 
Canals — to  consist  of  nine  members  each.

Tim  following  message,  from  His  ExceHency  the  Governor,  was 
recerred  By  the  Secretary  of  State,  whichewas  read>and  is  as  fol- 
lows: 

'<  TW&e  Hcnoraik  Sem^e  and  IhuH  0/ Reprtstniatk^  : 

Under  the  first  resolution  adopted  by  the  legishtdre,  June  2S, 
1842, 1  was  authorieed  among  other  things  to  procure  and  trans- 
mit one  copy  of  alt  the  judicial  decisions  of  the  courts  of  this 
StaCe«to  each  of  the  states  of  Mahie,  Mississippi  and  Arkansas, 
and  was  empowered  to  draw  my  warrant  on  tlie  treasurer  to  pay  for 
the  same.  Under  the  second  resolution  adopted  at  the  same  time 
the  secretary  of  this  State  was  required  to  procure  and  transmit 
to  tbe'several  states  and  territories  one  copy  each,  as  they  may 
hereafter  be  reported  and  published^  of  the  printed  judicial  decis- 
ions of"  the  courts  of  this  State.  No  provision  was  made  to  meet 
the  charge^of  esoecutiogAis  resolution. 

In  consequence  oT  the  passage  bf  these  resolutions,  the  Secre- 
tary of  State  has  addressed  a  letter  to  the  Executive  department 
of  each  state  and  territory,  of  the  United  States,  for  the  purpose 
of  ascertaining  whether  afty,  and  if  any,  what  number  of  the  vol- 
umes of  the  TjBports  of  ocft  judicial  decisions  had  b^en   received 
by  them 'respectively.     Answers   have  been  received  at  this  de- 
partment frow  the  secretary  of  state  of  the   United    States  and 
from  the  states  of  Maine,   Connecticut,   Vermofit,  New  Tork, 
Delaware,  W&ryland,  Nbrrfi  Carolina,  Alabama,   Arkansas,  Mis- 
sissippi, Illinois,  Indiana  and  Missouri.  -  From   these   returns  it 
appears  that  the  statesOf  Illinois,  North  Carolina,  Arj^ansas  and 
Delaware  have  not  received  any  of  6ur  judicial  reports;     The 
communication  of  the  secretary  of  state   of  Delaware  gives   in- 
formation that  if  there  be  not  a  full  set  of  Harrington's  (Dela- 
ware) Reports   in  the  state  library  of  N'ew  HampslBre,-t!e  will 
cause  one  to  be  forwarded  as  soon  as  the  facfcan  be  nscertaitied. 
The  ^tate  of  Alabama  h&s  been  furnished  only  *'wjth  the  1st  and 
5lh  volumes  of  our  reports.     The  states  of  Irtdiatm,  Vermont  and 
Maryland  have  each  been  furnished  iv'xih  6  vols,  from  No.  I  to 
No.  6,  inclusive.     The  stare  of  Connecticut  has  been  furnished 
with    volumes   from  No.   1    to  No.  3,   inclusive.      The   state 
of  Missouri  from  No.  1  to  No.  5  inclusive.     Th^  state  of  New 
Tork  from  No.  1  to  No.  8,  inclusive.     And  the  library  of  Con- 
gress has  been  supplied  with  the  8  vols  from  No.  1  to  No.  8  in- 
clusive.    Protn  these  facts  it  has  occurred  to  me  that  it  mirirt  be 
well  for  the  legislature  to  reconsider  the  last  resolution  adopted 
June  23,  1842,  and  to  provide  that  authority  be  given  to  procure 
and  traosroit  to  each  state  and  territory  as  many  vdamet  of  the 
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reports  of  our  judicial  decismns,  so  that  including  what  may  be 
on  band,  the  United  States  and  each  state  and  territory  shall  be 
furnished  with  one  entire  set  of  reports  as  far  as  the  same  may 
hare  been  published.

On  the  28th  of  March,  1840,  a  suit  was  cotDfueoe^d  agaiast 
Gordon  Burley,  on  a  claim  in  favor  of  the  State  against  bM%  grow- 
ing out  of  his  contract  for  the  employiueot.  and  ^rvice  of  ibe 
convicts  in  the  State  Prison.  This  action  has  been  submitted  to 
aki  auditor,  but  the  nature  and  extent  of  the  claims  brought  into 
controversy  seem  to  render  it  necessary  that  the  matter  should  be 
6na]ly  tried  anddetermined  by  a  board  of  arbitrators  in  preference 
to  a  trial  by  jury.  Desirous  of  bringing  this  action  jto  a  idoae,  I 
bave  had  a  conference  with  Mr.  Burley,  and  he  assents  that  arbi- 
trators may  be  selected  to  adjust  the  matters  in  dispuliO.  I  have 
also  had  conversatton  with  one  of  the  attorneys  employed  by  the 
State,  and  he  not  only  assents,  but  recommeiids  that  such  an  ar- 
rangement be  made* '  I  would,  therefore,  suggest  to  .the  Legisla- 
ture the  propriety  of  passing  a  resolution,  giving  amhoriiy  to  some 
person  to  conclude  such  an  agreement  with  Mr.  Burley,  as^will 
lead  to  a  speedy  adjtistment  of  the  claims  in  controversy  between 
him  and  the  State.  I  feel  authorized  in  saying  that  the  bonds- 
men of  Mr.  Burley  have  signified  their  assent  to  such  an  arrange- 
ment, and  will  not  hesitate  to  abide  by  the  award  of  the  arbitra- 
tors in  the  case.  The  subjoined  statement  has  been  furnished  me 
by  the  attorney  of  the  State.  HCNBY  HUBBARD.

In  ac- 
cordaoce  with  this  privilege,  we  assemble  to-day,  not  only  for  the 
purpose  of  speaking  in  condemnatory  terms  of  certain  legislative 
proceedings  and  requesting  a  redress  by  a  timely  reformatioe.^h 
the  part  of  that  body,  but  also  to  express  our  hearty  commeada- 
tion  of  9ome  of  its  doings,  which  seem  to  our  understandingSt  selF- 
evidently  calculated  to  tolerate  and  preserve  our  liberties  and  the. 
welfare  of  the  balance  of  the  people  of  this  State.  And  where- 
as the  genius  and  spirit  of  our  democratic  institutions  evidently 
are,  that  the  people  should  make  all  enactments;  but  it  being  both 
expensive  and  inconvenient  for  all  the  people  to  come  togewer  to 
make  their  laws,  they  employ  representatives  to  express  their  will 
and  represent  their  principles,  and  the  representative  is  io  duty 
bound  to  carry  out  this  prmciple  to  the  letter,  as  far  as  made 
Jcnown  to  them.     Therefore 

Resolved^  That  the  principle  of  instructing  representatives  is 
not  only  just  and  proper,  but  of  mdispeasablo.  importance,  in  order 
tbat  the  voice  of  the  people  may  be  foUy  and  d^oitely  under- 
stood.

shall  receive  his  '*per  diem"  for  any  longer  time  than  be  was  ac- 
tually in  attendance.

ture.  AU,  I  trust,  have  been  actuated  in  their  course  by  a  sense 
of  public  dufy;  and  whatever  differenees  of  opinion  may  have 
arisen  in  the  consideration  of  public  measures,  it  should  never 
lead  to  the  formation  d^p^ersonal  animosities. 

We  are  sojourning  here  only  for  a  short  time,  and  we  should 
80  conduct  in  life  as  to  meet  the  approbation  of  the  Judge  of  all. 

1  shall  ever  hold  each'  individual  midmber  of  this  legislature  in 
the  most  kind  and  grateful  remembrance.  My  best  wishes  will 
attend  you  individuatly  through  this  life,  and  may  each  of  you 
have  a  safe  journey  to  your  homes  and  a  happy  interview  with 
your  families  and  friends,  and  when  our  labors  on  earth  shall  be 
ended,  may  we  all  find  peace  and  happiness  in  heaven.

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As  I  have  noticed  niorfc  in  det&t),  by  the  foregoing  statement 
and  accounts,  it  will  be  seen  that  the  income  of  the  Prison  for  the 
year  closing  April  30th,  1843^  has  been  seventy-one  hundred 
eighty-five  dollars  ninety-nine  cents,  and  the  expenses,  sixty-four 
hundred  twenty-seven  dollars  sixty-three  cents;  giving  a  surplus 
of  income  over  expenditures  of  seven  hundred  fifty-eight  dollars 
thirty-six  centSy  which  has  been  carried  to  the  stock  account. 

The  cash  receipts  have  been  $8,848  00  and  the  cash  expen- 
ditures $8,389  45,  leaving  a  balance  on  hand  of  $458  55. 

I  am  exceedingly  pleased  with  the  resnlts  of  the  operations  of 
the  Prison  for  the  past  twelve  months,  feeling  confident  rt  can  but 
carry  conviction  to  the  mind  o(  every  candid  man,  that  so  long  as 
proper  care  and  economy  is  exercised,  this  institution  will  be  a 
source  of  revenue  to  the  State  rather  than  a  tax. 

The  contracts  existing  at  the  last  Session  are  still  in  force. 

Good  order  and  quiet  attention  to  labor  have  been  strikingly 
manifested  by  the  convicts  during  the  whole  year :  the  discipline 
has  been  maintained  with  a  very  trifling  amount  of  punishment, 
fully  proving  that  it  is  not  the  severity  but  the  certainty  of  being 
disciplined,  that  induces  the  convicts  to  yield  full  obedience  to 
the  rules  and  regulations  made  for  their  government. 

We  have  had  no  deaths  during  the  year,  and  it  is  a  remarkable 
fac(,  that  nearly  two  and  a  half  years  have  elapsed  since  there  has 
been  a  death  among  the  inmates  of  the  Prison.  Then*  health  has 
been  generally  good.  The  report  of  the  Physician  is  quite  full 
and  explicit  upon  this  subject,  to  which  I  would  respectfully  re- 
fer. 

The  Chaplain,  in  his  report,  makes  mention  of  the  means  now 
authorized  to  be  used  for  the  instruction  and  moral  improvement 
of  the  convicts,  as  being  insufficient  to  secure  that  improvement 
in  knowledge  which  will  allow  us  to  hope  for  the  actual  reforma-* 
tion,  every  man  can  but  wish  might  be  effected  in  these  our  de- 
graded and  unfortunate  fellow  mortals.  I  entirely  coincide  with 
him  in  these  views.  The  means  are,  and  have  been  for  years, 
entirely  insufiicient — much  less  than  in  any  other  similar  institu- 
tion in  the  country;  and  I  would  recommend  that  a  sum  be  albw- 
ed  the  Chaplain  from  the  funds  of  ihe  Prison,  sufficient  to  enable 
him  to  devote  all  of  the  Sabbath  in  imparting  to  the  inmates  of 
this  institution  that  knowledge  they  so  much  reqitire. 

In  conclusion^  I  would  again  take  occasion  to  notice  the  effi- 
cient and  attentive  manner'  witb  which  ibe  Deputy  Warden,  Mr. 
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Filhburjr,  aul  oditr  officers  of  the  Pri^oo,  have  discharged  their 
various  aod  responsible  duties.

PHYSICIAN'S  REPORT. 

To  the  Hon.  Board  of  Directors  of  the  JV.  H.  State  Prison. 

Gentlemen  :  The  close  of  another  official  year  makes  it  my 
duty  to  report  to  your  Board  the  state  of  health  at  the  Prison 
during  the  year.  The  convicts  have,  on  the  whole,  been  healthy, 
although  there  has  been  more  sickness  this  year  than  last.  No 
epidemic,  however,  has  prevailed,  and  no  particular  disease  has 
been  sufficiently  prevalent  or  prominent  to  require  special  notice. 
The  number  of  convicts,  as  will  appear  by  the  Warden's  Re* 
port,  is  99 — their  ages  ranging  from  13  to  76 — all  heretofore  ad- 
dicted to  vicious  and  irregular  habits,  and  most  of  them  intemper- 
ate :  yet,  among  such  a  class  of  men,  not  a  death  has  occurred 
duriag  the  last  twenty-six  months— a  fact  somewhat  remarkable 
in  penitentiary  statistics,  although  at  a  former  period  there  was  no 
death  b,X  this  Prison  for  three  successive  years.  These  results 
strikingly  illustrate  the  truth  of  a  remark  made  in  my  report  of  last 
year,'  in  relation  to  the  healthful  influence  of  regular  labor,  regu- 
lar hours,  and  plain  nutritious  diet.  But  take  a  more  extended 
period,  and  the  general  result  will  still  be  found  highly  satisfacto- 
ry. It  appears  from  the  Prison  records,  that  during  the  past  16 
years  the  average  number  of  convicts  has  been  77^ — aggregate 
years  of  confinement  during  this  period,  1240 — whole  number  of 
deaths  9 — making  the  rate  of  mortality  somewhat  less  than  three 
fourths  of  one  per  cent.,  or  in  the  proportion  of  1  to  138.  In  9 
of  the  above-mentioned  16  years^  there  was  not  a  single  case  of 
mortality* 

This,  I  apprehend,  is  at  least  as  favorable  a  result  as  can  be 
exhibited  by  the  records  of  any  penitentiary  in  the  country.  In- 
deed, it  will  well  compare  io  this  respect  with  most  of  our  healthy 
New  England  towss.  Io  the  town  of  Concord,  for  instance)  the 
average  number  of  cteatfas  for  the  last  13  years  has  l^een  61  anpu- 
ally,.wbiob  is  in  the  proj^tioa.pf  1  to  73  o^the  popqlatiaii^  ovy 
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if  we  deduct  from  the  deaths  and  the  population  til  under  10  years 
of  age,  1  to  89. 

In  connexion  with  the  foregoing  statistics,  it  is  worthy  of  re* 
mark,  that  only  two  females  have  been  sent  to  the  penitentiary  for 
the  last  17  years.

CHAPLAIN'S  REPORT. 

To  Hh  Excellency  the  Governor  and  the^JEhn.  Council^  Dine* 
tors  oftht  Js\w  Hampshire  State  Prison. 

Gentlemen:  The  ordinary  religious  services  have  been  reg- 
ularly  attended  in  the  chapel  during  the  past  year.  The  convicts 
have  uniformly  listened  to  the  preached  word  with  respectful  aod 
often  with  fixed  attention.  It  has  been  very  gratifying  to  wiuiess 
the  perfect  order  and  apparent  solemnity  manifested  during  our 
religious  exercises.  Probably  there  are  but  few  congregations  in 
the  State,  that  give  belter  attention  to  the  exhibition  of  the  truth, 
or  manifest  more  apparent  interest  in  religious  services.  And  it 
is  fondly  hoped  there  are  a  few  who  are  not  hearers  of  the  word 
only.  ,And  why  may  it  not  be  so?  Although  convicts,  are  they 
not  of  the  human  family,  children  with  us  of  the  same  common 
parent?  And  if  degraded  aiid  tost  in  sin,  did  not  the  blessed  Re- 
deemer come  from  Heavert;to.  seek  the  lost? — ^did-  he  not  shed 
his  precious  blood  to  clearise'  the  defiled?  Why  then  should  we 
despair  of  seeing  such  as  these  turd  from  their  evil  ways?*-or 
why  should  we  not  expect^  rather,  that  under  a  healthful  disci- 
pline, and  suitable  moral  and  religious  instruction,  many  of  those 
on  whom  guilt  has  been  found,  would  bring  forth  fruits  meet  for 
repentance  ?  The  same  variety  oT  disposition  and -propensity  to 
evil,  no  doubt,  exists  inside  the  Prison  waits  as  in  community  at 
large.  While  some  may  be  more  stubborn  and  less  susceptible 
of  moral  impression,  there  are  others  entirely  the  reverse.  There 
are  those  neglected  by  their  parents,  who  have  growir  up  in  ignor- 
ance, having  never  enjoyed  the  privileges  of  the  sanctuary,  but 
neglected  their  bibles,  and  were  suffered  to  run  at  large.  Others 
could  scarcely  read  when  they  were  committed,  and  others  of  in- 
temperate habits  participated  m  crime,  and  found  theoiselves 'h^ 
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before  ihey  fully  realized  the  course  ihey  were  pursuiog.  Such 
now  have  time  for  reflection^  ibr  reading  their  bibles,  except  such 
as  are  hardly  able  to  read,  and  hearing  the  gospel  once  on  the  Sab* 
batb.  Of  SQch  there  is  hope  dMtmaey  wiU  reform.  Many  hate 
often  expressed  their  surprise  that  they  had  lived  in  so  thought- 
less and  careless  a  manner,  and  also  their  gratiuide  that  they  have 
been  arrested  and  brought  into  a  situation  where  they  can  reflect, 
and  «re  taue^ht  the  truths  of  the  gospel. 

In  relation  to  the  means  employed,  it  is  a  question  worthy,  per* 
haps,  of  consideration,  whether  the  amount  of  instruction  now  pro- 
vided by  the  State,  Will  conrpar^  with  what  is  done  4>y  other 
States  for  their  penitentiaries^  or  is  fully  adequate  to  the  wants  and 
interests  of  the  convicts.  The  great  object  in  their  confinement 
is  two-fold,  punishment  for  crime  a«d  reforniattod  of  character; 
and  the  test  is  certainly  no  less  desirable  than  the  ^rst.  And  to 
secure  both,  the  necessary  and  appropriate  means  must  be 
employed.  We  have  nearly  one  hundred  convicts  of  all  ages, 
from  the  youth  in  bis  teens  to  the  man  of  grey  hairs,  comprising 
almost  every  description  of  character,  many  very  ignorant,  who 
must  depend  almost  entirely  on  the  advantages  afforded  within  the 
Prison  walls,  for  what  knowledge  they  ever  acquire",  and  the  ques- 
tion naturally  recurs,  how  much  effi^rt  is  required  of  the  State  for 
their  improvement? 

Tn  conclusion,  it  is  ardently  hoped  that  this  class  of  our  fellow- 
men,  while  shut  oat  from  the  world,  justly  to«ndure  penal  inflic- 
tion for  their  pa^t  misdeeds,  will  not  be  forgotten  by  the  philan- 
thropist and  the  christian ;  but  that  the  efforts  and  the  prayers  of 
both  will  be  employed  to  secure  a  complete  reformation  of  char- 
acter, that  the  wanderer  and  the  transgressor  may  be  saved  and 
rend<*red  virtuons  and  happy.  ,

REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  VISITORS. 

Concord,  June  17,  1843. 
To  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives: 
The  Board  of  Visitors  have,  sioce  ibe  commencemeot  of  the 

t resent  session,  visited  '*The  New  Hampshire  Asylum  for  the 
nsane,"  and  have  examined  into  the  condition  of  the  patients, 
and  the  regulations  and  general  management  of  the  Asylum;  aod 
they  do  not  perceire  that  any  thing  is  wanting  to  carry  ^^  into  full 
effect "  the  design  of  this  huu)aue  institution,  except  a  buildii^ 
apart  and  separate  from  the  other  buildings,  and  to  be  so  tbof 
oughly  constructed  as  to  afford  a  safe  and  secure  place,  exclusive' 
ly  for  those  raving  and  furious  insane  persons  who  may  be  placed 
at  this  Asylum.  The  Board  were  forcibly  reminded  of  the  im- 
portance of  such  a  building,  at  their  recent  visit,  by  the  appear- 
ance of  a  patient  by  the  name  of  McCrillis.  He  was  necessarily 
con6ned  in  the  same  wing  of  the  hospital  with  other  persons  par- 
tially deranged.  The  presence  and  furious  conduct  of  this  unfor- 
tunate fellow  being,  must  produce  the  most  unfavorable  influences 
upon  those  who  are  suffering  partial,  and  (if  is  to  be  hoped)  tem- 
porary delirium,  through  some  morbid  affection  of  the  mind;  and 
the  very  presence  also  of  these  partially  insane  persons,  could  not 
fail  to  add  to  the  violence  of  McCrillis'  madness.  It  occurs  to 
the  Board  ot  Visitors  that  such  a  building  is  necessary  for  the  full 
and  perfect  accomplishment  of  the  humane  purposes  of  this  insti- 
tution. And  they<would  recommend  that  the  State,  at  as  early  a 
time  as  may  be  convenient,  should  provide  for  the  erection  of 
such  a  building.  In  a  communication  made  to  the  legislature  in 
June,  1842,  the  Board  of  Visitors  then  suggested  their  views 
upon  this  subject,  and  the  present  Board  do  not  perceive  any 
reason  for  adding  to  the  suggestions  then  made* 

In  the  report  of  the  Superintendent,  '^Hhe  regulations  and  gen- 
eral management  of  the  Asylum  "  and  "  the  condition  of  the  pa- 
tients "  are  correctly  represented.    And  the  Board  of  Visitors  do 
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not  hesitate  to  express  their  coocurrence  as  to  the  general  views 
expressed  in  the  report  of  the  SuperinteDdenC,  as  well  as  in  the 
report  of  the  Trustees.

The  large  number  of  patients  admitted  withm  the  seven  months 
during  which  the  institution  has  been  opened,  being  seventy-si^i 
proves  its  necessity  and  importance.  Withi[>  this  short  period  it 
has  removed  from  the  hands  an<i  feet  of  the  kisfuie,.  many  a  mana- 
cle and  cliain;  it  has  furnished  for  many  wIxq  wer«  previousfy  suf- 
fering all  that  it  was  possible  for  human  beings  to  suffer,  a  pleasant 
retreat,  where  they  have  enjoyed  all  the  liberty  "and  comfort  which 
their  condition  would  admit;  and  last,  though  not  least,  it  has 
restored  husbands  to  wives^  and  wives?»to  husbands,  children  to 
parents,  and  parents  to  children,  vvho'  might  otherwise  have  drag- 
jijed  out  a  miserable  existence  in  incurable  insanity — been  a  source 
of  misery  to  their  friends  m\d  relations,  •and  a  burthen  to  their 
connections,  or  the  counties  and  towns  which  might  be  liable  for 
their  support.  It  is  a  source  of  great  gratificatioo,  and  somewhat 
remarkable,  (considering  tliat  we  have  no  strong  roofns  for  the 
more  violent  insane,)  that  no  severe  ifljury  hfes  occurred  to  any 
patient  or  person  connected  with  the  institution.  A  creator  de- 
gree of  beakb,  comfort  and  success,  in  every  point  of  view,  has 
attended  the  institution  than  was  anticipated  by  its  nK)st  sanguine 
friends,  and  affords  the  best  encouragement  to  all  interested*  in  this 
benevolent  enterpriser  The  Trustees  have  ever  found,  in  their 
visits  tp  the  instkatioD,  that  the  internal  policy  and  maDagemeof 
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of  the  Asylum  were  worthy  of  M  praise.  The  neatness  and 
good  order  which  every  where  prevailedi  the  cheeriuloess  and 
comfort  exhibited  \>y  the  iDmates,  and  the  general  appearance  of 
the  Asylum,  have  evinced  an  efficiency,. zeal  and  humanity  in  the 
Superintendent,  Dr.  George  Chandler,  which  proves  him  to  be 
admirably  adapted  to  the  performance  of  his  arduous  and  respon- 
sible duties. 

When  the  amount  of  suffering  which  this  institution  has  already, 
in  so  short  a  time,  alleviated,  is  considered — the  number  of  valu- 
able and  talented  members  of  society  it  is  destined,  with  proper 
encouragement,  to  restore  to  usefulness,  who  would  otherwise  be 
exhibiting  all  the  horrors  of  madness  rolling  through  the  brain — it 
cannot  be  that  good  and  honest  hearts  will  feel  indifferent  to  this 
noblest  of  all  charities.  We  commend  it  to  all  those  who  love 
their  fellow-men  and  seek  the  honor  and  best  interest  of  the  State 
— to  all  "who  would  do  unto  others  as  they  would  that  others 
should  do  unto  them^' — to  all  who  can  feel  the  force  of  the  senti- 
ment, "I  was  siqk  and  in  prison  and  ye  visited  me." 

It  is  the  object  of  the  institution  to  extend  its  benefits- and  ad- 
vantages to  the  necessities  of  every  class  of  this  State,  at  as  low  a 
rate  as  its  means  of  support  and  existence  will  allow,  the  only 
wish  being  to  obtain  barely  sufficient  funds  to  pay  its  current  ex- 
penses. The  price  of  board  will  accordingly  depend,  in  a  meas- 
ure, upon  the  amount  of  donations  it  may  receive  from  the  benev- 
olent and  the  aid  furnished  by  the  State. 

The  legislature,  for  a  number  of  years  past,  has  made  liberal 
|>rovisions  for  the  deaf  and  dumb  and  blind,  with  the  approbation 
of  all  our  citizens.  The  insane  are  a  far  more  numerous  class, 
'anil  probably  there  are  at  least  twenty  insane  persons  to  one  who 
is  deaf,  dumb  or  blind.  It  has  been  well  said,  that  there  is  not 
an  argument  in  favor  of  providing  for  the  deaf^  dumb  or  blind,  that 
will  not  apply  with  tenfold  greater  force  in  favor  of  the  insane. 
A  deaf,  dumb  or  blind  person  is  not  necessarily  unhappy  or  a 
burden  to  his  friends.  Most  of  them  can  amply  support  them- 
selves. But  with  the  insane,  his  disease  shuts  him  out  from  all 
enjoyment.  The  family  with  which  he  is  connected,  experience 
the  most  poignant  sensations  of  grief  and  anxieiy,  and  frequently 
are  exposed  to  the  greatest  dangers.  Whatever  may  be  done  by 
<he  legislature  for  the  deaf,  dumb  or  Wind,  they  cannot  be  restor- 
ed to  the  full  possession  of  all  their  faculties,  while  the  insane 
may  be.  Whatever  funds  the  legislature  may  appropriate  for  the 
benefit  of  the  insane,  remain  permanent  in  our  own  State,  of  the 
benefits  of  which  tbe  insane  of  die  future  generations  can  partake 
as  well  as  those  of  the  present  time.     It  cannot  be  that  the  same 
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people,  tfce  same  legislamre,  will,  with  but  erne  feeling  and  spirit, 
open  their  hands  so  liberally  to  one  Hnfortooate  class  of  our  fel- 
low-citizens, and  shut  them  to  another  class  who  cannot  speak  for 
or  protect  themselres,  and  who,  to  say  the  least  of  it,  are  equally 
deserving. 

We  are  in  hopes  the  time  wiB  loon  arrire,  when  the  price  of 
board  can  be  reduced,  consistently  with  the  safety  and  interests 
of  the  institution.  The  price  aow  charged,  is  two  dollars  fifty 
1  cenis  per  week  for  patients  out  of  the  State,  and  two  dollars 
twenty-five  cents  for  those  in  the  State.  For  this  sum  they  are 
furnished  with  board,  washing,  mending  of  their  clothes,  fuel  and 
lights,  medicine  for  the  sick,  the  services  of  experienced  and 
faithful  nurses  and  attendants,  the  constant  attention  and  watchful- 
ness of  the  physician,  means  of  riding  and  other  exercise  and 
amusement,  together  with  the  use  of  the  spacious  buildings  and 
halls  and  walks,  so  well  adapted  to  their  restoration.  The  male 
patients,  as  soon  as  they  become  sufficiently  calmed,  are  employ- 
ed about  the  farm  and  in  the  shops,  &c.  The  females  are  pleas- 
antly und  usefully  engaged  in  knitting  and  different  kinds  of  nee- 
dle-work. A  large  number  of  articles  of  clothing  and  bedding 
have  been  made  by  the  females  of  the  Asylum.  With  the  help  of 
the  males,  the  farm  and  grounds  in  a  few  years  will  doubtless  be 
much  improved.  The  employment  of  the  insane  insures  a  double 
purpose — that  of  contributing  to  the  support  of  the  institution  and 
to  their  recovery. 

The  Trustees  would  respectfully  call  the  attention  of  the  leg- 
islature to  the  subject  of  exempting  the  attendants  of  the  Asylum 
from  performing  military  duty.  We  ask  no  exemption  for  aay 
except  thos«3  whose  exclusive  duty  it  is  to  attend  upon  the  pa- 
tients. If  we  could  supply  their  places  by  temporary  substitutes, 
we  would  not  make  the  request.  Their  situation  is  one  which  a 
person  unacquainted  with  its  duties,  can  but  poorly  perform. 
All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted  by  the  undersigned.

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REPORT  OP  THE  SUPERINTENDENT. 

To  the  Trustee  of  the  A*.  H.  ^Immfor  the  hsane. 

Gentlemen: 

Oo  the  28th  of  October,  1842,  the  Asylum  was 
so  far  completed  and  furhisfaed  that  one  man  and  myself  siaid  over 
night  ia  the  establishment;  and  the  next  day  a  very  violent  and 
Doisy  man  was  brought  to  us.  From  that  time  patients  have  come 
in  as  fast  as  we  have  been  prepared  to  receive  them* 
There  have  been  admitted  since  Oct.  28th,  1842,

It  must  be  considered  fortunate  that  so  many — six  of  each  sex 
— have  recovered  during  the  short  time  the  institution  has  been 
opened.  The  friends  of  patients  are  often  too  solicitous  to  re- 
move them  before  their  entire  recovery.  All,  or  nearly  all,  of 
the  ten  reported  as  "Improved,"  would  have  recovered  had  they 
remained  longer  with  us.  The  friends  are  liable  on  visiting  them 
to  be  deceived  in  their  calmness  and  serenity  in  the  Asylum„away 
from  the  cares  of  business  and  the  scenes  that  produced  their 
disease;  and  they  run  great  hazards  of  bringing  on  a  relapse,  in 
taking  them  to  the  same  trials  again  before  the  mind  has  become 
strong. 

I  have  recommended  the  removal  of  only  three:  the  others  have 
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been  called  for  by  their  friends  before  I  thought  It  perfectly  prcr- 
dent  for  tbem  to  leave  the  Asylum;  but  subsequent  to  tbeir  return^ 
we  received  information  that  they  were  fortunate  enough  to  escape 
a  relapse  and  to  engage  in  tlieir  former  duties  of  life. 

From  those  who  were  taken  away  as  '^Improved"  and  conval- 
escing, we  have  favorable  accounts. 

Of  those  not  "Improvefl,"  one  was  so  calm  and  had  such  une- 
quivocal symptoms  of  consmriplion,  that  the  husband  was  advised 
to  remove  her.  But  most  of  the  others  were  taken  away  for  the 
want  of  means  to  support  them  at  the  institution. 

Two  went  home  on  trial  or  visrts,  and  becoming  more  e^ccited, 
have  returned  to  us  again.  , 

There  has  been  one  death.  It  occurred  in  a  female  aged  63, 
of  a  strongly  marked  nervous  temperament  and  highly  cirftivated 
intellect,  acutely  sensitive  to  all  the  delicate  and  social  feefings, 
of  unobtrusive  benevolence  and  charity.  Several  members  of 
her  family  have  died  wiih  affections  of  the  brain  and  nervous  sys- 
tem. She  had  been  for  years  in  fcebfe  health,  and  in  winter  had 
been  afflicted  with  a  cough  so  severe  that  her  physicians  feared 
organic  changes  had  taken  place  in  the  lungs.  'Shere  bad  been 
noticed  for  some  years,  a  slight  depression  in  the  bone  on  the 
posterior  and  superior  portion  of  the  skull.  In  October,  1842> 
this  cavity ^lad  obtained  the  siae  of  an  inch  in  width  and  more 
than  that  in  length,  and  perhaps  a  line  deep,  and  it  appeared  to  be 
rapidly  increasing.  About  this  time  she  complained  of  pain  in 
the  top  of  her  head,  attended  with  beaty-and  being  restless  nights. 
She  said  to  her  family  that  ^^  during  the  night  she  bad  beautiful 
thoughts,  and  wished  she  could  have  pen  and  ink  by  her  to  write 
them  down."  A  change  took  place  in  her  conversation  and  man- 
ners about  this  lime.  She  would  tell  her  neighbors  all  the  naked 
truth  about  them,  even  if  it  wounded  iheir  feelings*  and  would  re^ 
mind  them  of  their  faults.  This  was  a  great  departure  from  her 
former  conciliatory  disposition. 

She  bad  always  been  abstemious  in  her  mode  of  living,  and  of 
fate  had  partaken  ahiiost  wholly  of  a  miH  vegetable  diet.  She 
now  became  very  fastidious. 

Her  fannly  gratified  all  her  wishes  and  commands  until  the 
house  was  in  confusion.  She  feh  very  much  hurried  and  engaged 
in  business.  She  required  all  her  drawers  of  clothing  and  trunks 
to  be  brought  into  her  room  to  arrange  them.  And,  as  she  com- 
plained  of  the  effects  of  light  upon  her  eyes,  no  fire  could  be  kept 
at  times  in  the  room.  Her  mind  was  exercised  with  strange  delu- 
sions and  revelations. 

For  some  days  before  she  was  brought  to  u^,  she  had  ahnost 
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entirely  refused  food.  When  sbearnTed  at  the  Asylum,  she  wis 
noisy,  commanded  one  to  do  this  and  another  that;  called  for 
food,  and  when  brought,  would  not  receive  it;  clung  to  her  clothes 
for  fear  of  loosing  them;  and  was  very  much  emaciated,  and  fee* 
ble,  unless  excited. 

For  several  days  and  nights  this  state  of  mind  continued,  but 
as  the  excitement  passed  off  she  became  more  calm  and  quiet. 
After  the  first  week  she  had  none  of  the  violent  cough  with  which 
she  before  had  been  afflicted.  Her  breathing  was  ever  after  gen- 
tle and  easy.  Her  pulse  after  the  excitement  left  her,  was  natu- 
ral in  force  and  frequency  until  the  last.  Very  little  medicine  was 
given  her,  except  mild  cathartics,  as  it  was  said  that  narcotics 
given  her  before  coming  under  our  care,  stupified  and  disturbed 
without  calming  the  nervous  system. 

One  or  more  of  her  children  were  with  her  the  last  three  weeks 
of  her  life,  to  administer  to  her  wants.  For  many  days  liquids 
only  could  be  taken.  There  was  scarcely  an  effort  at  waking  up 
the  mind  at  the  close  of  life,  as  the  physical  powers  sank  down 
and  wasted  away  with  marasmus. 

After  the  body  was  carried  to  the  friends,  the  following  account 
of  an  examination  of  the  remains  was  sent  to  us : 

*'  A  circular  portion  of  the  cranium  was  removed,  involving  a 
part  of  the  parietal,  occipital  and  temporal  bons s, — scalp  exceed- 
ingly thin, — a  firm  adhesion  of  the  dura  mater  to  the  superior  and 
posterior  part  of  the  cranium, — no  protuberance  upon  the  inner 
surface  of  the  cranium  corresponding  with  the  depressions  upon 
the  outer.  The  bone  thinner  at  those  parts  exhibiting  some  dis- 
coloration. Upon  the  inner  surface  of  the  dura  mater  were  found 
a  number  of  bony  deposites,  varying  in  size  and  form,  the  largest 
about  an  inch  in  length  and  a  line  in  diameter,  situated  between 
the  anterior  lobes  of  the  brain.  A  large  quantity  of  lymph  was 
thrown  out  from  the  pia  mater  over  the  superior  and  posterior 
parts  of  the  bram.  The  blood  vessels  adjoining  this  part  very 
much  engorged. 

That  part  of  the  brain  already  alluded  to  was  very  much  hard- 
ened. 

The  lungs  were  found  to  be  in  a  healthy  condition,  with  the 
exception  of  some  tuberculous  deposites  in  the  upper  portions. 

The  above  are  the  principal  indications  of  disease  that  fell  un- 
der our  observations."

Only  two,  as  far  as  I  have  been  able  to  ascertain,  waited  for 
the  completion  of  the  Asylum  to  be  placed  in  it.  Many  of  its  first 
inmates  bad  quite  recently  become  insane  ;  but  of  late  several, 
whom  towns  m  their  March  meetings  voted  to  send,  are  chroDJc 
cases,  whose  minds  have  long  wandered  in  the  mazes  of  insanity. 
The  hope  of  a  perfect  cure  in  these  is  but  faint,  from  the  long 
standing  of  the  causes  and  the  physical  effects  of  their  diseases 
upon  the  brain.  But  their  condition  in  most  instances  will  be 
greatly  ameliorated.

The  most  prominent  cause  of  insanity,  as  far  as  the  friends 
know  and  assign  to  us,  is  connected  with  religious  excitement. 
By  our  records  it  appears  that  twenty-one  have  been  rendered  in- 
sane by  this  cause.  The  proportion  of  each  sex,  thirteen  males 
to  eight  females,  it  will  be  noticed,  does  not  correspond  with  the 
preconceived  notions  of  most  people  upon  this  subject. 

The  community  at  large  has,  during  the  past  year,  been  unu- 
sually agitated  upon  this  subject.  And  the  recent  views  of  the 
government  and  deahngs  o(  the  mysterious  and  all-wise  God  with 
man,promuIgated  by  their  zealous. advocates,have  taken  strong  hold, 
of  the  feelings  and  distracted  the  settled  religious  principles  of  a 
large  share  of  society.  The  honest  believer,  in  his  joy  at  the 
liear  approach  of  his  translation  to  a  happier  and  more  glorious 
state,  has  too  often  neglected,  until  he  has  lost  sight  of,  the  com- 
mon duties  of  life.  No  one,  as  far  as  I  have  seen,  of  tfiose  who 
truly  believed  in  thtf  speedy  coming  of  Christ,  has  been  made  sad 
or  melancholy.  Some  patients  who  have  been  disturbed  and  per- 
plexed by  these  startling  theories,  and  yet  have  doubts  and  fears 
of  their  reality,  come  to  us  sad  and  desponding. 

The  believers  are  joyful  and  confident,  but  those  who  doubt 
are  sorrowful  and  timid.  Those  who  believe  and  who  continue 
in  their  belief  after  coming  here,  manifest  all  the  hope  and  confi- 
dence such  inspiring  anticipations  are  calculated  to  produce. 
They  sing  and  pray  aloud  for  the  coming  day.  They  exhort 
others  to  be  ready  to  go  with  them,  or  denounce  them  for  their 
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unbelief,  with  all  the  paios  and  penalties  their  minds  can  conjure 
up.  A  large  proportion  of  the  ten  cases  from  this  form  of  reli- 
gious excitement,  imagine  themselves  some  superior  beings*  as 
Jesus  Christ  or  the  Almighty. 

All  whose  insanity  was  produced  by  this  cause,  have,  on  get- 
ting well,  renounced  their  belief  in  it. 

One  who  fancied  himself  Jesus  Christ  during  his  excitement, 
said  after  his  recovery  that  he  ^^became  insane  from  attending  so 
closely  to  this  one  subject  of  investigating  the  truth  of  the  Miller 
doctrine  for  so  long  a  time."  He  had  devoted  his  whole  time 
for  three  months  to  reading  his  Bible  and  attending  the  meetings. 

The  number  who  have  become  insane  from  the  doubts  and  ap- 
prehensions in  regard  to  a  correct  religious  life,  and  the  means  to 
be  used  to  secure  happiness  in  the  future  state,  is  eleven.  They 
are  mostly  desponding.  They  look  upon  the  dark  side  of  the  pic- 
ture, and  take  strong  hold  of  the  fearful  warnings  of  the  gospel, 
but  let  go  its  abundant  consolations. 

To  religion  has  been  attributed  the  origin  of  a  yery  large  share 
of  the  cases  of  insanity  in  the  community.  But  of  the  niany  hun- 
dred persons  made  insane,  as  was  thought,  by  religious  creeds  and 
theories,  none  whom  I  have  ever  heard  of,  were  made  crazy  *'by 
visiting  the  fatherless  and  widows  in  their  affliction  and  keeping 
themselves  unspotted  from  theworld." 

Two  of  our  number,  pious  christian  females,  were  unquestion- 
ably much  disturbed,  if  not  made  insane,  by  their  husbands  and 
friends  contending  with  them  about  the  efficacy  of  the  mode  in 
which  the  oidinance  of  baptism  had  beep  previously  administered 
to  them. 

Religion  is  a  sure  guide  for  man  in  this  life  and  necessary  to 
prepare  him  for  the  next.  It  is  like  the  polar  star  to  the  mariner 
in  his  course  on  the  trackless  deep.  Guided  by  pure  religion 
and  undefiled  by  creeds  of  man's  invention,  the  soul  rides  out  all 
the  storms  of  life  in  peace  and  safety  to  its  final  heaven  of  rest. 

Ill  health  predisposes  and  brings  on  a  large  proportion  of  the 
cases  of  derangement  of  mind.  Probably  but  few  instances 
would  occur  of  insanity  from  moral  causers,  however  severe,  un- 
less the  brain  and  nervous  system  had  previously  been  brought 
into  a  very  suscepitible  condition  by  physical  disease.  When  the 
system  is  in  this  state,  any  of  the  strong  moral  or  mental  excite- 
ments may  become  the  immediate  cause, — be  it  the  soiJ's  pres- 
ent and  future  well  being,  political  ambition  and  popular  favor,  or 
the  hope  of  sudden  wealth  or  grandeur. 

If  ill  health  continues  and  the  mind  is  not  absorbed  or  swallowed 
up  in  the  vortex  of  any  of  the  prevailing  excitements  of  the  day. 
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the  chances  are  that  despondency  will  supervene  and  the  individ- 
al  will  become  insane  about  his  own  health — the  victim  of  hypo- 
chondriasis. 

Pecuniary  embarrassment  has  been  the  most  apparent  source  of 
trouble  with  six  of  our  inmates.  Fear  of  poverty  did  not  operate 
to  disturb  any  of  these,  as  it  is  the  wealthy  only,  I  believe,  who 
have  any  fears  of  coming  to  want.  And  none  of  them  were  made 
insane  by  the  wild  and  wide  spread  speculating  mania,  with  its 
consequent  revulsions,  that  swept  through  the  country  a  few  years 
since.  But  they  all  arose  from  the  effects  of  ordinary  reverses 
that  common  prudence  does  not  always  foresee  and  avert.

Those  who  reside  nearest  avail  themselves  most  of  the  benefits 
of  the  institution.  Insanity  is  supposed  to  be  more  rife  in  thick 
settled  places,  cities  and  villages,  than  it  is  among  the  rural  pop* 
ulation— and  that  it  even  more  than  keeps  pace  with  the  increase 
of  civilization  and  refinement  of  the  city,  in  its  being  a  natural 
consequence  of  the  excitements  and  vices  generated  by  bringing 
people  together  in  masses. 

Insanity  is  a  disease  of  long  continuance  compared  with  many 
other  diseases.  The  friends  of  patients  too  often  wish  to  remove 
them  before  entire  recovery  is  effected.  A  few  cases  of  sudden 
attacks  recover  soon,  when  the  cause  is  removed.  But  in  a  large 
majority  the  physical  disease  is  difficult  to  eradicate,  and  when 
that  is  effected,  it  seems  that  tlie  mental  action  continues  to  recur, 
from  habit,  in  the  same  track  for  a  while  afterwards. 

The  friends  should  be  aware  of  this,  that  they  may  not  be  dis- 
appointed in  the  slowness  of  their  recovery,  and  that  they  may 
not  interfere  with  the  restorative  means  used  by  visiting  too  often 
while  at  the  Asylum,  or  taking  them  away  before  cured. 

It  is  well  established  that  the  earlier  patients  are  placed  under 
curative  treatment  in  hospitals,  the  more  speedy  and  sure  is  their 
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recorery.  And  jret  it  is  very  desirable  that  the  insaDe  should  re« 
main  at  home  until  the  friends  become  satisfied  that  they  eannot 
take  proper  care  of  them  ;  that  the  prescriptions  of  their  physi- 
cians cannot  be  carried  into  operation  ;  that  the  insane  cannot  be 
controlled  by  them  as  easily  as  by  strangers  and  those  who  are 
accustomed  to  their  roaaagemeDt ;  and  until  they  ascertain  the 
character  and  management  of  the  Asylum. 

One  of  the  most  beneficial  influences  of  hospitals  is,  that  it  takes 
the  patients  away  from  their  homes  and  the  scenes  that  produced 
their  malady. 

Esquirol,  who  had  under  his  care  in  France,  patients  from  ev- 
ery class  in  society,  and  who  for  a  long  time  stood  at  the  head  of 
this  department  oi  the  medical  profession,  estimated  the  time  ne- 
cessary for  the  recovery  of  the  insane  at  a  little  less  than  a  year. 

Of  more  than  six  hundred  cases  that  I  have  seen  daily  and  oi- 
tener,  from  the,  time  they  entered  one  of  the  best  insane  hospitals 
in  the  country,  until  they  recovered,  or  until  they  so  far  recovered 
as  to  escape  very  great  danger  of  a  relapse  after  going  to  their 
friends,  the  time  spent  in  the  hospital  averaged,  for  each  patie.nt, 
about  five  months. 

Although  the  testimony  of  ail  who  have  had  the  care  of  curing 
the  insane,  and  the  statistics  of  all  the  institutions  go  to  show  that 
in  the  early  stage  insanity  is  as  curable  as  any  other  disease  of 
equal  severity,  and  that  the  hope  of  recovering  fades  with  its  dur- 
ation until  two  or  three  years  have  elapsed,  when|the  chances  are 
very  few  ;  yet  the  amount  of  happiness  conferred  upon  chronic 
and  incurable  cases  by  a  residence  in  the  Asylum,  is  by  no  means 
small.  They  are  made  comparatively  happy,  the  friends  are  re- 
lieved of  the  care  of  them  and  of  the  solicitude  for  their  safety, and 
the  community  is  protected  from  all  cause  of  alarm. 

I'he  Asylum  is  a  good  building,  plain  and  substantial,  beautiful 
and  of  neat  architectural  arrangements.  Its  location  is  healthy, 
commanding  an  extensive  view  of  the  village  of  Concord,  the  val- 
ley of  the  Merrimack  and  the  surrounding  hills ;  and  of  conven- 
ient distance  from  the  business  of  the  village. 

^  The  farm  consists  of  one  hundred  and  twenty-one  acres  of  land, 
the  soil  of  which  is  mostly  light  and  easy  of  tillage.  It  will  afford 
our  inmates  a  constant  source  of  labor,  and  it  is  susceptible  of 
great  improvement  in  appearance  as  well  as  of  productiveness. 

The  Asylum  is  now,  in  the  short  space  of  about  seven  months, 
about  half  filled  up.  Our  number  has  increased  as  fast  as  the  in- 
stitution could  conveniently  be  furnished  to  receive  inmates ;  and 
the  state  of  the  funds  forbids  an  expenditure  for  that  object  faster 
than  the  admission  pf  patients  demands. 
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We  have  generally  bed  a  pretty  quket  house  ;  and  before  its 
x^ards  were  so  full,  the  presence  of  violent  patients  did  not  so 
much  annoy  the  rest  of  us  as  they  will^now,  when  all  the  rooms  are 
getting  Aill. 

The  very  violent,  noisy,  filthy  and  naked  disturb  the  peace  and 
comfort  of  our  household,  and  demand  for  their  own  security  and 
the  general  good .  of  the  rest,  a  separate  building,  with  strong 
rooms  ;  or  we  may  be  under  the  necessity  of  rejecting  or  dis- 
charging cases  of  the  most  offensive  character. 

The  aqueduct,  though  defective,  has  afforded  us  thus  far  about 
twenty-five  barrels  of  pure  soft  water  daily,  to  which  all  the  in- 
mates have  access.  It  supplies  the  kitchen  and  wash  room.  Af* 
ter  filling  the  tanks  in  the  attic,  it  runs  over  into  the  rain  water 
cistern  in  the  cellar,  and  from  thence  it  is  taken  to  the  wash  house 
again,  and  to  the  barn. 

We  have  a  well,  with  a  suction  and  forcing  pump.  The  well 
is  fifty  feet  deep,  and  seems  inexhansiable. 

The  cockle  furnace  in  the  basement  of  the  north  wing  has  kept 
the  whole  wing — i*ooms  for  the  accommodation  of  fifty-one  pa- 
tients, their  dining  rooms  and  nurses'  rooms — warm  and  comfort- 
able the  past  winter,  by  throwing  into  each  story  a  large  volume 
of  moderately  heated  air,  which  served  to  ventilate  as  well  as 
warm  the  apartments,  openings  have  been  made  from  each  sleep- 
ing i-oom  to  the  attic  for  the  escape  of  the  contaminated  air. 

We  have  not  had  sufficient  trial  with  the  furnace  in  the  south 
wing  to  test  its  capacity  for  warming  the  three  galleries,  having 
occupied  only  one  of  them  until  the  Sth  of  .March. 

Our  intercourse  with  the  patients  is  friendly  and  social.  We 
treat  them  as  companions  and  equals.  The  law  of  kindness  does 
away  with  all  mystery  in  the  management  of  the  insane.  We 
should  be  scrupulously  honest  and  candid  in  our  deahngs  with 
"minds  diseased,"  not  to  equivocate  or  deceive  them  ;  for  the 
difficulty  is,  that  they  are  already  in  doubt  and  fear,  or  their  minds 
are  prejudiced  and  led  away  by  disease*  and  deception  only  the 
more  bewilders  them  in  their  wanderings  or  confirms  them  in  their 
errors.  The  truth  will  sooner  or  later  be  ascertained,  and  will 
then  be  very  liable  to  produce  whatever  bad  effects  were  origin- 
ally  connected  with  it,  besides  rendering  us  odious  to  those  who 
have  been  thus  imposed  upon* 

To  be  patient,  and  to  administer  to  their  distresses  with  kind- 
ness, and  to  meet  their  abuse  of  us  with  forbearance,  renders  our 
duties  less  arduous  and  secures  the  good  will  of  tliose  under  our 
care. 

When  the  weather  has  been  citable,  our  patients  have  walked 
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abroad  or  worked  in  the  fields  wiih  their  attendants.  Thety  have 
done  much  towards  preparing  fuel,  and  they  have  assisted  us  in 
farming  and  also  in  the  making  up  of  matrasses.  We  have  a  join- 
er's room,  with  tools  for  those  who  can  use  them.  For  amuse- 
ment we  have  chess,  tards,  graces,  &c.  The  females  sew  and 
kniu  They  have  done  a  large  share  of  the  sewing  for  furnishing. 
iPleasant  days  they  walk  out  and  ride  about  the  village  with  the 
horse  and  carriage,  His  Excellency  the  Governor  was  pleased  to 
put  into  our  keeping. 

Our  patients  read  the  scriptures  and  such  suitable  books  as  we 
can  command.  To  the  generosity  of  the  printing  offices  in  this 
village— the  N.  H.  Patriot,  Hill's  Patriot  and  the  Statesman-— 
o,ur  i^atients  are  weekly  indebted  for  a  bnndle  of  their  exchange 
papers,  and  to  Mr.  Norris  of  Boston,  for  the  Olive  Branch. 

Twenty  of  our  patients  have  attended  meeting  at  the  several 
churches  in  the  village  on  the  sabbath,  more  or  less.  We  have 
singing  parties,  with  instrumental  music. 

Our  attendants  Are  intelligekit  and  respectable,  and  have  done 
the  best  they  could.  To  Mr.  Samuel  Colby  and  wife,  the  insti- 
tution is  greatly  indebted  for  the  experience  they  have  brought 
with  them,  and  for  their  faithfulness  in  the  maoagemeat  of  the  in- 
sane. 

The  law  now  requires  our  attendants  to  do  military  duty,  but 
their  duties  m  the  Asyium  will  not  permit  thena  to  leave  their  posts 
ior  that  purpose. 

The  Asylum  has  made  a  successful  beginning,  and,  with  the 
smiles  of  Providence  on  oar  exertions,  no  efforts  shall  be  want- 
log  <0  continue  its  prosperity^

The  condensed  returns,  which  I  have  the  honor  of  submitting 
to  your  Excellency,  furnish  the  present  amount  of  ordnaoccy 
ordnance  stores,  arms  and  military  equipments,  and  instruments  of 
music  in  the  care  of  the  several  Regiments,  and  of  the  Commtssa' 
ry  General  at  Portsmouth  and  his  deputy  at  Lancaster,  and  also 
of  the  Adjutant  General  at  Concord. 

Within  the  last  year  there  have  been  received  from  the  ord- 
nance department  of  the  United  States,  by  William  Rl^inest 
late  Commissary  General  of  tbiB  State, 

300  Muskets,  30  Spring  vices, 

300  Screw  Drivers,  300  Spare  Flint  caps,  and 
300  Wipers,  15  Packing  boxes. 

30  Ball  screws, 

I  have  procured  and  distributed  to  each  of  the  General,  Field 
and  Staff  officers,  and  to  each  officer  commanding  a  company, 
one  copy  of  the  Militia  Laws,  pursuant  to  the  provision  in  the 
laws,  chapter  94,  section  3,  of  the  Revised  Statutes,  together 
with  the  order  of  your  Excellency,  and  the  forms  necessary  to 
be  adopted  by  the  different  officers  in  the  discharge  of  their  du- 
ties, &c. 

No  edition  of  the  Militia  Laws  had  been  printed  smce  1829, 
and  since  the  revision  of  the  laws,  it  became  indispensably  neces- 
sary to  supply  the  officers  with  them,  to  enable  them  to  discharge 
their  duty. 

It  gives  me  great  pleasure  to  add,  that  from  a  personal  inspec- 
tion of  a  number  of  Regiments  Ia»t  fall,  as  well  as  from  other 
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means  of  inrormation,  I  believe  in  no  State  are  tlm  milkia  gener- 
ally better  prepared  for  iirtnediate  service  than  in  this,  and  that 
we  may  rely  with  perfect  confidence  upon  the  discipline  and  pa- 
triotism of  our  citrzen  soldiery  to  protect  the  integrity  of  our  soil, 
from  all  foreign  invasion  and  domestic  insurrection. 

The  Regiments  which  came  under  my  immediate  observation, 
would  not  suffer  by  a  comparison  with  the  best  troops  that  ever 
<^omposed  an  army  or  militia,  in  respect  to  their  undivided  att^n- 
tion  to  duty,  and  their  gentlemanly  and  soldier-like  deportment. 
A  very  commendable  zeal  was  witnessed  oa  the  part  of  a  large 
proportion  of  the  officers  to  raise  the  character  of  the  militia,  and 
to  prepare  it  for  any  service  which  the  lienor  and  interest  of  the 
State  might  require,  notwithstanding  the  sacrifices  to  which  they 
were  subjected;  and  it  is  to  their  exertions,  and  by  the  influence 
of  their  example  and  officers  like  them,  that  the  State  is  prim^i- 
pally  indebted  for  having  stistained  the  organization  and  a  good 
degree  of  discipline  in  the  ranks  generally,  and  a  high  degree  of 
4discipline  in  particdar  corps*

To  His  Ewctlttney  the  Chuemor  and  the  Honorable  Council  of 
the  State  of  JSTew  Hampshire^  respectfully  represent ^ 

The  undersigned,  that  trhey,  on  the  23d  day  of  June,  lS42,had 
the  honor  of  being  appointed  trustees  of  the  Exeter  Savings  Bank> 
for  the  purpose  of  bringing  the  affairs  of  said  institution  to  a  close, 
and  to  pay  over  to  the  depositors  the  respective  sums  which  they 
had  deposited  therein — that  after  they  had  executed  and  filed  in 
the  office  of  Secretary  of  State,  as  tbev  were  required  to  do,  a 
good  and  sufficient  bond,  for  the  faithfu)  discharge  of  the  trust 
reposed  in  them,  and  after  they  bad  given  due  notice  of  their  ap- 
pointinent,  by  virtue  of  the  power  in  them  vested,  they  made  a 
requisition  upon  the  corporate  trustees  for  all  the  assets  bek>Dg- 
bg  to  said  Exeter  Savings  Bank,  which  requisitioB  the  said  cor- 
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porate  trustees  refused  to  grant.  Whereupon  the  undersigned 
applied  to  one  of  the  Justices  of  the  Superior  Court  of  the  State 
of  New  Hampshire,  for  a  writ  of  injunction  against  said  corporate 
trustees,  comnaanding  them  to  stay  all  further  proceedings  relative 
to  the  affiiirs  of  said  institution,  until  the  further  order  of  said 
Court  thereon.  Which  writ  was  issued  in  due  form  of  law,  and 
tbereafterwards,  to  wit,  on  the  third  day  of  August,  1842,  the 
same  was  duly  served  upon  the  said  corporate  trustees,  whereby 
they  were  restrained  from  intermeddling  with  the  affairs  of  said 
Bank,  until  the  further  order  of  Court  thereon,  as  aforesaid,  and 
tbereafterwards  a  subpoena  was  issued,  in  due  form  of  law,  and 
served  upon  the  corporate  trustees,  aforesaid,  requiring  them  to 
appear  at  the  Superior  Court  of  Judicature,  then  to  be  holden  at 
Lxeter,  within  and  for  the  county  of  Rockingham,  on  the  first 
Tuesday  of  December  then  next,  to  shew  cause,  if  any  they  had, 
why  the  assets  of  the  said  Exeter  Savings  Bank  should  not  be 
delivered  over  to  the  executive  trustees,  to  be  by  thetn  distributed 
to  the  respective  depositors  in  said  institution,  agreeably  to  the 
expectations  of  the  Governor  and  Council  of  the  said  State  of 
JVew  Hampshire,  when  they  made  the  above  mentioned  appoint- 
ment. 

Agreeably  to  the  command  contained  in  the  above  mentioned 
subpoena,  the  said  corporate  trustees  did  appear  at  the  above 
mentioned  Court  and  file  their  answer  to  the  bill  in  equity, 
which  had  previously  been  filed  in  the  Clerk's  office  of  the  above 
named  Superior  Court,  and  after  a  hearing  thereon,  the  Justices 
of  said  Court  "rfo  decree  and  order  that  the  injunction  heretofore 
awarded  by  said  Courts  be ^  and  the  same  is  hereby  dissolved. ^^ 
By  which  decision  the  undersigned  have  been  relieved  from  the 
performance  of  any  further  duty  in  the  premises,  and  herewith 
transmit  to  your  Excellency  an  account  of  the  expenses  which 
have  been  incurred  in  the  above  mentioned  prosecution,  which  is 
marked  A,  and  also  on  account  of  the  receipts  and  disbursements 
which  have  already  been  made,  marked  £,  and  respectfully  re- 
quest that  the  same  may  be  laid  before  the  Honorable  Legislature, 
that  such  proceedings  may  thereon  be  bad,  as  to  procure  an  apro- 
priation  sufficient  to  pay  the  balance  due  the  claimants  therein 
mentioned.

REPORT 

OF  EBENEZER  GLINES,   AGENT  FOR  THE  PUB- 
LIC LANDS  IN  THE  COUNTY   OF  COOS,  FOR 
THE  YEAR  1843. 

To  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  in  General  Court 

convened. 

The  undersigued  reports,  that  the  quantity  of  Jand  owned  by 
the  State  in  the  county  of  Coos  is,  as  near  as  he  has  been  able  to 
ascertain,  about  one  hundred  thousand  acres.  The  quality  for 
cultivation  will  compare  well  with  other  lands  in  the  .county  of 
Coos,  and  not,  as  far  as  he  has  been  able  to  ascertain  by  explor- 
ing the  same,  at  all  inferior.  On  said  land  is  but  a  small  quantity 
of  pine  timber.  It  is  covered  with  a  good  growth  of  maple  and 
beach,  together  wiih  some  spruce  and  other  kinds  of  growth.  A 
small  trespass  has  been  committed  on  Indian  Stream  by  persons 
unknoT^n.  This  trespass  is  so  very  trifling,  as  iK>t  to  warrant  an 
action.  Within  the  limits  of  the  State  lands,  there  has  been  con- 
veyed to  about  forty  settlers,  200  acres  of  land  each  ;  save  to 
two  who  had  conveyed  to  them  700  acres  each.  These  lands 
were  conveyed  without  other  consideration  than  that  of  inducing 
settlement. 

By  the  late  treaty  with  Great  Britain,  a  portion  of  the  town  of 
Harriford  in  Canada,  comprising  about  16,000  acres  has  been 
thrown  within  the  limits  of  this  State.  But  about  three  families 
are  resident  on  this  last  mentioned  tract.  It  may  be  a  question 
worthy  your  consideration,  whether  a  laying  out  these  lands  into 
townships  and  lotting  the  same,  will  not  facilitate  sales,  and  set- 
tlements, and  be  for  the  pecuniary  advantage  of  the  State.

OP  AGENT  ON  PUBLIC  LANDS. 

To  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  in  General  Court 

convened. 

The  subscriber  represents,  that  for  the  purpose  of  ascertainiog 
what  lands  belong  to  and  are  owned  by  the  State  of  N.  H.,  in 
the  counties  of  Grafton  and  Carroll,  he  applied  to  the  Secretary 
of  State  for  such  information  of  title  and  evidence  of  sales  as  were 
in  his  office. 

From  the  Secretary  he  received  the  accompanying  paper  mark- 
ed (A.)  Having  obtained  what  information  be  could  of  the  Secre- 
tary, he  repaired  to  the  section  of  the  State  where  be  supposed 
the  lands  of  the  State  in  the  counties  of  Grafton  and  Carroll  were, 
and  afjfer  exploring  and  obtaining  all  such  information  as  he  could, 
touchitio;  the  subject  matter  of  his  commission,  he  returned  to 
Concord.  In  Thornton  he  obtained  of  Jasper  Elkkis  and  Samu- 
uel  Walker,  the  annexed  memorandum  of  a  deed  marked  (B.)  It 
was  supposed  at  the  time  of  the  conveyance  to  Jasper  El- 
kins  and  others,  that  the  north  line  of  Albany,  (then  Burton,) 
and  tbe  north  line  of  VVaterviUe  was  one  continued  right  line  and 
the  original  survey  and  conveyance  to  Elkins  and  others,  was 
made  agreeably  to  said  supposition. 

It  was  afterwards  ascertained,  that  between  the  north  line  of 
Waterville  and  tbe  south  line  of  land  conveyed  to  said  Elkins  and 
others,  was  a  tract  of  about  4)600  acres  ;  but  from  tbe  peculiar 
phraseology  of  their|deed,  a  claim  was  subsequently  set  up  to  tbe 
same.

Since  their  last  annual  report,  the  road  has  been  con>pleted  to 
the  line  of  the  State  of  Maine,  connecting  this  road  with  the  Port- 
land, Saco  and  Portsmouth  railroad,  by  the  Portsmouth  bridge, 
in  conformity  with  an  act  of  the  legislature,  passed  June  session, 
1841.  This  completes  a  continuous  line  of  railroad  from  Boston 
to  Portland,  over  which  trains  are  run  several  times  each  day. 
We  are  happy  in  being  able  to  state,  that  no  accident,  has  occur- 
ed  to  a  single  passenger  on  this  road  or  the  Eastern  railroad  of 
Massachusetts,  since  this  road  has  been  in  operation,  a  circum- 
stance almost  unparalleled  in  the  history  of  railronds. 

This  road  was  leased  in  1840  to  the  Eastern  Railroad  Co.  in 
Massachusetts  (under  authority  of  the  legislature  of  this  State) 
for  a  terra  of  ninety-nine  years,  giving  them  the  entire  right  to  use 
the  road,  with  locomotive  engines,  carriages,  &c.;  by  this  ar- 
rangement the  two  roads,  forming  one  continuous  line,  are  placed 
for  practical  use  under  our  direction,  and  caii  be  mahaged  with 
cTiore  efficiency  and  safety  than  if  separately  conducted,  while  by 
the  a^eement  of  the  parties,  the  dividends  of  profits  earned  by  tiie 
two  roads  are  to  be  equally  divided  upon  the  stock  of  the  two 
roads  in  proportion  to  their  respective  capital  paid  in;  hence  the 
receipts  and  expenditures  of  the  two  roads  are  kept  by  the  E^s- 
tern  railroad  of  Massachusetts.  Since  our  last  report  we  have  re- 
ceived from  the  lessees  24,000  dollars,  from  which  two  dividends 
of  three  dollars  each^  p^  share,  haye  been  made,  the  ^rst  in  Ally 
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ami  the  second  in  January,  making  the  receipts  for  the  last  year 
six  dollars  per  share  on  400  shares  of  one  hundred  dollars  paid  i^. 
By  the  terms  of  the  lease,  all  the  net  earnings  of  the  two  roads  are 
to  be  divided,  after  reserving  a  surplus  for  contingencies,  not  ex- 
ceeding thirty  thousand  dollars. 
It  appears  by  the  treasurer's  books,  that  the  cost  of 
the  road,  buildings  and  land,  on  the  30th  of  May, 
1843,  was  $462,868  93

Temporary  arrangements  luive  been  made  with  the  Nashua  and 
Lowell,  and  the  Boston  and  Lowell  railroad  corporations,  for  the 
use  of  their  respective  roads,  depots  and  moving  power  thereon. 
The  basis  of  these  arrangements  is  the  payment  to  them,  for 
freight  and  passengers,  a  pro  rata  proportion  of  the  fare  for  the 
miles  run  on  each  road;  they  making  to  the  Concord  railroad  out 
of  this  fare  an  altovvaoce  for  risk,  cars,  conductors,  loading  and 
unloading. 

Two  new  passenger  carj  and  one  more  engine  are  in  progress 
of  construction  for  the  road. 

The  road  has  been  much  injured  by  the  late  freshets,  and  will 
require  a  considerable  outlay  for  construction  and  repairs.  A 
strong  force  is  now  on  the  road  for  the  purpose. 

The  right  of  way  is  not  yet  fully  settled  for.  Several  cases, 
where  the  directors  have  not  been  able  to  settle  with  the  owners, 
ai'e  pending  before  the  Courts.  In  others  we  have  not  been  able 
to  find  the  owner  of  the  fee. 

The  directors  take  great  satisfoction  in  being  able  to  say,  that 
no  accident  has  occured  either  in  the  construction  or  running  of 
the  road,  by  which  any  serious  injury  has  been  sustained  by  any 
person.

By  an  act  of  the  legislature  of  New  Hampshire,  approved  July 
6,  1839,  a  corporation  was  created  by  the  name  of  the  Amoskeag 
Falls  Bridge,  and  the  same  was  organized  according  to  the  provis- 
ions of  said  act  of  incorporation,  at  a  meeting  called  by  the  per- 
sons named  in  said  act  for  that  purpose,  on  the  3d  day  of  January, 
1842,  by  the  choice  of  a  clerk  and  board  of  directors  and  the 
adoption  of  by-laws.  At  this  meeting  the  act  of  incorporation 
with  an  additional  act  amendatory  of  the  same,  passed  at  the  June 
session  of  1841,  was  accepted  as  their  charter,  a  subscription

P.  M.  and  proceeded  to  make  choice  of  a  clerk,  whereupon 
Frederick  G.  Stark  was  duly  elected,  but  not  being  present, 
George  Stark  was  chosen  clerk  pro  tem  and  was  duly  sworn  ac- 
cordingly.

G.  Stark,  William  P.  Riddle,  Daniel  Mack,  William  Patten  and 
David  Hamblett^ 

Proceeded  to  choose  a  treasurer  and  Daniel  Mack  was  chosen 
and  duly  sworn. 

Voted,  to  let  the  bridge  as  last  year,  if  desired,  or,  that  if 
people  choose,  by  paying  two  dollars,  they  may  pass,  until  the 
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toll  amounts  to  four  ddllars^  and  to  dll  such  as  pass  to  the  amount 
of  twenty-five  dollars,  that  it  be  left  discretionary  with  the  agent 
as  to  the  amount  of  toll.    , 

Voted,  That  Frederick  G.  Stark  be  an  agent  to  let  the  tolls 
the  ensuing  year. 

Voted,  That  Adam  Chandler  be  a  committee  to  attend  to  the 
petition  to  the  legislature,  for  an  amendment  of  our  charter. 

The  meeting  was  then  dissolved.

Sir:  Your  noie  to  the  Directors  of  the  Granite  Bridge,  of 
the  15th  instant,  informing  them  that  the  report,  made,  by  them 
to  the  Legislature  at  its  present  session,  was  not  satisfactory,  was 
received  by  them  on  Friday  evening  last,  and  a  meeting  of  said 
directors  was  called  on  Saturday  morning,  to  take  the  same  into 
consideration  ;  which  meeting  was  held  accordingly,  and  an  in- 
vestigation made,  with  a  view  of  answering  the  questions  indica- 
ted in  your  note.  And  first,  we  consider  the  original  cost  of  our 
bridge,  toll  house  and  road  as  the  amount  of  the  capital  stock, 
which  amount  was  ascertained  and  reported  to  the  legislature  in 
Juue,  1841,  and  was  $10,281  08.  Nine  thousand  dollars  of 
which  had  been  discharged  by  assessments  upon  the  shares  of  the 
stockholders,  and  the  residue  from  the  moneys  received  for  tolls. 
^  Secondly »  The  capital  stock  in  this  corporation  has  been  di- 
vided into  one  hundred  shares, which  fact  has  also  heretofore  been 
reported  to  the  legislature. 

Thirdly.  We  have  paid  out,  since  the  bridge  was  completed, 
for  repairs,  and  other  incidental  expenses,  the  sum  of  $1893  60, 
which  being  added  to  the  original  cost  of  the  bridge,  &,c.  shows 
a  total  outlay  of  $11,674  68,  exclusiive  of  interest. 

Fourthly.  The  whole  amount  of  moneys  paid  out  to  the 
stockholders  in  dividends  up  to  this  time  has  been  2,600  00 

To  which  add  the  balance  of  original  cost  of  the 
bridge  &c.  which  balance  was  paid  out  of  money  re- 
ceived for  toll,  1,248  88, 


and  it  shows  our  total  receipts  to  have  been  $3,648  88, 

and  that  a  balance  is  now  outstanding  against  the  bridge  and  iu 
favor  of  the  stockholders  of  $7,825  80,  besides  the  interest 
upon  the  assessnaents. 

The  above  calculations  are  made  up  to  the  5th  day  of  the  pres-

That  in  consequence  of  the  numerous  rumors  in  circulation, 
some  of  which  had  found  their  way  iato  the  public  prints,  charging 
upon  the  officers  of  the  prison  unnecessary  severity,  and  even 
crueky  in  the  infliction  of  punishmenx  upon  the  unfortunate  pris- 
oners under  their  care,  the  committee  deemed  it  due  to  the  char- 
acter of  those  officers,  not  less  than  to  the  reputation  and  honor 
of  the  Slate,  that  such  an  invesiigaiion  should  be  had  as  would 
satisfy  the  public  mind  of  the  truth  or  falsity  of  those  various 
charges.  They  accordingly  repaired  to  the  Prison  and  caused 
the  whole  body  of  convicts  to  be  marched  iflto  the  hall  before 
them,  each  prisoner,  as  he  passed,  exposing  to  the  view  of  the 
committee  his  naked  back.  All  those  upon  whose  person  marks 
were  discovered  were  noted,  and  with  a  single  exception,  each 
man  was  subsequently  called  separately  before  the  committee,  and 
examined  particularly  in  relation  to  the  punishments  inflicted  upon 
himself  and  his  general  treatment  during  his  confinement.  Of 
twelve  convicts,  thus  called  before  and  examined  by  the  commit- 
tee, three  slated  that  they  had  never  been  punished  at  all  while  in 
the  prison.  Of  the  remaining  nine,  three  only  recollected  the 
date  of  their  last  whipping;  one  had  been  whipped  last  week,  one 
a  month  since  and  the  other  two  years  ago  last  May.  With  one 
exception,  no  one  of  the  nine  had  been  whipped  more  than  four 
limes,  and  all  agreed  in  saying  they  had  never  been  punished  with 
great  or  unnecessary  severity.  Of  the  whole  nine,  two  said  they 
had  been  whipped  four  times  each.  Of  these  one  had  been  con- 
fined twelve  years  and  the  other  two.  Two  said  they  had  been 
whipped  three  limes  eacih,  of  whom  one  had  been  confined  six-' 
teen  months  and  the  other  two  years  and  seven  months-     Two 
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Said  they  bad  been  witipped  twice  each,  and  oC'  thesc'^  one  4)ad 
been  in  confinemeat  four  years  and  received  one  of  his  puaish- 
ments  from  Capt.  Piilsbury,  late  vvardeU)  and  the  other  had  been 
x^onfined  three  years  and  a  half,  and  stated  that  his  punishnients 
were  very  slight,  iliat  he  l^d  been  always  will  treated,  and  had  no 
cause  of  complaint.  Two  informed  the  comnuuee  that  they  had 
been  whippeJ  two  or  three  times  they  could  not  tell  which;  of 
whom  one  had  been  imprisoned  twelve  years  and  the  other  six 
months.  Four  stated  that  they  had  each  been  once  -whipped, 
during  their  imprisonment  witl)  a  green  hide.  Alllhe  other  flag* 
ellations  had  been  inflicted  with  a  small  instrument,  denominated 
a  cat,  consisting  o(  a  stick  about  sixteen  inches  in  length,  to  one 
end  of  which  are  attached  nine  small  linen  strings,  each  perhaps 
ten  inches  in  length,  the  whole  forming  a  light  instrument  of  pun- 
ishdienc.  Two  only  had  been  punished,  t)nce  each,  with  the 
shower  bath,  a  mode  of  punishment  occasionally  resorted  to  here* 
tofore>  but  which  has  been  abolis{)ed  by  the  warden  as  entirely 
useless  and  inefl^ctual.  One  of  the  nine  stated  that  he  liad  been 
whipped  thirty  times  or  more,  he  could  not  tell  how  nrmny.  0« 
being  asked  the  cause  of  Jiis  whfpfiings,  he  said  his  eye^sight  left 
kiti> — the  work  was  too  hard  and  he  wished  to  have  otl«er  work. 
All  the  twelve  concurred  in  stating  that  they  were  vv«ll  treated, 
bad  enough  to  eat  and  do  just  cause  for  complaint,  except  the 
convict  just  mentioned,  who  thought  hi»  workioo  hard  and  pre* 
ferred  some  different  employment. 

Having  completed'the  examination  of  thes&  convicts,  in  the 
cuanner  hereinbefore  indicated,  the  comnnitiee- proceeded  to  take 
the  testinriony  of  the  warden,  deputy  warden,  one  of  the  watcb- 
men  and  one  of  the  overseers  in  relation  to  the  management  and 
discipline  of  the  prison.  From  these  it  appeared  that  punishment 
bad  been  inflicted  at  the  prison  from  twenty  to  thirty  times  ayear, 
of  various  kinds,  la  more  than  half  of  the  cases,  whipping  by 
the  cat  before  described^  in  «  very  slight  degree,  was  the  punish^ 
ment  inflicted.  Whipping  with  a  green  hide  had  been  inflicted 
only  two  or  three  times  during  the  past  year.  The  shower  bath 
had  been  employed  as  a  mode  of  punishment  two  or  three  times  a 
year,  while  in  use,  but  proving  ineffectual,  bad  been  abolished. 
Three  bad  been  placed  in  solitary,  as  a  punishment  during  the 
past  year,  of  whom  one  was  kept  over  night  and  the  other  two, 
each,  a  few  hours  only.  The  warden  stated  that  he  had  made  it 
an  invariable  practice  never  to  inflict  punishment  for  the  first  of- 
fence, and  thedeptity  makes  it  a  rule  always,  when  the  warden  is 
at  home,  to  report  every  cotnplaint  to  him  and  let  him  direct  the 
puDishraont. 

SO 
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As  the  resolt  of  these  investigations  into  the  treatment  and 
mode  of  discipline  of  the  convicts  in  the  State  Prison,  the  com* 
mittee  are  satisfied  that  there  is  but  little  foundation  for  the  numer' 
ous  and  diversified  rumors  afloat,  prejudicial  to  the  character  of 
the  officers  of  the  institution.  On  the  other  band  they  are'^con* 
vinced  from  an  examination  of  the  convicts  themselves,  and  from 
inquiries  of  various  persons,  well  acquainted  with  the  management 
and  discipline  of  tl)e  prison,  that  no  inhumanly  or  umrecessarj  se- 
verity has  been  exercised  towards  the  convicts  in  the  disciplinary 
punishments  to  which  they  have  been  subjected.  Nothing  more 
has  been  done  in  this  behalf,  in  the  opinion  of  the  committee* 
than  ihe  preservation  of  good  order  and  an  excellent  state  of  dis- 
cipline, and  a  strict  enforcement  of  the  rules  of  the  prison  deman- 
ded. The  convicts  are  well  fed,  with  an  abundance  of  substan- 
tial and  wholeson>e  food.  They  are  substantially  and  sufficiently 
clad,  and  a  high  state  of  cleanliness  is  preserved  in  the  cells, 
shops  and  other  apartments  of  the  institution.  Their  labor  is 
hard,  as  it  onght  to  be,  but  not  oppressive  or  injurious  to  health, 
as  abundantly  proved  by  the  appearance  of  the  prisoners  and  the 
reports  of  the  physician  for  the  last  two  years. 

The  only  instance  of  improper  harshness  or  severity  wbicb 
came  to  the  knowledge  of  the  comtwittee  in  their  investigation  of 
the  treatment  of  the  prisoners  by  the  officers  of  the  institution, 
was  found  in  the  conduct  of  the  overseer  of  the  smith  shop,  who 
under  a  sudden  impirise  and  provocation,  improperly  and  inhu- 
manly struck  one  of  the  convicts.  For  this  he  wfts  reported  to 
the  warden,  who  reproved  him  for  bis  iniscondtict  and  threatened 
bitii  with  an  immediate  discharge  from  employment  if  he  ever 
again  attempted  to  correct  or  in  any  way  lay  forcible  hands  opon 
a  convict,  for  the  purpose  of  punishing  him  for  the  ofFence  he 
might  have  committed. 

The  committee  made  such  inquiries  in  relation  to  the  character 
and  habits  of  the  warden  as  time  and  opportunity  permitted  them 
to  make.  They  leimed  that  he  was  somewhat  devoted  to  hunt- 
ing, fishing  atnl  the  fike  innocent  and  healthful  sports,  so  much 
more  pursued  in  other  parts  of  the  country  than  m  this,  but  are 
happy  in  reporting  that  they  found  na  evidence  going  to  impeach 
his  moral  habits,  or  to  show  that  the-  interests  of  the  State  had 
materially  suffeted  by  his  fondiie^  for  these  amusements. 

The  committee  made  some  examination  of  the  books  and  ac- 
counts of  the  prison.  Tftey  are  very  neatly  and  methodically 
kept,  and  the  committee  are  satisfied  of  their  general  accuracy 
and  correctness.  Indeed,  so  far  as  the  operations  of  the  prison 
for  the  last  year  are  coacerned,  the  committee  were  able  neither 
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to  dbcover  or  tlicit  any  discrepency  between  the  facts  as  they 
■exist-^tbe  results  exhibited  by  the  books  of  the  prison  and  those 
•communicated  to  the  legislature  by  the  warden's  report,  save  that 
two  small  accounts  against  the  institution  have  not  been  entered 
nipon  those  books  as  outstanding  debts  against  the  prison,  a&  they 
should  have  been.  These  are  an  account  due  Porter  &  Rolfe, 
from  April  30,  1842,  to  April  30,  1843,  of  $100  12,  and  anoth- 
er dne  Ebenezer  Hall,  within  the  same  period,  of  $70  67,  amoun* 
ting  together  to  $170  69;  deducting  this  amount  from  the  sum 
staLted  by  the  warden,  in  his  report,  as  the  excess  of  income  over 
expenditures  at  the  prison,  for  the  last  year,  ($758  36)  and  there 
remains  $587  57.  This  last  sum  is  the  true  apparent  excess  of 
income  over  expenditures  for  the  last  year,  so  far  as  facts  have 
come  to  the  knowledge  of  the  committee.  Similar  omissions 
tipon  the  books  for  the  year  ending  April  30,  1642,  were  also 
found  to  exist,  one  of  these  is  an  account  in  favor  of  Porter  & 
Ilolfe,  of  $268  20,  which  is  still  unpaid.  Another  is  an  omission 
to  enter  upon  the  credit  side  of  the  consignment  account  of  £1^ 
Tner  Townsend,  the  amount  of  his  charges  for  commtssions,  &c., 
$1]82  73.  This  last  omission  operates  to  make  the  present 
nominal  amount  of  the  balance  due  the  prison  on  book  account, 
'which  constitutes  one  item  of  the  stock  account,  too  large  by  that 
•sura. 

The  committee  found  upon  investigation,  a  more  important  er- 
ror in  the  account  for  the  year  ending  April  30,  1842,  and  which 
they  regret  to  say,  seems  far  more  reprehensible  than  those  to 
which  they  have  already  adverted.  It  appeared  in  evidence  be- 
fore them,  upon  the  testimony  of  Luther  C.  Pillsbury,  deputy 
warden  of  the  prison,  by  whom  the  books  have  been  kept,  and 
from  whose  testimony,  under  oath,  the  errors  aed  omissions  here- 
inbefore mentioned  were  elicited,  that  upon  striking  the  balance 
of  the  several  accounts  preparatory  to  the  annual  report  for  that 
year,  it  was  found  that  there  had  been  a  loss  to  the  institution 
from  ibe  operations  of  the  year,  «s  appeared  by  the  books,  of 
$14S3  65.  In  order  to  avoid  the  comrounic«tion  of  this  result  to 
the  legislature,  the  warden  instructed  Mr.  Pillsbury,  as  he  says, 
«lo  make  suspense  account  debtor  to  cabinet  shop,  as  of  date 
April  30,  1842,  to  depreciation  on  stock,  tools  and  manufactured 
articles  charged  tfcis  shop,  $1000  00;  and  rfso  to  make  the  State 
t>f  New  Hampshire  Dr.  to  cabinet  shop,  as  of  the  saaie  date,  to 
^tock  and  labor  of  tnen  in  repairing  of  watts  and  other  improve- 
tnents,  $654  00;  iind  that  be  made  the  entries  agreeably  to  those 
fesiructions,  there  being  no  foundation  in  truth  for  such  entries. 
^fae  effect  <>(  these  entries  was  to  make  cabinet  s1k){>  credit  ta 
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the  amount  of  $1654  00  more  than  it  was  actually  entitled  la  tB'^ 
ceive;  thus  increasing  the  profits  of  that  shop  bythatsum,  beyond 
its  actual  nominal  profits;  that  is,  making  them  $2653  72  as  sta^ 
ted  in  the  report  for  the  year  ending  April  SO,  1842f  instead  of 
$1004  72,  as  they  actually  appeared  to  be  from  the  books  of  the 
prison  before  these  fictitious  entries  were  made.  The  conse- 
quence in  the  aggregate  result  of  the  income  and  expenditure  ac* 
count,  was  an  apparent  excess  of  income  over  expenditure  equal 
to  the  difierence  between  the  amount  of  these  fictitious  entries, 
$1654  00^  and  the  actual  loss  to  the  institution  from  the  opera' 
tione  of  the  year,  $1433  85;  being  the  sum  of  $220  15;  which 
is  represented  in  the  warden's  report  for  last  year  as  actual  nom^ 
inal  excess.  Subsequently,  in  order  to  explain  the  credit  to 
cabinet  shop  of  $1000,  for  depreciation  in  stock,  charged  that  shop, 
Mr.  Pillsbury  says  the  warden  directed  him  to  increase  the  ac- 
count oi  stock  actually  charged,  by  adding  thereto  a  fictitious  en- 
try of  200  cords  of  wood  at  $2  50  per  cord,  amounting  to  $500, 
and  in  a  lot  of  lumber  inventoried  at  $10,  the  warden  directed 
the  deputy  to  prefix  the  figure  5  before  10.  making  $510;  and  that 
he  made  the  entries  accordingly.  These  last  entries  were  made  in 
June,  1842,  while  the  legislature  was  in  session,  and  while  the 
committee  on  the  State  Prison  were  investigating  its  affairs.  As 
a  result  of  these  last  fictitious  entries,  a  further  misrepresentation 
ensued.  The  $1000  thereby  charged  to  suspense  account,  was 
carried  to  stock  account,  and  there  it  »till  remains  as  a  nomioal 
fund  of  the  institution,  never  in  fact  having  had  any  real  existence. 

The  whole  effect  of  these  fictitious  entries  and  counter  entries, 
as  the  committee  understand  them,  was  to  make-  out  an  apparent 
excess  of  income  ever  expenditures  for  the  year  ending 'April  30, 
1842,  of  $220  15,  instead  of  exhibiting  an  appareiu  excess  of 
expenditures  above  income  of  $1433  85,  as  the  books  would  oth- 
erwise have  shown.  The  committee  hardly  know  which  to  con- 
sider the  more  reprelionsible,  the  folly  ef  the  act  which  directed 
the  entries  or  the  lolly  of  the  motive  which  prompted  to.it. 

It  is  due  from  the  committee  to  the  deputy  warden  to  renoark, 
that  he  says  he  objected  and  remonstrated  against  making  the  en- 
tries as^  directed  by  the  warden,  but  did  not  feel  at  liberty,'' situated 
as  he  was,  to  ^refuse  to  make  them,  or  to  disclose  ihe  imposition 
thereby  practiced*  upon  the '  hgtslature,  unless  called  upon  by  a 
coramitlee  appointed  by  that  body. 

From  the  foregoing  facts  and  statements,  it  will  be  perceived 
that  the*  nominal  pecuniary  condition  and  success  of  the  State 
PrisoD  for  the  last  two  years,  is  not  correttly  represented  in  the 
annual  reports  of  the  warden:  so  far  from  U,  that -a  very  consider* 
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able  aggregate  loss  has  been  made,  during  the  two  years,  as  fol- 
lows:

To  this^  some  portion,  probably  the  larger,  of  Elmer 
Townsend,  $1182  73,  against  the  prison,  should 
be  added.  Adding  the  whole  of  it  as  it  all  accrued, 
^s  the  committee  believe,  since  February,  1841,         1182  73 

And  the  loss  for  two  years  is  augmentedno  $2297  21 

To  this  should  undoubtedly  be  added  something  considerable 
for  outstanding  claims  not  shown  by  the  books  of  the  institution, 
and  which  have  not  come  to  the  knowledge  of  the  committee. 

In  concluding  their  present  report,  the  corami'ttee  would  re- 
mark, that  it  will  readily  be  perceived  from  the  same,  that  a  great 
portion  of  the  stock  account  mentioned  in  the  warden's  last  report, 
is  altogether  nominal,  fictitious  and  worthless.  This  will  be  appa- 
rent from  the  facts  xdready  stated,  that  in  its  first  item  is  included 
$1000  from  suspense  account,  being  the  proceeds  of  the  fictitious 
entries  of  which  the  details  have  been  given,  and  also,  $11 82  73 
in  the  fourth  item,  which  is  offset  by  Elmer  Townsend's  account 
against  the  prison  tor  that  sum.  In  the  same  item  is  also  included 
a  large  account  against  Gordon  Burley,  the  collection  of  even  the 
balance  of  which  may  be  considered  somewhat  dubious.  But  the 
committee  will  not  dwell  longeron  this  subject  at  present,  as  they 
hope,  in  a  subsequent  report,  to  be  able  to  give  the  value  of  this 
account,  as  estimated  by  persons  appointed  by  this  committee, 
under  the  instructions  of  the  House,  to  ascertain  its  true  worth.

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REPORT 

OP  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  THE  STATE  PRISON, 

The  Corarailtee  on  the  State  Prison,  to  whom  was  referred  the 
bill  relating  to  the  government  of  the  State  Prison,  have  had  tbe 
same  under  consideration,  and  have  iiirected  me  to  make  the  fol- 
lowiog  Report, 

C,  W.  BREWSTER,  for  the  Committee. 

The  investigation  which  this  bill  has  led  the  committee  to  make, 
has  necessarily  brought  before  them  not  only  the  corporeal  mode 
by  wfaich  discipline  is  maintained,  but  also  the  nature  and  eziem 
of  tht  moral  and  religious  influence  which  is  brought  to  bear  upoo 
the  convicts,  to  promote  that  ^^reformation  of  criminals"  which 
is  contemplated  in  the  law  of  the  Revised  Statutes  on  the  State 
Prison.  While  they  find  the  order  of  the  Prison  is  maintained 
with  a  regularity  which  needs  no  improvement,  they  cannot  but 
think  that  with  the  rigorous  severity  necessary  to  be  observed  in 
such  an  institution,  there  is  too  great  a  destitution  of  moral  and 
religious  influence. 

The  committee  find  that  only  about  fifty  dollars  per  year  are 
applied  for  the  purpose  of  instructing  convicts  on  the  Sabbath; 
and  that  consequently  the  Chaplain  has  to  depend  upon  other  re* 
sources  for  his  support,  and  can  devote  but  one  or  two  hours  to 
the  convicts  on  that  day.  He  visits  the  convicts  in  their  cells 
but  once  in  three  months,  when  from  his  own  resources  he  pre- 
sents each  one  with  a  religious  tract,  and  imparts  personal  instruc- 
tion to  them. 

They  receive  no  other  instruction  from  the  Chaplain;  nor  can 
more  be  expected  of  one  in  his  situation. 

In  the  penitentiaries  of  Massachusetts,  Vermont,  Connecticut, 
and  other  States,  Chaplains  are  regularly  employed,  who  spend 
the  Sabbath  in  the  Prisons,  and  in  many  of  these  institutions 
morning  and  evening  services  are  daily  attended  in  the  chapels. 
The  warden  of  the  Connecticut  Penitentiary  stated  to  the  com- 
mittee that  the  influence  of  these  regular  and  frequent  services 
was  so  beneficial  in  maintaining  a  good  deportment  among  the  in- 
mates, that  he  should  be  unwilling  to  part  with  it  on  that  account, 
had  he  no  regard  for  the  improvement  of  the  moral  condition  of 
the  convicts.  Connected  with  other  State  Prisons  are  conven- 
ient chapels.  The  room  used  for  religious  services  in  the  New 
Hampshire  State  Prison  is  too  small,  and  ill  adapted  to  the  pur- 
pose for  which  it  is  used.     The  convicts  being  thus  left  without 
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adequate  religions  instruction,  it  is  no  tnalter  of  wonder  that  those 
who  Iiave  charge  of  the  Prison  should  come  to  the  decided  con- 
clusion, that  ^^ seldom  or  ever  vms  there  a  convict  improved  in  his 
moral  character  by  his  confinement,^^ 

Under  their  present  deprivations,  the  convicts  regard  the  Sab- 
bath as  their  most  wretched  day.  They  are  fellow-beings,  and 
however  degraded  they  may  have  made  themselves,  they  should 
receive  that  naoral  instruction  which  will  tend  to  make  them  bet- 
ter men.  If  they  are  not  placed  under  such  influences,  the  ob- 
ject for  which  they  are  imprisoned  is  but  half  accomplished,  and 
tile  discharge  ffocn  prison  will  continue  to  be  a  danger  to  socie^. 


REPORT 

OP  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  MILITARY  AFFAIRS- 

The  committee  on  Military  Aflairs,  to  whom  was  referred  the 
resolution,  directing  them  to  inquire  into  the  expediency  of  in- 
structing pur  Senators  and  re(j[uesting  our  Representatives  in 
Congress  to  use  their  efforts  to  abolish  the  Military  Academy  at 
West  Point,  having  had  the  same  under  consideration,  unanim- 
ously report  the  following  preamble  and  resolutions. 

PREAxMBLE. 

The  military  defence  of  our  countrj'^  is  doubtless  one  of  the 
most  important  duties  imposed  upon  the  people  by  the  framers  of 
the  national  constitution.  This  requirement  being  imposed  upon 
the  great  mass,  it  then  follows,  as  a  matter  of  course,  with  the 
impositioa  of  this  obligation  upon  the  people,  the  citizen  soldiery, 
that  the  general  government  is  in  duty  bound  to  make  all  proper 
provision  for  disseminating  military  knowledge,  and  for  discipli- 
ning, not  only  officers,  but  soldiers  also,  in  the  art  of  war,  that 
thus  we  may  at  all  times  be  prepared  for  any  and  all  emergencies 
whatever.  All  governments  that  do  not  discriminate  between 
military  systems*  and  adopt  that  which  is  most  congenial  with  the 
principles  of  tlieir  state  policies,  .are  guilty  of  political  suicide. 
We  are  well  aware,  that  although  a  standing  army  and  its  conse- 
quent evil,  a  military  aristocracy,  may  be  congenial  with  the  ge- 
nius of  noonarcbical  governments,  and  necessary  for  the  safety  of 
the  same ;  yet  with  a  government  like  ours,  it  is  not  only  uone- 
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cessary,  but  irrcompatible  and*  absolutely  dattgerous  to  the  safety* 
of  our  free  institutions,  and  the  only  safe  and  proper  substitute  is 
the  militia — the  citizen  soldiery.  Power  deposited  in  their  hands 
is  always  safe,  and  never  will  bfe  exhibited  in  practice,  except  in 
repelling  the  invaders  of  Our  country.  It  is  a  fact  well  known 
probably  to  all,  that  the  general  government  annually  expends 
more  money  for  the  support  of  the  military  defences  tiian  for  any 
other  object  ;  and  it  may  not  be  improper  for  the  people  lo  know 
how  and  where  it  is  expended. 

One  very  important  item  in  the  account,  is  the  anmjal  large  ap-. 
propriations  for  <he  support  of  the  Military  Academy  at  West 
Point,  in  addition  to  the  large  sums  expended  to  establish  the 
institution.  And  why  this  expenditure  ?  Does  the  good  of  the 
country  demand  it.^  We  are  of  opinion  that  whatever  this  insti- 
tution may  have  been  in  its  early  state,  it  certainly  does  not  at 
the  present  time,  as  w«  believe,  answer  the  purpose  that  the 
country  have  a  right  to  expect  from  an  institution  of  this  kind. 
We  consider  it  no  less  than  a  charity  school  of  aristocracy — that 
its  influence  and  practices  are  wholly  and  entirely  inconsistent 
with  the  genius  of  our  republican  institutions,  decidedly  hostile 
to  our  militia,  and  subversive  of  the  rights  of  the  citizen  soldiery* 
Provision  is  made  by  law  for  educating  two  hundred  and  filiy 
cadets  at  this  seminary,  at  the  public  expense,  and  to  complete 
the  course  of  instruction  requires  four  years.  The  number  of 
graduates  annually,  therefore,  cannot  exceed  62,  and  for  the  last 
thirty  years  has  not  averaged  more  than  about  forty  ;  and  the 
people  are  taxed  to  the  amount  of  from  five  to  six  thousand  dol- 
lars for  every  officer  educated  here.  Notwithstanding  this  heavy 
tax  on  the  public,  it  does  not  in  the  most  remote  degree,  aid  io 
the  discipline  of  the  militia. 

The  organization  of  the  seminary  is  also  fn  direct  violation  of 
the  fundamental  principles  of  our  republican  policy  of  govern- 
ment, which  guaranties  that  stations  of  honor,  trust  and  emolu- 
ment shall  be  equally  open  to  all.  The  regulations  of  the  de- 
partment require  that  the  vacancies  for  offices  that  occur  in  the 
army  shall  be  filled  by  the  graduates  of  West  Point,  and  by  them 
only.  The  consequence  of  such  an  arrangement  is  that  every 
young  man  in  the  United  States,  who  has  attained  the  age  of  21 
years,  unless  he  happen  to  be  one  of  the  select  two  hundred  and 
fifty,  whom  executive  favor  has  placed  in  this  public  charity 
school,  to  be  educated  at  the  public  expense,  is  utterly  and  for- 
ever excluded  from  holding  any  office  of  honor,  trust  or  emolu- 
ment in  the  military  service  of  our  country,  however  meritorious 
and  deserving  he  may  be  of  the  trust.     And  this  brings  us  to  an- 
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othfh*  yerj^objectionable  feature  in  this  iofltitutioo,  which  is  the 
mode  of  selecting  candidates  for  this  school.  This  is  made  a  mere 
matter  of  favoritism,  and  young  men  almost  invariably  are  taken 
from  the  families  of  rich,  influential  men— young  men,  too,  who 
have  been  brought  up  in  a  manner  that  would  bettef  fit  them  for 
the  drawing  room  than  the  tented  field.  *They  in  this  way  obtain 
a  finished  education  at  the  expense  of  the  public,  as  well  as  a  rep- 
utation among  the  fashionables  of  the  day.  •  After  having  obtained 
an  education,  when  their  services  in  the  field  are  needed,  they,- 
many  of  them,  tender  their  resignations  instead  of  their  services. 
It  has  been  stated  on  good  authority  that  during  the  first  year  of 
the  Florida  war,  one  hundred  and  seventeen  officers  resigned,  and 
during  the  war,  between  two  and  three  hundred  of  these  dandy 
officers  actually  sent  in  their  resignations.  Thus  after  educating 
them,  the  government  is  not  able  to  command  their  services  when 
most  needed,  and  it  is  a  notorious  fact,  that  government  was  much 
troubled  for  want  of  officers  during  the  conflict  with  the  Serriinole 
savages^.  We  would  not  be  understood  as  saying  or  intimating 
that  good  officers  do  not  come  forth  from  this  school,  but  we  do 
pretend  to  say,  that  we  believe  that  the  evils  connected  with  and 
growing  t)ut  of  its  ill-management,  are  of  such  magnitude  that  its 
perpetuity  is  entirely  unjustifiable.  If  our  militia  has  depreciated 
in  efficiency,  it  may  to  a  great  degree  be  attributed  lo  the  baneful ' 
influence  of  this  nucleus  of  aristocracy,  which  has  already  cost 
the  government  more  than  eight  millions  of  dollars. 

It  is  to  be  regretted  that  this  school,  after  having  been  in  full 
operation  on  its  prasent  enlarged  plan  more  than  thirty  years, 
graduating  forty  or  upwards  annually,  making  in  all  from  twelve  to 
fifteen  hundred,  at  an  expense  of  more  than  $200,000  annually, 
and  yet  it  fails  to  furnish  officers  for  our  small  military  defence, 
except  in  times  of  actual  peace. 

The  minority  of  the  Board  of  Visitors  appointed  to  visit  West 
Point,  June  25th,  1840,  in  their  report,  use  the  following  lan- 
guage:— '^During  the  period  of  panic,  while  the  Seminoles  were 
butchering  our  fellow  citizens  in  Florida,  the  graduatesol  West 
Point  in  large  numbers  resigned  their  commissions.  Having  re- 
ceived an  education  from  the  country,  which  enabled  them  to 
command  a  salary  of  a  few  more  dollars  annually,  in  civil  life, 
than  that  paid  for  defending  the  lives  and  property  of  our  people 
at  the  posts  of  danger,  they  hesitated  not  to  embrace  it,  and  in 
this  exigency  the  government  had  to  seek  from  the  ranks  and 
ploughmen,  men  of  talents  and  spirit  to  supply  their  places. 
When  we  compare  the  spirit  and  patriotism  of  the  ancient  Amer- 
ican soldiery  with  the  resignations  which  have  taken  place  since 
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tbe  commencement  of  the  Seminole  hostilities,  the  contrast  is 
humiliating." 

What  compensation  have  the  people  received  in  return  for  the 
vast  sum  of  money  expended  on  this  institution  since  its  estab- 
lishment? Let  the  events  of  the  inglorious  Florida  war,  con- 
trasted with  the  daring  and  brilliant. achievements  of  our  citizen 
soldiers  against  the  Indians,  when  their  energies  were  directed  by 
a  Clarke,  a  Wayne,  a  Jackson,  a  Harrison,  a  Johnson,  whose 
education  never  cost  the  people  a  cent,  answer  the  question. 

It  is  the  duty  of  statesmen^  legislators  and  patriots  to  inquire 
into  the  cause  of  all  public  abuses  and  evils,  and  provide  such 
remedies  as  they,  in  their  wisdom,  may  deem  most  conducive  to 
the  public  weal.  Your  committee  therefore  subjoin  the  accom- 
panying resolutions  for  your  consideration  : 

Resolved  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  in  Gen- 
eral Court  convened^  That  the  Military  Academy  at  West  Point 
is  undeserving  of  our  farther  patronage  and  support,  and  our 
Senators  in  Congress  are  instructed  and  our  Representatives  are 
requested,  not  only  in  future  to  vole  against  all  appropriations  for 
the  support  of  the  aforesaid  institution,  but  to  vote  for  and  use 
their  efforts  to  have  the  same  entirely  abolished. 

Resolved^  That  tbe  Secretary  of  State  be  directed  to  transmit 
to  each  of  said  Senators  and  Representatives,  an  authenticated 
copy  of  the  foregoing  resolution. 


A  RESOLUTION 

IN  RELATION  TO  IMPRISONMENT  OP  CITIZENS 
IN  ANOTHER  STATE  ON  ACCOUNT  OF  COLOR. 

RESOLVED  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  in 
General  Court  convened^  That  the  imprisonment  of  any  citizen 
of  New  Hampshire,  by  the  authority  of  any  State  in  the  Union 
without  the  allegation  of  the  commission  of  any  crime,  and  solely 
on  account  of  his  color,  is  a  gross  violation  of  the  federal  consti- 
tution, as  well  as  the  principles  of  rational  liberty. 

Re^olved^  That  whenever  the  Governor  of  this  State  shall  be 
applied  to  in  behalf  of  any  citizen  imprisoned  as  aforesaid,  and  it 
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shall  appear  lo  him,  by  a  representation  under  oath,  made  by  any 
creditable  person,  that  such  person  so  imprisoned,  is  held  in  pris- 
on on  account  of  his  color  only,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Gover- 
nor, forthwith  to  take  all  suitable  and  proper  measures  to  cause 
such  citizen  to  be  discharged  from  his  imprisonment;  and  the  le- 
gality of  such  imprisonment  to  be  tried  and  determined  by  the 
courts  of  the  United  Slates;  and  the  Governor  may  draw  his  war- 
rant on  the  Treasury  of  the  State  to  defray  any  reasonable  and 
necessary  expense  thereby  incurred. 

Resolved^  That  the  Governor  be  requissted  to  transmit  a  copy 
of  these  resolves  to  the  Governors  of  the  several  States  to  be 
communicated  lo  the  Legislatures  thereof. 


MINORITY  REPORT 

OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  TOWNS  AND  PARISHES 

IN  RELATION  TO  THE  TOWNS  OF  NASHUA  AND 

NASHVILLE. 

The  undersigned',  a  minority  of  the  standing  committee  on 
Towns  and  Parishes,  to  whom  was  referred  the  bill  entitled  "An 
act  in  amendment  of  an  act  entitled  an  act  to  constitute  the  town 
of  Nashville,"  dissenting  from  the  views  of  the  majority  of  said 
committee,  ask  leave  to  report,  that  by  an  act  of  the  Legislature, 
passed  at  the  June  session,  1842,  the  town  of  Nashua  was  divi- 
ded, and  a  new  town  incorporated  by  the  name  of  Nashville. 
This  measure  was  adopted  upon  the  application  o(  certain  citizens 
residing  within  the  limits  of  the  new  town,  and  without  notice  to 
the  town  or  to  the  citizens  thereof  interested  in  opposing  the 
measure.  In  the  division  of  the  public  property  as  provided  for 
by  the  act,  no  opportunity  w^as  given  to  any  persons  interested  to 
be  heard  on  the  subject,  other  than  those  by  whom  the  applica- 
tion was  urged  and  they  had  a  full  opportunity  to  present  to  the 
Legislature  all  the  considerations  affecting  favorably  their  interests 
in  the  matter.  By  the  provisions  of  the  act  the  public  property 
is  divided  in  the  proportion  of  $1  37-100  to  Nashua  and  $1  to 
Nashville.  This  property  consists  of  the  poor  farm,  a  small  por- 
tion of  the  surplus  revenue,  and  a  small  farm  known  as  the  Abel 
Robbins  place;  and  the  present  town  of  Nashua,  never  having  bad 
an  opportunity  to  be  heard  on  the  subject  of  the  division  of  the 
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property  until  the  present  session  of  the  Legislature,  while*  the 
interests  and  claims  of  the  town  of  Nashville  have  been  fully:  rep- 
resented and  advocated,  and  the  division  in  fact  made  agreeably 
to  their  views  and  wishes,  now  asks  for  a  reconsideration  of  this 
apportionment  oi  the  public  property,  and  a  more  equitable  divis- 
ion thereof  upon  the  following  groun^ls  : — 

Isi.  That  the  town  of  Nashua  is  burihened  with  aheavy  debt, 
while  the  town  of  Nashville  is  free  from  debt,  and  that  a  larga  por- 
tion of  this  debt  of  the  town  of  Nashua  was  incurred  under  aa 
unanimous  vote  of  the  town,  passed  prior  to  the  division,  and  that 
a  large  portion  o(  the  debt  was  incurred  for  the  express  acoom-. 
modation  and  convenience  of  citizens  residing  in  that  part  oi  the 
town  which  is  now  Nashville. 

2ud.  That  by  the  provisions  of  the  act  a  much  larger  propor- 
tion of  the  paupers  beyond  the  ratio  prescribed  for  the  division  of 
the  property  is  thrown  upon  Nashua  than  on  Nashville. 

3rd.  That  the  Abel  Robbins  place  was  deeded  to  the  town  of 
Nashua  solely  for  the  support  of  said  Abel  Robbins  and  family, 
and  that  he  is  now  maintained  upon  the  poor  farm  in  said  town, 
and  by  the  provisions  of  the  act  has  his  settlement  therein. 

In  the  course  of  their  enquiries  upon  this  subject  the  committee 
gave  opportunity  to  both  towns  to  be  heard,  and  an  ex- 
tended examination  was  had.  The  facts  bearing  upon  the  merits 
of  the  question  as  they  have  resulted  from  our  enquiries  are  in 
the  view  of  the  undersigned  as  follows  : 

At  the  annual  meeting  of  the  town  of  Nashua  in  March,  1S4'2^ 
a  vote  was  passed  with  entire  unanimity,  or  nearly  so,  for  build- 
ing a  town  house,  and  prescribing  the  kind  of  house  to  be  built. 
The  motion  upon  which  this  vote  was  taken  was  nrade  and  advo- 
cated by  citizens  residing  in  that  part  of  the  town  whicti  is  bow 
Nashville,  and  was  sustained  by  a  full  vote  of  \be  whole  town. 
The  question  being  then  taken  after  a  full  discussion  of  the  sub- 
ject, upon  the  location'  of  the  house,  resulted  in  a  vote  of  5S2  in 
favor  of  the  south  side  of  the  Nashua  river,  to  396  in  favor  of  the 
noilh  side.  In  pursuance  of  these  votes  of  the  town,  a  lot  was 
purchased,  situated  in  reference  to  the  centre  of  the  population 
and  territory  more  favorably  for  the  citizens  residing  in  that  part 
of  the  town  which  is  now  Nashville  than  for  the  citizens  of  other 
parts  of  the  town.  Large  contracts  had  been  entered  into  bind- 
ing on  the  town  for  materials,  and  nearly  the  whole  of  the  foun- 
dation and  basement  walls  had  been  laid,  when  the  act  constitu- 
ting the  town  of  Nashville  was  passed.  An  abandonment  of  the 
work  then,  or  a  material  alteration  of  the  plan  ot  the  building,  must 
have  been  attended  with  very  heavy  loss  to  the  towuj  and  a  very 
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comiderable  proportion  of  the  expense  incurred  io  building  said 
bouse  was  incurred  in  consulting  the  covenience  find  interests  of 
those  citizens  residing  in  that  part  of  the  town  which  is  now  Nash- 
ville. Upon  these  grounds  the  undersigned  consider  the  claim  of 
Nashua  to  a  more  favorable  division  of  the  property  to  be  per- 
fectly equitable  and  just.  -At  the  ^ame  time  we  regard  it  as  one 
which  should  meet  the  favorable  consideration  of  the  Legislature 
for  reasons  o(  public  policy,  inasmuch  as  it  cannot  be  for  the  pub- 
lic interest,  that  a  portion  of  the  citizens  of  any  town  should  be 
permitted  to  escape  from  lli^ir  ju^t  share  of  the  liabilities,  which 
they  have  contributed  to  assumcv  i^or  be  sustained  in  any  procee- 
dingsf,  the  design  of  which  l«  to  defeat  the  will  of  the  majority. 
In  regard  to  the  proportion  of  the  paupers  to  be  supported  by  the 
two  towns  respectively,  tbe  undersigned  consider  the  position  ta- 
ken by  the  town  of  Nashua  to  be  sustained  by  the  fact.  An  un- 
due proportion  of  the  paupers  supported  at  the  poor  establish- 
ments in  the  two  towns,  an^  liaving  their  settlement  in  the  respec- 
tive towns,  is  thrown  upon  the  town  of  Nashua,  and  in  relation  to 
the  farm  known  as  the  Abel.  Robbins  place,  it  is  difficult  to  con- 
ceive upon  what  fair  and  honest  ground  the  division  of  that  farm 
can  be  required.  It  was  deeded  to  the  town  of  Nashua  for  no 
other  consideration  than  the  liability  of  that  town  to  support  said 
Robbins-and  his  family.  It  became  iu  the  hands  of  the  town  in 
some  respect  as  a  trust  fund  to  be  expended  for  his  comfort  and 
support.  He  is  now  receiving  that  comfort  and  support  at  the 
poor  establishment  in  Nashua,  and  by  the  provisions  of  the  act  di- 
viding the  town,  he  and  his  numerous  descendants  deriving  their 
settlement  from  him,  are  given  a  settlement  in  the  present  town 
of  Nashua^  and  Nashville  is  entirely  exonerated  from  all  liability 
for  their  support.  So  flagrant  an  act  of  injustice  to  the  town  of 
Nashua  as  giving  away  a  portion  of  this  farm  to  Nashville,. while 
that  town  is  fully  released  from  all  obligation  to  fulfil  the  purposes 
for  which  it  was  deeded  to  the  town,  can  be  accounted  for  only 
on  tbe  ground  that  the  Legislature  acted  upon  the  representations 
of  one  only  of  the  parties  mrerested;  and  without  a  full  knowledge 
of  the  facts  in  the  case.  If  such  injustice  has  been  done  to  any 
portion  of  otir  constituents  by  the  hasty  artd  inconsiderate  legisla- 
tion of  our  predecessors,  it  Ijecomes  our  duty  to  restore  them  to 
tbe  full  enjoyment  of  their  rights.  Entertaining  these  views  the 
undersigned  ask  leave  to  report  to  the  House  the  bill  entitled  ^'An 
act  in  amendment  of  an  act  to  constitute  the  town  of  Nashville."

Sec.  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Repre^ 
^entatives  in  Gentrul  Court  convened^  That  the  southerly  boun- 
dary of  the  town  of  Nashville,  shall  be  the  Nashua  river  from  the 
east  line  of  the  town  of  Hollis,  to  the  mouth  of  said  river,  and  all 
the  territory  lying  between  said  Nashua  river,  and  the  southerly 
line  of  said  Nashville  as  constituied  by  the  act  to  which  this  is  an 
?imendment,  shall  be  annexed  to,  and  made  a  part  of  the  town  of 
Nashua,  in  the  county  of  Hillsborough? 

Sec  2.  And  he  it  further  enacted^  That  said  town  of  Nash- 
ua may  hold  and  retain  for  the  sole  and  exclusive  use  of  said  town, 
such  of  the  real  and  personal  estate,  including  the  public  money 
deposited  with  said  town,  and  other  than  the  site  and  meterials  for 
the  town  house  in  said  town,  which  at  the  time  of  the  passage  of 
the  act  to  which  this  is  an  amendment,  was  owned  by  said  town, 
as  said  town  may  elect,  not  exceeding  ten  thousand  dollars  in  val- 
ue, and  the  provisions  of  the  second  section  of  the  act  to  which 
this  is  an  amendment,  shall  not  be  held  to  apply  to  such  of  said 
estate,  as  may  be  elected  to  be  so  held  and  retained  by  said  town, 
and  in  no  case  shall  the  town  of  Nashua  be  held  liable  to  pay  to 
tho  town  of  Nashville,  for  any  portion  of  the  public  property  be- 
longing to  said  towns  which  may  be  set  off  or  assigned  to  said 
Nashua,  by  any  committee  appointed  pursuant  to  the  provisions 
of  said  second  section. 


REPORT 

OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  THE  JUDICIARY  ON  THE 
PETITION  OF  JOHN  McDANIEL. 

The  committee  on  the  Judiciary,  to  whom  was  referred  the 
memorial  of  John  McDaniel,  praying  that  the  power  to  prescribe 
the  rules,  regulations  and  provisions  contemplatedj  in  the  5th 
section  of  the  act  of  incorporation  of  the  Concord  Railroad, 
may  be  taken  from  the  Directors  of  said  corporation  and  confer- 
red upon  a  Board  of  Commissioners,  to  be  chosen  by  the  legis- 
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lature,  or  appointed  by  the  Governor  and  Council,  or  that  some 
other  enactments  naay  be  made  which  will  make  the  provisions  of 
said  section  operative,  and  protect  equally  the  rights  of  the  citi- 
zen and  of  the  corporation,  have  considered  said  subject. 

The  5th  section  of  said  act  of  incorporation,  among  other 
things  provides  that  ''the  transportation  of  persons  and  property, 
the  construction  of  wheels,  the  forms  of  cars  and  carriages,  the 
weight  of  loads,  and  all  other  matters  and  things  in  relation  to 
the  use  of  said  road,  shall  be  in  conformity  to  such  rules,  regula- 
tions and  provisions  as  the  directors  shall  from  time  to  time  pre- 
scribe and  direct,  and  said  road  may  be  used  by  any  person  or  per- 
sons who  shall  comply  with  such  rules  and  regulations." 

It  appeared  before  your  committee  that  previous  to  the  presen- 
tation 01  said  memorial,  on  the  22d  day  of  May,  1843,  the  peti- 
tioner made  application  by  letter  to  the  directors  of  said  corpor- 
ation, in  which  he  stated  that  he  desired  to  avail  himself  of  the 
rights  contemplated  in  said  5th  section,  by  using  the  road  in  run- 
ning his  own  cars  lipon  it,  and  requested  that  the  corporation 
would  communicate  to  him  a  copy  of  the  rules  and  regulations,  by 
which  he  was  to  be  governed  in  using  said  road.  In  reply  to  this 
request,  the  corporation,  on  the  13th  day  of  June,  1843,  furnish- 
ed to  the  petitioner  the  "rules  and  regulations,"  of  which  the 
following  are  a  copy  : 

Rules  and  Regulations  for  the  use  of  the  Concord  Railroad y 

adopted  at  a  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Directors^  holden 

at  Concord^  on  the  \  2th  of  June y  1843. 

1 .  The  engine  must  correspond  in  width  to  the  track  as  now 
laid  down,  and  be  of  a  suitable  size  and  strength  to  pass  over  the 
road  not  taking  more  than  one  and  three  quarters  hours  with  pass- 
engers and  three  hours  with  freight. 

2.  The  cars  used  must  correspond  in  size,  material  and  finish 
with  those  now  in  use  by  the  corporation. 

3.  The  time  of  running  both  freight  and  passenger  trains  will 
be  designated  from  time  to  time  as  the  safety  of  the  trains  may  re- 
quire, and  they  will  be  at  the  sole  risk  of  the  owners,  they  being 
liable  for  any  accidents   or  damage  growing   out  of  any  fault  of 
theirs  or  those  employed  by  them. 

4.  The  tolls  for  freight  or  passengers  will  be  the  same  as  ta* 
ken  by  the  corporation,  less  for  the  motive  power,  findine;  of  cars 
and  doing  such  other  things  as  is  necessary  in  carrying  on  the 
business,  seventy  cents  per  ton  on  merchandize,  and  eight  cents 
for  each  passenger  going  over  the  whole  road,  and  at  rates  in  pro- 
portion for  any  less  distance. 
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5.  The  payment  of  frelgiit  and  jMissengers  must  be  nsade  dai- 
ly 10  the  corporation. 

6.  The  corporation  will,  so  far  as  they  can  conveniently  do 
so,  furnish  or  rent  lands  or  reasonable  terms  for  the  purposes  of 
depots,  engine-houses,  &c.,  but 'the  persons  using  said  lands  will 
have  the  sole  charge  of  ibe  switches  going  on  to  said  lands,  and 
will  be  liable  to  the  corporation  for  any  damage  that  may  occur  to 
the  property  ef  the  corporation  in  consequence  of  the  negligence 
of  the  switch-man,  or  from  other  causes  arising  from  said  switch- 
es or  turnouts. 

7.  The  load  on  any  single  freight  car  must  not  exceed  8000 
lbs. 

8.  Bonds  with  sufficient  sureties  must  be  given  to  save  harm- 
less the  corporation  from  all  losses  or  damage,  on  account  of  such 
passengers  and  freight  not  arising  from  any  fault  gd  the  part  of  the 
corporation  or  its  agents,  it  being  ynderstood.  that  the  corporation 
will  be  liable  for  damage  to  said  owsere  arising  from  any  fault  on 
the  part  of  said  corporation,  during  such  time  as  said  owners  are 
entitled  to  the  road  as  designated. 

9.  These  rules  and  regulations  will  be  subject  to  alterations 
from  time  to  time,  «s  the  changes  of  business,  and  the  interest 
and  safety  of  the  public  may  require,  in  all  which  cases  reasona- 
ble  notice  will  be  given.

It  was  objected  on  the  pait  of  the'  petitioner  that  it  would  be 
entirely  impossible  for  him  or  any  other  individuaF  or-  individuals, 
under  the  foregoing  rules  and  regulations,  to  run  their  cai^  upon 
llje  road,  as  is  supjposed  to  be  contemplated  in  the  6th  section  of 
said  act  of  incorporation,  that  if  it  were  physically  prabiicable  to 
run  his  cars  at  all,  it  coold  not  be  done  under  those  rules  and  reg- 
ulations, without  great-damage  arid  loss,  and  that  the  experiment, 
i(  continued  under  such  terms,  must  be  ruinous  to  all  concerned 
in  it,  for  the  following  reasons  : 

1.  The  necessary  operation  and  effect  of  the  requirement  on 
the  part  of  the  corporation,  that  bis  "cars  must  correspond  in 
•ri^c,  maiefial  and  finish  with  those-  nowjn  use  by  the  corpora- 
tion.'' 

2.  The  fact  ihatV^n  the  language  of  the  3d  rute^  ''the  time  of 
running  both  freight  and  passenger  trains  will  be  designated  from 
lime  to  time"  (by  the  cprpoaiion)  '*as  the  safety  of  their  trains 
may  require,"  leaving  the  whole  matter  at  the  control  and  pleas- 
ure of  the  corporation,  subject  to  be  regulated  and  altered  by 
theiinTrom  time  to  time,as  their  Interest  or  caprice  might  dictate. 
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3.  The  feet  that  the  corporation  will  allow  the  petitiooer,  out 
x>f  raoneys  received  for  passengers  and  freight  carried  by  him, 
oiAy  ' 'seventy  cents  per  ton  on  merchandize,  and  eight  cents  for 
each  passenger  going  over  the  whole  road"  (from  Concord  to 
Nashua)  "and  at  rates  in  proportion  for  any  less  distance,"  the 
corporation  keeping  the  remainder  so  received,  to  themselves^ 
It  appeared  that  the  rates  received  hy  the  corporation  for  passen- 
gers aad  freight  carried  by  themselves  were,  for  the  same  distance, 
$2  per  ton  for  freight  and  $1  25  for  each  passenger, 

4.  The  requirement  that  ''the  payment  of  freight  and  passen- 
gers must  be"  (by  the  petitioner)  ''made  daily  to  the  corpora^ 
lion."  It  appeared  on  investigation  that  die  terms  of  the  corpor- 
ation for  freight  were,  in  the  words  of  the  superintendent,  "cash 
on  dehvery,  but  that  to  persons  in  thib  immediate  vicinity,  goods 
are  often  delivered  with  the  understanding  that  iTie  freight  must 
be  paid  whenever  the  biH  is  presented,  and  our  bills  are  uniform- 
ly presented,  if  not  before,  at  the  close  of  each  n>onih.'' 

5.  The  fact  that  even  these  rules  and  regulations  will,  in  the 
words  of  the  9th  and  last  article,  ''be  subject  to  alterations  from 
time  to  time,  as  the  changes  of  business  and  the  iRterest  and  safe« 
ly  of  the  public  may  require."*' 

Upon  the  suggestion  of  these  and  similar  difficulties,  ^t  the  pe- 
titioner's-request,  a  hearing  of  both  parties,  with  their -counsel, 
was  had  before  the  committee,  and  a  series  of  written  interroga- 
tories was  proposed  to  the  corporation,  which  were  answered  by 
them  through  their  superintendent,  Hon.  N.  G.  Upham.  Tt  is 
not  deemed  necessary  for  the  purposes  of  this  report,  to  go  into 
a  detail  of  ihe  interrogatories  or  answers,  both  of  which  are  here- 
with  submitted  to  the  House,  They  were  principally  relating  to 
ihe  points  of  objection  above  noticed,  and  to  some  other  matters 
not  particularly  bearing  upon  ti\e  subject  of  this  investigation. 

In  reply  to  a  question  Irora  the  petitioner,  '  if  an  individual 
or  conx|)any  of  individuals  should  incur  the  same  expense  in  the 
construction  of  suitable  depots,  engine-houses,  cars,  workmen, 
and  all  incidental  expenses,  excepting  the  track,  that  iiave  for 
the  same  purposes  been  incurred  by  the  corporation,  and  should 
do  the  same  amount  of  business  that  has  been  done  by  the  corpora 
ation,  with  the  same  prudence  and  economy,  whether  8  cents 
per  passenger  and  70  cents  per  ton  for  freight  would  be  suffi- 
cient to  meet  the  expenses  and  pay  the  interest  on  the  original 
outlay?"  the  superintendent  replied,  that  "it  would  not,  and 
should  not  for  reasons  above  stated,"  and  that  *'notwithstJt^nding 
the  common  carrier  would  realize  no  profit  in  doing  business  un- 
der these  rules  and  regulations,  still  the  corporation  would  be 
^4 
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greatlj  the  sufierer,  should  any  one  attempt  to  do  busiDess  on  the 
road  on  the  terms  proposed," 

Tlie  superintendent  in  another  answer  also  says,  ''it  is  quite 
clear,  as  I  think,  for  the  reasons  previously  stated,  tl>at  the  com- 
petition proposed  to  be  started,  in  this  case,  would  be*  ruinous  to 
both  parlies  concerned  in  it,  and  any  competition  of  such  a  char- 
acter is  never,  in  my  belief,  advantageous  to  the  public." 

The  petitioner  also  proposed  the  following  question  :  **Didthe 
board  of  directors,  at  the  time  the  rules  and  regulations  now  be- 
fore the  committee  were  prescribed,  believe  that  an  individual  or 
any  number  of  individuals  could  place  their  cars  upon  the  road 
and  run  them,  subject  to  the  rules  and  regulations  already  pre- 
scribed and  such  as  are  reserved  for  the  discretion  of  the  board, 
with  benefit  to  the  public,  and  without  bankruptcy  to  themselves  ?'' 
To  which  the  superintendent  replied  as  follows  :  *'This  question 
is  supposed  to  be  fully  answered  in  my  replies  to  previous  inter- 
rogatories, so  far  as  regards  my  own  opinion,  and  I  have  no  reason 
to  believe  that  the  board  of  direclofs  differ  from  roe  in  their 
views." 

For  reasons  above  disclosed,  and  for  others  too  obvious  to  re- 
quire mention,  your  committee  are  not  disposed  to  recommend 
any  legislation  which  shall  involve  the  State  in  a  partnership  and 
association  with  this  or  any  otlier  railroad  corporation.  We  think 
that  any  such  connection  would  be  disastrous  to  the  State,  to  the 
corporation  and  to  the  individuals  who  might  be  concerned  in 
the  enterprise  proposed.  We  think  that  the  lessons  taught  by  the 
experience  of  other  States  who  have  involved  themselves  in  sim- 
ilar connections  with  corporate  institutions,  are  sufficient  to  satis- 
fy all  of  the  ruinous  effects  of  such  a  policy. 

The  matters  disclosed  in  this  investigation  served  strongly  to 
confirm  your  committee  in  their  belief  previously  entertained, 
that  this  and  other  similar  provisions  in  railroads  charters,  can  in 
no  case  of  which  the  committee  can  conceive,  be  of  the  least 
advantage  either  to  individuals  or  to  the  public,  and  that  they  can 
be  of  no  other  service  to  the  corporations,  except  as  affording 
them,  in  some  cases,  a  very  doubtful  ground  for  a  very  question- 
able argument  in  favor  of  the  right  and  power  of  these  bodies,  ar- 
bitrarily and  unconstitutionally  to  wrest  the  property  of  individu- 
als from  them  without  their  consent.  It  is  very  certain  that  the 
existence  of  this  clause  has  been  so  used  in  our  own  State,  and 
the  committee  are  aware  of  no  other  use  that  has,  in  this  country, 
ever  been  made  of  it.  Although  your  committee  are  unable  to 
perceive  the  force  of  the  argument  that  has  thus  been  raised,  they 
are  of  the  opinion  that  the  ground  and  the  pretext  upon  which  rt 
is  based ,  bad  better  be  removed.     No  part  of  the  legislative  pol- 
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icy  vT  New  Hampshire  seems  lo  be  better  ^ctiled  nt  ibis  time, 
than  that  these  corporations  shall  not  be  permitted  to  take  the 
property  of  indivvduals  without  their  consent. 

It  would  then  seem  desirable  (o  remove,  where  it  may  be  so 
easily  done,  one  of  the  principal  grounds  of  the  opposition  that  is 
made  to  this  salutary  policy,  how  unsubstantial  soever  this 
ground  of  opposition  may  in  our  belief  be.  Could  any  benefit  be 
4^rived  to  the  public  or  to  individuals  from  the  existence  of  this 
•clause  in  railroad  charters,  there  might,  perhaps,  be  aUeged  some 
objection  to  its  repeal.  But  your  committee  are  un^le  to  per* 
ceive  that  any  such  benefit  can  accrue.  The  corporation  them- 
selves, in  this  case,  expressly  admit  that  the  exercise,  by  indi- 
viduals, of  the  right  which  this  clause  purports  to  give,  taust,  if 
continued,  be  ruinous  to  the  individuals  embarking  in  the  enter* 
prise,  and  to  the  corporation.  The  superintendent,  in  his  words 
above  quoted,  says,  *'itjs  quite  clear  that  the  competition  propos- 
ed to  be  started  in  this  case,  would  be  ruinous  to  both  parties 
concerned  in  it,"  and  he  adds,  ^^any  compelition  of  ^uch  a  ^har^ 
ncter  18  NEVER,  in  my  beliefs  ndvantagtous  to  the  public."  It 
IS  difficult  to  conceive  what  more  complete  admission  could  be 
made  of  the  entirely  nugatory  nature  of  this  pretended  provision 
to  secure  the  rights  of  individuals,  and  the  public. 

The  superintendent  argues  in  one  of  his  answers  above  men- 
tioned, that  this  ^ 'right  to  put  on  cars  and  engines,  euight  be  im*- 
poriant  when  there  is  any  aeglect  or  refusal  on  the  part  of  the 
directors  of  a  road  to  afford  to  the  public  all  necessary  and  reason- 
able facilities."  The  auswei;  to  this  is,  that  the  legislature  have 
dready,  by  the  provisions  of  the  charter  of  this  corporation,  the 
right  to  alter,  amend  or  modify  its  charter,  or  any  of  its  provis- 
ions, as  in  their  opinion  the  public  good  may  require.  It  is  ob- 
vious, therefore,  that  without  the  existence  of  this  clause,  the 
legislature  have  the  same  power  for  the  correction  of  abuses  like 
those  supposed  by  the  superintendent,  which  they  could  have 
with  It. 

Your  committee,  therefore,  can  regard  the  operation  of  this 
and  other  similar  provisions  in  the  charters  of  railroad  corpora- 
tions, coupled  with  the  singular  interpretation  that  has  been  given 
to  it  by  the  advocates  of  these  bodies,  in  no  other  light  than  as  a 
fraud  upon  individuals  and  upon  the  public— a  pretext  which  has 
been,  and  if  not  removed,  may  again  be  the  excuse  and  the 
cause  for  much  wrong  and  unconsiituiional  legislation.  The  com- 
mittee have  therefore  directed  me  to  report  the  accompanying 
bilL

The  select  committer  to  whom  was  referred  His  Excellency's 
message  accompanied  by  the  report  of  ihe  board  of  visitors,  trus- 
tees and  superintendent  of  the  New  Hampshire  Asylum  for  the 
Insane,  have  attended  to  the  subject,  and  ask  leave  to  make  a 
6nal 

REPORT. 

Your  committee  agree  fully  with  board  of  visitors  and  trustees, 
that  the  institution  promises  to  answer  the  benevolent  object  of 
its  erection,  a  safe,  agreeable,  and  as  far  as  may  be,  a  happy  home 
of  the  unfortunate  Insane. 

Your  committee  in  their  visit  were  forcibly  reminded  of  the 
propriety  of  His  Excellency's  recommendation,  to  make  an  ap- 
propriation to  erect  a  separate  building  for  those  persons  who  are 
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constantly  furious  and  noisy.  Such  a  building  would  probably 
cost  about  $3,000,  furnishing  other  accommodations  in  the  same, 
greatly  needed  by  the  Institution. 

Your  committee  were  highly  gratified  with  the  general  appear- 
ance of  the  institution.  Neatness,  order  and  comfort  pervading 
every  part  of  the  building. 

Dr.  Chandler,  the  superintendent,  appears  to  your  committee 
to  possess  all  the  qualifications  necessary  to  manage  the  adairs  of 
the  institution. 

Your  committee  have  directed  me  to  report  the  following  res- 
olution :  DIXI  CROSBY  for  the  Committee. 

Resolvedy  That  the  further  consideration  of  an  appropriation  for 
a  new  building  be  postponed  to  the  next  session  of  the  Legisla- 
ture. 


PETITION 

OP  J.  D.  GOODRICH  AND  OTHERS,  FOR  A  BANK 
AT  PORTSMOUTH. 

To  the  Hon.  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  State 
of  J^ew  Hampshire. 

The  undersigned,  citizens  of  the  town  of  Portsmouth,  respect- 
fully ask  of  the  Legislature  the  passage  of  an  act  incorporating 
them  into  a  banking  company,  subject  to  the  provisions  contained 
in  the  following  bill.  They  would  also  respectfully  suggest  the 
expediency  of  passing  a  general  law  upon  the  subject  of  banking, 
based  upon  the  principles  contained  in  said  bill. 

An  act  to  incorporate  the  President,  Directors  and  companj'  of 
the  Mutual  Safely  Bank  of  Portsmouth. 

Sec.  I.  Beit  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Represen- 
tatives in  General  Court  convened^  That 


their  associates,  successors  and  assigns,  be,  and  they  hereby  are, 
constituted  and  made  a  body  corporate  and  politic  by  the  name  of 
the  president,  directors  and  company  of  the  Mutual  Safety  Bank 
of  Portsmouth,  and  by  that  name  may  sue  and  be  su^d^  defend  and 
be  defended,  plead  and  be  impleaded,  and  fihall  be  subject  to  aH 
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the  liabilities  and  vested  with  all  the  privileges  hereinafter  speci- 
6ed. 

Sec.  2.  Any  person,  (corporations  excepted)  that  shall  mort- 
gage to  said  bank  any  buildings  or  lands,  taxed  by  the  selectmen 
of  the  town  in  which  such  building  or  lands  are  situated,  to  the 
amount  of  twelve  hundred  dollars,  shall  receive  from  said  bank 
bills,  signed  by  the  president  and  cashier  thereof,  to  the  aroouat 
of  four  hundred  dollars  and  no  more;  and  in  the  same  proportion 
for  any  buildings  or  lands  taxed  by  the  selectmen  of  the  town  in 
which  such  buildings  or  lands  are  located,  for  a  greater  or  less 
amount,  and  every  person  mortgaging  as  aforesaid  any  buildings 
or  lands,  shall  be  deemed  a  stockholder  in  said  corporation  so 
long  as  his  indebtedness  shall  continue  to  the  same,  and  shall  be 
entitled  to  one  vote  and  no  more  at  any  meeting  of  said  corpora- , 
tion. 

Sec  3.  Every  person  mortgaging  buildings  or  lands  to  said 
bank  as  aforesaid,  shall  at  the  lime  of  receiving  the  bills  of  said 
bank  upon  said  mortgage,  pay  to  the  cashier  thereof,  twenty-6ve 
per  cent,  on  the  amount  of  his  loan  obtained  from  said  bank,  in 
gold  or  silver;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  cashier  thereof  to 
give  to  the  person  so  paying,  the  same  amount  in  the  bills  of  said 
bank. 

Sec  4.  Whenever  in  the  opinion  of  the  president,  directors 
and  cashier  of  said  bank,  it  shall  become  necessary  for  the  inter- 
est of  the  bank  to  increase  the  amount  of  gold  or  silver  in  the 
vault,  of  said  bank,  it  shall  be  their  duty  to  issue  a  notice  to  the 
stockholders  of  said  bank,  requiring  them  to  pay  five  per  cent 
upon  the  amount  of  loans  in  thirty  days,  and  if  that  sum  is  not  suf- 
ficient, they  may  require  a  further  sum  of  five  per  cent,  from  each 
stockholder  every  thirty  days  thereafter,  payable  in  gold  or  silver, 
until  ali  bill  holders  of  bills  issued  by  said  bank  and  requiring  gold 
or  silver,  shall  be  satisfied  and  paid  in  full  for  all  bills  of  said  bank 
held  by  them  : — And  if  any  stockholder  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to 
pay  to  the  cashier  of  said  bank  said  sum  of  five  per  cent,  when 
thus  required  for  the  space  of  sixty  days  after  such  notice,  the 
president  and  directors  of  said  bank  may  proceed  to  sell  the  prop- 
erly mortgaged  by  said  stockholder,  at  public  vendue  to  the  high- 
est bidder,  after  giving  thirty  days  notice  thereof,  in  some  news- 
paper printed  in  the  town  of  Portsmouth,  and  after  taking  there- 
from so  much  money  as  will  satisfy  the  demand  of  said  bank,  and 
the  expenses  of  such  sale,  shall  pay  the  balance  to  said  stock- 
holder. 

Sec  5.  Every  person  obtaining  a  loan  from  said  bank  as 
aforesaid,  shall  pay  to  the  cashier  thereof,  at  the  time  of  obtain- 
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log  such  loan,  at  the  rate  of  one  per  cent,  annually,  upon  the 
amount  of  his  loan  and  no  more;  and  if  said  loan  is  continued  lon- 
ger than  one  year,  then  the  same  rate  of  interest  annually;  and 
the  amount  thus  received  shall  be  applied  to  defray  the  expenses 
of  said  corporation. 

Sec.  6.  Each  and  every  stockholder  of  said  bank  sh?ill  at  all 
times  keep  his  buildings  pledged  to  said  bank  for  any  loan  ob- 
tained from  the  same,  insured  and  the  policy  therefor  be  assigned 
to  the  bank,  in  some  Mutual  Safety  Insurance  company,  so  long 
as  his  property  is  pledged  to  said  bank;  and  no  loan  shall  be  made 
by  said  bank  to  any  individual  until  the  pVesident  and  directors 
thereof  shall  be  satisfied  of  such  insurance;  and  the  president  or 
any  director  of  said  bank  consenting  to  such  loan  upon  any  build- 
ing not  insured  as  aforesaid,  shall  forfeit  and  pay  to  said  bank  upon 
conviction  thereof  the  amount  of  such  loan  together  with  costs. 

Sec  7.  Any  person  obtaining  a  loan  from  said  bank  shall  up- 
on returning  to  the  cashier  of  the  same  the  amount  due  from  him 
to  said  bank,  receive  from  the  president,  directors  and  company 
thereof  a  quit  claim  deed  of  the  properly  mortgaged  by  him  wiih- 
in  ten  days  from  the  date  of  such  payment. 

Sec  8.  The  president  and  cashier  of  said  bank  shall  not  at 
any  lime  make  to  any  individual  any  loan  except  upon  pledge  of 
buildings  or  lands,  in  the  manner  provided  in  the  second  section 
of  this  act. 

Sec  9.  No  deposites  shall  be  received  by  the  cashier  of  said 
bank,  except  the  same  be  made  in  gold  or  silver,  or  bills  of  a  bank 
constituted  upon  the  principles  of  this  bank,  but  the  cashier  of 
said  bank  may  at  any  time  give  in  exchange  dollar  for  dollar  the 
bills  of  said  bank  for  gold  or  silver  coin. 

Sec  10.  The  president  and  directors  of  said  bank  shall  from 
time  to  time  fix  the  compensation  of  the  cashier  and  other  officers 
of  said  bank. 

Sec  11.  The  stockholders  of  said  bank,  may  at  any  meeting, 
called  for  that  purpose,  make  such  by-laws  as  are  necessary  to  car- 
ry into  effect  the  provisions  of  this  grant :  provided  such  by-laws 
are  not  repugnant  to  the  constitution  and  lavi^s  of  this  State. 

Sec.  12.  The  annual  meeting  of  the  stockholders  of  said  bank 
shall  be  holden  on  the  first  Monday  of  January  annually,  at  which 
meeting  a  president  and  four  directors  shall  be  chosen,  three  of 
whom  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  doing  business. 

Sec  13.  The  first  meeting  of  said  corporation  shall  be  called 
by or  either  two  of  them. 

Sec  14.     No  bills  shall  be   issued  by  said  bank   until  the 
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amount  of  fifty  thousand  dollars  in  good  and  real  propeniy  is  se- 
cured by  mortgage  to  said  bank.

AN  ACT  in  relation  to  banking. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  in 
General  Court  convened^  as  follows : 

Section  1.  Any  number  of  persons  may  associate  to  estab- 
lish offices  of  discount,  deposits  and  circulation,  upon  the  terms 
and  conditions,  and  subject  to  the  liabilities  prescribed  in  this  acr; 
but  the  aggregate  amount  of  the  capital  stock  of  any  such  associ- 
ation shall  not  be  less  than  fifty  thousand  dollars. 
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Seo»  3«  Such  persons,  uodes  their  bands  and  seals,  shall  make 
41  certificate  which  shall  specify — 

1 .  The  name  assumed  to  distinguish  such  association,  and  to 
be  used  in  its  dealings  : 

2.  The  place  where  the  operations  ol  discount  and  deposit  of 
such  association  are  to  be  carried  on,  designating  the  particular 
town  or  village : 

3.  The  amount  of  the  capital  stock  of  such  association,  the 
proportion  held  by  each  member  of  the  association,  and  the  names 
and  places  of  residence  of  each  member  of  such  association  : 

4.  The  period  at  which  such  association  shall  commence  and 
terminate  ;  which  certificate  shall  be  duly  acknowledged  and  re- 
corded in  the  office  of  the  clerk  of  the  county,  and  also  in  the 
town  clerk's  office,  where^iny  office  of  such  association  shaU  be 
established,  and  a  copy  thereof  filed  in  the  office  of  the  Secreta- 
ry of  State. 

Sec.  ^.  The  certificate  reqdired  by  the  preceding  section  to 
be  recorded  and  filed  in  the  offices  of  the  clerk  of  the  county,  of 
the  town  clerk,  and  secretary  of  state,  as  aforesaid,  or  copies 
thereof,  duly  certified  by  either  of  those  officers,  may  be  used  as 
evidence  in  all  courts  and  places  for  and  against  any  such  associa- 
tion. 

Sec  4.  Such  association,  after  each  and  all  the  members 
thereof  shall  have  signed  and  sworn  or  affirmed  to  an  affidavit, 
which  shall  contain  the  amount  paid  in  by  ea«h  member  towards 
forming  the  capital  stock  of  such  association,  and  that  the  same 
has  actually  been  paid  in,  in  specie  or  its  equivalent,  shall  have 
power  to  carry  on  the  business  of  banking,  by  discounting  bills, 
notes  and  other  evidences  of  debt ;  by  receiving  deposits  ;  by 
buying  and  selling  gold  and  silver  bullion ;  foreign  coins  and  bills 
of  exchange,  in  the  manner  specified  in  their  articles  of  associa- 
tion for  the  purposes  authorized  by  this  act ;  by  loaning  money  on 
real  or  personal  security  ;  and  by  exercising,  such  incidental  pow- 
ers as  shall  be  necessary  to  carry  on  such  business  ;  to  choose 
one  of  their  number  as  president  of  such  association,  and  to  ap- 
point a  cashier,  and  such  other  officers  and  agents  as  their  busi- 
ness may  require,  and  to  remove  such  president,  cashier,  officers 
and  agents  at  pleasure,  and  appoint  others  in  their  place. 

Sec.  5.  Such  association  shall  have  power  to  issue  and  put 
into  circulation,  as  money,  notes  and  bills,  in  the  similitude  of 
common  bank  notes,  of  such  denominations  as  is  prescribed  in 
the  Revised  Statutes  of  New .  Hampshire,  to  an  amount  eqiial 
to  twice  \)[\e  ampt^ot  of  qapital  stock  paid  in  as  afojresaid  ;  and  all 
such  notes,  and  all  contracts  made  by  any  such  assQciationi  shall 
32 
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be  signed  bjr  the  president  and  catliief  thereof;  and  all  suit^ 
brought  by  or  against  such  association,  shall  be  brought  in  the 
nanie  by  which  such  association  shall  assume  to  be  distinguished. 

Sec.  &.  No  member  of  any  such  association  shall  have  any 
right  whatever  to  sell  and  transfer  his  interest  therein,  except  by 
the  cohsent;  in  writing  of  all  the  other  members  thereof;  but  in 
case  any  member  of  such  association  shall  die,  his  executor  or 
administrators  shall,  at  the  expiration  of  one  year  after  the  de- 
Cease  of  such  member,  ha\*e  a  right  to  receive  and  obtain  from 
such  association  the  share  that  such  deceased  member  had  in  such 
association,  after  paying  all  the  liabilities  ^thlch  such  association 
shall  be  under  ;  and  in  case  the  amount  thus  paid  out  is  not  re- 
turned to  such  association,  and  the  capital  stock  made  good  on  or 
before  thirty  days  from  the  day  such  deceased  member's  share 
shall  be  paid  out  as  aforesaid,  the  power  of  said  association  to 
carry  on  the  business  of  banking  shall  cease,  and  the  affairs  there- 
of shall  be  immediately  wound  up,  but  no  part  of  the  capital  stock 
of  such  association  shall  be  divided  among  the  members  thereof, 
until  after  all  the  liabilities  of  such  association  shall  be  discharged. 

Sec  7.  Every  member  of  any  such  association  shall  be  liable 
in  his  individual  capacity,  in  the  form  and  manner  prescribed  in 
chapter  one  hundred  and  forty-six  of  the  Revised  Statutes  of 
New  Hampshire,  for  all  the  contracts,  debts  and  engagements  of 
such  association. 

Sec  8.  It  shalFbe  lawful  for  such  association  to  purchase,  hold 
and  convey  real  estate  for  the  following  purposes  : 

1 .  Such  as  shall  be  necessary  for  its  immediate  accommodation 
in  the  convenient  transaction  of  its  business  :  or, 

2.  Such  as  shall  be  mortgriged  to  it  in  good  faith  by  way  of 
security  for  loans  made  by,  or  moneys  due  to  such  association : 
or, 

3.  Such  as  shall  be  conveyed  to  it  in  satisfaction  of  debts  pre' 
Viously  contracted  in  the  course  of  its  dealings  :  or, 

4.  Such  as  shall  be  taken  by  feaid  association  on  cxectitions  re- 
covered against  its  debtors. 

The  said  association  shall  not  purchase,  hold  or  convey  real 
estate  in  any  other  case,  or  for  any  other  purpose. 

Sec.  9.  Such  association  shall  on  ^he  first  Mondays  of  Janaa- 
ry  and  July  in  every  year,  after  having  commenced  the  business 
of  banking  as  prescribed  by  this  act,  make  out  a  full  statement  of 
the  affairs  of  the  association,  verified  by  the  oaths  of  the  presi- 
dent and  cashier,  which  statement  shall  contain-^ 

1  :'The  amount  of  the  capital  stock  paid  in  aecorcRngto  the  pro- 
visions of  thii  act : 
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^.  The  vn\{xe  of  the  real  estate  of  the  association,  specifying 
Xvbat  portion  is  occupied  by  the  association  as  necessary  to  the 
transaction  of  its  business  : 

3.  The  amonntof  debts  due  to  the  association,  specifying  such 
-as  are  doe  from  moneyed  or  other  corporations,  and  also  specify- 
ing the  amount  secured  by  bond  and  mortgage  or  judgment,  and 
the  amount  which  ought  to  be  included  in  the  computation  of 
losses  : 

4.  The  amount  of  debts  due  by  such  association,  specifying 
such  as  are  payable  on  demand,  and  such  as  are  due  to  moneyed 
or  other  corporations  or  associations  :

Which  statement  shall  be  immediately  transmitted  to  the  secre- 
tary of  state,  find  be  by  him  laid  before  the  governor  and  council. 

Sec.  10.  If  such  association  shall  neglect  to  make  out  and 
transmit  the  statement  required  in  the  last  preceding  section,  for 
"Qne  month  beyond  the  period  when  the  same  is  required  to  be 
^fnade,  or  shall  violate  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  act,  the  pow- 
^r  of  such  association  shall  cease  for  all  purposes,  except  the 
winding  up  and  closing  its  affairs. 

Sec.  11.  Such  association  shall  not  issue  any  bills  or  notes 
payable  at  any  other  place,  than  at  the  of&ce  where  the  business  of 
the  association  is  carried  on  and  conducted. 

Sec  12.  Such  association  shall  be -subject  to  aU  the  laws  in 
relation  to  corporations,  contained  in  title  seventeenth  of  the  Re- 
vised Statutes  of  New  Hampshire,  but  such  parts  of  said  Revis^ 
ed  Statutes  as  are  inconsistent  with  this  act  are  l)erel^  repealed. 

Sec.  13.  The  legislature  may  at  any  time  fdteror  repeal  xhh 
act. 

Sec  14.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for -such  association  ^o  loan  a^y 
portion  of  its  capital  ^ock  to  any  of  its  members^

on  a  judgment  at  law,  and  shall  have  been  returned  unsatisfied  in 
•  whole  or  in  part,  which  execution  may  be  so  returned  at  any  tifoe 
after  the  expiration  of  thirty  days  from  the  date  of  the  same,  the 
party  suing  out  such  execution  may  file  a  bill  in  chancery,  in  the

Sec.  2.  •And  be  it  further  enaeted,  That  the  court  shall  have 
power  to  compel  such  discovery  and  to  prevent  such  transfer, 
payment  or  delivery,  and  to  decree  -satisfaction  of  the  sum  re- 
maining due  on  such  judgment  out  of  any  such  property,  or 
things  m  action  belonging  to  the  defendant,  or  held  in  trust  for 
him  with  the  exception  above  slated,  which  shall  be  discovered 
by  the  proceedings  in  chancery,  whether  the  same  were  original- 
ly liable  to  be  taken  in  « execution  or  not ;  and  for  such  purpose 
said  court  shall  have  power  to  cause  said  thrngs  in  action  to  be 
collected  or  converted  into  money,  and  to  decree  a  sale  of  all 
such  property  or  so  much  thereof  as  may  besufiicientto  discharge 
the  amount  due  on  such  judgment,  and  the  costs  of  suit ;  and  to 
decree  and  compel  the  delivery  of  the  possession  of  all  sucb 
property,  so  sold,  to  the  purchaser  thereof.

AN  ACT  to  punish  cheating  by  false  pretences. 

Section  1.  If  any  person  shall  designedly  and  by  any  false 
pretence,  or  ty  any  false  &r  privy  token,  with  intent  to  defraud, 
obtain  any  money,  goods,  wares,  merchandise,  or  otlier  property 
or  shall  so  obtain  the  signature  of  any  other  person  to  any  injtru* 
ment,  the  false  making  of  which  would  be  punishable  as  forgery, 
he  shall  be  punished  by  confinement  to  hard  labor  for  a  term  not 
exceeding  five  years,  ov  by  fine  not  exceeding  five  hundred  dol-- 
lars,  or  imprisonment  in  tlie  common  jail  not  exceeding  one  year. 

Sec.  2.  Every  person  who  shall  be  convicted  of  any  gross 
cheat  or  fraud  at  common  Jaw,  :shall  be  punished  as  is  provided 
in  the  preceding  section.
